ItA  rcction  ojj  5n  almost  nightmare  quality,  is  taking  definite 
shape  and  has  achieved  some  really  brilliant  interior  effects.  Ex- 
hibitions of  modernist  pieces  held  during  the  winter  in  New 
York  and  elsewhere  showed  a  pronounced  advancement,  but  the 
great  majority  of  these  stressed  the  more  elaborate  arrangements, 
and  very  few  of  the  schemes  shown  were  adaptable  to  everyday 
living.  When  the  practical  features  of  this  new  manner  in  decora- 
tion are  better  appreciated,  its  advocates  believe  a  more  general 
acceptance  by  the  public  will  follow. 


THE  possibility,  for  instance,  of  using  the  modernist  idea  in 
built-in  furniture  should  convert  many  consistent  objectors. 
The  built-in  feature,  with  its  adaptability  to  so  many  types  of 
decorative  arrangement,  is  an  ideal  medium  for  modernist  expres- 
sion, deserving  of  a  wider  use.  There  is  so  much  built-in  furniture 
in  use  today  that  the  introduction  of  a  new  note  in  its  design 
should  be  particularly  welcome  at  this  time.

THE  necessity  of  incorporating  in  one  corner  of  a  room  a 
series  of  hook-shelves  and  a  comfortable  seat  resulted  in  the 
recent  construction  by  an  ingenious  country  house  owner  of  a 
modernist  piece  worthy  of  our  foremost  designers.  Wide  shelves 
were  built  against  both  walls  of  the  corner  in  question,  and  into 
the  actual  angle  was  fitted  a  low,  rounded  seat  with  a  curved  back. 
This  was  deeply  upholstered  and  covered  in  a  durable  material, 
a  heavy,  fitted  cushion  adding  height  to  the  chair-seat.  The  whole 
arrangement  was  so  constructed  as  to  suggest  permanence. 


IN  the  same  house  another  corner  was  put  to  decorative  use  for 
storage  space  and  shelves  in  much  the  same  manner.  Here  the 
corner  seat  was  replaced  by  book-shelves  and  drawers,  forming  a 
right  triangle  with  the  joining  of  the  walls.  Thus  a  low  closet  in 
three  distinct  sections  was  formed,  containing  drawer  space,  cup- 
boards and  open  shelves  for  books.  The  piece  when  complete 
measured  three  feet  in  height,  the  modernist  idea  being  carried 
out  in  sharply  defined  angles  and  an  irregular  spacing  of  shelves.

■L  ™  While  to  M.uie  extent  public  attention  has  been  turned  away 
from  the  austere  simplicity  of  first  attempts  at  interior  decoration 
in  the  American  Colonies,  furniture  of  the  federal  era  shows 
every  indication  of  a  steady  rise  in  popularity.  In  the  April  issue 
of  House  &  Garden  was  published  the  first  of  a  series  of  articles 
on  Federal  furniture.  The  fourth  of  this  series  appears  on  page 
84  of  this  issue. 

Old  fabrics  arc  also  coming  in  for  a  good  deal  of  attention. 
Miss  Elinor  Merrell  is  showing  some  rare  old  chintzes  and 
cottons,  many  of  them  the  original  pieces  which  created  such  a 
furore  when  introduced  in  France  in  the  late  18th  Century  and 
inspired  the  manufacture  of  all  European  printed  cottons,  in- 
cluding toiles  de  Jouy.  At  the  studio  of  Mrs.  Laura  Wand  is  a 
collection  of  old  Spanish  and  Italian  velvets,  brocades  and 
damasks.  One  particularly  lovely  piece,  originally  a  priest's  robe, 
is  of  a  soft,  faded  blue  velvet  trimmed  in  silver  galloon.  This 
would  make  a  handsome  wall  hanging. 

Mrs.  Wand  has  done  her  studio  in  the  manner  of  an  apart- 
ment consisting  of  living  room  and  bedroom,  furnishing  the 
rooms  with  Spanish  and  Italian  pieces  of  the  15th  and  16th  Cen- 
turies, preserved  in  surprisingly  good  condition.

the  word  is  construed  as  signifying  more  fun  ft  r  Pommy, 
the  theory  may  be  true  enough.  But  if  it  is  intended  to 
apply  mutually  to  both  parties  to  the  prospective  friendship, 
then   it  becomes  something  else  azain. 

It  we  face  the  facts  impartially  and  with  honesty,  we 
have  to  admit  that  average  children  under  five  years  oi 
and  a  good  many  older  ones,  are  unconscionably,  albeit 
often  without  intention,  rough  in  their  treatment  of  a  dog. 
I  know  that  no  child  is  admittedly  average  to  its  parents, 
but  then,  facts  of  behavior  are  facts  of  behavior.  Also, 
puppies'  tails,  legs  and  ears  offer  alluring  hand-holds  whose 
sensitiveness  to  pain  is  just  as  real  as  it  is  unappreciated  by 
young  minds. 

At  the  risk  of  being  accused  of  prejudice  I  should  like  to 
enter  a  plea  against  the  practice  of  giving  young  puppies  to 
children  who  are  not  qualified  by  age,  temperament  or 
training  to  give  them  a  reasonable  degree  of  physical  con- 
sideration. It  is  sheer  brutality  to  subject  an  immature,  rela- 
tively helpless  pup  to  the  mauling  which  is  frequently  his 
lot  at  juvenile  hands.  In  not  a  few  cases  actual  permanent 
injury    is   the    final    outcome,   and    even    without   this    the

It  is  somewhat  different  in  the  case  of  a  grown  dog,  for 
such  an  animal  is  far  better  equipped  than  a  puppy  to  escape 
when  matters  reach  too  painful  a  stage,  or  to  endure  when 
escape  is  impossible.  As  fur  a  mature  dog  being  unpleasantly 
rouuh  himself,  forget  it!  If  you  pick  your  breed  and  in- 
dividual animal  wisely  there  will  be  little  dangei  of  such  a 
condition  existing,  for  most  dogs  are  instinctively  fond  oi 
children  unless  bitter  experience  has  taught  them  to  be 
otherwise,  and  seem  to  realize  that  the  smaller  the  child 
the  greater  the  forebearance  and  gentleness  that  must  be 
accorded  to  him  or  her. 

"J Jut  what  about  the  child  who  is  too  young  to  realize 
the  suffering  he  may  bring  upon  his  dog?"  someone  may 
ask.  "Would  you  deprive  him  of  the  pleasure  which  only 
a  real  live  plaything  can  give  him?"  Yes — absolutely,  posi- 
tively and  unequivocally  yes!  I  do  not  believe  in  deliber- 
ately fostering  a  situation  which,  in  the  final  analysis  and 
shorn  of  all  sentimentality,  is  cruel.  A  child  who  is  too 
young,  too  unruly  or  too  careless  to  give  a  dog  a  decently 
square  deal  ou^ht  not  to  have  a  dog.  It  this  sounds  rather 
brutally  frank — well,  remember  that  we've  discarded  sen- 
timentality tor  facts. 

It  is  very  far  from  my  intention  to  challenge  the  genuine 
devotion  which  frequently  develops  between  a  dog  and  a 
child,  or  to  assert  that  it  is  anything  except  one  of  the  most 
worth-while  of  human  experiences.  Indeed,  it  is  worth 
making  considerable  effort  to  bring  about.  The  point  to 
remember  is  that,  like  most  real  friendships,  it  must  be 
founded  on  mutual  liking  and  consideration.

Architecture  helonging  more  to  the 
realm  of  art  than  of  science,  there 
can  he  no  hard  and  fast  rule-  hj 
means  of  which  we  can  reach  exact 
solution-  of  difficult  prohlems.  By 
hearing  in  mind  certain  formulas  we 
cannot  tell  just  what  type  of  entrance 
is  hest  for  a  house.  The  one  general 
rule  which  governs  the  design  of 
entrances,  just  as  it  governs  the  design 
of  anv  part  of  any  composition,  is  that 
each  segment  must  he  considered  in 
relation  to  every  other  segment,  and 
inu^t  he  created  in  perfect  harmony 
with  the  ensemhle,  each  detail  a  re- 
flection of  the  spirit  which  pervades 
the  whole.  The  architect  by  his  train- 
ing and  by  his  experience  with  the 
particular  style  in  which  he  works 
is  competent  to  judge  what  is  nearest 
to  being  the  perfect  entrance  for  a 
house  of  his  own  design. 

A  dwelling  of  simple  lines  and 
unpretentious  exterior  treatment 
should  have  a  simple,  albeit  graceful, 
entrance.  A  house  of  dignified  mien 
should  he  graced  bv  an  entrance  of 
quiet  and  reserved  dignity.  By  merely 
adding  elaborate  details  to  a  simple 
house  we  cannot  add  to  either  its 
beauty  or  its  sincerity  of  purpose;  in 
fact,  such  a  procedure  detract-  appre- 
ciably from  it.  Each  part  of  the  de- 
sign must  be  consistent. 

There  are,  generally  speaking,  two 
tvpes  of  entrances,  into  one  or  the 
other  of  which  each  individual  ex- 
ample, no  matter  what  its  style,  must 
fall.  The  first  type  takes  in  all  those 
whose  details  merely  frame  a  door- 
way; where  no  hood  or  extended 
pediment  projects  to  give  the  effect 
of  an  entrance  porch  or  portico.  The 
second  tvpe*contains  the  more  elabo- 
rate and  ornate  doorway  treatments 
where  an  extended  hood  of  some 
sort,  with  its  supports,  form-  part  of 
the  architectural  scheme  of  the  en- 
trance. 

Due  to  the  great  numbers  of  h 
in  this  country  constructed  in  the 
Georgian  and  Colonial  styles,  most 
of  our  entrances  in  their  design  and 
details  reflect  classic  traditions  and 
influence.  Both  of  the  styles  men- 
tioned are  results  of  a  revival  of  the 
appreciation  of  classic  architecture, 
and,  naturally,  their  details  are  an  in- 
dication of  this. 

The  classic  orders,  because  of  their 
adaptability  as  well  as  beauty,  are- 
well  suited  to  the  embellishment  of 
the  entrances  of  houses  in  either  of 
these  styles.  They  can  be  easily  varied 
as  to  proportion  and  size  to  suit  any 
house  for  which  they  may  be  consid- 
ered.

City   Progress  Is  Exacting  A  Heavy  Toll  That  Country 


Folk  Know  Little  About 


WE  were  working  side  by  side,  this  countryman  and  I,  he  in 
one  row  and  I  in  another.  The  spring  air  was  soft  and  full 
of  bird  music.  A  slight  haze  wreathed  the  farther  hills,  ami  in 
the  valley  the  Elms  and  Maples  were  untwisting  their  leaves.  After 
tin-  manner  of  gardeners,  we  spoke  only  occasionally  and  dis- 
jointedly  about  this  ami  that — he  n\  things  he  did  when  a  bo)  ami 
I  of  things  that  hail  happened  in  town.  And  so  the  day  would  have 
passed,  up  one  row  and  down  another,  peacefully,  uninterrupted, 
had  not  there  suddenly  broken  into  the  silence  a  persistent  stacatto. 

"Gue-s  that  new  owner  is  plow  ng  by  tractor,"  said  he,  indica- 
ting with  a  soil-dirty  thumb  a  house  farther  down  the  ridge 
nee  the  noise  came.  "^  es,  I'm  sure  it's  n  tractor."  Having 
made  that  assertion  he  went  to  work  again,  although,  to  rest  his 
back  now  and  then  he  straightened  up  ami  made  sage  remarks 
on  tractors. 

Two  days  later  he  came  around  ami  said,  rather  sheepishly, 
"You  know  that  noise  the  other  da\  :  Well,  at  first  I  was  pretty 
Mire  it  came  from  a  tractor.  Then  the  more  I  listened  to  it,  I  began 
to  have  my  doubts.  Well,  it  wasn't  a  tractor.  No  sir.  That  noise 
came  from  one  of  these  new-fangled  concrete  drills.  Never  heard 
it  before.  Funny  to  hear  it  up  here.  They're  using  it  on  that  house 
down  the  ridge,  punching  holes  in  the  cement  to  make  new 
windows."  He  seemed  to  feel  better  now  that  he  hail  gotten  that 
new  mn'sc  straightened  out. 

AND  that  is  one  great  difference — that  knowledge  of  noises — 
between  the  man  of  the  lonely  farmland  and  the  man  from 
town.  The  town  man  lives  through  a  whole  range  of  noises  that 
rural  folks  never  hear.  And  blessed  are  the  ears  that  are  not 
subjected  to  them!  Lucky  are  the  men  and  women  who  do  not 
have  to  pass  their  days  and  nights  in  the  hellish  uproar  that 
accompanies  life  in  cities! 

The  steam  shovel  ami  the  compressed-air  drill  are  two  symbols 
of  material  progress.  Swift  and  gargantuan  tools,  they  tear 
down  ami  build  up  at  an  amazing  rate.  They  are  the  vital  instru- 
ments in  the  metabolism  of  the  modern  city — this  American  citv 
which  is  forever  ripping  up  streets  ami  razing  buildings.  Without 
them  the  work  would  progress  slowly  indeed.  But  we  have  to  pay 
an  appalling  price  for  their  efficiency. 

Physicians  have  segregated  the  diseases  of  dirt.  In  a  lew  more 
vears  we  will  find  them  classifying  the  diseases  that  come  from 
— nerves  subconsciously  frayed  out  by  the  constant  pulsation 
(if  traffic,  the  ripping  and  tearing  of  drills  and  the  prodigious 
panting  of  steam  shovels;  ears  dimmed  to  more  delicate  percep- 
t'ons  by  the  roaring  of  elevated  trains  and  the  rush  of  subways. 

Some  there  be  who  would  count  this  concatenation  as  music;  in 


fact  musicians  of  the  modernist  school  deliberately  try  to  simu- 
late it  in  their  compositions.  We  are  supposed,  if  we  lay  claim  to 
being  modern,  to  like  this  kind  of  noise,  to  rind  beauty  in  it  and 
stimulation.  It  is  supposed  to  symbolize  progress. 

THE  countryman,  on  the  other  hand,  knows  a  different  sort 
of  progress  and  lives  through  a  different  category  of  no 
Very  few  of  them  are  unpleasant;  very  few  are  nerve-wracking. 
Most  of  them  are  subtle  and  require  a  trained  ear  to  appreciate 
their  beauty.  The  whole  range  of  bird  calls,  for  example;  the 
rush  of  water  over  a  dam  in  the  first  days  of  spring  ami  the  trickle 
of  water  over  a  stony  brook-bed  in  mid-summer;  the  low  of 
cows;  the  homely  grunt  and  whine  of  pigs;  the  contented  cluck  of 
hens;  the  assertive  and  pompous  boasting  of  roosters;  the  awkward 
cry  <>t  guinea-fowl;  the  gobbling  of  turkeys;  the  bleat  of  sheep. 
They  know  the  soft  rustle  that  follows  the  wind  blowing  over  a 
erain  field  and  the  sweep  of  it  through  tree  tops;  they  know  the 
sighing  of  the  winter  wind  through  Pines,  and  the  crunch  of  a 
tree  limb  rubbing  against  a  house.  They  know  the  patter  of  rain 
on  a  tin  roof,  which  is  like  the  roll  of  drums;  the  creak  of  a  loose 
shutter  at  nii_rht  and  the  conversation  of  crickets  and  peepers  and 
tile  hoot  ot  the  owl.  Thev  know,  too,  the  gee-haws  of  a  man 
calling  to  his  horses  as  he  plows,  the  clatter  of  a  reaper,  the  hum 
of  a  thresher.  A  few  of  their  noises  strike  terror — the  clap 
ot  thunder,  the  dismal  whine  of  a  fire  siren  or  the  distant  clang 
of  a  lire  bell — but  these  are  noises  not  reurularlv  heard. 

TO  one  whose  life  is  sweetened  by  such  country  sounds,  it  was 
only  natural  that  he  should  think  this  new  noise  to  be  a 
tractor.  Indeed,  the  progress  on  which  the  citv  world  prides  itself 
today  is  not  without  just  such  touches  of  pathos.  It  is  inevitable, 
perhaps,  that  as  the  old  order  changeth  there  shall  be  left  in  its 
wake  little  back-eddies  where  humanity  drifts  a  bit  aimlessly, 
wondering  what  it  is  all  about.  You  find  them  in  rural  regions, 
these  puzzled,  hesitating  leaders  of  an  earlier  day — graved  men 
and  women  whom  the  main  stream  has  passed  by.  Ears  that  once 
could  infallibly  identify  the  clack  of  a  distant  hay-rake  falter  now 
before  the  drone  of  a  gasoline  tractor;  eyes  that  knew  each 
passing  bird  wing  lose  their  sureness  when  the  air  mail  goes  over- 
head. And  they  cannot  quite  understand  it,  these  old  folks. 

Happy  and  blessed  above  others  are  they  who  cannot  under- 
stand these  things,  for  lite  has  kept  them  unspotted  from  a  world 
that,  in  the  end,  doesn't  seem  to  make  much  difference  anyhow. 
...  It  were  better  to  know  the  call  of  the  wild  dove  than  the 
shrieks  of  an  elevated  train;  it  were  better  not  to  recognize  a 
compressed  air  drill  when  one  hears  it.

U/nlcr  These  Leaders  the  Federal  Era  Built  Houses  of 
Strict  Classical  Design

ARCHITECTURE  will  probably  never 
■  again  be  the  passionate  pursuit  of  a 
President.  Times  have  changed.  A  taste  for 
the  fine  arts  (not  to  mention  a  tendency  to 
indulge  in  them  ),  so  far  from  serving  as  a 
qualification  for  the  White  House,  would, 
in  all  likelihood,  he  looked  upon  with  frank 
suspicion.  We  no  longer  distrust  the  candi- 
date who  wears  silk  hose,  hut  we  might 
have  our  doubts  about  him  if  he  were  to 
talk  glibly  of  Liigo  Jones,  architraves,  en- 
tablatures; if  he  were  to  speak  with  intelli- 
gent enthusiasm  of  the  splendid  work  done 
by  Mr.  Charles  A.   Piatt. 

But  there  was  a  time  in  the  history  of 
the  Republic  when  a  knowledge  of  archi- 
tecture   was    not    a    strange    in  it    to 


discover  in  the  makeup  of  a  statesman;  and 
that  time  might  very  well  be  called  the 
Jeffersonian  period.  For  its  principal  figure 
as  well  as  its  greatest  architectural  stimu- 
lant was  Jefferson  himself. 

The  period  began  about  the  time  Corn  - 
wallis,  at  Yorktown,  with  all  the  grace  of 
his  fine  military  manner,  gave  up  his  sword 
to  our  brave  General.  It  was  then  that 
England  surrendered,  or  at  any  rate  ceased 
for  a  while  to  exert  so  utterly,  that  in- 
fluence which  had  given  to  our  Colonial 
houses  their  familiar  character.  Until  the 
moment  of  our  independence  had  in  fact 
arrived  the  houses  of  the  Colonies,  for  all 
their  distinctive  adolescent  charm,  were 
the    manifestation    of    an    intense    mother 


fixation.  All  our  modes  and  manners  of 
building  were  but  derivations  of  the  styles 
and  traditions  among  which,  so  to  speak, 
the  Colonists  had  been  reared,  and  to  which 
they  had  looked  for  guidance.  The  only 
reasons  why  our  dwellings  did  not  resemble 
more  closely  their  ancestors  and  contem- 
poraries in  England  were  that  building 
conditions  here  differed  ever  so  widely 
from  those  in  the  old  country,  and  that 
architectural  talent  in  the  more  sophisti- 
cated grades  was  at  a  premium. 

Our  declaration  of  independence  in 
architecture  did  not  result,  however,  in  any 
great  display  of  originality.  It  simply  was 
the  means  of  transferring  our  allegiance 
for  the  moment  from  England  to  Rome. 
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Nor  did  it  do  this  nil  of  a  sudden.  Old 
were  difficult  to  break.  Young  Repi 
cans,  while  tluy  did  so  with  diminisl 
ardor,  continued  to  build  fairly  much  in  the 
fashions  to  which  they  were  accustomed. 
The  change  from  one  year  to  the  tuext  ma\ 
have  been  imperceptible,  but  there  could  he 
no  denying  the  transformation  which  oc- 
curred between  the  time  of  the  Yorktown 
ceremony,  or  thereabouts,  and  the  turn  of 
the  century.  Where  houses  had  been  built 
before  the  Revolution  with  a  general  ej 
of  gracefulness  and  lightness,  with  door- 
ways, moldings  and  mantles  all  somehow 
delicate,  yet  sturdy  and  vigorous  in  design, 
there  were  being  built  by  1800  houses  of  a 
quite  different  cast  of  countenance. Dignity, 
even  a  certain  austerity,  had  crept  into  the 
new  facades,  anil  all  the  details  were  now 
heavily  touched  with  a  kind  of  well- 
intentioned   Classicism. 

Perhaps  this  is  all  very  dry  and  dusty  to 
the  reader.  In  many  ways  architecture  in 
the  abstract  must  seem  to  nearly  everybody 
the  most  impersonal  of  all  the  arts;  the 
furthest  removed  from  the  actual  caress  of 
the  artist  involved.  At  any  rate,  in  this 
particular  situation,  in  this  progression  from 
one  style  to  another  under  the  stress  of  a 
great  change  in  a  national  attitude,  there 
seem  to  be  at  play  all  the  vagaries  often 
found  in  human  nature. 

The  achieving  of  our  independence  did 
make  us  rather  self-conscious.  Here  we 
were  at  last,  a  nation  among  all  the  nations 
of  the  world — the  youngest,  yet  with  a 
destiny  already  acknowledged,  by  reason 
of  our  size  and  vast  resources,  our  spirit  and 
enterprise,  as  one  of  tremendous,  incom- 
parable possibilities.  And  while  our  archi- 
tecture at  the  moment  was  far  from  being 
the  thing  uppermost  in  our  minds,  it  was 
inevitable  that  it  should  automatically  show 
the  effects  ot  our  reaction  to  the  new  state 
of  affairs.  For  architecture  does  indelibly 
record,  over  any  period  of  time,  the  whims 
and  fancies,  the  strengths  and  weaknesses 
of  the  people  who  made  it.  And  so  it  is  that 
we  can  see  in  the  turn  our  houses  took  from 
the  graceful  colloquialism  of  Colonial 
work  to  the  rather  crude  classicism  of  the 
early  1800's,  the  same  spirit  which  moved 
our  Revolutionary  patriots  to  organize  the 
Society  of  the  Cincinnati  and  identify 
themselves  with  the  immortal  heroes  of  the 
Roman  Republic. 

We  took  ourselves  very  seriouslv,  indeed. 
We  began  to  banish,  as  "fripperies",  all  the 
lovely  mannerisms  with  which  Wren  had 
invested  the  English  Renaissance  and  by 
means  of  which  we  had  given  our  Colonial 
houses  their  unforgetable  charm.  And 
with  this  renunciation  we  began  to  accept 
as  significant  and  important,  as  something 
very  much  in  keeping  with  our  new 
tion,  the  very  dogmas  of  architecture — the 
Orders.  These  were  the  fundamentals  ot 
the  art,  and  it  was  fitting  that  we  should

LIGHTING     FIXTURES     OF     EARLY     ENGLAND 

The  Various  Influences  Shown  In  the  Designs  Made 
Previous  to  the  ijth  Century 

MR.   and  MRS.  G.  GLEN  GOULD 


FIFTEEN  centuries  must  be  accounted 
for  between  the  nights  when  Rome's 
Governor  burned  beautiful  Roman  lamps 
in  his  villa  in  Britain,  and  that  time  when 
Roman  influence  returned  in  the  art  of  the 
Renaissance  and  was  heartily  welcomed  by 
the  rich  and  popular  English  "King  Hal" 
(  15U9).  So  little  remains  of  lighting  fix- 
tures made  in  England  before  the  17th 
Century,  however,  that  the  few  outstand- 
ing: examples,  like  the  12th  Centur) 
Gloucester  candlestick,  are  the  only  evi- 
dence of  what  must  have  been.  The  Anglo- 
Saxons  were  famous  metal  workers,  so  fa- 
mous that  they  even  traveled  to  Rome  and 
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made  their  decorative  lamps  in  the  Imperial 
City  itself.  At  the  time  of  their  conquest 
by  the  Normans  (1066)  they  had  more 
gold  and  silver  than  France.  But  the 
Norman  plundering  about  finished  what 
the  Danes  had  left,  and  England  cast  what 
remained  into  her  own  16th  Century  melt- 
ing pot  for  war;  so  that  the  desolations  of 
time  are  not  alone  accountable  for  this 
dearth  of  early  English  lighting  fixtures. 
During  the  fifteen  centuries  preceding 
the  Renaissance,  candles  of  wax  and  tallow, 
torches,  rushes,  and  oil  lamps  gave  feeble 
light  to  castle  and  cottage.  Their  fixtures 
were   decorated   in   the   styles  of   the   suc-

cessive  periods:  Anglo-Saxon- — 
pagan  and  Christian  (1st  to  1  1th 
Centuries),  French  or  Norman 
Romanesque  (1066),  Gothic 
(1189),andRenaissance(1509). 
While  the  styles  of  the  earlier 
decorative  periods  may  seem  to 
have  had  little  influence  on  later 
fixtures,  still  they  contributed  to 
that  trend  which  made  the  later 
styles  differ  from  those  on  the 
Continent,  though  inspired  by 
them.  The  Renaissance  invasion 
of  foreign  artists  and  craftsmen 
made  slow  headway  notwith- 
standing Henry  VTII's  generous 
patronage.  The  masses,  just  com- 
ing out  of  their  Medieval  submerge 
yielded  their  beloved  Gothic  style  with 
characteristic  insular  slowness. 

Copper  and  bronze  were  valued  metals 
during   the    Anglo-Saxon   period.   Fixtures 
of  the  finer  sort  were  of  copper,  bronze, 
silver,  silver-gilt,  doubtless  with  chamfleve 
enamel  known  from  the  pre-Roman  Celtic 
period,  of  carved  bone  and  possibly  ivory. 
Hand  candlesticks,  used  since  Roman 
had  prickets  or  sockets.  Chandeliers  hung 
in  churches  and  castles.  Lamps  of  Romai 
type,    with    wick    spout    or    nozzle, 
handles  or  were  hung.  The  primil

oil  pan,  single  or  double,  with 
a  bent  corner  for  the  wick,  simi- 
lar to  the  French  candile,  the 
Scotch  cru%iey  and  the  American 
Betty  and  Phoebe  lamps,  was  the 
common  type  for  humble  use  un- 
til the  1 7th  Century.  It  could 
hang  or  stand,  and  might  have  an 
adjustable  ratchet  to  raise  or 
lower  the  lamp.  This  lamp  was 
usually  constructed  of  iron. 

Seventh  Century  metal-work 
combined  copper  and  silver  most 
decoratively.  Metal  bowls  char- 
acteristically ornamented  with 
enameled  medallions  served  as 
lamps — "Saxon-dishes."  Anglo- 
Saxon  metal-workers  in  Rome  in  the  8th 
and  9th  Centuries  were  making  these 
gabatae — lamps — of  copper  and  silver  hung 
on  chains  and  ornamented  with  inlay  and 
jewels  in  foliage  and  animal  patterns  with 
medallions,  adding  that  divergent  motif 
which  later  returned  to  England  by  way  of 
Ireland.  Foliage  decoration  prevailed  from 
the  11th  to  the  13th  Centuries  but  11th 
Century  figure  work  was  preeminent,  and 
today  wins  praise  for  its  vigor,  delicacy, 
originality,  fancy,  and  technique.  If  the

1r  will  have  been  seen  from  the  furni- 
ture illustrated  in  the  last  article  that 
London  still  remained  the  scat  of  fashion 
for  America;  that  the  new  styles  were  quite 
as  British  as  the  old!  For  eight  long  years 
we  had  been  engaged  in  a  struggle  with 
Great  Britain  and  the  end  was  not  yet; 
for  the  "right  of  search"  of  our  vessels  for 
absconding  British  seamen  and  other  sub- 
jects was  insisted  upon,  with  its  many 
abuses,  causing  a  growing  sense  of  wrong 
that  by  1812  became  intolerable  and  re- 
sulted in  a  second  war  with  England. 

Notwithstanding  these  events  and  the 
development  lure  of  the  national  and  social 
consciousness  appropriate  to  an  independent 
and  complete  organization,  English  in- 
fluence retained  its  power.  Our  newspapers 
of  these  years  give  large  space  to  British 
news — the  movements  of  the  King,  court 
affairs,  and  even  the  debates  in  Parliament, 
as  well  as  social  intelligence.  There  were 
announcements  of  goods  just  received  from 
England,  and  occasionally  the  advertise- 
ment of  some  artisan  newly  arrived  on  our 
shores,  with,  of  course,  the  latest  styles  in 
vogue  in  London.  And  so  we  kept  abreasi 
with  the  times.  Notwithstanding  our  separa- 
tion, England  was  still  regarded  as  the 
''home  country". 

If,  superficially,  this  seems 
strange,    do    we    not    find    the 
case   of    England    herself    tar 
more  so:    For  centuries,  Brit- 
ain    anil     France     had     been 
traditional  enemies,  yet — ami 
especially   from  the  accession 
of  Charles   II — the   influence 
of  French  style  upon  England 
was      enormous,      and      never 
more     so     than     when     Great 
Britain   with    Continental    aid 
was  doing  her  utmost  to  crush 
the    power    of    Napoleon    the 
First.    In   our  case  it  is  to  be

pulses  are  exceedingly  difficult  to  escape. 
But  by  the  side  of  these  inherited  ten- 
dencies we  find  the  French  influence,  later 
to  become  so  dominant  in  the  enthusiasm 
over  Lafayette's  visit  in  1824  and  1825. 
It  was  now  already  strong,  but  double- 
edged  in  its  effect  upon  our  people.  It  is 
an  absorbing  story;  would  that  there  were 
adequate  room  for  it  here. 

Many     illustrious     French     names     are 
among  those  of  the  exiles  to  this  country 
from  the  days  of  the  Huguenots  till  well 
on    into    the     19th    Century.    These    first 
emigres    soon    assimilated    themselves    into  . 
our  American  life.  In   1792  came  the  re- 
fugees from  the  revolution  in  St.  Domingo, 
then  those  fleeing  from  that  in  France,  and 
finally   many   of   the    Revolutionary   party 
itself,  after  the   restoration   of  order.  To 
the  South,  Baltimore,  New  York,  and. es- 
pecially Philadelphia,  they  came  in  numbers, 
Catholics    and    Free-thinkers    alike — most 
of  them  adaptable,  genial  and  cheerful  in 
surmounting     their     misfortunes,     a     few 
loft\-,  critical  and  troubling.  In  Philadel- 
phia they  were  welcomed  bv  Airs.  Bingham 
and  by  the  influential  Philosophical  Society, 
of  which  a  number  became  valued  members. 
Many    Philadelphians    were    imbued    with 
the  Gallic  craze  and  took  on 
French  manners  and  ways  of 
thinking.   On  the  other  hand 
the   cynical   lack  of  principle 
of  Talleyrand  (whom  Wash- 
ington refused  to  receive),  the 
activities    of    Citizen    Genet, 
the  cold  yet  peevish  criticism 
of  Volnev,  and  the  like,  had 
their   contrary   effect,  so  that 
the  latter  on   reembarking  in 
1798  speaks  of  the  "epidemic 
animosity  against  the  French. 
Itwasmuch  more  likely  sporad- 
ic, and  directed  solely  against 
those    who    had    made    them- 
selves unwelcome. 

One  phase  of  the  matter  is 
distinctly  curious.

THE       STAFFORDSHIRE       KENNELS 

A  Phase  of  Mid-Victorian  Pottery  That  Still  Delights 
and  Interests  Collectors  of  Ceramics 


I\  the  early  years  of  Queen  Victoria's 
reign  there  was  developed  a  large  trade- 
in  what  the  potteries  designated  as  "cottage 
ornaments," — earthenware  figures  of  na- 
tional heroes,  romantic  characters  of  fiction, 
bucolic  types,  and  animals  in  great  variety. 
The  early  attempts  of  the  Staffordshire 
modelers — excepting,  of  course,  those  of 
such  genuine  artists  as  Ralph  Salt, 
Enoch  Wood,  and  one  or  two  others — 
were  rather  crude.  But,  with  the  grow- 
ing demand  for  such  decorative  prod- 
ucts, their  quality  improved;  and  al- 
though these  cottage  ornaments  may 
never  rank  as  works  of  ceramic  art, 
they  nevertheless  possess  a  charm,  a  vi- 
rility, and  personality  which  gained  for 
them  then,  and  still  holds  for  them 
now,  a  place  in  the  affections  of  all 
who  have  a  fondness  for  vigor,  sim- 
plicity anil  sincerity.  These  statuettes 
and  figures  were  called  cottage  orna- 
ments because,  usually  sold  at  the  fairs, 
thev   were   distributed    throughout   the 
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rural  communities  and  their  popularity  was 
such  that  in  the  mid-Victorian  era  there- 
was  scarcely  a  cottage  chimney-piece  in 
all  of  England  ungraced  by  a  shepherd  and 
shepherdess,  a  sailor  and  his  lass,  or  other 
brightly  colored  earthenware  groups,  ani- 
mals or  figures.  These  ornaments  were  usu- 
ally made  in  pairs,  that  they  might  stand

Among  the  animals,  dogs  were  by  far 
the  most  popular,  as  might  well  be  expected 
in  a  country  where  practically  every  man 
owns  a  dog.  There  are  few  breeds  that  were 
not  modeled  by  the  Staffordshire  potters, 
but  the  greatest  demand  appears  to  have 
been  for  spaniels,  with  whippets  and 
poodles  next  in  order  of  popularity. 

It  is  a  little  difficult  today  to  appre- 
ciate the  enthusiasm  which  seems  to 
have  welcomed  the  earthenware  spaniel 
in  that  mid-Victorian  period;  for  in 
traveling  through  England  now  it  is 
most  unusual  to  see  even  one  dog  of 
that  breed — and  certainly  none  with 
the  gentle,  almost  inane  expression  and 
stony  stare  of  the  conventional  mantle 
ornament.  Yet  such  a  vapid  dog  as  that 
must  actually  have  existed,  else  how 
could  so  many  precise  replicas  of  its 
characteristics  have  been  made  by  so 
great  a   number   of   different  potters?

_c  ears  hancrin^  down  on  each 
the  face,  curiously  suggestive  of  the  dear 
eld  ladies  of  the  period  with  their  pendent 
curls.

In  developing  such  a  garden  the  rela- 
tion of  line  between  it  and  the  house  must 
be  carefully  studied.  Selecting  the  axis  of 
some  important  window  or  door  as  the 
basic  line  of  the  composition,  we  develop 
our  plan  upon  it.  Taking  our  cue  from 
the  architectural  style  of  the  house,  whether 
it  be  Tudor,  Georgian,  French  Renais- 
sance, Spanish  or  Italian,  we  work  out  the 
type  of  garden  which  is  historically  asso- 
ciated with  these  styles.  In  the  case  of  the 
garden  here  illustrated  we  have  a  Tudor 
house,  charming  through  the  careful  use 
of  brick,  half-timber,  cut  stone  and  hand- 


hewn  clapboards,  the  whole  enriched  and 
"  brought  together  bv  a  spreading  roof  of 
old  slates.  To  such  a  house  belong  the  ro- 
mantic figures  of  English  story — Dorothy 
Vernon,  Lady  Jane  Grey  and  others.  And

CROCUSES      IN 

THE     ROCK 

G  A  R  D  E  N

ALL  sorts  of  Crocuses  arc  lovely 
■L  a. and  welcome  wherever  they  will 
grow,  but  the  ones  best  suited  to  the 
rock  garden  are  the  wild  sorts,  the 
Crocus  species.  These,  being  innocent 
for  the  most  part  of  "improvement" 
at  the  hand  of  man,  are  more  in  keep- 
ing with  the  other  free  spirits  that 
inhabit  this  special  region.  They  are, 
speajcing  generally,  smaller  and 
daintier  than  the  Dutch  Crocuses, 
and  in  appearance,  though  not  in  fact, 
more   fragile  and  ethereal. 

The  Dutch  Crocuses  are  highly 
educated  descendants  of  Crocus  ver- 
mis, a  species  widely  distributed  in 
Europe.  They  are  large-flowered  and 
sturdy,  and  rich  in  pure,  clean  colors. 
They  are  most  splendidly  effective 
when  planted  freely  in  wide  drifts 
in  the  shrubbery  borders,  or  natural- 
ized where  grass  is  thin  and  light  (no 
Crocus  will  flourish  and  increase  in 
heavy  turf).  But  the  only  Dutch  va- 
rieties I  encourage  in  the  rock  garden 
are  the  beautiful  Maximilian  and  the 
glowing  Dutch  Yellow.  Crocus  Max- 
imilian is  rather  smaller  as  to  flower 
than  are  most  of  the  Dutch  varieties, 
and  'tis  said  that  the  blood  of  an  ex- 
quisite wild  species,  T.  tomasinianus , 
is  in  its  veins.  Its  form  is  perfect  and 
its  color  a  pure  porcelain  lavender.  It 
is  the  best  of  all  the  Dutchies,  to  my 
thinking,  and  deserves  a  show  place  in 
the  rock  garden  and  to  be  widely 
planted  outside. 

Very  little  is  known  of  the  origin 
of  the  Dutch  Yellow,  but  it  has  been 
a  source  of  delight  in  gardens  for 
more  than  200  years.  It  is  an  inval- 
uable sort,  blooming  ten  days  before 
the  others  and  creating  patches  of 
most  welcome  warm  color  in  the  cold 
spring  garden.  Its  constitution  is  of 
the  stoutest  and  it  will  thrive  under 
almost  any  conditions  save  deep  shade 
and  damp.  This  Crocus  is  probably 
more  often  planted  than  any  other 
and  in  many  gardens  it  is  the  first 
flower  to  show  itself  after  the  turn  ot 
the  year.  It  does  not,  however,  bloom 
as  early  as  do  many  of  the  species,  and 
it  is  a  pity  to  wait  for  the  Dutch  Yel- 
low to  know  the  thrill  that  the  first 
Crocus  invariably  brings.  Christmas 
Rose,  Snowdrop,  Aconite — these  seem

Let  me  hasten  to  say  that  I  have 
naught  against  this  Spirea.  On  the  con- 
trary, I  subscribe  to  its  being  one  of  the 
finest  of  its  class,  a  fit  and  worthy  member 
of  a  handsome  group  of  hardy  shrubs.  It  is 
only  its  slavish  planting  by  the  million  that 
I   so   strongly   protest. 

The  Spirea  tribe  is  a  large  and  use  fid  one 
and  hv  judicious  selection  its  members  may 
be  used  to  beautify  gardens  from  spring 
until  late  August.  ^\  nite  flowers  dominate 
the  genus  but  there  is  a  group  of  summer- 
flowering  sorts,  typified  bv  5.  japonica  and 
5.    D  .'.',    that    has    pink    blossoms    of 

varying  shades.  Spireas  are  all  shrubs  with 
simple  undivided  leaves,  and  they  vary  in 
height  from  less  than  3'  up  to  about  10' 
according   to  species.   They  are  of  bushy, 


twiggy  growth  and  unless  the  knife  is 
freely  used  are  soon  overgrown  and  untidy, 
even  weedy,  in  appearance,  and  lose  both  in 
quality  and  quantity  of  flower  clusters.  The 
spring  and  early  summer-flowering  sorts  all 
have  white  blossoms  in  umbellate  or  corvm- 
nose  clusters  freely  produced  along  the 
shoots  of  the  past  season's  growth.  The 
midsummer  and  August  blooming  kinds 
have  terminal  and  lateral  flattened  or 
panicled  clusters  of  flowers  on  the  current 

Reason's  shoots.  And  so  in  pruning  two 
distinct  groups  must  be  recognized  and 
treated  differently.  The  spring  and  early 
summer    bloomers   should    be   pruned   im- 

•  mediatelv  after  the  flowering  period.  Cut 
clear  away  all  the  very  old  wood,  shorten 
the  healthy  shoots  and  shape  the  bushes, 
thin  out  and  encourage  strong  basal  growth. 
Those  blossoming  on  the  current  season's 
growth  should  be  pruned  hard  back  even  to 
the  ground  in  the  early  spring. 

Spireas  are  sun-loving  shrubs  demanding 
full  exposure  and  give  best  returns  in  a 
good  cool  loam.  They  are,  however,  very 
good  matured  and  thrive  well  in  quite  or- 
dinarv  soil,  even  that  of  a  gravelly  nature.

clement  was  retained  by  Hepplewhite 
Kit  largely  discarded  by  Sheraton. 
In  both  styles  the  bold  moldings  of 
Chippendale  have  now  been  aban- 
doned or  reduced  to  delicacy  in  scale. 
That  magnificent  borrower  and  ex- 
quisite draftsman,  that  Baptist  preach- 
er from  Stockton-on-Tees  who 
designed  more  like  a  Frenchman  than 
any  other  man  ever  born  on  English 
soil,  Thomas  Sheraton,  was  a  master 
of  scale  and  in  this  respect  carried 
English  furniture  to  a  perfection  it 
had  never  known  before.  In  this 
period  the  woods  employed  were  of 
generally  lighter  color  tharTformerly, 
the  mahogany  often  being  finished 
naturally  with  little  or  no  use  of 
permanganate  of  potash,  and  satin- 
wood  and  maple'  were  used  for  inlays 
and  veneers.  The  decorative  motifs 
were,  of  course,  classic  and  generally 
derived  from  architecture.  Handles 
were  of  appropriate  delicacy. 

We  have  seen  that  the  ornate  phase 
of  Chippendale  developed  in  pleasure- 
loving  Philadelphia  was  not  taken  up 
in  New  England,  but  though  the 
Pennsylvania  neighborhood  still  re- 
tained its  ability,  its  craftsmen  of  the 
present  period  were  now  equalled  by 
those  of  Massachusetts.  The  chaste 
beauty  and  restraint  in  ornament 
characteristic  of  these  classic  styles 
seem  especially  to  have  appealed  to  the 
Xew  England  temperament  and  ad- 
mirably to  have  satisfied  its  ideals 
in   furniture. 

For  this  reason  I  have  given  a 
proportionately  large  representation 
to  this  section  in  the  illustrations  of  the 


particularly  fine  secretary  with  tani 
hour  front  and  the  mahogany  and 
maple  desk — both  Sheraton;  th 
lovely  Hepplewhite  china  closet;  the 
Portsmouth  dhest-of-drawers  with  its 
long  French  feet,  and,  lastly,  the 
Salem  Sheraton  secretary  of  migratory 
story.  The  London  "Connoisseur", 
tlrrough  whose  courtesy  I  am  able  to 
illustrate  it,  tells  us  that  it  has  been  in 
South  Africa  for  many  years  and  that 
though,  through  its  journey,  th 
usual  brass  urns  are  missing,  much  of 
the  original  glass  still  remains.  And 
of  the  greatest  interest  is  its  label,  for 
this  adds  to  our  records  the  name  of  an 
accomplished  cabinet-maker  so  far  as 
I  am  aware  previously  unknown. 

The  more  southerly  neighborhood 
is  represented  first  by  the  magnificent 
secretary  in  which  a  part  of  the  own- 
er's fine  collection  of  china  and  pot- 
tery lias  temporarily  found  room.  The 
origin  of  such  pieces  as  this  found 
in  the  Philadelphia  neighborhood  lies 
between  some  of  the  fine  cabinet- 
makers of  the  Quaker  City  and  Wil- 
liam Eckerson  of  New  Brunswick, 
New  Jersey,  who  did  similarly  ex 
cellent  work.  The  general  style  of  the 
piece,  with  its  slightly  outward  canted 
legs  is  Hepplewhite  but  many  of  out 
craftsmen  seem  to  have  preferred  th< 
Sheraton  top,  here  conjoined. 

Two  other  pieces  of  Philadelphia 
cabinet-work  are  shown — a  desk  ami 
Sheraton  secretary.  The  latter  is  ini 
p  usual  in  its  lowness,  and  on  acquiring 
it  some  years  ago  the  writer  promptly 
christened  it  "the  dumpling".

of  a  gentle  little  dog,  sitting  humbly 
in  the  background,  while  all  the  others 
were  in  active  sporting  attitudes.  In 
every  detail,  with  its  brown  ears  and 
brown  spots  on  its  silky  coat,  its  wide 
open  eves  and  meek  expression,  it 
corresponded  precisely  to  the  china 
dogs  of  the  potteries.  It  was  called  the 
"Comforter." 

That  the  comforter  should  have 
completely  disappeared  and  have  left 
no  trace  among  dogs  alive  today  may 
easily  be  understood  when  one  looks  at 
the  pensive  little  china  effigies  and 
sums  up  the  probable  merits  of  the 
original  as  a  dog. 

The  china  comforters  were  always 
made  in  pairs — one  dog  facing  the 
other.

The  most  popular  size 
was  ni  ie  inches.  They  varied  in  color, 
according  to  the  fancy  of  the  potter, 
although  the  bodies  were  almost  inva- 
riably  white.

In  bedsteads  our  American  makers 
did  not  generally  follow  with  par- 
ticular closeness  the  English  styles  of 
either  Hepplewhite  or  Sheraton, 
though  our  examples  usually  more 
nearly  resemble  the  latter.  One  of 
those  illustrated  is  of  a  field-bed  in  a 
New  England  residence.  The  other, 
having  the  regular  form  of  tester,  is 
at  historic  Upsala,  Germantown, 
Philadelphia.  Both  sections  are  there- 
for.-  represented. 

References  have  previously  been 
nude  not  only  to  the  uncertainty  or 
overlapping  of  the  Hepplewhite  and 
Sheraton  styles  but  to  the  frequent 
combination  on  the  part  of  our  Amer- 
ican craftsmen  of  distinctive  features 
belonging  to  the  two  modes.  And  It4*'" 
will  be  noted  that  these  blendings 
were  generally  satisfactory.  Both  this 
and  their  ability  to  turn  so  readily, 
and  with  little  transition,  from  the 
Chippendale  to  the  Classic  concep- 
tions shows  the  quality  of  our  work- 
men's skill. 

It  is  amazing,  too,  to  find  the  great 
number  of  variations  in  form  and 
ornamental  detail  that  we  constantly 
encounter.  Furniture  was  then  made 
not  by  machines  but  by  men:  and  man 
when  he  works  individually  is  invari- 
ably possessed  by  the  itch  to  create,  to 
develop  his  own  idea,  to  express  him- 
self, and  not  to  copy.  The  cabinet- 
maker of  the  older  day  was  working 
in  the  wood  itself;  and  even  when  he 


followed  his  model  was  gaining  an 
appreciation  of  the  capabilities  of  his 
material,  a  mastery  of  proportion  and 
of  detail,  that  made  him  potentially 
at  least  a  designer  and  so  able  to  put 
life  and  vigor  into  his  work;  while, 
as  we  have  seen,  the  bolder  spirit  oftei 
mingled  styles  or  made  innovations 
and  developments  of  his  own. 

Was  it  because  of  his  intimate  con- 
tact with  material  and  the  personal 
carrying  out  of  design  that  the  prod- 
uct of  the  unassuming  18th  Century 
workman  and  the  results  of  his  modi- 
fications were  mostly  right,  while 
those  of  the  present-day  designer, 
who  works  on  paper,  are  mostlj 
wrong:  We  cannot  blame  the  differ- 
ence entirely  upon  machinery,  foi 
machinery  at  least  does  handsomelj 
what   it   is  set   to    do. 

Whatever  the  cause,  the  fact  re- 
mains  that  if  the  phrase  "verify  voui 
quotations"  is  an  axiom  in  literature,! 
to  verify  commercial  period  furniture 
by  original  examples  is  no  less  necesJ 
sary — for  commonly  the  more  the1! 
vary  the  worse  they  are! 

With  the  enlightenment  of  the 
public  by  means  of  the  continual 
lustration  of  authentic  furniture  it 
books  and  magazines  we  may  hop< 
that  the  householder  and  the  tradi 
will  soon  be  satisfied  with  "straigh 
reproductions"  only — in  which  cas* 
we  may  be  sure  that  the  manufacture 
will  be  quick  to  supply  them.

The  sketch  at  the  top  of  page  7  8 
shows  a  practical  and  pleasing  ar- 
rangement for  an  alcove  off  a  living 
room  that  has  to  serve  as  a  bedroom. 
An  attractive  day  bed,  with  its  side 
placed  against  the  wall  opposite  the 
doorway,  fills  the  space  seen  through 
the  alcove  opening.  It  may  be  up- 
holstered in  chintz  or  some  more 
formal  material  matching  that  used 
in  the  living  room. 

Narrow  chests  of  drawers,  about 
four  feet  high,  are  placed  at  either 
end  and  add  a  useful  as  well  as  de- 
corative note,  for  the  drawers  of  these 
little  commodes  are  big  enough  to  hold 
underwear,  stockings,  gloves,  etc.

Cathedral  (1050-73)  resembled  the 
famous  ivory  crook  handle  coming 
to  us  from  this  time,  they  were  indeed 
works  of  art.  The  enormous  hands 
of  the  figures  are  characteristic  of  the 
period,  as  is  evident  on  the  12th  Cen- 
tury  Gloucester  candlestick. 

In  the  Norman-Romanesque  period, 
the  earlier  forms  continued  in  use,  as 
many  of  them  did,  as  late  as  the  1  7th 
Century.  Torch  holders  fixed  to  the 
walls,  taper  holders,  candlesticks, 
hanging  fixtures,  lamps  and  lanterns 
held  the  lights.  England  naturally 
adopted  the  styles  of  her  French  con- 
querors, and  imported  the  typical 
Limoges  enameled  pricket  candlestick, 
a  grease  pan  on  its  knopped  stem  and 
with  tripod  feet,  or  the  tall  pricket 
set  directly  on  its  base.  The  Gloucester 
candlestick  dating  from  this  period 
has  this  knopped  stem,  and  preserves 
its  type  notwithstanding  its  intricate 
design  in  which  squirming  men,  ani- 
mals, and  animated  scrolling  stem- 
work  seem  suddenly  to  have  come  to  a 
maj,ric  standstill.  Candlesticks  were 
made  of  copper,  bronze,  pewter,  Lat- 
ten,  and  drought-iron,  occasionally 
silver,  silver-gilt,  carved  bone,  ivory, 
and  rock  crystal.

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of  Limoges  enamel  suggesting  the 
Gothic  pillar,  was  a  favorite  model. 
Dinanderii  work  was  imported  in  the 
I  ith  Century  and  was  much  in  vogue; 
the  candlesticks  were  formed  of  gro- 
tesque animals,  motifs  common  to 
Romanesque  architecture,  and  later  of 
human  figures  holding  flowers  with 
prickets.  These  prickets  were  so  vicious 
looking  they  might  easily  serve  as 
weapons.  They  were  either  set  direct- 
ly on  a  simple  base,  as  were  those  from 
Limoges,  or  were  on  tripods  with  the 
peculiarly  strutting  legs  character- 
istic of  Dinant  work.  Dinant,  a  town 
in  Flanders  near  Liege,  was  destroyed 
i>\  Phillipe  le  Bon — though  he  must 
have  been  far  from  good — in  1466, 
and  the  metal-workers  were  dispersed, 
some  of  them  reaching  England  -afl-d 
further  popularizing  the  Flemish 
styles.  Candlesticks  were  often  of 
precious  metals,  rock  crystal  and 
ivory,  but  commonlv  of  copper, 
bronze,   kitten,  pewter,   and  iron.

Medieval  forms  in  silver  were 
doubtless  similar  to  those  in  brass  and 
enamel.  While  no  domestic  silver  (date 
now  exists  earlier  than  the  14th  Cen- 
tury, we  read  of  Henry  III  (12  16- 
72)  presenting  silver  candlesticks  to 
Westminster  Abbey,  and  we  can  guess 
at  the  magnificence  of  such  candle- 
sticks from  the  elaboration  of  the 
earlier  one  of  Gloucester.  The  typical 
Gothic  candlestick  had  a  stem  inter- 
sected with  knopsj  foot  round,  poly- 
gonal, or  tripod.  The  column  form 
with  square  dished  plinth  was  used 
in  the  1  ith  Century.  The  old  English 
custom  of  holding  auctions  "by  inch 
of  candle,"  in  use  until  the  late  19th 
Century,  dates  from  at  least  the  14th. 
A  candle  was  divided  into  one  inch 
sections  and  whatever  was  sold  went 
to  the  last  bidder  before  the  flame 
died  out. 

Hanging  lights  were  the  character- 
istic Gothic  hoop  or  corona  pierced 
to  h  dd  small  conical  glass  oil  cups 
or  arranged  for  candles;  or  the  candle 
beam,  beams  of  wood  or  metal  simply 
crossed,  though  often  gaily  painted. 
When  for  permanent  lighting  instead 
of  some  special  festival  illumination, 
rarely  more  than  one  hitfiging  light — 
hanging  candelabra — was  used  in  a 
room,  and  this  w-as  thought  a  luxury. 
These  simple  Gothic  hanging  fixtures 
were  in  use  until  supplemented  by  the 
more  costly  imported  n^ctal  chandelier 
with  foliated  Gothic  candle  branches 
and  perforated  sockets.  Hanging  lights 
were  occasionally  oi  gold  and  silver  in 
both  corona  and  branched  types. 
Branched  chandeliers  were  rare,  us- 
ually for  churches,  and  bore  ecclesias- 
tical figures  and  Gothic  ornament. 

The  15th  Century  saw  many  de- 
velopments in  the  crude  lighting  ar- 
rangements of  earlier  Gothic  days. 
English  interiors  came  more  and  more 
to  resemble  Continental  interiors. 
Candelabra — branched  candlesticks  in 
use  in  the  14th  Century — were  now 
made  with  removable  branches,  a  new 
idea  introduced  from  Venice.  This 
economic  arrangement  left  a  single 
candlestick  for  ordinary  use,  reserving 
the  added  branches  for  festive  oc- 
casions,  a   model   long   popular    with 


silversmiths  in  France  and  in  Englan 
though  English  examples  are  rare  b 
fore  the  time  of  George  III.  Tl 
candelabra  with  a  dished  stand  and  t! 
branches  springing  from  an  uprig 
could  be  hung  up  or  set  on  a  tab! 
Hanging  candlesticks  were  not  uncoi 
mon.  In  the  late  Gothic  period  chand 
liers  were  hung  both  in  the  great  ha 
and  smaller  rooms  of  the  house.  T 
life  of  the  family  had  formerly  ce 
tered  in  the  common  hall,  but  in 
14th  Century  a  desire  for  greater  p 
vacy  brought  the  use  of  separa 
rooms,  a  tendency  which  did  not  Ij 
come  general,  however,  until  the  Re 
aissance.

to  those  of  cast  bronze  in  Renaissance 
design,  perhaps  with  the  primitive  at- 
tempt to  include  the  Tudor  rose  in  a 
Renaissance  pattern.  Metal  chandeliers 
were  still  imported  and  were  more 
elaborate  and  intricate.  Candle  hams 
of  wood  might  he  called  chandeliers 
and  have  "latten  candelstikkes."  By  the 
end  of  the  Elizabethan  period  (155S- 
1605)  wooden  or  hanging  lights  in- 
i  id  of  rare  luxuries  were  found  in 
most  houses.  Lanterns  were  simple 
compared  with  Italian  Renaissance 
models;  a  "lanthorne  of  white  lattyn" 
might  he  placed  on  the  stairs;  one  of 
"white  tynne"  plate  against  a  wall; 
one  of  carved  wood  with  glass;  hut 
ordinarily  they  were  of  horn.  Lamps 
seemed  to  have  developed  little  frorrw 
the  primitive  type. 

The  1  7th  Century  saw  that  excess  of 
luxury  and  indulgence  which  brought 
the  sharp  protest  of  the  Reformation 
(  16+9  ),  only  to  swing  back  to  greater 
indulgence  in  the  Restoration  (1660) 
of  Diaries  IT.  The  French  taste  of 
Louis  XIV  prevailed.  Silver,  plain  or 
Liilt,  was  used  for  elaborate  lighting 
fixtures  but  latten  was  common,  with 
pewter  and  wood,  pottery  and  iron 
for  humbler  uses.  Champleve  enamel 
\\  as  used  on  brass  decorated  candlesticks 
early  in  the  Century.  But  every 
thing  that  may  be  said  of  17th  Cen- 
tury lighting  fixtures  is  sr.id  with  one 
eye  on  silver,  for  silver  was  used  with 
that  magnificence  we  associate  with 
precious  metals  ami  with  a  sumptuous- 
ness  and  largeness  that  astonishes  us 
even  today  in  the  chandeliers,  sconces, 
and  superb  candlesticks  of  the  period. 
Lavish  repousse  anil  chasing  in  a  veri- 
table splurge  of  ornament  disappeared 
when  the  Britannia  standard  for  purer 
silver  with  less  alloy  was  in  force 
(1696-1720),  for  sharply  cut  orna- 
ment would  not  hold  its  form  in  pol- 
ishing such  soft  silver. 

VARIOUS    ORN  \MI  NTS 

Silver  candlesticks  were  made  in 
Medieval  forms  well  into  the  17th 
Century,  but  the  wide  grease  pan  de- 
scended gradually  and  disappeared 
while  the  nozzle  became  a  distinct 
capital.  The  flatter  circular  foot  was 
used,  as  well  as  the  hea-*y  Oriental 
and  Venetian  type  like  an  overturned 
howl,  the  fluted  column  on  a  square 
foot,  the  trumpet  shaped  foot,  and 
finally  the  classic  fluted"  column  and 
baluster  stem.  The  usual"  type  incor- 
porated various  vase  and  urn  forms  as 
in  the  Renaissance.  Foliage  ornament 
gave  way  to  natural  flowers  often  of 
disproportionate  size;  but  the  acan- 
thus was  still  used.  Imported  bronze 
candlesticks  were  fashionable.  Snuffers 
came  into  use.  Latten  and  pewter  can- 
dlesticks followed  silver  designs  but 
more  simply  turned,  with  trumpet 
base   and    wide  grease   pan  at   varying 


heights  on  the  stem.  Ringed  pewten 
candlesticks  were  common.  Brass  ami] 
wood,  especially  walnut,  were  com! 
bined  and  later  elaborated.  Enamelei 
brass  candlesticks  were  still  mad  I 
with  Medieval  monsters,  human  figJj 
ures,  and  floral  ornament.  Pottery 
followed  prevailing  types,  occasionally 
with  picturesque  additions.  Candli 
sticks  of  blown  glass  and  of  molded 
glass  appeared  in  the  late  Century  and 
evolved  shapes  similar  to  the  stems  of) 
drinking  glasses  of  the  period.  Can-] 
delabra  were  similar  in  design  tdj 
candlesticks,  often  made  with  remov- 
able branches.

begin  to  be  ever  so  fundamental.  Now 
ih.it  we  were  a  Republic  we  should 
do  as  the   Romans  had   done. 

Well,  we  took  the  Orders  to  heart, 
and  took  them  literally.  The  period 
leaves  us  many  pictures  of  perfection 
in  that  regard:  of  Doric,  Ionic, 
Corinthian,  Composite  and  1  uscan 
(all  Five),  and  with  Palladio  thrown 
in  for  good  measure,  all  in  copy- 
book precision.  Deviations  from  the 
old  proportions,  as  they  appeared  in 
Vitruvius  and  elsewhere,  were  criti- 
cized with  asperity;  and  that  delec- 
table combination  of  red  brick  and 
white  woodwork,  which  characterized 
so  many  Colonial  houses,  was  soon 
considered  far  too  gay  for  this  heavy- 
handed  epoch.  Brick  was  not  aban- 
doned as  a  building  material  but  it 
was  disguised  with  stucco  or  paint; 
and  by  this  means  of  providing  a 
dignified  and  uniform  surface,  and 
1>\  the  further  means  of  outlining 
thereon  a  semblance  of  cut-stone- 
work, the  demand  for  a  Classical  as- 
pect   was    satisfied. 

The  writer  does  not  wish  to  imply 
that  these  attempts  at  Classicism  were 
ludicrous.  As  a  matter 'of  fact,  many 
of  them,  while  not  quite  reaching  the 
mark  set  by  their  designers,  did,  by 
missing  that  mark,  achieve  consider- 
able charm.  The  houses  of  the  period 
show  that  their  designers  were  more 
certain  of  their  sources  than  they  were 
sure  of  themselves.  Even  clumsy  ef- 
forts at  transcribing  things  found 
in  Palladio  and  Vitruvius  were  more 
successful  than  the  prevailing  origi- 
nality; which  means  that  the  practice  ot 
architecture  at  the  time,  while  aca- 
demic as  could  be,  will  not  be  remem- 
bered  for  any  fine  artistic  flare. 

The  best  work  of  the  period,  with 
but  few  exceptions,  was  being  done 
by  men  who  were  both  designers  and 
builders — architect-craftsmen  like 
Samuel  Mclntire  in  Salem,  Asher 
Benjamin  in  Greenfield,  Elias  Carter 
in  Worcester,  and  Samuel  Warren  in 
Bristol.  Here  was  something  alive; 
something  which  even  in  its  crude  ami 
copybook  moments  was  warm  with  the 
handiwork  of  its  author.  And  it  must 
be  said   for   most   of  the   others — for 


those    houses   which    were   the  inspl- 
tions  of   the   more  academic,  cony1- 
tional      architects — that     it     was 
comparison  quite  dead.

he.  These  ripening  leaves  are  storing 
up  nutriment  in  the  young  conn  for 
next  season's  flowers  and  may  be  re- 
moved only  when  fully  mature. 

Crocuses  should  be  gotten  into  the 
ground  as  early  as  they  can  be  pro- 
cured in  order  that  they  may  make 
roots  before  winter.  This  is  especially 
true  of  the  autumnal  species,  which 
tor  best  results  should  be  planted  in 
August.  Hut  alas,  this  is  not  often 
possible  in  our  country.  Our  Autumn 
Crocuses  are  usually  received  with  the 
other  bulbs,  the  dear  punctual  things 
often  blooming  frantically  in  file 
]  tper  bags  with  no  roots  at  all.  Nat- 
urally it  takes  them  some  time  to  re- 
cover from  such  a  harrowing  expe- 
rience and  fatalities  sometimes  result. 
Experts  differ  as  to  the  proper  depth 
for  planting  Crocuses.  I  have  always 
set  them  about  3"  -below  the  surface 
of  the  ground,  but  Mr.  Bowles,  the 
undoubted  authority  on  these  flowers, 
advocates  "something  between  four 
and  .six  inches"  and  adds  that  aureus 
and  speciosits  will  not  object  to  going 
much  deeper.  In  any  case  they  should 
not  be  near  the  surface,  or  they  will 
be  heaved  out  of  the  soil  by  the  frost, 
besides  being  too  easily  accessible  to 
mice.  These  wretched  little  vandals 
are  the  only  serious  enemies  of  the 
Crocus;  they  dig  up  the  bulbs  and 
devour  them  voraciously.  No  means 
by  which  they  may  be  thwarted  should 
be   neglected. 

When  bantings  of  Z  ocuses  become 
over-crowded  th  corms  may  be  lifted, 
the  old  tunic:,  cleaned  away  and  the 
conns  sorted  as  to  size  and  replanted 
in  good  soil.  I  always  count  my  Cro- 
cus corms  as  if  they  were  veritable 
pieces-of-eight ! 

Crocuses  abound  in  the  Mediter- 
ranean region  of  Europe  anil  are 
found  as  well  in  Asia  Minor,  the 
Caucasus  and  in  Central  Asia.

CROCUSES  IN  THE  ROCK  GARDE* 


(Continued  from  -page  1  50) 


uanus,  the  Cloth  of  Cold  Crocus, 
sometimes  blooms  here  during  the  first 
week  in  March,  but  it  commonly  ap- 
pears a  little  later,  Its  outer  sepals  are 
feathered  with  brown,  but  on  sunny 
days  it  opens  oul  wide  and  star-like 
and  bright  orange  in  color,  a  .small 
brilliant  flower  creating  rich  breadths 
of  color  when  massed.  It  is  one  of  the 
easiest  to  grow  and  increases  rapidly, 
and  being  inexpensive  may  be  planted 
widely  for  spring  cheer.  Crocus  su- 
sianus  has  long  been  an  inhabitant  of 
Dutch  and  British  gardens,  having 
been  sent  to  Clusius  from  Constanti- 
nople in    1  5X7. 

I  he  Scotch  Crocus,  C.  hi  floras,  is 
often  planted  with  the  Cloth  of  Gold 
Crocus  and  begins  to  bloom  before 
the  orange-hued  blossoms  are  spenp 
The  flowers  of  the  Scotch  Crocus  are 
white,  lightly  wined  on  the  outer 
sepals  with  blue.  It  is  a  charming 
sort,  a  very  old  garden  friend,  asking 
no  special  kindness  save  a  place  in  the 
sunlight  where  it  may  open  wide  its 
silvery  blossoms.  It  increases  rapidly 
by  corm  division.  It  is  a  native  of 
Tuscan  v. 


FROM   THE   BALKANS 

I  am  not  sure  that  Crocus  tomashu- 
anits  is  not  the  most  lovely  of  its  kind. 
It  blooms  about  March  20th  here, 
slight  and  silver-gray  in  the  bud,  but 
opening  out  starrily  in  warm  sun- 
shine to  reveal  the  warmer  color  of 
the  inner  sepals  and  the  hot  orange 
stigmata.  Its  delicate  appearance  belies 
it,  for  it  is  in  reality  quite  vigorous 
and  sous  its  seed  about,  raising  up 
lovely  young  to  rejoice  our  heart-. 
This  precious  species  belongs  to  Dal- 
matia,   Bosnia  and   Serbia. 

C.  ol/vieri,  from  Greece  and  Rou- 
mania,  brings  more  yellow  gaiety  to 
the  spring  garden.  Its  flowers  are 
small  but  make  up  for  this  by  their 
hot  orange  color.  It  is  very  free  flow- 
ering and  a  hardy  and  satisfactory 
species  that  is  not  often  seen. 

Crocus  -versicolor,  called  by  Parkin- 
son the  Cloth  of  Silver  Crocus,  is 
common  along  the  French  Riviera, 
extending  into  the  Maritime  Alps.  It 
is  a  fine  sturdy  species,  flowering  a 
little  later  than  the  others  mentioned, 
with  silvery  white  flyovers  richly 
feathered  with  violet  on  the  outer 
sepals. 

All  the  foregoing  Crocuses  save  (.'. 
versicolor  bloom  before  the  Dutch 
Crocuses  get  under  way^thus  greatly 
lengthening  the  period  of  our  enjoy- 
ment of  these  spirited  flowers  of  the 
early  year.  There  is  comforting  as- 
surance in  the  way  their  bundles  of 
green  spears  are  thrust  through  the 
frozen  ground  before  there  is  any 
warmth  in  the  air,  and  it  is  amusing 
to  watch  the  way,  once  up,  they  take 
advantage  of  every  relenting  moment 
to  advance  their  upward  career  in 
the  world,  and  how  quickly  they  burst 
into  bloom.  If  four  kinds  are  to  be 
chosen  to  begin  with,  I  think  they 
should  be  C.  sieberi,  C.  susianus,  C. 
tomasinianus  and  C.  biflorus. 

Never  does  one  quite  become  accus- 
tomed to  Crocuses  in  the  autumn,  and 
their  appearance  is  always  so  sudden 
as  to  be  a  matter  of  perennial  aston- 
ishment. One  day  there  is  no  sign  of 
them,  and  the  next,   probably  after  a 


soaking  rain,  there  they  are,  a  who 
troupe  of  them,  naked  and  exquisil 
a  little  surprised  themselves,  seei 
ngly,  a  delight  to  eyes  expecting  l 
r~  season   only  farewells  or  the  pe'

pathetic  layout,  lint  it  would  result  in 
many  practical  and  economical  ad- 
vantages in  connection  with  such 
things  as  grading,  road  building,  sew- 
aye   disposal   and    water  supply. 

All  natural  features  of  beauty  and 
interest  shouid  he  saved  and  utilized 
wherever  possible,  adding  thereby  to 
the  attractiveness  and  picturcsqueness 
of  the  neighborhood.  Spots  that  are 
awkward  in  shape  and  topography 
will  generally  be  found  just  as  ad- 
mirable for  parks  ami  recreational 
centers  as  they  are  difficult  to  prepare 
for  building  lots.  Their  very  awk- 
wardness will  give  them  a  positive 
value  in  the  one  instance  which  in 
the  other  would  act  as  a  great  dis- 
advantage. ...« 

As  shown  in  the  illustration,  all 
recreational  centers  should  lie  in  prox- 
imity to  the  school,  with  its  own  large, 
equipped  and  supervised  playground. 
Among  the  recreational  centers  neces- 
sary to  every  neighborhood  are  a  girls' 
playfield,  a  boys'  playfield,  a  range  of 
tennis  courts  and  a  common.  In  this 
case  the  common  is  the  largest  area,  and 


its  tree-bordered  expanse  provides  af 
effective  foreground  setting  in  on 
direction  lor  the  school  and  in  anothj 
for  the  business  center  buildings. 

Granting  that  it  is  architectural 
attractive,  any  building  of  archite 
tural  prominence  should  be  given  tl 
endowment  of  a  similar  setting — 1 
being  placed  at  the  end  of  a  stre<] 
\  ista,  or  on  some  elevation,  frol 
where  its  beauty  may  be  best  apprecj'J 
ated.  Such  opportunities  as  this  a 
possible  in  a  pre-planned  communitj 
For  that  matter,  they  are  possible  I 
a  community  that  has  not  been  plannij 
in  advance  but  for  which  a  plan  hi 
been  devised  which  will  guide  J 
growth  in  the  future.  All  the  oppoj 
tunities  displayed  in  the  illustrate! 
neighborhood  are  possible  (with  cei 
tain  adaptations  to  topography  and  t 
the  previous  character  and  arrange 
ment)  in  almost  any  suburban  con 
munity,  because  the  ideas  involved  a 
not  founded  on  the  whims  of  \\\ 
designers  but  based  on  a  sympathet 
knowdedge  of  the  civic  necessities  cj 
human  nature.

old  gardens,  we  find  the  plantings  lo- 
cated close  to  the  house,  separated  from 
it  only  by  a  paved  or  grassed  and  bal- 
ustraded  terrace.  From  this  one  steps 
down  into  a  garden  of  intricate  paths, 
grass  borders  and  rich  flower  beds 
filled  with  neat  low  shrubs  and  re- 
splendent perennials.  Nowhere  is  the 
view  from  the  windows  ol  the  house 
obstructed.  House,  terrace  and  garden 
all  form  parts  of  one  harmonious 
whole.  Paths  and  beds  are  planned  so 
as  to  give  a  series  of  small  individual 
pictures,  alive  with  interest,  to  be  seen 
from  various  vantage  points.  And  yet 
the  garden  as  a  whole  must  maintain 
unity.  So  by  developing  a  strong 
centra'  axis  on  which  a  terminal  fea- 
ture such  as  a  pool  or  gazebo  is  lo- 
cated, a  minor  one  crossing  this  at 
right  angles,  terminated  by  a  seat  or 
sculptured  figure,  and  minor  axes 
supporting  these,  we  achieve  interest- 
ing intricacy,  unity,  ""balance  and 
charm,  the  cardinal  virtues  of  good 
landscape    design. 

Nor  in  achieving  such  an  intimate 
relation  with  the  house  may  we  for- 
get that  we  must  also  tnaintain  a  re- 
lation between  the  garden  and  the 
less  artificially  arranged  portions  of 
the  property.  If  the  garden  path  leads 
out  into  a  lawn,  we  must  so  arrange 
it  that  the  transition  from  one  to 
another  is  accomplished  easily  and 
without  making  necessary  a  conscious 
readjustment   of   mood. 

In  this  garden  we  have  an  unusual 
transition  motive.  The  pool,  edged 
with  flagging,  which  forms  the  central 
feature  is  carried  out  along  the  prin- 
cipal axis  as  a  narrow  canal,  ter- 
minated by  a  semicircular  basin  edged 
with  rough  boulders  from  the  nearby 
hills.  These  are  piled  up  at  the  back 
and  formed  into  a  tiny  waterfall. 
Behind  the  waterfall  side  paths  carry- 
up  and  around  as  steps,  and  at  the  top

Glossy  leaved  Rhodod 
(Irons,  Laurels  and  Leucothoe,  w 
their  effulgent  blooms  interspen 
by  the  chaste  purity  of  Madon 
Lilies  or  the  passionate  reel  and  oran| 
of  Lilium  croceum  and  Li/ium 
grinum,  fill  the  beds.  The  rich  gre 
foliage  of  Arborvitae,  Pine,  Hoi 
Retiuospora  obtusa  gracilis  and  Cry 
tomeria  forms  the  background.  Sm. 
groups  of  Astilbe,  Long-spurred  ('< 
umbines,  Canterbury-bells  and  Lar 
spur  give  glowing  color  sp 
throughout  the  garden.  In  the  sm; 
central  beds  a  carpet  of  sweet  scent 
Daphne  cneorum  surrounds  the  spe< 
men  Junipers.  In  the  midst  of  this 
the  bright' surface  of  the  pool  studd 
with  the  waxy  flowers  of  Waterlil 
and  reflecting  both  the  sky  and  hou 
Throughout  the  planting  scheme  ric 
ness,  neatness  and  vividness  of  col 
have  been  sought.  It  is  like  a  piece 
old  embroidery  whose  rich  green  bac 
ground  is  shot  through  with  threa 
of  gold,  blue,  red  and  pink.  From  t 
earliest  Crocuses  and  Snowdrops  clt 
tered  along  the  pool  to  the  red  heir 
of  the  Holly  and  Mountain  Ash  whi 
rind  place  in  the  background  plantir 
there  is  always  some  spot  of  brig 
and  lively  color. 

Lying  thus  in  the  shadow  of  t 
warm  reddish  walls  and  flanked 
the  cool  slate  of  the  terrace,  this  g 
den  greets  the  eye  from  every  wind'

respond  to  generous  treatment.  .Mam- 
arc  easily  increased  by  taking  sucker 
growths  from  the  base  or  by  division 
of  the  clumps.  Others  may  be  propa- 
gated by  means  of  cuttings  of  half 
ripe  wood  in  July  and  August  or  by 
hardwood  cuttings  in  the  autumn. 
Seeds  germinate  freely  but  the  plants 
tend  to  hybridize  and  are  not  to  be 
trusted  to  breed  true  to  type. 

Their  best  use  is  for  planting  in 
groups  at  vantage  points  where  their 
wealth  of  white  blossom  is  shown 
to  great  effect.  Some  of  the  larger 
sorts  like  5".  Henry/  and  S.  Veitchii 
are  best  as  individual  specimens  on 
the  edge  of  lawn  and  shrubbery.  They 
may  also  be  used  for  hedges,  and 
those  with  arching  branches  are  splen- 
did tipping  low  walls.  The  dwarfer 
kinds  'ike  the  Japonica  group  may 
be  well  employed  as  ground-covers  by 
the  roadside  and  as  clumps  in  the 
herbaceous  border.   The   point   always

bergii  is  part  parent.  This  is  a  dense 
hush  some  6'  tall  and  broad  with 
flower  clusters  crowded  toward  the 
end  of  the  shoots  forming  snowy 
sprays  a  foot  long.  It  is  very  hardy, 
remarkably  floriferous  and  thoroughly 
dependable.  Less  hardy  and  remark- 
able for  its  large  and  fragrant  flowers 
is  S.  cantoniensis  of  which  the  double- 
flowered  form  ( lanceata)  is  most 
common  in  gardens.  These  are  plants 
of  wide-spreading,  graceful  habit  pro- 
ducing a  dense  clustered  mass  of 
stems,  the  outer  ones  of  which  are 
arching,  clothed  with  lozenge-shaped 
dark  green  leaves  which  in  mild  cli- 
mates are  retained  until  spring.  Beau- 
tiful as  this  Spirea  is  in  the  popular 
mind  its  lasting  fame  rests  on  being 
part  parent  of  the  redundantly  planted 
S.  Vanhouttei  whose  merits  and  abuse 
have  been  expatiated  upon.  The  other 
parent  is  S.  trilobata,  a  much  dwarf er 
plant  with  erect  spreading  branches 
and  three-lobed  leaves  which  is  found 
wild  over  an  immense  region  from 
Turkestan  to  North  China. 

The  Orient,  which  has  contributed 
so  largely  to  our  garden  needs,  is 
really  the  headquarters  of  the  Spirea 
tribe  and  since  the  dawn  of  the  pre- 
sent century  has  given  us  several  un- 
usually handsome  species.  During 
travels  there  it  was  my  good  fortune 
to  introduce  some  ten  species  of  which 
£.  Henryi,  S.  trichocarpa,  S.  Sargen- 
tiana and  S.  Veitchii  are  highly  rated 
by  shrub  lovers.  The  first-named 
opens  its  broad  clusters  of  flowers  in 
the  first  half  of  June  and  at  that 
time  is  easily  first  of  its  class.  A  shrub 
of  relatively  loose,  wide-spreading 
habit,  it  grows  full  10'  high  and 
more  than  this  in  diameter,  and  when 
wreathed  in  blossom  is  a  beautiful 
sight.  It  is  a  native  of  the  mountains 
of  Central  China  which  has  proved 
perfectly  happy  in  the  Arnold  Arbore- 
tum. From  the  same  region  comes  S\ 
Wilsonii  which  is  not  so  good  a  garden 
shrub. 

The  Diamond  Mountains  in  Korea 
yielded  S.  trichocarpa  in  1917.  This 
is  a  bush  of  compact,  rounded  habit, 
the  outer  brandies  gracefully  arching, 


growing  about  6'  tall  and  10'  throng' 
The  flowers  are  borne  in  rounded 
dome-shaped  3"  to  5"  broad  coryi 
bose  clusters  at  the  ends  of  sho 
lateral  leafy  shoots.  The  clusters  a 
abundantly  produced  and  transfor 
the  shoots  into  arching  sprays  of  blc 
som.  It  is  one  of  the  best  shru 
Korea  has  contributed  to  Aineric 
gardens. 

The  best  of  the  June-flowerii 
Spireas  that  Japan  has  given  us  is 
nipponica,  more  commonly  known 
5".  bracteata.  A  vigorous  shrub,  gro 
ing  full  <s'  high,  this  has  ascendin 
spreading  branches  and  forms  a  mo 
or  less  vase-shape  bush.  It  has  rath 
small,  rounded  or  conical,  den 
flowered  clusters  of  prim  lookii 
flowers.  Like  all  its  clan  it  is  ve 
floriferous,  hut  in  my  opinion  inferi 
to  its  Korean  sister  S.  tricliocar 
which  blossoms  a  little  later. 

A  very  elegant   Spirea   of  ballon 
like    habit    is    S.    Sargentiana    whi 
worthily  commemorates  a  great  fig 
in     American     horticulture    alas!

N  v  they  wonder  why  it  is 

named    for   a   man    whose    memory    I 
revere. 

In  late  June,  1900,  at  some  10, 
above  sea-level  in  the  heart  of  China, 
I  discovered  a  Spirea  and  declared  it 
to  be  the  finest  of  late-flowering  sorts. 
It  proved  to  be  new  and  was  later 
named  S.  Veitchii,  at  my  request. 
Twenty-seven  years  have  passed  and 
my  spontaneous  opinion  is  almnehtfitly 
corroborated  by  that  of  specialists  in 
Europe  and  America.  It  is  the  tallest 
of  all  the  true  Spireas,  attaining  a 
height  of  15'.  Less  broad  than  tall, 
it  makes  the  usual  gracefully  habited 
bush  with  fathom-long  sterns  toward 
the  end  of  June  wreathed  in  broad 
clustered  blossoms.  Irs  vigor  ami  ex- 
cessive floriferousness  called  forth  the 
encomium  since  attested  by  experts, 
and  perfect  hardiness  in  the  Arnold 
Arboretum  is  an  added  virtue  of  no 
little  value.  With  little  effort  I  came 
by  S.  Henryi,  but  5".  Veitchii,  S.  Sar- 
ia  and  -S.  trichocarpa  cost  me 
much  in  physical  effort  anil  endur- 
ance. Calmly  and  deliberately  I  de- 
clare them  worthy  of  all  I  gave  and 
more,  and  here  invite  the  opinion  of 
all  who  will  visit  and  view  them  in 
the  Arnold  Arboretum. 

SPIRAl    \    J  \PONICA 

Tvpical  of  a  group  with  pink  to 
carmine  flowers  which  blossom  in  late 
June,   July   and   early   August    is   Spi- 

xponica.  Authorities  differ  widely 
as  to  the  standing  of  the  members; 
•nine  regard  them  as  varieties  of  one 

-,  others  as  distinct  species  ami 
others  as  hybrids.  But  we  are  mor>. 
concerned  with  their  garden  value  and 
of  this  there  is  unanimous  applause. 
The  type,  as  its  name  indicates,  is 
native  of  Japan  and  is  a  shrub  of  open 
habit  with  erect  stems,  topped  by 
broad  flattened  clusters  of  crimson- 
pink  blossoms.  It  groHjs  from  3'  to  5 
high  and  i-  an  all-round  first  class 
shrub  of  great  hardiness.  This  like 
all  its  group  should  be  pruned  in 
spring    by    cutting    completely    away 

nt  of  the  older  ^vood  to  prevent 
crowding  and  shortening  back  those 
shoots  selected  to  remain.  A  form 
known    as    ruberrima    has    deep    pink 

us.  The  variety  alba  or,  as 
others  call  it,  species  (S.  albifiora)  is 
of  lower  growth  and  has  white 
flowers.  A  hybrid  between  these  two 
is  S.  bitmalda  which  is  usually  not 
more  than  1  s"  tall  and  has  broad 
clusters  of  carmine  blossoms.  A  form 
known  as  Anthony  Waterer  is  well 
known  and  has  the  most  highly  col- 
ored flowers  of  any  Spirea.  Another 
hvbrid  is  S.  Margaritae  which  pro- 
duces an  abundant  crop  of  bright  rosy 
pink  flowers  in  July  and  lesser  quan- 
tities in  late  August  and  September.

rhere  is  a  great  variety  among  the 
whippets.

They  were  favorite  models 
for  inkstands,  the  body  of  the  ink- 
stand being  usually  of  a  rich  dark 
blue  glaze.

—  for  in  mid-Victorian  times,  even 
more  so  than  now,  whippet  racing  was 
a  great  national  sport  in  England  and*1' 
prize     winning     dogs     were     widely 


known  by  their  names  and  reputations. 

China  figures  of  other  dogs  were 
not  made  in  such  great  quantities  and 
for  that  reason  are  usually  more  care- 
fully modeled  and  colored.  Dalma- 
tians, pointers  and  setters  seem  to  have 
called  for  the  better  skill  of  the  mod- 
elers and  some  excellent  specimens  of 
these  particular  types  are  shown  in  the 
accompanying  photographs. 

It  is  a  curious  fact  that  whereas  the

plane  of  merit."  The  book  as  a  whole- 
speaks  eloquently  of  her  success  in 
achieving  this  object.  The  fifty-five 
houses  illustrated  therein  are  indeed 
representative  of  the  different  types  of 
better  class  houses  being  designed  and 
built   today   in   this  country. 

While  in  the  main  these  houses — 
or  houses  similar  in  style — may  be 
built  in  any  section  of  the  country, 
there  are  a  representative  few  which 
are  so  homogeneous  to  the  particular 
locality  in  which  they  were  erected  as 
to  give  a  fair  index  to  the  typt 
daily  suited  to  that  or  a  similar  part 
of   the   country. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Frank 
J.  Forster,  to  whose  work  much  space 
has  been  devoted,  has  recently  been 
awarded  a  medal  by  the  Institute  of 
Architects  for  designing  the  Karl 
Keffer  residence,  which  is  one  of  the 
houses  shown.

velt's  definition  of  snupping  as  "the 
art  of  finding  quaint  and  valuable 
things  in  junk  heaps,  and  the  ability 
to  get  them  cheap."  Mrs.  Roosevell 
insisted  "Sn  uppers  are  horn,  not 
made." 

The  work  is  right  up-to-date.  Mr. 
Clifford  gives  a  wealth  of  information 
concerning  recent  sales  of  antiques  in 
the  great  auction  galleries  and  else- 
where, and  adds  prices  and  entertain- 
ing incidents  of  such  transactions.  He 
includes  everything  that  one  could 
think  of  collecting,  and  many  things 
which  one  would  not,  from  handbills 
and  funeral  cards,  those  "glooms  of 
the  past,"  to  furniture  and  even 
houses. 

The  whimsicality  of  the  point  of 
view  comes  as  a  surprise  to  those- 
familiar  only  with  Mr.  Clifford's 
serious  books  on  period  styles  and 
furnishings.  His  versatile  interests  and 
knowledge  of  many  branches  of  art, 
recall  to  my  mind  that  kindly  gentle- 
man Sir  Purdon  Clarke,  to  whom  Mr. 
Clifford  refers,  and  whose  really  ex- 
traordinary knowledge  was  always 
a  cause  of  great  wonderment  to  me. 
Don't  miss  the  "Don'ts"  in  collect- 
ing; they  are  worth  while  to  any 
one  who  is  at  all  interested  in  antiques, 
be  he  only  a  snupper  or  a  real  col- 
lector. 

Of  the  many  interesting  stories,  I 
must  quote  one  whose  humor  gives  the 
flavor  of  many  others: 

"On  another  occasion  I  went  to  a 
sale  where  the  bidding  of  a  man  near 
me  was  so  frequently  ignored  by  the 
auctioneer  that  it  was  noticeable.  The 
bidder  stood  it  for  some  time,  but 
finally  became  obstreperous  and  called 
the  auctioneer's  attention  to  his  neg- 
lectfulness  or  partiality.  'You  are 
favoring  other  bidders.  You  are  ig- 
noring me.  I  object  to  your  methods. 
I  am  now  bidding  $1  10  and  you  don't 
notice  me.' 

"  'Very  good,'  said  the  auctioneer. 
'If  you  insist  upon  it,  it's  yours  at 
$110.'  Ami  down  came  the  gavel. 
'But  if  I've  ignored  you  it's  to  pro- 
tect you.  The  whole  afternoon  you 
have  been  everlastingly  bidding 
against  your  wife  on  the  other  side 
of  the  room.  Her  bid  was  $  100.'  " 

I  shall  not  try  to  pick  the  most  in- 
teresting chapter,  they  are  all  good. 
The  book  may  be  of  more  service  to 
snuppers  than  to  the  trained  collector, 
but  which  will  enjoy  it  the  most 
would  be  hard  to  say.  But  remember, 
you  have  been  warned  against  it.  It 
is  not  a  mere  book;  it  is  a  temptation.

My  Gardi  n  Comes  or'  Age.  By  Julia 
H.  Cummins.  New  York:  The  Mac- 
millan   Company. 

THE  very  title  suggests  worth- 
whileness,  for  are  not  too  many 
books,  to  say  nothing  of  articles  in 
journals,  the  ebullitions  of  immature 
enthusiasm  or  of  sudden  discovery? 
'I  here  is  found  throughout  this  volume 
evidence  of  an  almost  mysterious  des- 
tiny that  seems  many  times  to  bring 
an  ardent  soul  and  a  facile  intellect 
into  a  situation  permitting  full  de- 
velopment. At  any  rate  it  is  hard  to 
imagine  a  more  successful  evolution 
of  a  garden,  of  a  home  and  of  a 
family.    It   is   the   human    interest,   in- 


deed, that  makes  the  volume  sue 
charming  reading.  Perhaps  its  mo 
valuable  teaching  lies  in  its  show  n 
how  children  even  today,  in  Americ 
can  be  made  to  love  a  home  in  tl 
country.  And  what  has  been  done  fc 
the  author's  children  can  be  infer* 
from  what  is  told  about  converting 
very  old  farmhouse  ami  an  abandone 
farm  of  twenty-five  acres  into 
"country  place"  so  fine  and  beautifi 
that  the  skilled  landscape  architei 
who  was  called  in  late  could  add  bi 
few  touches.

in  elaborating  the  best  pictures.  Th 
range  of  plant  material  is  not  narrow 
nor  yet  was  the  cost  great.  Advantag 
was  taken  of  all  native  plants  tha 
could  be  used,  as  in  working  over  thJ 
buildings  artistic  and  very  satisfactonlj 
results  were  produced  quite  economj 
ically.

AMERICAN  architects  have  covered 
-  so  large  a  part  of  America's  win- 
ter playgrounds  with  bungalows  sug- 
gesting Spain,  that  even  stay-at-homes 
devour  hungrily  every  hint  of  things 
Spanish  with  growing  appetite.  Mr. 
Newcomb's  book  contains  much  to 
satisfy  the  appetite  of  prospective 
home-builders  as  well  as  dreamers  of 
"Castles  in  Spain." 

After  a  chapter  on  The  Evolution 
of  the  Spanish  House,  he  notes  such 
adaptations  as  are  necessary  for  com- 
fortable American  living:  the  patio 
loses  its  harem-like  seclusion  and  is 
guarded  on  the  fourth  side  by  a  mere 
wall;  an  open  terrace  supplies  the 
American  demand  for  a  porch;  the 
inevitable  arcade  occasionally  becomes 
a  short  corridor.

THE     "MAD"     DOG     HOAX 

By  ROBERT  S.  LEMMON 

Tj^OR  a  considerably  longer  time  than  we  of  the  present 
A  generation  can  remember  there  has  arisen  a  panicky, 
hysterica]  public  fear  whenever  the  cry  of  "mad  dog"  has 
been  raised.  ]>\  a  strange  process  fostered  by  human  gulli- 
bility, sensationalism  on  the  part  of  the  press,  and,  in  com- 
paratively recent  years,  by  the  desire  for  financial  gain  by 
those  who  are  interested  in  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
anti-rabic  serums,  the  dread  of  a  "mad"  dog's  bite  lias 
been  so  deeply  ingrained  in  people's  minds  that  it  has  passed 
all  hounds  of  reason.  As  a  result,  thousands  of  entirely 
harmless  animals  are  slain  every  year,  the  general  public 
is  kept  in  a  state  of  nervousness  which  sometimes  rises  to 
sheer  terror,  and  increasingly  bitter  feelings  are  engendered 
between  those  who  know  and  are  fond  of  dogs  and  the  non- 
owners  who  know  little  of  them  and  seem  to  care  less. 
And  it  is  all  so  unnecessary! 

It  would  be  foolish  to  assert  that  the  disease  known  as 
rabies  does  not  exist,  for  it  unquestionably  does.  My  con- 
tention is  merely  that  it  is  surrounded  by  an  enormous 
percentage  of  harmful  hokum,  and  that  its  real  cause  and 
prevention  are  very  precariously  understood  even  by  those 
who  profess  to  know  what  they  are  talking  about.  It  would 
be  of  incalculable  benefit  to  the  canine  race  and  to  human- 
ity as  well  if  there  could  be  built  tip  a  general  attitude  of 
facing  the  "mad"  dog  situation  calmly  and  handling  it 
with  a  fair  regard  for  the  established  facts. 

In  almost  every  community  of  any  size  there  is  an 
element  of  the  population  which  favors  compulsory  vacci- 
nation of  dogs  as  a  preventive  measure  for  rabies.  Man}' 
who  hold  such  views  are  perfectly  sincere  in  their  opinion, 
but  they  have  been  misled  by  incomplete  knowledge  of  the 
facts.  The  case  for  vaccination  has  never  been  really 
proved.  Indeed,  statistics  seem  to  indicate  that  the  treat- 
ment not  seldom  produces  the  disease  in  hitherto  healthy 
animals  it  is  designed  to  protect,  besides  resulting  in  various 
other  unpleasant  consequences  of  a  physical  nature.  As  far 
as  acting  as  a  preventive  of  rabies  is  concerned,  vaccina- 
tion has  not,  to  my  knowledge,  proved  its  case.  The  whole

The  flickering 
flames  ot  an  open  fire  afford  a  pleasing  con- 
trast to  the  mechanical  atmosphere  created 
by  the  tub  and  fixtures.  An  open  fireplace 
in  the  bath-dressing  room  has  a  still  further 
advantage  in  that  it  provides  ventilation 
and  takes  the  moisture  out  of  the  air.  The 
dressing  table  should  be  spacious,  well- 
lighted,  and  its  color  scheme  and  design 
should  give  the  key-note  for  the  decorations 
ot  the  rest  of  the  room. 

The  floor  may  be  made  of  marble,  tile 
or  rubber  composition,  covered  by  a  wash- 
able rug  in  a  color  to  harmonize  with  the 
decorative  scheme.  A  marble  or  marbleized 
baseboard  will  add  a  note  of  formality  to 
the  room  and,  if  preferred,  the  marble 
effect  may  be  carried  as  high  as  the  tub. 
There  are  several  wall  treatments  to  choose

An  Inquiry  Info  the  Reasons  Why  Sonic  Men  Like  to  Cook  and 


Don'  f  Mind  Boasting  About  it 


THERE  arc  infinite  things  on  which  men  pride  themselves, 
and  perhaps  the  most  boast-worthy  are  their  digressions.  Any 
form  oi  sport  golf,  hunting,  fishing,  gardening  even — is  the 
open  >esanie  to  their  pride.  Some  are  craftsmen;  they  show  their 
workshop  with  vouthful  pride  and  are  highly  set  up  when  you 
marvel  at  their  dexterit\  with  tools.  Some  secretly  practice  one  or 
more  of  the  arts,  and  they  display  their  amateur  and  apprentice 
attempts  at  painting  and  sculptoring  with  unconcealed  joy. 
Other-  fashion  pots;  others  collect  queer  and  unaccountable  ob- 
jects; some  are  mighty  walkers,  and  they  scorn  the  convenient  ride. 
Hut  ot  all  digressions  upon  which  a  man  of  the  world  either  se- 
creth  or  openly  most  prides  himself  is  his  ability  to  cook. 

ircumstances  oblige  him  to  cook  constantly,  he  may  not 
mention  it;  it  it  is  a  hobby,  then  you  need  scarcely  mention  a 
stove  but  he  is  off  into  gustatory  rhapsodies.  Openly  or  covertly, 
there  are  moments  when  every  man  visualizes  himself  asaMasterof 
culinary  accomplishments,  a  lord  of  stew-pans,  a  god  of  kettles. 


THIS  digression  may  first  have  come  upon  the  male  species  in 
the  very  dawn  of  time.  Home  from  the  chase,  his  ba<r 
bursting  with  game,  primitive  man  watched  his  woman  spoil  the 
meat  he  had  snared  with  such  great  effort.  He  pushed  her  aside  with 
a  tap  of  his  stone  hammer — and  the  meat  was  cooked  to  his  liking. 
Or  perhaps  there  was  a  mighty  domestic  rebellion  in  those  dim,  far- 
off  days;  perhaps  Neolithic  woman  told  her  Neolithic  spouse  that 
she  was  sick  and  tired  of  bending  over  a  hot  fire  all  day  and  that 
it  he  wanted  any  food  he  could  cook  it  himself.  Whichever  way 
it  came  about,  it  is  an  indisputable  fact  that  from  the  earliest  times 
up  to  this  palpitating  present,  the  great  cooks  of  the  world  have 
been  men.  Men  have  raised  cooking  to  a  profession,  have  given 
it  the  dignity  of  a  great  art. 

Although  many  women  take  great  and  well-earned  pride  in 
their  kitchen  accomplishments,  the  majority  look  upon  them 
merely  as  part  of  the  day's  work,  part  of  the  business  of  being  a 
wife.  They  may  attain  dizzy  pinnacles  of  gustatory  delight,  they 
may  compose  great  dishes  and  write  useful  tomes  on  the  art  of 
cooking,  yet  the  average  woman  cook,  by  her  attitude  toward 
cooking,  seems  to  court  sympathy,  appears  to  enjoy  her  down- 
trodden role  as  Martha  of  the  stew-pots. 

On  the  other  hand,  man  in  his  moments  of  amateur  or  profes- 
sional recourse  to  recipes,  rises  to  a  state  ot  great  exultation.  He- 
has  formulated  a  ritual  for  it  and  created  distinctive  vestments. 
As  a  chasuble  to  the  priest  and  the  mitre  to  the  bishop,  so  are  the 
apron  ami  cap  to  the  chef.  As  the  doctor  takes  pride  in  his  im- 
maculate lancets,  as  the  artist  in  his  brushes  and  canvas,  so  the  chef 
in  his  knives  and  cleavers  and  the  infinity  of  his  culinary  equipment. 


THE  great  cook-  of  the  world  find  an  immortality  that  rarely 
comes  to  other  professions.  The  architect  who  designs  a 
cloud-piercing  structure  is  content  if  he  finally  is  paid  his  fee— 
the  structure  is  usually  named  for  the  man  or  the  company  who 
financed  it.  The  great  general  wins  a  battle,  but  the  battle  is  known 
tor  the  place  at  which  it  was  fought.  Wellington  may  have 
thrilled  the  world  on  the  plains  of  Belgium,  but  the  fi:_rht  is  known 
as  the  Battle  of  Waterloo.  The  chef,  on  the  other  hand,  creates  a 
dish,  and  thereafter  it  bears  his  name.  Men  in  far  corners  of  the 
world  speak  of  this  dish,  and  the  frame  becomes  a  household  word. 
1  he  cordon-blcu  never  fades.  The  findings  of  the  Jury  Digusta- 
tcur  are  remembered  in  countless  homes  and  restaurants.  In  the 
ovens  of  Rocher  de  Cancale,  Very,  Voisin,  Hardy,  Vincent  de  la 
Chapelle,  Boulanger,  Robert,  Meot,  Roze  and  Careme,  in  these 
kitchens  were  created  an  unfading  immortality. 

Although  of  late  years,  in  England  and  America  especially, 
cook  hooks  have  generally  been  written  by  women,  the  cireat 
classics  of  the  culinary  world  were  penned  by  men.  From  the 
early  Italian  volumes  of  Bartolomeo  Platina  and  Roselle  up  to 
the  comparatively  modern  work  of  Brilliat-Savarin,  the  scholar 
must  look  to  men  as  authorities  on  this  art.  They  must  also  look 
to  men  to  make  the  great  experiments. 

"The  kitchen,"  says  an  old  French  authority,  "is  a  country  in 
which  there  are  always  discoveries  to  be  made."  Perhaps  it  is  this 
lure  of  the  unknown  that  leads  adventuresome  men  to  make 
strange  and  delectable  combinations  of  food.  Yet  (we  blush  to 
acknowledge  it)  when  there  was  compiled,  some  years  back,  a  cook 
book  of  the  favorite  dishes  of  prominent  men  in  this  country,  the 
majority  of  them  were  content  with  spaghetti! 


IN  well-ordered  households  the  cook  has  at  least  one  night  off. 
Also,  it  may  be  observed  that  in  well-ordered  households 
where  peace  dwells  permanently,  the  men  of  the  family  are  per- 
mitted to  pursue  their  innocent  digressions  unmolested.  Here  is  a 
chance  to  turn  a  digression  to  useful  purposes.  Why  should  not 
Thursday  be  known  as  the  night  when  the  men  who  boast  their 
ability  as  cooks  be  given  a  chance  to  prove  it?  Let  the  man  who 
prides  himself  on  his  campfire  flapjacks  and  unsurpassed  coffee 
see  what  he  can  do  in  the  civilized  environment  of  a  tile-walled 
kitchen.  Perhaps  in  this  way  we  may  raise  up  a  race  of  men  whose 
appetite  attain  heights  nobler  than  spaghetti  and   fried  eggs. 

Perhaps,  too,  we  will  find  more  men  appreciating  the  fact  that 
to  supply  three  meals  a  day  to  a  hungry  family  is  an  accomplish- 
ment worthy  of  the  highest  award.  Once  he  realizes  this,  even  the 
humblest  kitchen  scuMion  becomes  a  minor  deity  and  the  cook 
herself,  a  veritable  goddess  of  the  Gastronomic  Nirvana.

Much  May  be  Learned  in  the  Way  of  Kitchen  Decoration  from 
Studying  the  Friendly  Interiors  of  Other  Lands

IT  would  be  hard  to  find  a   smart  restau- 
rant in   Paris,  London  or  New  York 
which  did  not  offer  its  guests  the  spectacle 
of  an  immaculate  towering  chef  presiding 
over  a  central  table  laden  with  tongues  in 
jelly,  cold  eggs,  rosy  lobsters  and,  perhaps, 
iming  roast.  The  uniform  and  insignia 
-Mil  are  known  the  world  over, 
•s  the  gastronomic  hopes  of  all 
kind.  Indeed  there  is  small  doubt  that 
and   its  preparation 
forms  t'!  1   thought  of  each  human 

.    and  every  day  in 
all    t  earth.   No   wonder 

then  that  the  very  sight  of  him  cheers  the 
heart    and    stimulate-    the    appetite    anew. 


From  time  immemorial,  watching  for 
the  kettle  to  boil  or  contemplating  the  roast 
turning  and  sizzling  on  the  spit  has  roused 
the  faint,  soothed  the  ravenous,  and  re- 
leased good  cheer  generally.  Clever  moder., 
business  men  have  capitalized  this  public 
interest  in  cookery  by  displaying  in  their 
restaurant's  front  window  a  flapjack  artist 
or  a  regiment  of  roasting  fowl  rotating  be- 
fore a  wall  of  fire.  Abroad  they  go  a  step 
further,  for  common  it  is  in  almost  an}' 
small  European  town  to  be  led  into  the 
kitchen  by  the  hospitable  hotel  keeper  to 
select  the  food  you  desire.  I  remember  one 
excellent  restaurant  in  Tours  where  the 
only    entrance    to    the    dining    room    was 


through  a  kitchen  which  opened  on  the 
'  street.  Then,  of  course,  all  the  world  knows 
Mine.  Poulard's  great  open  fireplace  at  Mt. 
St.  Michel  where  countless  gaping-eyed 
tourists  have  watched  the  famous  omelettes 
forming  in  those  great  long  handled  pans. 
Nowadays,  since  the  advent  of  the  bell 
pushing  and  dumbwaiter  era,  the  kitchen 
has  become  simply  a  necessary  basement 
appendage.  Furthermore,  as  modern 
thought  evolved  the  principles  of  sanitation 
and  hygiene,  housewives  have  fervidly 
turned  their  kitchens  into  tiled  and  nickeled 
laboratories  for  the  white  gowned  culinary 
technician.

SAVE    to   the   work   of   Duncan    Phyfe, 
little  attention  or  appreciation  has  been 
rded  the  delightful  furniture  and  dec- 
>n  of  the  American  or  English  Direc- 
Even     the     latest     English 
covering   these    vears   illustrate   but   a    few 
r"   the    furniture   of    Directoire   in- 
rid   the   renowned   Victoria  and 
Albert  Museum  as  vet  possesses  but  a  com- 
paratively    small     selection.     Most     of     it 
remains  unknown  in  private  houses,  thi 
some  passes  through  the  hands  of  dea 
In   America   the   life   and  affairs  of   these 
•s  are  much  less  well  known  to  us  than 
are  the  earlier  periods  of  our  history.  It  is 
quite  time  that  we  changed  all  this. 

In  mobiliarv  matters  the  cause  is  evident: 
the  French  Directoire  style,  upon  which 
the  characteristic  features  of  the  furniture 
and  decoration  of  both  countries  at  this 
period  were  based,  was  formerly  sub- 
merged as  merely  the  beginning  of  the 
Empire  stvle,  and  so  was  included  in  the 
general  condemnation  meted  out  to  the 
pom]  of     the     first     Napoleon.     It 

sition  period,  but  a  period  that 
had  its  influence  upon  all  Europe,  and 
America  can  scarcely  be  neglected  in  these 


' 


days  of  real  research.  Upon  its  appearance, 
Italy,  Spain,  England,  and  America  avidly 
.d  upon  the  new  mode  and  made  it  their 
own  with  the  happiest  results.  We  shallhere 
see  some  of  the  furniture  produced  by  our 
own  craftsmen  under  its  influence. 

The  term  Directoire  is  conversationally 
employed  to  cover  the  vears  from  the  OA'er- 
throw  of  the  monarchy  of  Louis  XVI  till 
the  establishment  of  the  Empire  in  1804, 
thus  including  the  Revolutionary  period, 
before,  and  the  Consulate  after  the  Direc- 
torate but  before  the  Empire. 

There   were   two  trends  in  this  French! 
style:  one  the  simplification  of  the  beautiful. 
but  ornate  mode  of  Louis  Seize  to  accord' 
with  the  ideals  of  the  new  Republic,  and 
the  other  the  mania  of  copying  for  modern 
use  anything  and  everything  from  antiquity 
— Egyptian     and     Etruscan,     Greek    and 
Roman — -which    mania   culminated   in  the 
grandio.se   productions  of  Napoleon's  Em- 
pire.   The    first    trend    was   almost   wholly 
fine   in   its  results;    those  of  the  last  were 
what    we    may    always    expect    from    the 
logical    carrying    to    its    conclusion    of   a 
■*    thoroughly  illogical  project.

Found  a   Definite  Benefit  to   He.; 

ETHEL   R.   PEYSER 


HAVE  you  ever  wondered  why  you  do 
not  tan  it  you  sit  in  a  solarium  or 
behind  a  big  glass  window  or  work  in  a 
greenhouse,  hour  after  hour:  The  reason 
is  simple.  The  ordinary  glass  used  in  our 
windows  and  solariums  is  such  that  it  pre- 
vents the  penetration  of  the  vital  ultra- 
\  iolet  ravs — that  part  of  the  sun  rays  which 
tans.  But  at  present  there  is  glass  on  the 
market  which  brings  the  outdoor  sun  in- 
doors and  which,  besides  coating  you  with 
tan  will : 

Kill  bacteria  and  germs  (the  sun  is  the 
supreme  disinfectant);  improve  the  skin's 
condition  and  assist  in  cure  of  skin  dis- 
eases; increase  the  haemoglobin  (red  cells) 
in  the  blood  ;  increase  our  powers  of  absorb- 
ing and  retaining  phosphorous  lime  and 
iron  in  the  body;  assist  in  the  prevention 
and  hasten  the  cure  of  rickets;  assist  in  con- 
valescences; increase  disease  resistance; 
and  increase  and  build  up  and  maintain  a 
robust   vitality. 

A  little  explanation  as  to  what  the  ultra- 
violet ray  is  may  be  a  help  and  may  be 
confusing.  Yet  it  is  wiser  to  give  it  a  brief 
description : 

First,  these  vital  rays  of  sunlight  are  a 
limited  portion  of  the  sun's  emanations  and 
are  invisible,  have  no  warmth  and  are  fil- 
tered out  by  the  ordinary  pane  of  glass. 
Second,  think  of  the  prism  or  the  colors 
you  see  in  a  rainbow  or  on  a  shaft  of  light 
entering  the  room  as  a  sunbeam.  The 
colors,  as  you  recall,  range  from  red  to 
violet.  The  invisible  beat  rays  of  the  sun  are 
those  beyond  the  red  ravs  and  at  the  violet 
end  of  the  spectrum;  beyond  the  violet 
rays  are  the  invisible  ultra-violet  detectable 
by  chemical  reactions  or  fluorescence.  It  is 
these  ultra-violet  rays  that  this  new  glass 
gives  to  us  indoors. 

The  reasons  for  solar  rays  being  more 
valuable  than  heat  rays  from  a  stove  or  the 
like  is  that  solar  ravs  penetrate  deeply  into 
the  body  I  for  the  ravs  are  hard)  anil  warm 
the  blood  stream,  while  the  stove  rays 
)  are  absorbed  too  near  the  surface  of 
:  to  reach  and   warm  the  blood. 

SCIENTIFIC    MANUFACTURE 

W  ith  the  km  :  of  the  super-value 

interested   folk  have  set 

it  to  find  a  glass  for  our  windows  that 

Id    be    inexpensive    ami    transmit    the 

ultra-violet   ray   and   thereby   give  back  to 

our  civilization  the  sun's  full  benefit,  which 

the  savage  enjoys  in  his  caw  doorways  and 


outdoor  ramblings.  And  so  we  again  see 
the  manufacturers  and  the  scientists  work- 
ing together  to  bring  hack  artificially  the 
basic  principles  of  life  that  civilization 
tends  to  destroy.  It  is  truly  amazing  to 
realize  this  and  see  the  proofs  of  it  in  not 
only  this  new  window  glass  but  in  vent- 
ilation, feeding  processes  and  so  on  ad 
infinitum. 

But  to  return:  We  now  can  buy  at  no 
great  expense  a  glass  for  windows,  porches, 
skylights  or  other  apertures  through  which 
the  sun  will  tan  and  invigorate  us,  and 
make  our  sick  children  well  and  adults 
healthier.  It  is  a  simpler  way  to  get  the 
ultra-violet  ray  than  by  the  new  lamps 
which  are  of  such  high  value  in  assisting 
in  curing  tuberculosis,  rickets  and  glandular 
affections. 

Experiments  have  been  carried  on  in 
England  which  will  show  you  the  value 
of  having  at  least  one  room  in  your  house 
equipped  with  this  health-giving  glass.  But, 
in  order  to  forestall  the  question,  "Is  the 
glass  valueless  when  the  sun  doesn't  shiner" 
first  let  us  tell  you  that  the  most  interesting 
thing  of  all  about  the  light  we  live  by  is 
that  sky-shine  and  cloud-shine  give  us  the 
vital  ultra-violet  ray  as  well  and  better 
than  sunshine.  Therefore  this  new  glass  is 
at  all  times  (except  in  the  darkness  of  the 
night)  a  blessing  without  disguise. 

Now,  for  one  of  the  experiments  so 
graphic  and  so  telling.  Two  school  rooms 
in  a  very  sooty  town,  were  -quipped,  one 
with  the  new  glass,  the  other  with  the  or- 
dinal-)' window  glass,  and  were  used  for 
two  groups  of  children  of  the  same  grade- 
in  years,  health  and  brain  power.  What 
happened  is  shown  by  the  table  at  the  ^\\A 
of  this  article. 

In  England  schools  are  glazing  the  win- 
dows with  this  new  glass;  hospitals,  too,  of 
course  see  its  value.  America,  which  has 
begun  to  experiment  with  this  glass,  is  wak- 
ing up  to  its  merits.  It  should  not  be  long, 
we  dare  say,  until  all  factories,  office  build- 
ings and  public  buildings,  where  folk  are 
home  all  day,  will  be  forced  by  law  to  use 
it  and  thus  do  away  forever  with  the  pallid 
worker  whose  vitality  is  low  because  he  can 
neither  find  time  nor  money  to  have  a  gar- 
den, play  golf  or  sail  a  boat. 

Fancv  the  result  in  efficiencv  that  will 
ensue  when  these  great  glassed  factories 
ami  schools  are  equipped  with  this  life- 
giving  glass.  Consider,  too,  its  use  in  our 
homes  with  growing  children  or  debilitated 
adults.  It  will  make  room  in  our  hospitals, 


for  in  our  homes  we  can  assist  in  curine 
rickets,  tuberculosis  and  other  ills. 

Of  course,  this  glass  which  admits  the 
vital  ultra-violet  rays  is  more  potent  as  a 
health  adjunct,  in  proportion  to  the  extent 
of  the  body  exposed  to  it.  So,  in  our  homes 
it  is  wise,  as  often  as  possible,  to  undress  and 
station  the  sun  bather  behind  the  alass  in 
order  that^he  may  get  the  full  benefit  of 
its  healing.  To  make  this  simpler  and  quite 
proper,  there  is  made  a  translucent  variety 
of  this  glass  through  which  the  light  comes 
in  but  through  which  one  cannot  see. 
Therefore,  for  complete  ultra-violetting  a 
window  can  be  so  fixed  that  one  part  of  it 
pulls  down  to  obscure  the  beneficiary,  and 
so  obviate  any  embarrassment  whatsoever 
from  neighbors  and  passersbv. 

CONCERNING   EXPENSE 

Tin's  glass  costs  a  little  more  than  the 
ordinary  kind,  but  its  handling  and  install- 
ing are  similar.  It  comes  in  every  size  and 
looks  just  like  other  glass.  Furthermore,  it 
can  be  used  for  every  purpose  for  which 
the  old  Lrlass  has  been  utilized. 

Yerv  expensive  quartz  has  been  used  tor 
the  "cure"  window  before  this  was  in- 
vented in  England.  Consequcntlv,  you  have 
probably  heard  of  the  new  glass  in  isolated 
casts. 

Everyone  knows  the  advantages  and 
value  of  sun  baths.  But  it  is  difficult  to  get 
a  sun  bath  outdoors  in  winter,  ami  when 
you  can  get  it,  it  is  often  too  cold  to  enjoy. 
With  this  glass,  however,  in  hotel  or  private 
home  the  ideal  sun  bath  can  be  taken  in- 
doors without  catching  cold,  when  it  is 
isary  to  expose  large  areas  of  the  bod}". 
So,  it  is  not  necessary  now  to  send  your 
children  to  sanitariums  or  to  Switzerland 
for  sun  baths,  or  to  buy  expensive  lamps. 
This  glass  is  better  in  many  ways. 

All  these  statements  are  deduced  from 
the  most  technical  scientific  experiments 
based  on  the  spectrum  and  on  the  amazing 
habits  of  light. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  some 
zoos  where  the  animals  were  sluggish  and 
did  not  eat  or  reproduce  themselves,  this 
glass  was  introduced.  Very  soon  the  animals 
began  to  grow  normal,  ate  with  vigor  and 
enjoyment,  and  increased  their  numbers.

but  the  plot  of  the  individual  home  owner, 
the  man  who  makes  up  the  population  of 
the  average  American  city,  is  just  a  narrow 
strip  between  two  straight  lines  in  a  row  of 
hundreds,  even  thousands 
of  others  cut  from  the 
same    or    similar    patterns. 

Houses  are  purchased  in 
various  sections  of  a  city 
for  one  definite  reason  or 
another,  but  a  man  looking 
for  a  home  considers  that 
section  where  his  neighbors 
have  lawns  and  gardens 
that  show  interest  and  care 
and  where  the  individual 
has  expressed  himself  in  the 
plan  of  his  own  small  allot- 
ment of  ground.

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DEUTZIAS        FROM        MANY        LANDS 

From  China,  Korea,  ""fa pan  and  Elsewhere  These  Worthy  Shrubs 
Have  Been  Gathered  to  Beautify  Our  Grounds 


Till  Deutzias  arc  an  elegant  group  of 
June-flowering  shrubs,  deciduous, 
accommodating  and  abundantly  floriferous. 
Common  in  low  thickets  bordering  streams 
and  mountain  slopes  throughout  the  tem- 
perate parts  of  the  Far  East,  they  are  found 
from  the  Himalayas  eastward  through 
China  to  Korea  and  they  abound  in  Japan. 
Two  species  are  peculiar  to  Mexico  but 
all  the  others  are  Oriental. 

In    central    and    western    China    in    late 
May  and  June  Deutzias  are  prominent  fea-

tures  of  tlie  countryside.  Some  are  found  in 
rocky  places  but  the  natural  home  of  the 
majority  is  a  moist  site  where  good  loam 
obtains.  In  all  some  fifty  species  have  been 
recognized  of  which  more  than  twenty  are 
in  cultivation.  In  addition,  gardens  enjoy  a 
dozen  good  hybrids  and  many  varieties. 
That  great  French  hybridist,  Lemoine,  has 
given  the  genus  much  attention  and  to  his 
skill  and  genius  we  owe  many  of  the  finest 
Deutzias  of  today.  From  western  China  in 
1  S S 8 ,  a  French  priest  sent  to  his  native  land 
Deut-zia  purpurascensy  which  has  flowers 
suffused  with  rose-purple  on  the  outside. 
Working  with  this  and  several  of  the 
white-flowered  species,  Lemoine  evolved  a 
new  group  of  Deutzias  with  blossoms  vary- 
ing from  shades  of  rose-purple  to  almost 
pink.  The  whole  race  of  Lemoine's  hybrids 
are  beautiful  floriferous  shrubs  with  flowers 
ot  pleasing  tints. 

Deutzia  as  known  today  is  a  modern 
group  of  shrubs.  Turning  to  the  pages  of 
Nicholson's  Dictionary,  issued  in  1SS7,  I 
was  surprised  to  find  only  four  species  enu- 


merated. Since  that  date  Lemoine  has 
created  dozens  of  fine  hybrid  varieties  and 
the  Far  East  has  yielded  many  new  species 
All  are  shrubs  with  deciduous,  scabrid 
leaves,  upright  and  arching  branches  and 
average  from  3'  to  6'  in  height;  a  few 
of  the  more  vigorous  species  make  bushes 
1 0'  to.T2r  tall,  but  these  are  exceptional. 
Most  parts  of  the  plant  are  furnished  with 
stellate  hairs  or  scurf  which,  most  abundant 
on  the  leaves,  give  the  majority  of  the 
species  a   leaf   texture   rough   and   harsh  tc

IT  is  to  be  devoutly  hoped 
that  the  little  Daffodils 
have  not  gone  from  our  midst 
forever,  for  among  bulbous 
plants  that  fit  the  rock  garden 
none  is  so  altogether  suitable 
and  delightful.  Perhaps  it  is 
an  exaggeration  to  say  that  they 
were  ever  really  in  our  midst, 
save  in  a  very  narrow  sense, 
so  little  were  they  known  m 
this  country  before  the  ban 
of  the  plant  quarantine  tell, 
cutting  us  off  from  these  inno- 
cents and  from  many  others. 
In  prequarantine  days,  of 
course,  here  and  there  curious 
and  venturesome  gardeners 
sought  out  the  miniature  spe- 
cies of  Narcissus;  but,  as  a 
rock  garden  is  the  only  safe 
and  permanent  home  for  them, 
where  this  convenience  did  not 
exist  the  little  wild  things, 
frightened  out  of  their  wits 
by  the  great  world  of  the  gar- 
den, harried  by  hoe  and  spade

IN    searching    out    the    person    respon- 
sible    for    the     Greek    Revival,     the 
eye  'lights  on  Nicholas  Biddle  of  Phila- 
delphia.  He   was   the   Otto   Kahn   of   his 
day:  the  early  19th  Century's  important 
financier,   its   most   persistent  patron   of 
the    arts.    But   in    addition    he    was    sur- 
rounded   with    a    certain    glamor.    His 
social  eminence,  his  culture,   his  skill   as 
an  orator,  the  fact  that  he  was  the  pub- 
lisher ot  our  first  intellectual  periodical, 
his   high    position    in    national    affairs   as 
president    of    the    United    States    Bank, 
iiad  all  helped  to  place  him  on  a  pedestal. 
Indeed,  he  was  looked  upon  as  an  oracle. 
And    just  as  the  twenties  were  merg- 
into    the    thirties,    he    delivered    the 
ultimatum    that    there    were    but    "two 
t  truths  in  the  world:  the  Bible  and 
k  architecture".   After  that  it  was 
yonder  his  public,  already  aware  of 
ould    take    the    second    very 
art.    It   helped   matters,   too, 
tlu-    si,,-t   of   man    who   did 
not  take  it  i  king.

HOW     THE 
GREEK     REVIVAL 


BEGAN 


RICHARD  H.  PRATT 


James  Stuart,  above,  was  an  18th 
Century  English  architect  who  be- 
came intensely  interested  in  the 
architecture  of  Greece.  He  adopted 
its  style  in  Ins  own  work  and  wrote 
many    books   telling    of   its   beauty 


did  it  become  by  reason  of  its  owner's 
fame,  that  it  served  as  an  inspiration  for 
what  grew  to  be  an  interesting  and  over- 
whelming fashion — a  fashion  that  swept 
certain  sections  of  the  country  so  thor- 
ough! v  that  every  house  of  whatsoever 
size  was  fronted  with  a  portico  or  sur- 
rounded  by  a  colonnade. 

Biddle  was  scholar  enough,  and  suffi- 
ciently wealthy,  to  give  his  "Andalusia" 
a  more  or  less  authentic  Athenian  splen- 
dor. Twenty  five  years  before  his  re- 
modeling had  given  to  the  old  homestead 
its  so  strictly  Grecian  aspect  he  had  satis- 
fied "an  ardent  desire  to  visit  Greece." 
From  there  he  had  written  that  "the 
Temple  of  Theseus  is  the  most  perfect 
building  to  be  seen  at  Athens;"  and 
when  the  time  came  for  him  to  enlarge 
his  house  it  was  not  strange  that  he 
should  have  chosen  for  his  model  that 
same  temple  which  had  thrilled  him  so 
in   1806. 

But  his  admirers  were  not  so  for- 
tunate as  he.  Few,  if  any,  of  them  had 
ever  been  to  Greece;  or,  granting  that 
privilege,  would  have  had  the  inclina- 
tion or  the  means  to  do  as  he  had  beei 
able  to  do  with  his  knowledge,  money 
and   enthusiasm.   Yet  the  houses  of  the 
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period  do  show  that  the  public  entered 
into  the  spirit  of  the  thing  with  /est,  it 
not  with  any  high  degree  of  understanding 
as  to  what  it  was  all  about.  That  able  editor, 
Charles  A.  Dana,  of  the  New  York  Sun, 
wrote  in  retrospect  in  1850  (by  which  time 
the  "Greek"  urge  had  been  supplanted  by 
one  equally  ardent  for  "Gothic"  architec- 
ture) that  the  people,  under  the  spell  of 
Biddle's  example,  were  putting  "the  Grecian 
portico  on  everything  they  built,  whether  it 
were  a  church,  a  bank,  a  dwelling-house,  a 
postoffice,  a  citv  hall,  or  a  hen  coop."  And  it 
was  perhaps  just  this  reckless,  rather  bewil- 
dered attitude  which  made  the  Greek  Re- 
vival so  charmingly  naive. 

It  is  a   pity   we   cannot  say,  simply    for 
sentiment's     sake,     that     the     Temple     of 
Theseus  wing  at  "Andalusia",  done  in  1  834 
was  the  first  Greek  Revival  house  in  Amer- 
ica. For,  sentimentally,  it  was.  Actually,  it 
had  several  predecessors.  For  instance,  ther 
is  "Arlington",  built  in  1  825,  which  stands, 
with   its  swollen    Doric   portico,   on   : 
beside  the  Potomac,  overlooking  Wash 
ton.    And   there   are,   among   othei 
Examples,     the      Hillhouse  '  and     Skinner 
Ihouses  in   New  Haven;    the   Bowers 
in    Northampton,    Massach  and    tl

"Arlington",  however,  is  not  "pure".  Its 
exaggerated  proportions  throw  it  out  of  the 
period's  mood.  Besides,  it  was  designed  by 
an  Englishman,  George  Hadfield.  Perhaps 
it  should  be  eliminated.  But  the  others  are 
authentic  Greek  Revival  types  and  do  ante- 
date "Andalusia"  by  a  year  or  two.  The\ 
were  the  work  of  those  enterprising  and 
entertaining  Greek  Revivalists:  Ithiel 
Town  and  Alexander  Jackson  Davis; 
though  some  authorities  who  have  given  the 
matter  closer  attention  claim  the  Russell 
house  for  David  Hoadley.  Yet  of  what 
little  consequence  are  dates!  I  he;  are  al- 
ways turning  up  to  contuse  an  amusing 
theory.  On  the  other  hand,  they  help  to

Parthenon  idea  itself;  a  main  house  with 
an  eight-columned  portico  (a  mere  detail 
that  made  the  building  broader  than  it  was 
long),  and  a  further  feature  of  four  por- 
ticoed  dependencies  flanking  the  broad  ap- 
proach to  the  principal  structure.  The  whole 
was  done  in  white  painted  woodwork,  and 
still  stands  as  evidence  of  its  own  reality. 
These  houses  were  the  highlights  of  the 
period's  opening.  They  mark  auspiciously 
the  beginning  of  a  singular  epoch  in 
.American  architecture.  A  little  less  than 
twenty  five  years  later,  when  Houghton 
Butler  and  Son,  and  a  man  named  Gladen, 
put  up  for  Mr.  St.  Clair  Bean,  at  Concord, 
Michigan,  a  house  which  seemed  to  re- 
s<  mble  a  tiny  Greek  temple,  the  Greek 
Revival  may  be  said  to  have  come  to  a 
close.  For  this  was  the  last  recorded  monu- 
ment in  an  eccentric  movement  that  was 
already  being  disturbed  by  the  new  en- 
thusiasm for  Ruskin,  "Gothic",  and  the 
Rural  Essays  of  A.  G.  Downing.  While  it 
lasted  it  was  a  period  dreamlike  and  pre- 
cious; a  period  which  the  reader  can  find 
more  thoroughly  examined  in  Fiske  Kim- 
ball's book,  and  wholeheartedly  eulogized 
in  Howard  Major's  The  Domestic  Archi- 
tecture of  the  Early  American  Republic,

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RULES        FOR        RUGS       AND       CARPETS 

Some  Practical  Suggestions  in  Regard  to  the  Correct  Methods 
of  Covering  Floors  with  Rugs  or  Carpets 

E.  A.  DE  QUINTAL 


AS  the  floor  plays  an  essential  part 
'  in  a  room's  decorative  scheme, 
it  is  imperative  that  this  feature  he 
carpeted  or  rugged  in  a  correct  man- 
lier. For  no  matter  how  beautiful  or 
costly  the  walls,  furniture  or  hang- 
ings may  be,  unless  the  floor  cover- 
ings are  of  equal  distinction,  the 
room  will  present  a  disordered  ap- 
pearance that  is  contrary  to  the 
accepted  tenets  of  decoration. 

There  are  two  approved  methods 
of  carpeting  a  floor.  It  can  be  cov- 
ered entirely,  or  rugs  may  be  used. 
While  both  these  treatments  are  cor- 
rect, care  should  be  taken  to  select 
the  way  best  suited  to  the  room. 
Irregular  shaped  rooms  and  rooms 
that  are  L-shaped  should  be  entirely 
carpeted.  If  rugs  are  used,  it  is 
essential  to  have  the  proper  propor- 
tion of  floor  margin  all  about. 

When  considering  rugs  made  of 
seamed  or  seamless  carpets,  with  or 
without  borders,  the  following  rules 
should  be  observed.  For  every  foot 
of  width  to  the  room,  there  should 
be  allowed  a  floor  margin  of  from 
one-half  to  one  inch.  For  example: 
if  a  room  is  fifteen  feet  wide,  the 
floor  margin  on  the  sides  should  be 
seven  and  one-half  inches  to  fifteen 
inches,  and,  in  every  instance,  the 
margins  on  the  ends  should  be  in  the 
same  proportion  as  on  the  sides. 
Therefore,  a  room  fifteen  feet  by 
twenty-one  feet  should  have  a  rug 
thirteen  feet,  six  inches  by  nineteen 
feet,  six  inches,  leaving  a  margin 
one  foot,  six  inches  by  one  toot,  six 
inches.  The  margin  in  this  case  is 
nine  inches  on  each  side. 

Let  us  assume  that  the  room  is  tin' 
shape  as  represented  in  figure  1. 
The  rug  should  be  cut  and  fitted 
flush  to  the  jogs  to  prevent  making 
them  too  pronounced  in  the  room.  If 
the  rug  has  a  border,  it  would  be 
well  to  get  a  smaller  size  so  as  to 
clear  the  jogs,  as  shown  in  figure  2. 

Two  floor  treatments  for  a  room 
with  a  fireplace  are  shown  in  figures 
3  and  4.  In  sketch  3  there  is  a  mar- 
gin of  approximately  twelve  inches 
all  around,  with  the  rug  cut  and 
fitted  flush  to  the  hearth  line.  This 
is  the  correct  method  of  rugging  a 
room    with    a    fireplace.    Figure    4 
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Diagram  Number  I.  shows  a  rug  cut 
(Di J  fitted  flush  with  the  corner  jogs. 
With  ii  bordered  rug,  use  a  smaller  size 
i o  clear  the  jogs,  as  shown  in  figure  J 
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When  there  is  a  fireplace,  the  rugs  should 

he  cut  and  fitted  flush  to  the  hearth  Hue. 
See  figure  3.  The  use  of  a  smaller  rug 
(figure  ■!  )  leaves  an  uneven  floor  margin 


shows  the  same  room  with  a  smallei 
rug,  leaving  a  margin  of  approxi- 
mately nine  inches  on  three  side:, 
and  two  feet  on  the  fireplace  side. 
Here  the  vwj;  is  not  cut  to  fit  the 
hearth.  This  is  the  wrong  method 
although  it  is  used  in  a  great  main 
instances  tor  economy's  sake.  Car- 
peted in  this  way  there  are  two  feet 
of  margin  on  the  fireplace  side  as 
compared  with  nine  inches  on  the 
other  three  sides.  These  proportions 
are  wrong,  giving  an  unbalanced 
and  disordered  look  to  the  entire 
floor  space  of  the  room. 

Before  ordering  rugs  or  carpets 
each  room  should  be  accurately  mea- 
sured and  all  the  various  jogs, 
curves,  floor  registers,  etc.  must  be 
considered.  Connecting  rooms  should 
be  carpeted  as  one.  That  is  to  say, 
the  carpet  should  run  right  through 
without  a  seam.  Should  there  be  a 
wood  saddle  between  the  connecting 
rooms,  it  must  always  be  taken  out. 

In  covering  floors  all  over, 
whether  with  seamed  or  seamless 
carpet,  the  carpet  should  be  brought 
in  between  the  doorways,  with  the 
seam  in  the  center,  as  shown  by 
figure  5.  When  carpeting  a  room 
which  has  a  connecting  hall,  the  car- 
pet should  extend  to  the  line  of  the 
hall.  Figure  6  illustrates  this  method. 

flails  and  stairs  need  special  care 
in  carpeting  if  they  are  to  present  a 
trim,  well-ordered  appearance.  A 
very  common  type  of  stair  and  hall 
is  the  L  shape.  Note  the  proper  way 
to  lay  a  runner,  as  per  figure  7.  It 
will  he  observed  that  the  carpet  is 
carried  right  up  to  the  platform  in 
one  piece,  the  proportion  of  margin 
on  the  landing  corresponding  with 
the  margins  on  the  stairs.  The  two 
carpets  butt  together  where  the  stair- 
way turns.  Butting  means  the  seam 
is  on  a  straight  line  in  contrast  to 
mitering,  which  brings  the  seam  on 
a  bias  or  angle. 

Never  miter  a  carpet  unless  it  is 
absolutely  necessary.  Note  the  differ- 
ence between  mitering  and  butting, 
as  shown  in  figure  S.  When  miter- 
ing is  done,  three-quarters  of  a  yard 
more  of  carpet  is  used  than  if  the 
fabric  is  butted,  with  the  added  dis- 
advantage of  the  seam  running  on

On  stairways  that  are  straight,  with  one 
turn  and  a  platform,  butting  is  the 
method.  On  curved,  spiral  or  semi-circular 
stairways,  the  only  proper  way  to  lay  a 
carpet  is  to  cut,  fit  and  hind  and  lay  each 
step  individually,  with  the  exception  of  the 
straight  steps.  Always  finish  the  carpet 
under  the  nosing  of  the  top  step  unless  the 
same  carpet  is  to  he  used  in  the  hall  or  is 
to  he  butted  to  the  hall  runner.  In  even 
instance,  hand-hind  the  carpet. 

When  laying  runners  in  halls,  always 
run  them  flush  to  the  saddle  of  the  door- 
ways and  try  to  keep  the  floor  margins 
small,  bearing  in  mind  my  rule  for  pro- 
portions. If  a  narrow  hall  is  to  be  covered 
all  over  with  a  twenty-seven  inch  or  thirty- 
six  inch  carpet,  never  have  the  carpet  laid 
with  a  seam  in  its  center.  One  strip  of  the 
carpet  ought  to  he  laid  in  the  center,  with 
a  piece  at  each  side.  (See  figure  9). 
Never  let  a  carpet  in  a  hall,  irrespective  of 
the  length  of  the  hall,  lie  loose.  It  should 
always  be  fastened  to  the  floor  in  some 
manner  and,  in  every  instance,  a  good 
quality  lining  should  be  used.  When  usi'iili 
seamed  or  seamless  carpets,  always  try  to 
prevent  having  seams  at  places  where  the 
traffic  is  known  to  he  heaviest. 

There  are  several  ways  of  fastening 
carpets — tacking,  visible  pins  ami  sockets, 
or  invisible  puis  and  sockets.  In  some  cases 
a  special  lining  can  he  sewn  on  the  under 
corners  of  the  rug  to  keep  it  from  slipping. 

When  fastening  carpets  on  stairs,  one 
may  choose  between  tacking,  visible  or  in- 
visible rods,  or  rods  and  rings.  One  should 
always  he  careful  to  use  stair  pads  of  from 
two  to  two-and-a-half  inches  narrower 
than  the  carpet  itself.  On  the  plat- 
forms always  use  good  quality  lining.  Car- 
pets laid  correctly  are  never  turned  under, 
inasmuch  as  this  method  leaves  an  irregular 
ridge  at  the  ends.  Axminsters  and  chenille 
carpets  should  be  bound  by  hand,  never  by 
machine.  Other  grades  of  carpets  can  be 
bound  by  machine,  but  hand  binding  is  pref- 
erable even  for  the  cheaper  grade  of  carpet. 

Carpets  or  rugs  when  properly  laid  are 
among  the  most  important  features  of 
every  room.  A  careful  consideration  of 
proportions  will  add  immeasurably  to  the 
general  appearance  of  the  floor,  while 
correct  methods  of  laying  not  only  improve 
the  appearance  but  go  far  towards  pro- 
longing the  life  of  the  carpet. 

The'  vogue  of  wall   paper  and   figured 
furniture   coverings   is   mainly    responsible 
for  the  present  popularity  of  the  plain-ton 
carpet.

This  type  of  carpet  or  rug  is  espi 
adapted  to  large  living  rooms  or  dining 
rooms  in  country  houses — interiors  that 
need  considerable  design  in  their  furnish- 
e  them  an  inviting,  lived-in  look. 
One  delightful  pattern  in  a  carpet  of  this 
character  has  a  rusty  black  ground  sprinkled 
with  dull  purple  and  blue-green  posies.

But  England  was  the  source  of  our 
previous  American  styles:  does  that 
source  now  abruptly  cease  to  be  our 
inspiration,  or  does  it  partially  con- 
tinue its  influence:  And  if  the  latter 
be  true,  to  what  degree  does  that  in- 
fluence differ  from  the  French: 

It  is  perhaps  not  generally  realized 
that  about  the  middle  of  the  18th 
Century  French  was  the  language  of 
the  court  of  England  and  that  in 
manners  as  well  as  in  costume  the 
effect  of  Parisian  fashion  was  enor- 
mous then  and  through  the  latter  half 
of  the  century  and  the  beginning  of 
the  19th.  The  English  furniture  of 
the  period  is  usually  denominated  "late 
Sheraton"  or  "late  Georgian",  and 
while,  naturally,  many  features  of 
Sheraton's  early  style  continued,  that 
style  was  almost  metamorphosed  by 
this  new  French  influence.  As  early 
as  January,  1793,  Sheraton  publishes 
a  plate  of  "A  Dining  Parlour  in  imita- 
tion of  the  Prince  of  Wales's"  and  in 
describing  that  of  the  Prince  says: 
"The  chairs  are  of  mahogany,  made 
in  the  style  of  the  French,  with  broad 
top  rails  hanging  over  each  back  foot" 
(as  in  the  second  French  chair  in  the 
series  of  four  tracings)  ;  "the  legs  are 
turned,  and  the  seats  covered  with  red 
leather.  I  could  not  shew  the  curtains 
of  each  window  without  confusion, 
but  they  are  of  the  French  kind."

styles  here  was  widespread.  The  fol- 
lowing is  one  of  the  possibilities: 

Throughout  this  and  succeeding 
periods  were  published  in  Paris  tine 
illustrated  magazines  now  regarded  in 
France  as  indispensable  to  a  study  of 
the  modes  of  those  years.  These  con- 
tained illustrations  not  only  of  cos- 
tumes, of  carriages — and  how  the 
parvenues  did  love  those  carriages! — • 
but  of  wall  papers,  of  furniture,  of 
textiles,  and  the  like.  Some  of  these 
magazines  and  periodicals  may  easily 
have   reached   America. 

A  collection  of  the  furniture  plates 
was  issued,  probably  not  a  great  many 
years  ago,  in  Paris,  in  an  undated 
handsome  quarto  volume  entitled 
"Meubles  et  Ob  jets  de  Gout,  1796- 
1830",  and  from  this  I  have  made 
tracings  of  a  few  chair-backs.  We 
shall  soon  see  how  these  styles  were 
used  in  American  design. 

As  to  English  sources,  it  is  well 
known  that  our  craftsmen  were  much 
indebted  to  Ackermann's  Repository, 
an  illustrated  magazine  that  had  con- 
siderable circulation  and  wide  in- 
fluence here.  Files  of  this  journal  are 
still  accessible  in  some  of  our  impor- 
tant libraries.  But  in  this  article  the 
few  line  cuts  are  of  existing  English 
furniture  of  the  period  in  the  hands 
of  London  dealers. 

At  least  four  of  the  pieces  of  Ameri- 
can furniture  here  illustrated  are,  I 
think,  indisputably  direct  f/om  French 
sources — and    the   geography   of   their 


origins  is  illuminating.  I  have  con-! 
suited  two  of  the  most  experiencec 
ami  discriminating  of  our  dealers,  oncj 
in  New  York  and  the  other  in  Phila- 
delphia, and  both  agree  in  saying  that 
the  Grecian  sofa  was  made  in  Balti- 
more or  the  South.  It  is  of  unmis- 
takable French  form,  though  this  form 
was  also  copied  in  England. 

The  very  beautiful  sofa  with  tin 
flared  arms  and  back,  characteristic 
of  the  Directoire  sofas  of  this  type, 
was  made  in  Philadelphia  and  is  still 
to  be  found  there. 

The  bedstead  and  the  curule  chair 
are  by  Duncan  Phyfe  of  New  York 
As  early  as  the  later  years  of  Louis 
XVI  the  end-posts  of  some  settees 
were  uprights  turned  over  at  the  top. 
During  the  Revolutionary  period,  beds 
of  which  Phyfe's  was  almost  a  copy, 
were  made  with  the  tops  voluted.  Foi 
this  volute  Phyfe  has  substituted  thi 
American  eagle.  A  tracing  of  oik 
'  'id  of  a  French  bed  is  shown. 

Whenever  the  strictly  Classic  in- 
fluence seizes  upon  humanity  we  shall 
see  the  ancient  curule  chair  occurring 
as  one  of  its  early  manifestations.  It 
was  so  in  the  Renaissance  period,  and 
in  the  volume  previously  referred  to 
several  examples  of  stools  and  chairs 
appear  in  the  Consulate  section.  It  was 
promptly  adopted  by  Thomas  Shera- 
ton ami  appears  in  his  "Cabinet  Dic- 
tionary" of  180  3.  The  back  of  Dun- 
can Phyfe's  curule  chair  is  French

THE  HOUSE  OF  SHOEMAKER,  119  W.  40th  St.,  New  York 
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throughout.  Its  top-rail  is  hollowed 
downward  .1  well  as  inward,  as  in  the 
first  tracing  shown,  and  its  double-hoop 
joined  by  a  rosette  is  straight  Direc- 
toire.  Phyfe  also  used  the  hollowed 
cross-bars  with  rosette  shown  in  the 
third  of  this  scries  of  tracings  and  the 
diamond-back  (but  without  the  cross- 
bar) of  the  fourth.  Except  for  the 
hollowing  downward  of  the  upper 
back-rail  all  these  features  were  em- 
ployed in  English  furniture  as  well; 
bill  the  exception  would  seem  to  prove 
that  in  these  chairs  his  inspiration  was 
gained   direct. 

There  are  two  notable  curves  in 
many  of  the  chairs  of  this  maker,  in- 
eluding  the  two  arm  chairs  illustrated. 
I  hese  are,  at  the  back,  the  serpentine 
line  from  the  top  of  the  chair  to  tlre*r 
foot  of  the  back  leg;  and,  in  front,  the 
series  of  curves  sweeping  down  from 
the  volute  at  the  top  into  the  seat- 
rail  and  then  inward  and  down  the 
concave  front  leg.  Now  both  these 
graceful  series  of  curves  came  into 
the  furniture-world  for  the  first  time 
with  the  French  Directoire  style,  but — 
how  often  in  that  world  of  furniture 
is  there  a  "but'1!  A  glance  at  the 
derived  English  roll-arm  chair  in  the 
line-cut  shows  both  these  curves,  and 
a  comparison  of  both  arm  chairs  with 
both  of  Phyfe's  leaves  us  in  little 
doubt  as  to  his   immediate  inspiration. 

I  he  curved,  sabre  feet  and  the  arm- 
of  the  extremely  fine  lyre-end  sofa  by 
Phyfe  are  notably  Directoire — and 
both  of  these  also  appear  in  English 
sofas.  His  dining-tables  and  sofa- 
tables  are  of  the  type  then  most  fash- 


ionable  in   London:   th 


;lo\  er-leaf" 


table-lid,  which  was  a  favorite  with 
Phyfe,  appears  in  English  late  Shera- 
ton Pembroke  tables.  The  deep-end 
sideboard  is  commonly  considered  an 
American  development,  but  if  any- 
one wishes  to  see  an  English  example, 
deeper  yet,  he  will  find  it  in  the  Lon- 
don "Connoisseur"  of  July  1924 
among  the  wedding  furniture  in  1  Xi) 2 
of  a  young  woman  on  the  borders  of 
Suffolk. 

It  would  appear  that  British  in- 
fluence in  America  was  not  yet  dead: 
it  would  appear  that  our  craftsmen 
and  their  clients  of  these  years  were 
much  taken  with  the  new  modes,  but, 
when  they  found  such  excellent  der- 
ivations   in    England,    they    were    con- 


tent to  use  either  those  or  the  originals 
as  was  at  the  time  most  convenient. 

All  this  was  entirely  to  thi 
and  is  one  more  of  the  many  in 
ot  the  solidarity  of  peoples  in  the 
social  and  nn. biliary  worlds.  Art  and 
the  amenities  of  life  draw  nations 
together:  it  is  the  inhuman  rivalries 
of  trade  and  politics  that  cause  them — 
as  during  this  very  period — to  fly  ;it 
each   others'   throats. 

Phyfe    worked    in    the    tradition   of 
fine    furniture-making  and    his   form, 
and  decorations  can  be  traced  to  their  j 
sources.     His    chairs    seem    sufficiently  \ 
various,   and    it    is    rather   startlin 
rind  on  analysis  that  all  are  comp 
of    half-a-dozen    styles    of    back   and  \ 
half-a-dozen   styles   of  leg  ;n  various 
combinations.    So   far  as  is  known,  lie 
made    none   of    those    important   pieces 
of  cabinet-furniture,  secretaries,  desks, 
china    closets,    chests    of    drawers,    or 
bookcases. 

It,    then,    Phyfe    was    in    no    large 
sense    an     originator,     if    his    product 
was   rather   limited    in    scope,    wherein 
rests   his   right   to    fame:    The   answer 
is  readily  given.  Everyone  is  familiar 
with    the    Corot    landscape.    He,    too, 
"worked   in   the  tradition" — his  meth- 
ods of  painting  were  not  notably  dif- 
ferent  from  those  of  his  predecessors. 
Out    of    the    realm    of    nature    CorOI 
selected    a     rather    narrow    range    of  j 
subject    and    effect,    carried    his    work 
to    perfection    in    his    own    way,   and 
made  that   field  his  own.   So,  lik< 
in    furniture,    did    Duncan    Phyfe:  his 
typical    work   is   as    recognizable  as  a  I 
Corot    landscape.    We    find    in    him   a| 
sense    of    proportion    both    instinctive 
and  trained,  a  genius  for  the  subtle  or 
the    sweeping    curve:    his    work   is  ofj 
great   beauty,   perfect   refinement,  andjj 
shows    meticulous   care.    In    the  literal 
sense  of  the  word  Duncan  Phyfe  was  a 
gentleman,  and  his  furniture  was 
for  the  gentlefolk. 

With  the  details  already  given,  the 
qualities  of  the  remaining  furniture 
•  ill   be  evident. 

Particularly  lovely  is  the  air  oi 
the  late  Sheraton  arm  chair  with  low 
back,  made  in  Philadelphia.  The 
French  Revolutionary  chair  shows 
its  ultimate  inspiration  but  theyj 
are  not  especially  close  and  there  was 
Mohably  an   F'nglish   intermedial'.

"Two  punctures  and  a  blowout  in  less  than  a  thousand 
miles,  and  all  on  that  left  front,  too!  Funny  that  one  tire  seems 
to  get  all  the  trouble." 

"No,  because  your  other  three  tires  are  Kelly-Spring  fields." 


To  say,  however,  that  this  was  the 
first,  if  not  the  only,  real  American 
style,  seems  to  the  writer  an  almost 
humorous  statement.  Some  of  its  houses 
were  in  a  sense  quite  lovely,  calm  and 
dignified;  but  all  of  them  were  quaint ; 
and  quaintness  is  a  sentimental  virtue 
merely.  They  were  the  result  of  utter 
romanticism,  of  a  sentimental  regard 
for  the  remote.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
they  were  not  architecture  at  all.  They 
may  have  been  the  manifestations  of  a 
kind  of  vague  archeology — the  results 
of  an  attempt  to  emulate  a  very  an- 
cient and  what  was,  at  the  tune,  a 
madly-admired  civilization.  But  not 
architecture — decidedly. 

Of  course,  this  fascination  that 
Greece  (and  particularly  Greek  archi- 
tecture) had  at  the  moment  for  the 
American  public  cannot  be  accounted 
for  by  Biddle's  influence  alone  or 
solely  by  the  colonnades  and  portico, 
at  "Andalusia".  Those  were  simply 
the  tangible  inspirations.  They  crys- 
tallized other  inspirations  which  were 
actually  just  as  potent,  but  rather  un- 
recognized by  comparison.  And  chief 
among  those  others  must  have  been  the 
vivid,  romantic  figure^of  Lord  Byron, 
who  was  singing  the  glories  of  Greece 
with  a  fervor  that  proved,  as  we  well 
know,  contagious.  His  passionate  de- 
fence of  the  Greeks- in  their  war  for 
independence  aroused  our  sympathies 
for  that  unhappy  land  of  antiquity  to 
such  an  extent  that  farmers  in  west- 
ern New  York  were  actually  organiz- 
ing a  regiment  for  its  relief.  It  is  per- 
fectly natural  that  feeling  so  quick- 
ened by  things  of  that  sort  would  be 
ready  to  indulge  themselves  in  por- 
ticos and  the  temple  form  at  the  first 
opportunity  and  with  the  merest  en- 
couragement. 

Another  factor  in  bringing  about 
the  Greek  Revival  in  American  houses 
was  that  monumental  work  of  Stuart 
and  Revert:  The  Antiquities  of 
Athens.  This  was  published  in  Eng- 
land, in  five  great  volumes,  during  the 
latter  years  of  the  IKth  and  the 
early  part  of  the  19th  century. 
It  contained  the  first  carefully  meas- 
ured and  accurately  drawn  evidence  of 
those  incomparable  ruins,  and  was  ob- 


viously instrumental  in  giving  d 
tion  to  the  best  work  of  the  perk

KITCHENS   THE  WORLD   OVER 


{Continued  from  l'<tv,<'   58) 


achieved  its  Robot  stage,  the  great 
American  principle  oi  efficiency  has 
also  been  seized  upon  by  housewives 
for  their  kitchens.  .V-  a  result  of  the 
combined  influence  oi  hygiene  ami 
efficiency,  the  modern  much  advertised 
ami  be-tiled  ami  cabinet  equipped 
kitchen    has  appeared. 

There  is,  of  course,  a  great  ileal  to 
be  said  lor  any  device  or  place  of 
action  which  reduces  to  a  minimum 
(he  physical  effort  required  by  an  ar- 
tist in  the  execution  of  his  work.  On 
general  principles  <  few  well  directed 
strokes  are  more  effective  than  a  multi- 
plicity of  dabs.  The  mechanic  or 
scientist  so  arranges  his  machine  shop 
or  laboratory  that  he  can  command 
his  tools  and  apparatus  with  the  leas^- 
possible  motion  of  his  body  and  the 
fewest  steps.  Cooks  are  in  the  same 
category.  They  work  better  if  they 
work  comfortably  and  conveniently. 

SYSTEM  VTIC    PLACING 

This  idea  has  found  expression  in 
numberless  cabinets  and  tables,  their 
success  depending  in  large  part  upon 
the  virtue  of  compactness.  The  condi- 
ments and  salt,  sugar  and  flour  are 
easily  available  because  they  are  stored 
in  small  quantities  near  at  hand.  And 
so  the  long  trip  to  the  big,  dark  old- 
fashioned  closet  where  a  whole  flour 
barrel  stood  exposed  to  marauding 
rodents  is  avoided.  There  seems  to  be 
no  logic,  however,  save  the  logic  of 
habit,  in  forever  linking  the  color 
white — symbol  of  hygiene — -with  effi- 
ciency. White  and  glistening  enamel 
and  bright  metal  give  a  feeling  of 
sanitary  security  but  there  is  really  no 
sound  reason  why  nickel  ami  white 
enamel  should  be  cleaner  than  dark 
green.  The  actual  cleanliness  of  a  cup- 
board's recesses  depends  now  as  always 
upon  the  elbow  and  conscience  of  the 
cook.  So  then,  assuming  that  clean- 
liness and  efficiency,  the  two  essential 
qualities  of  kitchens,  have  been  provid- 
ed for  by  intelligent  and  cooperative 
arrangement  of  tables,  cabinets,  range 
and  sink,  the  problem  arises  of  how- 
to  put  back  into  these  extra  modern 
household  laboratories  some  of  the 
homely,  happy  atmosphere  which 
made  Pantagruel  cry  f  o*  more. 

While  the  kitchen  is  primarily  a 
work  place,  whose  plan  should  serve 
practical  ends,  the  room  and  propor- 
tions of  the  room  should  be  as  charm- 
ing as  possible.  Ventilation,  however, 
is  so  important  that,  if  necessary,  it  is 
justifiable  architecturally  to  sacrifice 
perfect  symmetry  or  window  spacing 
or  proportionate  size  to  the  more 
important  purpose  of  fresh  air.  An 
occasional  savory  whiff  caught  on 
the  way  through  the  corridors  is  well 
enough,  but  to  live  in  a  house  con- 
tinual^ laden  with  the  smells  of 
cookery  is  depressing.  The  only  sure 
method  of  preventing  this  discomfort 
is  to  abolish  the  odors  at  their  source 
by  plenty  of  fresh  air  and  mechanical 
ventilation.  But  except  for  the  question 
of   windows,   the   kitchen   deserves  the 


same  consideration  of  its  design  an 
arrangement  as  any  other  room  in  thj 
perfect    house. 

There  could  be  no  better  way  t.i 
discuss  the  important  elements  whic 
go  towards  making  the  perfect  kirt 
chen,  such  as  color,  furniture  anj 
useful  decorative  objects,  than  by  del 
cribing  three  kitchens  which  I  have  irj 
timately   in   my   mind. 

The  first  is  at  Dives  in  that charmin 
old    hostelry    patronized    by    the   faslf 
ionable    world    of    Deauville,    who 
Norman    austere    facade   gives   onto 
little    street.    But    once    in     the    sunl 
courtyard,    surrounded    by    quaint   ol 
beam  and  plaster  buildings,  with  man 
balconies  and  outside  staircases,  one 
amazed    and    almost    startled    by    tl 
color   and    life    of    the    entire   scene 
the    gay    comings    and    goings   of   tl 
demure     waitresses    in     the    local    co 
tume,  the  tables  with  colored  umbrell 
and  the  great  pots  of  pink  Geraniun 
climbing  up  to  the  second  floor.  Tlj 
kitchen   is  the   very   heart  of  this  in 
the   hub   of   the   entire   machine.   It 
a  dark  room   with  a  well  polished  r« 
tiled  floor,  diamond  paned  window 
whitewashed     walls,     and     such     de 
black  beams  on  the  low  ceiling  that  t 
old  china  plates  stand  in  the  depth 
the   beam.

On  a  large  tab 
just  outside  the  entrance  is  a  most  app 
tizing  array  of  tempting  uncooked  foo 
and   here   one  lingers  choosing  this  i 
that,  unable  often  to  decide  as  ever 
thing    is    so    unbelievably    appetizin 
Shall  it  be  langouste  or  shrimps, 
tuce    or    endive,    mellons,    or    peacl 
just  warm  from  the  garden  wall  at 
which    as    a    specialite   de   malson  ^ 
shall     soon     eat     as    feche    flambai 
— a  delectable  concoction,  brought 
flaming   in    brandy   and    made   faun 
by  Monsieur  le  Remois,  the  presidi 
genius  of  the  inn. 

A    DUTCH    KITCHEN 

The  next  kitchen  that  I  think  of 
a  Dutch  kitchen.

of  living  green,  should  have  a  definite 
relation  to  the  architecture  of  the 
small    home    which    it    is    to   surround. 

The  local  organization  planning  to 
conduct  a  campaign  for  better  gar- 
dens as  a  complement  to  their  Town 
Betterment  plans,  or  as  an  individual 
project,  should,  after  adopting  a  pro- 
gram, pain  public  interest  through  the 
local  newspapers  or  other  means  of 
reaching  the  community  as  a  whole. 
Much  can  be  done  through  meetings 
and  through  personal  solicitations  for 
support  among  neighborhoods.  Com- 
mittees should  be  appointed  to  act  in 
their  various  neighborhoods  and  to 
guide   the  progress  of  these  plans. 

An  interesting  contest  of  this  kind 
was  conducted  in  Santa  Barbara,  Cali- 
fornia. In  this  city  a  contest  was  con- 
ducted by  the  Community  Arts  As- 
sociation in  which  they  offered  a 
prize  of  $5000  for  the  best  plan  for 
a  small  house,  which  was  to  include 
that  for  the  lot  with  garden  design. 

Another  contest  was  conducted  for 
garden  designs  in  two  classes,  the  first 
for    small    gardens    containing    from 


5,000  to  22,500  square  feet  and  the 
second  to  contain  not  more  than  10,- 
000  square  feet  and  carrying  a  design 
for  a  small  house  to  be  built  within 
this    garden.

Cast  Iron  Soil  Pipe  house 
drains  and  sewers  were 
specified  by  Denham, 
Van  Keuren  cV  Denham,  archi- 
tects tor  this  home  in  Mountain 
Brook  Estates,  Birmingham,  Ala- 
bama. These  lawns  will  never  be 
disturbed,  as  the  pipe  will  outlast 
the  home,  and  cannot  be  ob- 
structed by  root  growth. 

Less  than  $25  would  have  saved 
$3  so  in  the  vitrified  pipe  failure, 
Pasadena,  California,  illustrated 
below.  Tree  roots  and  shrub- 
bery clogged  and  broke  the  pipe. 
This  replacement  necessitated  the 
tunnelling  of  35  ft.  of  paved 
street  at  a  depth  of  8  ft.  and  the 
digging  up  of  shrubbery  and 
lawn  for  125  ft.  inside  the  prop- 
erty line,  at  a  cost  of  $350.  The 
additional  cost  of  Cast  Iron  at 
time  of  installation  would  have 
been  less  than  $25.

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same  abounding  freshness  and  life- 
fulness  so  characteristic  <>t  the  taller 
kinds,  and  they  have,  besides,  a  quaint 
distinction  that  is  quite  their  own. 

rhere  arc,  for  example,  the  wee 
representatives  of  th<  Magnicoronati, 
i>r  large  Trumpet  Daffodils — N.  min- 
imus, N.  minor  and  N.  nanus,  which, 
though  so  small,  are  made  exactly 
in  the  likeness  of  their  tall  prototypes. 
Nari  isiiii  minimus  grows  no  more  than 
3"  tall,  often  not  that,  yet  its  atomic 
trumpet  is  correctly  expanded  and  its 
color  as  rich  and  stirring  a  yellow  as  is 
displayed  l>v  any  of  the  race.  This 
small  being  has  at  least  two  special 
distinctions;  it  is  the  smallest  Daffodil 
known  (how  could  there  be  a  small- 
err  )  ami  it  is  the  earliest  to  bloom. 
Taking  an  average  of  its  flowering 
(kites  over  a  period  of  six  years,  March 
twenty-third  seems  to  be  its  most  fre- 
quent time  of  appearance,  but  once 
it  popped  up  considerably  earlier,  and 
again  it  kept  us  in  suspense  until  April 
filth.  This  quaint  little  individual  was 
found  by  the  late  Mr.  Peter  Barr  in 
Spain,  "growing  freely  amongst  gorse 
with  a  south  aspect".  It  seems  in  gar- 
dens to  like  a  warm,  sandy,  peaty  soil 
and  a  little  shade,  though  not  a  north 
aspect.  The  bulbs  are  about  the  size  of 
those  of  the  common  Snowdrop,  and 
should  be  set  l"  under  the  ground. 

Sarcissus  minor  is  also  of  Spanish 
origin,  but  has  been  known  much 
longer  in  gardens  than  N.  minimus — 
in  fact,  as  Parkinson  describes  it,  from 
the  late  17th  Century  at  least.  It  grows 
(>"  tall  and  is  a  perfect  replica  of 
A",  maximus,  its  trumpet  daintily  ex- 
panded, a  smart  twist  to  its  perianth, 
and  its  color  a  full  yellow.  This  spe- 
cies thrives  in  any  good  garden  soil, 
not  too  heavy,  ami  prefers  shade  for 
part  of  the  day.  There  is  a  quaint 
double  form  of  it  called  Rip  wan 
Winkle,  and  in  Mr.  Bowles's  My  Gar- 
den In  Spring  we  hear  of  a  white 
minor  that  was  "found  in  an  old  Irish 
garden".  What  a  cherished  acquisition 
this  must  be  to  lovers  of  the  little- 
Daffodils!  A\  minor  flowers  with  me 
in  early  April. 

A    RICH    YELLOW 

The  "great"  trumpet  of  A;.  nanus  is 
midway  in  size  between  those  of  mini- 
mus and  minor-,  its  height  is  about  6", 
its  color  rich  yellow  ami  it  is  also  a 
very  early  bloomer.  This  species  has 
grown  scarce,  even  in  those  favored 
countries  privileged  to  enjoy  it>  and 
N.  lobularis  is  frequently  substituted 
for  it.  The  latter,  however,  is  a  native 
of  the  Netherlands,  and  is  what  is 
called  in  Daffodil  language  a  bicolor 
■ — that  is,  havinga  yellow  trumpet  sur- 
rounded by  a  paler  perianth  or  petals. 
It  grows  l"  tall  and  is  lovely  for  nat- 
uralizing in  grassy  places  about  the 
rock  garden.  It  is  sometimes  called 
Dutch  Nanus.  N.  W.  P.  Milner  is  also 
for  the  rock  garden  though  it  grows 
1  l"  tall  when  well  suited.  It  is  a 
lovely  slender  variety  with  pale  sul- 
phur blossoms  that  delights  in  a  par- 
tially shaded  situation.  It  has  a  deli- 
cate fragrance. 

My  fancy  is  greatly  taken  by  the 
description  of  a  tiny  bicolor,  N.  Mac- 
lea  yi,  said  to  be  an  old-time  hybrid  of 
unknown     origin,     introduced     from 


fiance  in  IS  15,  though  some  authori- 
ties say  it  came  from  Smyrna.  It  f^nuvs 
robustly  in  ordinary  soil,  I  read,  and 
its  flower  has  milk-white  petals  set 
about  a  golden  cup-shaped  crown.  A 
pity  to  have  missed  it. 

All  Daffodils  like  some  shade,  but 
the  paler  they  are  the  more  keenly  do 
they  crave  it.  There  are  several  lovely 
white  or  very  pale  trumpet  Daffodils 
that  belong  in  the  shaded  regions  of 
the  rock  garden.  The  most  beautiful 
of  these  is  Narcissus  Moschatus  of 
Haworth,  the  white  Daffodil  of  the 
Spanish  Pyrenees,  the  whitest  of  all 
when  fully  open,  but  faintly  yellow- 
in  the  bud.  It  grows  not  more  than  6" 
high,  the  blossoms  drooping  on  the 
stems  in  a  charming  manner  and  del- 
icately fragrant.  My  handful  of  bulbs 
(increased  from  one)  grow  in  gritty, 
rather  dampish  soil  with  a  stout  rock 
between  them  and  the  southern  sun. 
This  is  one  of  the  undoubted  treasures 
of  the  race. 

FOR  SHADED  BORDERS 

D.  cernuus,  also  of  the  Pyrenees, 
is  another  lovely  pale  Daffodil.  It 
opens  a  delicate  lemon  color  but  soon 
changes  to  white.  This  is  called  the 
Swan's  Neck  Daffodil  "from  the 
graceful  poise  of  the  pendent  flower." 
Sometimes  confused  with  Moschatus 
of  Haworth  is  N.  albicans,  Tailed 
Dutch  Moschatus,  but  it  is  taller  by 
8"  than  the  true  Moschatus  ami  lacks 
the  drooping'  perianth  so  attractive  in 
the  other.  This  is  a  beautiful  kind  for 
shaded  borders  but  is  rather  large  for 
the  rock  garden.  These  graceful  white 
Daffodils  will  bloom  from  mid-  to 
late   April. 

Narcissus  cyclamineus  is  the  quaint- 
est of  its  kind  and,  save  for  N.  mini- 
mus, the  smallest  and  the  earliest  to 
flower.  It  grows  not  more  than  3 
or  +"  tall,  possesses  a  long  tube-like 
trumpet  and  its  perianth  is  turned 
sharply  back,  as  some  one  has  said, 
like  the  ears  of  an  angry  mule.  Its 
color  is  bright  satiny  yellow  through- 
out. Pictures  of  this  amusing  little 
flower  appear  in  old  French  books 
of  the  early  17th  Century,  but  it 
was  lost  to  cultivation  for  two  or 
three  hundred  years.  Its  rediscovery  in 
Portugal  in  1887,  says  the  late  Mr. 
Joseph  Jacob,  is  one  of  the  romances 
of  the  Daffodil  world.  Mr.  Jacob  re- 
lates that  when  the  late  Dean  Her- 
bert saw  the  plate  of  N.  cyclamineus 
in  one  of  these  old  books  he  ex- 
claimed that  it  was  an  absurdity  that 
never  would  be  found  to  exist.  Exist 
it  does,  nevertheless,  though  it  is  cer- 
tainly a  most  curious  little  species.  It 
is  made  happy  in  a  partially  shaded 
situation  in  dampish,  sandy  peat, 
and  once  planted  may  be  left  for 
years. 

Also  having  reflexing  petals  like 
those  of  a  Cyclamen  flower  but  not 
nearlyr  so  extreme  as  are  those  of 
A',  cyclamineus,  is  the  beautiful  and 
graceful  N.  triandits  a/bus,  found  on 
the  mountains  of  Spain  and  Portugal, 
usually  in  "hard  gritty  soil,  and  often 
emerging  from  some  fissure  in  the 
granite  and  slate  rocks".  From  a 
wand-like  6"  stem  droop  creamy  white 
flowers,  sometimes  one,  sometimes

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throe  or  four,  with  hell-shaped  crowns 
ami  daintily  reflexed  petals.  It  is  com- 
monly called  Angel's  Tears  and  is  a 
most  lovely  species.  Tricvidus  calanthtts 
is  said  to  have  larger  flowers  of  a 
perfect  snowy  whiteness, but  I  have  not 
situ  this  species.  Both  cyclamineus  and 
!)i,iii,l its  alhus  have  proved  ready  tools 
in  the  hands  oi  the  hybridists  and  nu- 
merous taller  varieties  have  been  de- 
veloped from  marriages  with  various 
taller  species  or  varieties,  most  of 
which  arc  very  beautiful.  A  lovely 
wild  hybrid  of  triandus,  result  of  a 
gypsy  marriage  in  Spain,  was  found 
and  introduced  as  Queen  of  Spain  by 
the  late  Mr.  Peter  Barr,  who  has  given 
us  mi  many  splendid  Daffodils  and  who 
was  especially  instrumental  in  intro- 
ducing the  small  species.  Queen  of 
Spain  grows  l"  tall  and  has  flowers^ 
of  a  fine  butter  yellow.  It  blooms,  as  a 
rule,  about  April  twentieth,  and  the 
Angel's    Tears  not   until  a   week  later. 

A  glance  at  the  photograph  of  the 
Hoop-petticoat  Daffodil,  N.  bulboco- 
dium  conspiciius,  will  convince  any 
one  of  its  claim  to  special  regard.  The 
Hoop-petticoats  are  distinct  from  all 
other  Daffodils,  dainty  and  fairy-like 
as  are  no  others.  There  are  several 
kinds,  but  the  only  two  that  concern 
the  open  garden,  north  of  Baltimore, 
are  N.  bulbocodium  citrinus  and  N.  b. 
conspiciius.  The  beautiful  white  i/io- 
nophyllus,  native  of  North  Africa,  is 
too  tender  for  ordinary  cultivation, 
but  its  charms  desire  a  frame  or  a  pot. 
It  is  said  to  flower  in  December.  The 
other  species  are  native  of  France, 
Spain  and  Portugal. 

Characteristic  of  these  Daffodils  is 
the  widely  flaring  trumpet,  that  looks 
for  all  the  world  like  an  old-fashioned 
crinoline,  carried,  or  seemingly  almost 
blown,  from  the  slight  stems,  and  the 
very  narrow  rush-like  foliage.  The 
leaves  make  a  fall  growth,  and  keep 
fresh  over  the  winter,  and  out  from 
their  midst  in  late  April  or  early  May 
arise  the  airy  blossoms  with  delightful 
effect.  The  thick  growth  of  their 
"grass"  in  the  autumn  always  gives 
me  a  distinct  thrill,  for  I  well  know 
of  what  pleasure  it  is  the  forerunner. 
These  charming  things  are  not  difficult 
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to  grow;  indeed,  with  me,  they  have 
proved  the  easiest  of  all  the  little 
Daffodils,  asking  only  a  gritty  soil 
in  partial  shade  and  good  drainage.  A'. 
b.  conspiciius  blooms  first  and  is  of  a 
fine  warm  yellow;  citrinus  is  a  soft 
i  ream  color.  Their  height  is  about  6". 
•Many  of  the  sweet-scented  Jonquils 
and  Campernelles  may  be  grown  in 
clumps  in  fairly  spacious  rock  gardens. 
These  are  A',  jonquilla  and  N.  odorus 
with  numerous  forms  and  hybrids, 
having  clusters  of  single  or  double 
fragrant  yellow  flowers  and  narrow 
rush-like  foliage.  A',  jonquilla  comes 
from  Spain  and  N.  odorus  from  South 
Europe.  They  are  a  little  too  tall  and 
strong-growing  to  be  in  keeping  with 
a  moderate  sized  rock  garden;  but 
three  of  the  rush-leaved  species  should 
•certainly  have  a  place.  These  are  N. 
gracilis  and  its  attractive  form,  tenuior, 
called  the  Silver  Jonquil,  and  the 
tiniest  of  them  all,  N.  iuueifo/ius. 
This  miniature  rush-leaved  Daffodil 
grows  only  +"  high,  its  deliriously 
sweet  flowers  are  about  the  size  of  a 
buttercup  and  of  a  rich  golden  yellow, 
and  its  minute  trumpet  is  almost  per- 
fectly flat.  It  seems  to  be  very  scarce 
now.  A'',  juncifolius  is  from  the  Pvr- 
enees  and  is  so  small  as  to  require  i 
a  choice  place  in  the  rock  garden 
where  it  may  be  looked  after.  N.  gra- 
cilis is  the  latest  of  the  race  to  bloom 
and  so  of  especial  value.  I  find  on  con- 
sulting my  notes  that  it  has  often  re- 
mained in  bloom  as  late  as  May 
twenty-seventh  j  beginning  with  A'. 
minimus  in  late  March,  this  gives  a 
ong   Daffodil    season.    Gracilis  grows  f'T 


14"  tall,  but  is  very  slight  and  grace- 
ful, carrying  from  three  to  five  very 
sweet-scented  yellow  blossoms  on  its 
^lender  stems.  The  Silver  Jonquil 
blooms  earlier  (about  April  28th),  is 
more  slender,  growing  not  more  than  | 
9"  or  10"  high,  and  is  paler  in  color. 
It  is  a  most  charming  sort,  thriving 
and  increasing  in  light  soil  and  partial 
shade.  These  are  very  old  garden  flow- 
ers, having  been  long  in  cultivation, 
aim  coming  originally  it  is  said  from 
the  neighborhood  of  Bordeaux,  but  it 
is  not  now  very  often  to  be  found 
growing   in  a   wild  state.

lather  factitious  replica,  which  will 
not  be  found  in  those  later  nuildings 
of  his  that  were  the  products  of  a 
dry  and  academic  attitude. 

There  is  not  much  more  to  say 
about  Walter.  He  outlived  the  Greek 
Revival,  and  he  outlived  the  "Gothic" 
craze  that  followed;  he  died  in  1S87, 
at  the  height  of  the  Queen  Anne  epoch. 
His  life  was  what  is  known  as  ex- 
emplary. He  had  a  large  Bible  class 
of  young  men,  and  for  a  great  many 
years  was  superintendent  of  the  Spruce 
Street  Baptist  Church  Sunday  School. 
With     these     avocations,     architecture 


could  not  have  occupied  his  heart;  it 
could  not  have  seemed  to  him  one 
of  the  most  exciting  pastimes  in  the- 
world.  It  is  certain,  at  any  rate,  that; 
his  work  in  any  of  his  three  periods. 
was  as  thrilling  as  a  catechism. 

But  to  him,  as  Biddle's  architect,, 
must  go  a  share  of  the  honor  in  bring- 
ing in  the  Greek  Revival.  It  would* 
be  interesting  to  know  what  he- 
thought  of  it  all  by  the  time  the 
eighties  had  rolled  around.

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slender  arching  stems  strung  with 
racemes  of  snow-white  blossoms  it  is 
a  charming  sight.  More  lovely  still 
are  the  hybrids,  D.  rosea,  D.  carnea 
and  their  many  forms,  with  more  or 
less  rosy  pink  rlow  ers. 

The  earliest  of  all  the  Deutzias  to 
bloom  and  the  one  with  the  largest 
flowers  is  fittingly  called  D.  grandi- 
flora.  Native  of  northern  China,  this 
is  a  hardy  shrub  from  4'  to  6'  high 
with  blossoms  1  l/y"  across  borne  sin- 
gly or  in  two  to  three-flowered  clus- 
ters. Though  known  since  about  1743 
it  was  not  introduced  into  gardens 
until  19  10,  when  W.  Purdom  sent  it 
to  the  Arnold  Arboretum.  It  is  quite 
hardy  with  us  but  is  not  free-flower- 
ing and  remains  quite  rare  in  gardens. 

The  oldest  Deutzia  in  cultivation  is 
D.  scabra,  which  was  introduced  in 
1X22.  This  is  the  tallest  and  most  vig- 
orous growing  of  all  the  hardy 
species,  attaining  a  height  of  10  to 
1  2',  with  stout  stems  and  shaggy  ex- 
foliating bark.  The  flowers,  borne 
many  together  in  upright  panicles,  are 


white  or  occasionally  pinkish  on  the 
outside.  There  are  many  forms  of  this 
old  favorite  in  gardens.  One  of  the 
best  known  is  var.  Wa/ereri,  which 
has  white  flowers,  tinted  carmine  on 
tlie  outside,  each  l"  across.  Another, 
known  as  Fortuuei,  differs  but  little 
from  the  type.  Several  forms  have 
double  flowers,  the  best  known  being 
war.  plena,  better  known  as  the  Pride 
of  Rochester,  with  flowers  suffused 
with  rose-purple  on  the  outside.  An- 
other good  sort  with  pure  white 
double  flowers  is  war.  caudidissima.  In 
any  of  its  forms  D.  scabra  is  a  hand- 
some and  reliable  shrub.  It  is  vers 
hardy  and  produces  showy  erect  pan- 
icles in  great  profusion.  The  strong 
branches  in  their  second  vear  are  trans 
formed  into  2'  long  pyramidal  masses 
of  brilliant  bloom. 

Related  to  the  above  is  D.  Schnei- 
deriaua,  a  newcomer,  which  it  was  my 
privilege  to  introduce  from  China 
soirfe  twenty  years  ago.  It  is  also  a 
vigorous  growing,  free-flowering

Perhaps  the  most  popular  of  Deut- 
-  the  Japanese  D.  gracilis,  intro- 
duced as  long  ago  as  1840  and  abun- 
dantly used  for  forcing.  This  is  a  slen- 
t  mmed  shrub,  often  6'  tall,  with 
arching  branches  densely  clad  in  season 
with  upright  panicles  or  racemes  of 
pure  white  flowers.  When  in  blossom 
it  is  a  fountain  of  white.  By  cro 
/).  gracilis  and  D.  Sieboldiana  Le- 
moine originated  D.  candelabrum, 
which  has  rather  broad  dense  panicles. 
A  slightly  different  form  is  D.  candel- 
abrum fastuosa. 

A  very  hardy  species  is  D.  parzi- 
ftora,  native  of  north  China  and 
known  in  gardens  since  1862.  It  is  a 
shrub  of  upright  habit,  growing  6' 
tall  with  flattened  heads  of  white 
flowers,  each  Yi"  across.  Crossed  with 
D.  gracilis  it  has  given  us  D.  Lemoinei, 
one  of  the  most  popular  and  beautiful 
of  all  the  Deutzias.  This  was  raised  in 
and  is  now-  very  widely  grown. 
There  are  varieties  compacta  and 
Bottle  de  Neige,  both  first-class  shrubs. 
Closely  related  to  D.  par^ifiora  is  D. 
glabrata,  a  common  plant  on  the  moun- 
tains of  Korea  whence  I  introduced  it 
into  the  Arnold  Arboretum  in  1917. 
This  is  an  erect  growing  Deutzia,  some 
5'  to  6'  tall,  not  so  dense  in  habit  as 
many  others  and,  as  its  name  suggests, 
smooth   in  character.

A  rather  low-growing  Deutzia  quite 
common  in  Japan  is  D.  SieboldianaA 
with  leaves  wrinkled  on  the  upper 
surface  and  loose,  upright  panicles  of 
flowers.  This  species  has  been  confused I 
with  the  more  showy  D.  scabra.  It  was 
introduced  in    1  8  "  >. 

On  the  mountains  of  southern  China 
the  Abbe  Delavay,  of  revered  memory. 
discovered  a  Deutzia  with  star-shaped 
flowers,  white  suffused  with  rosy  pur- 
ple on  the  outside.  He  sent  seeds  to 
Monsieur  M.  de  Vilmorin  in  18  88, 
and  some  of  the  resultant  plants  passed 
to  Lemoine  of  Nancy.  Apart  from 
pink-tinted  forms  of  D.  scabra,  all  the 
Deutzias  known  at  that  date  had  white 
flowers  and  Hybridist  Lemoine  pro- 
ceeded quickly  to  make  good  use  of 
his  newly  acquired  treasure.  He  crossed. 
it  with  all  the  species  he  could  obtain 
and  the  results  were  remarkable.  The 
hybrids  secured  gave  to  gardens  a  new 
race  of  Deutzias  and  completely  al-

THE  importance  of  feeding  shade 
trees  and  shrubs  lias  not  been  fully 
realized  in  the  past  by  the  estate  own- 
ers or  superintendents.  Generally  speak- 
ing, however,  attempts  no  doubt  have 
been  made  to  correct  undernourished 
or  sickened  conditions  of  trees  by  a 
process  which  has  been  catted  "feed- 
ing," but  which  in  all  probability, 
considered  in  the  light  of  recent  scien- 
tific and  practical  investigations,  has 
been  but  the  mere  placing  of  a  source 
of  only  partial  food  supply  at  points 
near   the  trees. 

There  are  many  factors  contribut- 
ing to  the  successful  feeding  of  trees. 
It  is  an  old  established  fact  that  all 
plant  life  requires  nitrogen,  phos- 
phoric acid  and  potash,  but  the  appli- 
cation of  these  materials  does  not 
necessarily  mean  thatan  undernourished 
condition  will  be  remedied.  The  cor- 
rection of  such  a  condition  depends 
upon  the  availability  of  the  nutrient 
salts  and  gases,  and  this  consideration 
invokes  the  process  by  which  a  tree 
should  be  fed. 

Some  gardeners  broadcast  manure 
or    bonemeal    on    the    surface    of    the 


ground:  this  should  not  be  done  as  it 
draws  or  attracts  the  roots  to  the  sur- 
face. Very  little  of  it  will  ever  reach 
the  roots  of  the  trees  as  much  is  ab- 
sorbed by  the  grass  and  a  great  deal 
will  be  washed  away  by  rain.  Bone- 
meal,  broadcasted  in  this  manner,  will, 
in  many  instances,  burn  the  grass. 
Therefore,  it  will  be  seen  that  a  very 
small  percentage  which  is  of  real  food 
value   readies  the  tree  roots. 

Stable  manure  broadcasted  on  the 
surface  of  the  soil  or  even  buried  or 
dug  into  it  makes  a  very  good  humus, 
and  improves  the  physical  condition 
of  the  soil,  but  will  not  supply  all  the 
necessary7  ingredients  in  correct  pro- 
portion and  over  the  necessary  period 
of  time  to  accelerate  or  maintain  a 
maximum  growth. 

Well-rotted  cow  manure  is  without 
doubt  excellent  for  trees,  although  it 
does  not  contain  so  much  real  nourish- 
ment  as   a    commercial   tree    food. 

A  well-balanced  tree  food  should 
contain  those  chemicals  which  are  es- 
sential to  tree  growth,  particularly  ones 
which  are  usually  lacking  in  the

tercel  our  conception  of  the  genus. 
Crossed  with  D.  Sieboldiana,  Dela- 
vay's  tind  yielded  D.  elegantissima, 
with  flowers  suffused  with  rose-color, 
its  very  similar  forija,  fasciculata,  and 
the  white-flowered  arctuata.  More 
beautiful  arc  the  hybrids  with  D.  gra- 
cilis to  which  the  name  D.  rosed  has 
been  given.  The  type  of  the  race  has 
open  bell-shaped  flowers,  pinkish 
without  and  each  nearly  l"  across.  Of 
the  many  forms  of  D.  rosea  I  may 
mention  carminea  with  flowers  rosy 
pipple  on  the  outside,  eximia,  flori- 
bunda  and  grandiflora  with  pinkish 
flowers;  the  forms,  campanulata, 
venusta  and  mnltiflora,  have  white- 
flowers  in  rich  abundance.  The  hybrid 
D.  rosea  crossed  with  D.  Vilmorinae 
produced     the     upright     panicled     D. 


t rious  Frenchman  for  these,  not  least 
of  his  manifold  gifts  to  gardens. 
In  1903,  when  traveling  in  western 
China,  I  fell  in  love  with  a  Deutzia 
with  inch-broad  flowers,  varying  in 
color  from  bright  rosy  purple  to  al- 
most crimson-pink.  There  was  great 
variation  in  color  and  on  some  plants 
the  blossoms  were  almost  pure  pink.  It 
was  quite  a  common  shrub  in  the  way- 
side thickets,  growing  from  \'  to  '(,' 
tall,  with  ascending-spreading  and 
arching  stems  richly  dowered  in 
flattened  3"  broad  flower-clusters.  I 
marked  some  of  the  finest  color  forms 
and  in  autumn  harvested  seeds.  In  due 
season  plants  raised  from  the  seeds 
blossomed  and  the  species  proved  to  be 
D.  long/folia,  previously  known  from 
specimens  collected  and  dried  by  Pere 


ea,   which   has  flowers  pink   with-"*-" David  but  not  before  introduced  into 


out.  Another  race  ( D.  mail  flora), 
with  flowers  rosy  purple  outside,  re- 
sulted from  crossing  D.  fnrpurascens 
with  the  hybrid  D.  Lemoinei.  The 
raiser  gave  the  name  Fleur  de  pom- 
mier  to  this  cross  and  called  one  col- 
ored form  Bonle  rose  and  a  white  one 
Avalanche,  all  very  descriptive  titles. 
The  handsomest  of  all  the  D.  pur- 
purascens  hybrids,  however,  is  D. 
kalmiaeflora  obtained  by  mating  with 
D.  parvi flora.  This  is  a  graceful 
habited  shrub  with  a  multitude  of 
flowers,  pale  rose-color  on  the  inside, 
deeper  without.  All  the  hybrids  of  D. 
purpitrascens  are  remarkable  for  their 
abundant  star-like  blossoms.  On  the 
whole  they  are  hardier  than  their 
parent  species,  and  all  garden  lovers 
owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  illus- 


cultivation.  The  best  colored  and  larg- 
est flowered  form  was  named  var. 
VeitcJiii  and  acclaimed  the  most  beau- 
tiful of  all  Deutzias.  In  1908  I  was 
fortunate  enough  to  discover  and  in- 
troduce another  fine  variety.  This  has 
been  baptised  var.  elegans,  being  dis- 
tinguished by  its  bright  rosy  purple 
flowers,  freely  borne  in  rather  loose 
corymbs.  The  fly  in  the  ointment  is 
that  in  the  Arnold  Arboretum  the 
climate  is  too  severe  for  D.  longifolia 
and  its  varieties  to  do  themselves  full 
justice.  When  one  considers  what  the 
hybridist  has  evolved  from  the  less 
hardy  and  much  less  beautiful  D.  pur- 
purascens  it  requires  no  gift  of  proph- 
ecy to  predict  a  great  future  for 
D.  longifolia  as  parent  of  races  of 
Deutzia   with   bright  colored   flowers.

arrangements"  that  members  of  gar- 
den clubs  make  according  to  rules. 
Into  my  nervous  and  irritated  ear  have 
been  poured  such  words  as  "balance",

justifiable  homicide.  It  seems  that 
someone,  with  worthy  intent  once 
made  up  rules  about  arranging  flowers, 
and  ever  since  women  have  accepted 
them  in  the  same  category  ^vith  the 
Ten  Commandments,  the  Apostles 
Creed  ami  the  Volstead  Act,  as  in- 
spired, irrevocable  and  irrefutable. 
This  is  something  that  sadly  needs  de- 
bunking. When,  the  other  daj,  we  saw 
a  howl  of  the  flat  planes  of  yellow 
Tansy  lying  above  a  cloud  of  pink 
Columbines,  we  wept  with  joy,  for 
the  woman  who  made  it  declared  she 
had  never  heard  of  the  rules.  She  it 
was,  too,  who  put  a  great  mass  of  the 
feathery  Josekae  Lilac  in  with  sprays 
of  the  brilliant  red  Paul's  Scarlet 
Climber  Rose,  in  defiance  of  every 
rule  ever  written  about  bouquets. 

It  is  about  time  we  returned  to  the 
Directoire  type  of  bouquet,  when  you 
took  a  bowl  or  a  series  of  vases  one 
above  the  other  and  packed  them  tight 
to  make  a  pillow  or  a  column  of 
color.

use  direct  sunlight  in   treating  infants 
and  children.  It  is  impracticable  to  ex- 
it  infant,  and  often  inadvisable 
to  expose  older  children,  to  the  direct 
rays  of  the  sun  during  the  fall,  winter 
am!  spring  months,  on  account  of  the 
cold  and  consequent  loss  of  the  body 
rhis  difficulty,  however,  may  be 
overcome  by  the  use  of  a  quartz  win- 
dow   or  a    glass    which    is    transparent 
to  ultra-violet  rays  in  order  that  the 
baby  may  have  its  sun  treatment  in  a-< 
warm   room. 

"Furthermore,  if  the  present  experi- 
ments mean  anything-  man  kind  will  be 
freer  from  colds  and  will  build  up  a 
resistance  that  only  the  ultra-violet 
ray  seems  able  to  give.  At  present  cod 
liver  oil  and  outdoor  sunlight  are 
our  two  great  anti-rachitic  and  disease 
resistance  aides — but  now  we  have  in- 
door sun  added  to  us.    .    .    . 

"We  find  here  the  probable  explana- 
tion why  negros  with  their  dark  pig- 
ment and  the  dark-skinned  Italians 
are  so  prone  to  rickets  when  removed 
from  their  native  land.  In  Africa  the 
negro  goes  about  naked  and  attains 
the  maximum  advantages  from  the 
sun's  rays.  In  sunny  Italy  the  Italian, 
likewise,  spends  most  of  his  time  out 
of  doors,  and  rickets  there  is  rare. 
When  these  people,  however,  come  to 
the  temperate  zone,  as  in  this  country, 
they  are  forced  to  wear  clothes  and 
are  more  closely  housed.  The  pig- 
ment in  their  skin  filters  out  many 
of  the  already  diminished  ultra-violet 


rays  in  the  sunshine,  they  lose  the  pro- 
tective action  of  the  sun  to  a  great 
extent  and  consequently,  are  prone  to 
rickets." 

Thus,  not  only  outdoors,  but  contin- 
uously in  our  homes  can  every  member 
of  the  family  be  subjected  to  the 
strengthening  of  the  ultra-violet 
ray  and  join  a  regime  of  "back  to 
nature"  never  dreamed  of  by  Thoreau 
or  any  more  recent  or  transitory 
leaders. 

The  forecast,  then,  with  a  general 
use  of  this  glass  is  rosy  indeed,  for 
every  one  can  and  will  have  tanned 
skin  and  pink  cheeks  and  there  will 
be  few  pale-faced  workers  through- 
out the  land.  Furthermore,  the  bony 
structure  of  the  body,  including  the 
teeth,  will  be  strengthened,  which  is 
no  insignificant  item.  Indeed,  homes 
will  probably  be  built  so  that  solar- 
iums  will  be  as  inevitable  as  kitchens 
and  we  shall  become  pagan  in  our 
appreciation,  if  not  in  the  worship 
of    the   sun. 

There  are  already  ample  lists  of 
users  of  this  glass,  glad  to  testify  to 
its  efficacies.  Hotels  at  present  are 
putting  in  this  new  type  of  pane  and 
using  it  as  an  added  lure  to  their 
confines. 

Before  we  leave  the  subject,  we 
want  very  forcibly  to  inform  you 
that  the  ultra-violet  ray  treatment 
purveyed  at  barbers'  and  hairdressers' 
in  most  cases  is  hokum.  These  kind 
people  believe  they  are  giving  you 
ultra-violet  rays  but  in  reality  you  are 
not  getting  them.  Furthermore,  when 
ultra-violet  rays  are  actually  given, 
they  should  be  given  under  competent, 
and  specialist  physicians,  because  acci- 
dents may  result  from  ultra-violet 
irradiations  if  they  are  dispensed  by 
untrained  persons.

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WITH  August  comes  the  begin- 
ning of  the  "fail"  planting 
reason.  It  is  too  early,  of  course,  to 
set  out  hardy  bulbs,  the  general  run  of 
herbaceous  perennials,  and  the  decid- 
uous trees  and  shrubs  of  various  kinds, 
but  work  can  be  started  on  the  ever- 
greens, both  the  coniferous  and  broad- 
leaved  types. 

In  explanation  of  the  situation 
which  permits  the  setting  out  of  ever- 
greens at  this  time  it  may  be  said  that 
the  success  of  the  operation  depends 
largely  upon  the  stock  forming  plenty 
of  new  roots  before  the  advent  of 
freezing  weather.  Since  the  evergreens 
retain    their    foliag-e    all    winter    it    is 


sary  that  they  be  given  time  to 
establish  themselves  thoroughly.  Fur- 
ther than  this,  the  majority  of  this 
class  of  plants  are  virtually  dormant 
in  late  summer  and  so  can  be  moved 
with  relatively  little  disturbance  of 
their  systems. 

Planting  must  be  done  carefully, 
with  particular  care  not  to  crowd  the 
roots  and  to  stamp  the  soil  down 
firmly  around  and  upon  them.  Abun- 
dant and  frequent  watering,  too,  is 
essential  until  the  fall  rains  begin.  A 
plentiful  and  constant  supply  of  soil 
moisture  will  do  a  great  deal  toward 
stimulating  the  needful  formation  of 
new  root  atowth.

THE  CORRECT  FEEDING  of  TREES

average  soil.  Th?  ingredients  should 
be  in  such  proportion  that  the  various 
i  hemic. ils  will  he  available  over  a 
])  riod   of   time,   and   not  all   tit   once. 

i  In-  amount  to  use  will  depend  on  the 
tree  ami  on  the  character  of  the  food. 
I'll-  next  ami  perhaps  most  im- 
portant question  which  presents  itself 
is:  how  to  make  the  food  available  for 
the  tree:  Here  the  feeding  system  of 
.liters  into  consideration.  The 
root  system  of  all  trees  extends  in  the 
ground  as  far  as,  or  slightly  further 
than,    the    branches    spread    overhead. 

The  hue  hair-like  roots  which  are 
really  the  feeding  rootlets  are  at  the 
extremities  of  the  root  system. 

FOR   PLACING   FOOD 

Some  gardeners  dig  trenches  vary-*' 
ing  from  two  to  three  feet  in  depth, 
and  about  two  feet  wide  under  and 
within  the  expanse  of  the  overhanging 
branches,  in  which  they  place  the  food. 
This  is  directly  opposed  to  the  methods 
devised  by  the  foremost  tree  experts 
and  plant  phvsiologists  for  the  very 
obvious  reason  that  the  food  would 
not  be  made  fully  available  to  the 
young  feeding  rootlets,  and  would  in- 
evitably destmv  many  of  these  rootlets 
when  the  trench  was  dug.  Further- 
more, from  an  economic  standpoint,  a 
trench  is  extremely  wasteful  as  it 
would  take  far  more  food  with  less 
effect  than  a  properly  applied  food. 
Another  and  most  obvious  disadvan- 
tage is  the  objection  most  estate  own- 
ers would  raise  in  regard  to  the  lifting 
of   the  sod   for  such  an   operation. 

The  best  position  in  which  to  place 
tree  food,  in  order  that  the  tree  may 
obtain  the  maximum  amount  of  nourish- 
ment from  it,  is  to  draw  an  imaginary 
circle  around  the  tree  about  six  inch's 
beyond  the  overhanging  branches. 
Hides  about  three  inches  in  diameter 
ami  spaced  between  two  and  three  feet 
apart  should  be  dug  to  a  depth  of 
eighteen  inches.  A  crowbar  or  auger 
is  best  for  the  digging.  Six  feet  from 
the  trunk,  assuming  the  tree  to  be  a 
large  one.  a  second  circle  of  similar 
Iftles  should  be  made  and  between 
these  two  circles  a  few  holes  should  be 
dug  at  random.  In  each  hole  a  small 
quantity  of  the  food  should  be  placed 
ami  covered  by  a  handful  of  loam. 
The  grass  and  sod  which  wS  removed 
when  the  holes  were  begun  should 
now  be  replaced. 

This  method  of  applying  tree  food 
ensures  that  it  is  placed  to  the  best 
advantage  for  the  tree.  The  use  of 
a  crowbar  aerates  the  soil — a  quite  im- 
portant factor — and,  to  a  certain  de- 
gree, takes  the  place  of  cultivation. 
Further,  this  system  of  feeding  in  no 
way  mars  the  appearance  of  any  lawn. 

The  quantity  used  should  be  amply 
sufficient  to  maintain  nourishment  for 
one  complete  growing  year,  and  once 
the  tree  is  healthy  it  should  only  be 
necessary,  under  ordinary  conditions, 
to  feed  it  every  second  or  third  year. 

The  proper  feeding  of  trees  may 
be  regarded  as  the  most  constructive 
work  in  tree  surgery,  as  the  other 
work  of  pruning  and  cavity  filling 
invariably  has  to  be  done  as  a  direct 
result  of  undernourishment.  The  dy- 
ing  back  of  limbs,  the  breaking  of 
limbs    in    storms,    and    the    consequent 


decay  which  sets  in  and  forms  cavitie 
may  all  be  traced  to  poor  health  ii 
the  trees. 

The  feeding  of  a  tree  by  the  abov 
method  promotes  a  greater  increase  ii 
the  size  and  volume  of  the  foliag 
which  allows  of  the  tree  absorbing 
more  nourishment  from  the  atmos 
phere,  a  deeper  green  color,  longe 
and  stronger  twig  growth,  and,  fro 
a  financial  standpoint,  saxes  money  b 
actually  reducing  the  amount  of  prun 
ing  which  would  otherwise  be  necessary 

Lastly  it  develops  much  healthie 
trees  which  are  thus  enabled  better  t 
withstand  the  attacks  of  insect  enemie 
and  fungous  diseases.  In  this  connec 
tion  feeding  undoubtedly  stimulate 
the  trees  to  such  an  extent  that  it  help 
cheek  such  borers  as  the  Bronze  Bird 
Borer,   the    Hickory   Bark   Beetle,   etc 

Tree  food,  if  composed  of  the 
proper  ingredients,  produces  a  con 
dition  in  the  soil  which  is  distinctl 
beneficial  to  soil  bacteria,  and  tend 
also    to    counteract    undue    alkalinity 

Tree  food  may  be  applied  at  an 
time  in  the  year.  For  fall  feeding  it 
is  advisable  to  apply  the  tree  foo 
just  before  the  frost  comes  as  the  food 
is  then  held  in  the  soil,  and  is  avail- 
able for  the  tree  when  the  ground 
thaws  in  the  spring,  at  which  time 
the  soil  would  probably  be  in  too 
slushy  a  condition  to  apply  a  food, 
and  this  materially  benefits  the  new 
'''.iM'n'-  growth  of  foliage.  Tree  food 
placed  in  the  ground  before  the  for 
mation  of  the  following  year's  bud 
foliage  will  force  the  buds  to  such  an 
extent  that  a  maximum  volume  of 
foliage  will  result  the  next  year. 

Trees  absorb  their  nourishment  only 
in  the  form  of  gases,  or  salts  dissolved^ 
in  water,  therefore,  in  order  to  obtain 
the  best  results  the  trees  should  be|j 
watered  after  feeding.  That  is  to  say, 
the  ground  in  which  food  has  been 
placed  should  be  watered  for  a  period 
of  several  hours  after  feeding,  and  if 
the  summer  is  very  dry  it  is  best  to 
water  the  ground  for  several  hours 
every  two  weeks.  The  superficial 
watering  which  is  usually  given  to 
lawns  and  trees  is  entirely  useless  to 
trees  because  the  moisture  is  absorbed 
by  the  f,rrass  roots,  and  does  not  pene- 
trate through  to  the  tree  roots.  When 
trees  are  fed  in  the  fall  it  is  not 
necessary  to  water  the  ground,  as  the 
main  object  in  fall  feeding  is  to  hold 
the  food  in  the  ground  until  the  fol- 
lowing spring. 

OBTAINING  NITROGEN 

The  nourishment  absorbed  by  the 
foliage  from  air  is  taken  in  as  oxygen 
and  carbon  dioxide  by  the  action  of 
the  sunlight  on  the  chlorophyll  in  the 
foliage.  Nitrogen  which  may  be  in 
the  atmosphere  cannot  be  absorbed  by 
the  foliage,  and  trees  obtain  this  from 
the  soil  through  feeding  rootlets. 

It  may  be  observed  that  trees  grow- 
ing under  natural  conditions  are  far 
healthier  than  those  on  lawns  or  in 
cultivation.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  leaves  which  fall  to  the  ground 
remain  there  and  decompose.  In  this 
state  they  give  back  to  the  trees  in- 
gredients which  must  be  supplied  by  a 
commercial  food  for  trees  grown  in 
cultivation.

A    GARDEN     FOR     THE     BIRDS

ALTHOUGH    we  are   all   aware   of 
-^*-the     presence     and     activities     of 

in  our  gardens  we  do  not  always 
realize  how  much  this  presence  is  due 
to  our  consideration  for  their  com- 
fort. Birds  naturally  shun  a  locality 
which  is  open  and  bare  of  shelter,  and 
are  attracted  by  secluded  places  where 
they  are  able  to  find  protection  from 
storm,  places  where  they  can  build 
nd  find  food  and  water. 
In  designing  a  garden  to  attract 
birds  we  should  strive  to  imitate  Ma- 
ture and  arrange  our  planting  so  as  to 

a  dense  growth  of  small  trees 
and    shrubs.    Interesting    and    pleasing 

■  may  be  gained  by  gardening  in 
this  informal  manner.  We  are  natu- 
rally concerned  about  a  food  supply 
for  our  feathered  friends  and  conse- 
quently endeavor  to  select  as  many 
berry  bear  ts  as  possible,  - 

ing    for    the    most    part    those    which 

;s  an  ornamental  value.  We  can 
also  include  a  number  of  flowering 
shrubs  for  their  pictorial  effect,  but 
the  bulk  of  the  planting  should  be 
food   producing. 

A  supply  of  water  is  essential;  not 
only    for    drinking    purposes    but    for 
is    well,    birds    being    among 
r  creatures.  Water  is  al- 
so   one    of    the    surest    method^of   at- 
:i,  for  birds  have  been  known  to 
fly    incredible    distances    in    search    of 
it,  and  where  it  is  present  they  abound. 
Furthermore,   if   we  provider  supply 
of   water  for  them   we  save  lgany  of 
our  fruits,  such  as  Cherries  or  Grapes, 
for   birds   attack   them  solely   for   the 
ture    content    and    not    for    their 
food   value.   There  are  a   number  of 
ways  in   which   water  may  be  offered 
to  birds,  and  fortunate  is  he  who  ha; 
a  natural  supply,  a  spring,  a  natural 
pool,  or  a  small  stream.  If  the  supply 
is  artificial  we  should  select  a  type  of 
bird  bath  of  pleasing  proportions  and 

color  so  that  it  will  fit  well  into

our  landscape  composition.  It  should 
not  be  too  deep,  for  no  song  bird  will 
venture  into  unknown  depths,  and  it 
should  have  shelving  edges.  It  should 
be  of  a  type  which  is  easily  cleaned 
and  it  should  be  relatively  safe  from 
prowling  cats.  For  this  reason  bird 
baths  which  are  elevated  on  pedestals 
and  which  have  wide  overhansrinff 
basins  are  the  best  to  use. 

The  food  supply  will  be,  for  the 
most  part,  supplied  by  the  berry  pro- 
ducing shrubs,  but  there  are  seasons 
when  such  a  supply  is  not  over  bounti- 
ful. Each  garden  should  be  provided, 
:  ',  with  a  feeding  table  or  box 
where  small  bits  of  suet,  small  grains, 
or  the  various  crumbs  and  tidbits  front 
the  house  can  be  placed.  Such  atten- 
tions are  especially  appreciated  by 
birds  who  are  winter  residents,  and 
because  of  it  we  are  able  to  get  many 
intimate  glimpses  of  bin!  life. 

Mi  st  birds  are  their  own  best  archi- 
•  ts,  selecting  their  own  home  sites 
milding  their  own  way,  but  a 
number  of  them  are  considerate 
enough  to  occupy  the  bird  houses  we 
may  provide  for  them.  One  or  two 
well  designed  houses  may  be  placed 
to  advantage  in  the  bird  garden,  humj 
from  the  limbs  of  a  tree  or  on  long 
poles  in  the  shrub  borders,  but  we 
should  not  overdo  it;  a  whole  colony 
of  such  bird  houses  in  a  single  garden 
is  far  from  being  either  naturalistic  or 
pictorial.  If  one  wishes  to  assist  the 
birds  in  their  home  making  one  can 
offer  them  a  supply  of  building  mate- 
rial by  placing  in  a  convenient  place  a 
box  filled  with  bits  of  cloth,  string, 
cotton,  fluff,  wisps  of  horsehair,  or 
straw. 

There  are  a  number  of  trees,  shrubs, 
and  vines  which  produce  edible  seeds 
and  fruits  attractive  to  birds.  The

lack  soil  moisture  during  the  growing  season.  The  Germanica  type 
and  most  of  the  dwarfs  will  do  well  in  the  average  sunny  border 
or  special  bed. 

Irises  like  a  moderately  rich  soil,  but  not  one  heavy  with  manure. 
Where  plant  food  needs  to  be  added  it  can  be  safely  done  in  the 
form  of  bone-meal.  This  will  supply  the  necessar)  fertility  with- 
out incurring  the  risk  attendant  upon  some  of  the  commonly  used 
manures. 

Most  of  me  Irises  grown  in  this  country  are  of  the  rhizome 
rather  than  bulbous  type.  These  are  not  planted  deeply,  but  with 
their  root-stocks  coming  barely  to  the  surface  of  the  ground. 

ELIMINATING    THE    ANT 

IN  many  sections  the  present  season  is  witnessing  an  unusual 
prevalence  of  ants,  and  heartfelt  are  the  complainings  thereat. 
Not  only  are  the  invaders  a  constant  annoyance  indoors  as  well  as 
in  the  garden,  but  when  of  the  large  black  variety  they  are  capable 
of  doing  very  real  damage  by  boring  into  the  wood  of  house  sills 
and  frames  where,  once  established,  they  are  exceedingly  difficult 
to  eradicate. 

There  are  available  two  chemicals  which  can  be  used  effectively 
in  the  war  on  ants  if  the  enemies'  strongholds  can  be  located.  The 
druggist  knows  them  as  carbon  bisulphide  and  calcium  cyanide, 
both  of  them  poisonous  and  therefore  to  be  used  only  with  proper 
precautions.

This 
chemical  is  dissolved  in  water  in  the  proportion  of  1  '  j  pounds  to  a 
gallon  and  applied  to  the  affected  area  with  a  line  pressure  spray. 
A  gallon  of  the  mixture  will  he  sufficient  for  about  100  square 
feet. 

J  he  iron  sulphate  will  probably  cause  temporary  black  spots  on 
the  grass,  but  no  real  injury  will  result  from  this.  Stimulation  with 
ammonium  sulphate  will  help  the  turf  regain  its  normal  health.

IN  the  preparation  of  this  decorating 
de,  it--  author  has  wisely  em- 
I,  for  the  most  part,  the  medium 
of  direct  illustration.  That  the  photo- 
graphs used  are  not  in  every  case  quite 
happilv  chosen  is  an  unfortunate  cir- 
cumstance which  blights  to  some  ex- 
tent an  otherwise  pleasing  presentation. 

Although  not  in  any  sense  a  text 
book,  the  historic  sequence  of  this 
work  is  complete.  Well  developed 
chapters  consider  the  subjects  of  early 
.mi,  Renaissance  and  19th  and 
20th  Century  interiors,  all  of  them 
leading  up  to  a  separate  section  on  the 
modernist  style. 

This  last  division  is  devoted  entirely 
to  views  of  modernist  rooms  and  pic- 
tures of  individual  furniture  pieces" 
designed  after  the  modernist  manner. 
These  photographs  stand  out  among 
the  highlights  of  the  book.  A  pro- 
fusely illustrated  chapter  on  Euro- 
pean modernist  interiors  is  rich  in 
stion,  with  perhaps  a  shade  too 
much  emphasis  on  examples  of  crafts- 
manship in  metal. 

The  last  chapter — a  portfolio  of  in- 
terior treatments — is  entirely  photo- 
graphic, and  here  is  contained  some  of 
the  best  material  in  the  volume.  Full- 
page  pictures  of  dignified  Georgian 
interiors  in  the  Charles  H.  Sabin 
residence  at  Southampton,  Long  Is- 
land, are  especially  pleasing  and  of 
great  architectural  interest. 

As  for  the  text  matter,  of  which 
there  is  little,  chapters  devoted  to  in- 
ition  of  the  sources  from  which 
our  modern  decorating  methods  are 
derived  are  simply  and  logically 
treated.  But  Mr.  Clute  does  his  best 
work  when  he  writes  of  the  use  of 
antiques  and  reproductions.  Here  is 
apparent  a  deep  sincerity  and  an  inten- 
sity for  feeling  for  tradition. 

With  the  exercise  of  a  bit  more  care 
in  editing  and  in  the  selection  of  its 
photographic  content,  Mr.  Clute's 
book  would  have  been  in  all  prob- 
ability worthy  of  complete  com- 
mendat

AFTER  looking  over  the  beautiful 
IX.  plates  of  the  work  of  Mr.  Baum, 
we  agree  with  Mr.  Corbett,  who  in  his 
Foreword  to  this  fine  collection  of 
homes  says:  » 

"It  is  only  the  exceptional  arch- 
itect who  has  the  force  of  will  and  the 
adventurous  spirit  to  roam  through  all 
styles  and  all  periods  and  make  him- 
self master  of  them  all.  And  it  seems 
to  me  that  this  is  the  signal  achieve- 
ment of  Dwight  James  Baum  in  the 
realm    of    domestic    architecture.    He 


has  had  the  spirit  and  the  gusto  to 
tackle  Colonial,  Georgian,  Italian, 
Tudor,  etc.,  and  in  every  case  to 
emerge  with  banners  flying." 

From  the  five  types  of  homes  here 
practically  depicted  in  ground  plans, 
elevations  and  interiors,  as  well  as  pho- 
tographs of  the  houses  and  grounds 
themselves,  it  would  be  exceedingly 
difficult  to  decide  whether  one  should 
commission  Mr.  Baum  to  build  a  Co- 
lonial, Formal  Georgian,  Italian,  En- 
glish or  Dutch  Colonial  house,  or 
whether  to  choose  one  of  the  few  mis- 
cellaneous types.  This  volume  is  cer- 
tainly a  most  interesting  collection  of 
illustrations  of  moderate  sized  and 
small  houses. 

Beautiful  doorways,  inviting  fire- 
-,  charming  interiors  and  at- 
tractive gardens  and  grounds  for  the 
mise  en  scene  are  here  portrayed  in  a 
it  variety  of  good  taste. 

In  the  Introduction  Matlack  Price 
points  out  that  "Today  our  architects 
can  honestly  feel  that  they  have  ac- 
complished a  great  task  in  that  they 
not  only  abandoned  and  eradicated  the 
bad  taste  of  a  generation  ago,  but  set 
up  in  its  place  new  standards  of  defi- 
nitely good  taste."  He  calls  attention 
to  the  fact  that  today  the  small  house 
must  have  all  the  comforts  and  con- 
veniences of  the  great  mansion,  but 
vtive  builders  must  take  into 
serious  consideration  the  "virtual  dis- 
appearance of  the  servant  class.'"  The 
architect  has  to  meet  these  conditions 
and  furnish  his  client  with  a  small  or 
moderately  sized  abode  which  will  in- 
clude all  the  conveniences  of  a  large 
house  on  a  much  smaller  scale. 

Mr.  Baum  was  awarded  in  1923 
"the  medal  of  honor  of  the  Architec- 
tural League  of  New  YorK  for  'the 
simplicity  and  charm  of  his  residential 
work.'  "  So  that  a  book  illustrating 
this  type  of  home  comes  from  him 
\\  ith  peculiarly  good  grace. 

We  cannot  forebear  calling  partic- 
ular attention  to  the  beautiful  detail 
work  in  the  interior  decoration  of 
some  of  the  rooms,  such  as  the  dining 
mantelpiece  in  the  home  of  B.  O. 
Tekerian  at  Maplewood,  New  Jersey; 
the  living  room  mantel  of  William 
P.  Hoffman,  Fieldston,  New  York 
City;  the  living  room  doorway  in 
Henrv  Natsch  Furnald's  house,  also 
at  Fieldston;  the  overdoor  carving  in 
the  dining  room  of  the  home  of 
Robert  Law,  Jr.,  at  Portchester,  New 
York,  strongly  reminiscent  in  its  un- 
dercutting of  the  best  work  of  the 
18th  Century  English  wood-carvers ; 
the  organ  console  in  Mr.  Law's  house; 
nor  can  we  fail  to  mention  the  beau- 
tiful detail  of  the  doorway  of  Robert 
C.  Flack's  house  in  Yonkers,  New 
York,  which  with  all  its  elaborateness 
gives  a  sense  of  that  fine  restraint 
which  characterized  the  best  examples 
of  our  early  American  homes.

W  T  EVER,  in  the  history  of  heating,  lias 
J\  a  system  been  devised  that  has  been 
o  widely  accepted  or  so  convenient  as  the 
lodern  Oil  Burner.  But  this  convenience, 
f  itself,  does  not  necessarily  answer  the 
wo  fundamental  problems  of  heating, 
lamely:  "Will  it  supply  all  the  heat 
eeded  for  perfect  comfort?*'  and,  "Will 
ts  cost  to  operate  be  economical?''  These 
re  problems,  which  everyone,  who  is  con- 
idering  the  installation  of  an  oil  burner, 
nil  do  well  to  consider. 

The  man  whose  present  heating  costs 
ire  exorbitant,  and  who  does  not  now 
ecure  satisfactory  heating  comfort,  in 
pite  of  the  money  he  spends  to  secure  it, 
nakes  a  serious  mistake  if  he  turns  to  an 
>il  burner  as  the  solution  of  his  difficulties. 
i'ou  get  the  convenience,  and,  on  the  whole,  you 
nay  get  more  heat,  because  of  the  perfect  com- 
bustion, but  you  pay  a  very  high  price  for  it.  An 
)il  burner  is  not  a  "cure-all"  for  heating  prob- 
ems.  It  cannot  change  an  inefficient  boiler  into 
in  efficient  one. 

Principles  of  Boiler  Efficiency 

The  question  of  whether  you  shall  burn  coal  or 
A\,  is  only  a  matter  of  a  choice  of  fuels,  and  on 
the  side  of  convenience,  most  everyone  would 
choose  oil.  But  after  all.  an  oil  burner  is  only  a 
imeans  of  burning  oil.  It  is  neither  the  oil  burner 
nor  the  coal  that  is  finally  responsible  for  heat- 
ing your  house.  It  is  the  boiler.  Whether  you 
burn  coal  or  oil,  the  cost  and  the  comfort  de- 
pend upon  the  efficiency  of  the  boiler.  That's  as 
true  as  can  be.  In  order  to  understand  the  "oil 
burner  question,"  it  is  necessary  first  t<>  gain  a 
simple  understanding  of  the  principles  that 
make  a  boiler  efficient. 


DIAGRAM  NO.  1 
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A  boiler  is  a  means  for  absorbing  heat  from  the 
products  of  combustion  and  delivering  this  heat 
into  the  rooms  of  your  home  where  you  can  en- 
joy it.  If  it  is  to  accomplish  this  satisfactorily, 
and  at  low  cost,  regardless  of  the  kind  of  fuel 
used,  it  must  have  plenty  of  Fire  Surface,  prop- 
erly Rated.  Otherwise,  it  wastes  heat  up  the 
chimney. 

The  cost  of  heating  depends  upon  the  amount 
of  heat  absorbed  from  the  fuel  you  burn.  That 
is,  upon  what  proportion  your  boiler  can  ; 
of  the  total  amount  of  heat  given  off  by  the  fuel. 
The  proportion  which  it  cannot  absorb  goes  up 
the  chimney.  What  these  proportions  are,  for  a 
given  boiler,  depends  definitely  upon  its  ef- 
ficiency. And  the  efficiency  of  the  boiler  d< 
upon  its  Fire  Surface. 

Enough  Fire  Surface,  properly  Rated,  gives 
a  positive  guarantee  of  heating  ccononv 
comfort. 


Fire  Surface 

What  is  Fire  Surface?  Fire  Surface  is  that  part 
of  a  boiler  which  does  the  absorbing.  Each  square 
inch  of  the  Fire  Surface  can  absorb  just  so  much 
heat  per  minute,  and  no  more.  The  total  amount 
of  heat  that  is  absorbed  per  minute,  depends 
upon  the  total  area  of  the  Fire  Surface.  Heat  in 
excess  of  that  amount,  liberated  from  the  fuel 
per  minute,  goes  merrily  up  the  chimney. 

Coal  Fire  compared  with  Oil  Fire 

The  chief  difference  between  a  coal  fire  and  an 
oil  fire  is  that  with  oil  you  have  more  perfect 
combustion  than  with  coal.  The  result  of  this 
is  to  give  you  a  hotter  fire  with  oil;  that  is,  it 
liberates  more  heat  units  in  the  same  space  of 
time  than  coal. 

Changing  from  coal  to  oil  does  not  increase 
the  area  of  the  Fire  Surface  in  your  boiler.  The 
same  amount  of  Fire  Surface  is  asked  to  absorb 
a  greater  number  of  heat  units  than  before. 
Naturally,  then,  if  your  over-rated,  undersized 
boiler  wasted  heat  with  coal,  it  is  evident  that  it 
will  waste  more  heat  with  oil. 

This  is  easily  shown  by  a  simple  diagram, 
(See  diagram  Xo.  1),  where  "A"  represents 
the  number  of  heat  units  the  Fire  Surface  can 
absorb  per  minute;   and  where  "B"  and  "C"

It  is  well  known  at  in 

order  to  operate  efficiently,  machinery 
should  normal!}'  operate  at  less  than  it- 
maximum  speed  i  ity.  For  inst 
an  automobile,  capable  of  a  maximum 
speed  of  fifty  miles  an  hour,  will  use,  when 
driven  at  that  maximum  speed,  more  gaso- 
line per  mile,  than  when  driven  at  twenty- 
five  miles  an  hour.  In  order  to  operate 
efficiently,  the  Fire  Surface  of  a  boiler 
should  not  be  operated  normally  at  a  rate 
which  requires  it  to  use  it-  maximum  heat- 
absorbingcapacity.Showndiagramatically, 
this  means  that  the  area  of  surface  "B"  should  be 
less  than  the  area  of  surface  "A",  or  in  other 
words,  that  less  heat  units  are  given  off  per  min- 
ute than  the  Fire  Surface  can  absorb,  and  that 
extra  absorbing  capacity  will  be  held  in  reserve 
forcold  mornings  and  exceptionally  cold  weather.

We  can  now  reconstruct  our  diagram  to  show  ideal 
operating  conditions  with  a  coal  fire,  where  "A".  (See 
diagram  No.  2),  as  before,  represents  the  number  of 
heat  units  the  Fire  Surface  can  absorb  per  minute,  and 
"B"  and  "C"  represent  the  number  of  heat  units  given 
off  by  the  coal  and  oil  fires  per  minute.  Under  such 
ideal  conditions  all  of  the  heat  available  would  be 
absorbed  as  fast  as  given  off  and  you  would  have  a 
theoretically    100   percent   efficient    boiler. 

A  boiler  that  gives  all  the  heat  wanted  while  oper- 
ating at  less  than  its  maximum  capacity  is  the  kind  you 
ought  to  have  in  order  to  secure  the  best  results  with 
an  Oil  Burner.  You  need  a  more  efficient  boiler  for 
oil  than  you  do  for  coal.  To  turn  to  oil  as  a  remedy  for 
present  high  cost   and   insufficient  heat   is  a  mistake.

ADMINISTERING      MEDK  :IN  I  S 

By    ROBERT  S.   LEMMON 

IN  the  life  of  every  dog  occasions  arise  for  administering 
Hi    another  of  the  standard  canine  medicines.   It  is 
merely  the  part  of  common-sen  tit  the  dosing 

the  proper  way,  for  the  happiness  of  all  concerned  no  less 
than  for  the  effect  of  the  remedy  upon  the  pup's  internal 
economy. 

Whenever  it  can  be  done,  the  easiest  way  to  dose  a  dog 
is  to  mix  the  medicine  with  his  food,  for  then  it  will  reach 
the  ri<rht  spot  without  his  knowing  or  rebelling  against  it. 
Many" remedies,  however,  lose  their  value  when  consumed 
in  this  way,  and  still  others  are  so  distasteful  that  no  dog 
would  touch  a  meal  in  which  they  had  been  incorporated. 
In  all  such  cases  one  is  compelled  to  resort  to  putting  the 
dose  in  the  dog's  mouth  by  hand,  in  pill,  capsule  or  liquid 

form. 

When  the  directions  permit,  pills  and  small  capsules 
can  usually  be  concealed  in  a  bit  of  raw  meat  and  downed 
painlessly.  If  this  is  not  feasible,  proceed  thus: 

Kneel   beside  the   dog,   making   him  sit  down   with   his 

hindquarters  against  your  left  leg  so  that  he  cannot  get 

away.  This  will  make  him  face  toward  your  right.   Drop 

your  left  hand  over  his  muzzle,  thumb  on  one  side  and

FOR  the  past  few  months  on  this  page  we  have 
been  setting  down  impressions  of  various 
Pacific  Coast  cities  visited  during  the  past  winter. 
We  have  now  arrived  at  Los  Angeles. 

Because  of  its  rapid  and  unprecedented  growth 
in  population  Los  Angeles  is  like  the  small  boy 
who  had  grown  so  fat  that  he  "busted"  his  but- 
tons. The  city  is  in  an  ungainly  state  of  transition. 
Increased  population  required  the  opening  up  of 
new  residential  areas,  and  these  areas  required  the 
cutting  of  more  streets  and  boulevards,  and  the 
cutting  of  these  streets  has  left  the  outer  sections 
of  the  city  looking  like  a  devastated  province. 

Likewise,  in  the  course  of  this  rapid  expansion, 
the  designing  of  houses  in  good  taste  seems  to 
have  been  sadly  neglected.  Not  that  Los  Angeles 
lacks  its  architectural  high  spots  or  its  well-trained 
and  capable  architects,  but  it  surely  holds  the 
record  for  architecture  that  is  bad.  It  lacks  re- 
straint, this  architecture;  one  house  seems  to  be 
competing  with  the  next  in  deliberate  or  uncon- 
scious shattering  of  all  the  principles  of  good 
taste  in   design. 

Moreover,  there  is  a  bareness  about  Los  An- 
geles streets  that  is  depressing.  The  city  needs  a 
vigorous  campaign  in  street  tree  planting.  It 
could  profit  by  staging  garden  contest-  between 
owners  of  small  properties.  These  "busted"  but- 
tons will  doubtless  be  sewed  in  time,  for  Los 
Angeles  is  surpassed  by  few  cities  in  the  poten- 
tiality of  its  civic  pride.

IN  the  first  flush  of  enthusiasm  for  Lilies  many 
enthusiastic  amateur-  make  the  mistake  of 
growing  as  many  kinds  a-  are  available  without 
regard  for  their  requirements.  And  inevitably 
they  meet  defeat.  The  Lilies  fail  to  prosper. 
Many  of  them  succumb  to  disease. 

This  has  always  been  the  history  of  any  flower 
suddenly  accorded  a  popular  reception.  It  has 
happened  with  the  Rose  and  the  Iris.  Not  until 
a  study  is  made  of  the  dependable  kinds  of  Lilies 
for  our  varied  climates  can  Lily  specialization 
grow  beyond  the  gardens  of  highly-skilled  ama- 
teurs and  growers.  The  difficulty  lies  not  so  much 
with  the  Lily,  but  with  our  ignorance  of  its  needs, 
idiosyncrasies  and  weaknesses.  However,  there  are 
enough  sorts  that  have  been  tried  and  proved  to 
satisfy  the  ambitious  gardener.  It  is  better  to 
grow  these  few  well  than  to  attempt  a  wide  range 
of  sniftv  ami  difficult  kinds. 


OLD  DOC  LEMMON  SAYS:  "Next  to  hills 
an'  Apple-trees,  there  ain't  nothin'  in  the 
back  country  thet's  friendlier  than  the  old  stone 
fences.  I've  lived  among  'em  goin'  on  eighty  year, 
but  I  never  git  over  the  feelin'  thet  I  want  to  go

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WHAT       IS       REGENCY       DECORATION?

HAROLD   DONALDSON   EBERLEIN 
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Latrobe,  Robert  .Mills  and  Strick- 
land were  the  chief  exponents  of 
Graeco-Roman  ideals,  just  as  Hol- 
land and  Mylne,  the  Wyatts,  Nash 
and  Papworth  were  in  England.

British 
and  American  devotees  of  fashion 
may  have  been  keen  on  the  Classic 
style,  but  they  also  insisted  on  being 
comfortable  and  they  had  no  inten- 
tion of  having  their  comfort  sacri- 
ficed to  appearance.  The  French  did 
sacrifice  their  comfort  very  often  in 
their  enthusiasm  to  be  archaeologi- 
callv  correct,  according  to  the  dic- 
tates of  Percier  and  Fontaine.  They 
did  it  often  enough  to  lend  point  to 
protests  like  that  of  the  distinguished 
Parisian,  mentioned  by  M.  Cornu, 
who  complained  that  he  did  not  wish 
to  be  reconstructed  for  his  furniture; 
he  wished  his  furniture  made  for  him.

Over  the  mantel  hangs  the  portrait  of  a  young 
lady — somewhat  anemic — who  tenderly  holds  a  flower  in  her 
hands  and  contemplates  space.  Below  her  on  the  shelf  stand  two 
little  glass  domes  covering  baskets  of  dried  flowers  and  bought 
from  a  nearby  junk  dealer  for  the  intolerable  sum  of  $1.50.  Above 
the  little  sot  a  is  a  group — Japanese  rice  paper  flowers,  paper  sil- 
houette (lowers  from  England  and  pin-pricked  flower  studies  made 
by  some  patient  soul  in  Old  France  once  on  a  day.  Near  by  them 
hangs  a  colored  flower  etching,  and  above  it  in  a  shadow  box,  a 
bunch  of  flowers  made  of  human  hair,  a  homely  trophy  found  in 
the  antique  purlieus  of  New  Orleans  last  winter.  On  another  wall 
you  find  flowers  embroidered  in  silk,  in  straw  and  some  fashioned 
in  embossed  wax.  Beyond  them  range  the  bead  flowers  in  little 
mirror  frames,  and  over  the  desk — bought  at  the  sacrifice  of  many 
luncheons! — a  flower  study  in  parti-colored  brocades  outlined  with 
vellum.  Further  along  you  come  to  the  tinsel  flower  pictures  of 
early  America  and  one  of  modern  tinsel  strings  from  Germany. 
The  last  wall  holds  two  vases  spilling  over  with  flowers  made  of 
paper  mosaic,  pretty  mementoes  of  the  French  19th  Century. 

This  little  group — perhaps  twenty-five  pictures  in  all — repre- 
sents several  years  of  collecting.

T)  ACK  in  the  study  is  the  combination  of  many  collecting  by-

John  Speed.  These  mingle  with  old  etchings  of  French  gardens 
and,  since  I  recently  perpetrated  a  book  on  that  subject,  pictures 
in  various  mediums  of  peddlers.  Here  are  two  from  France  done 
partl\-  in  etching  and  partly  in  cloth  with  a  watercolor  background. 
Above  them  hangs  a  fine  old  brigand  from  Ireland,  who  once 
peddled  hardware.  One  of  these  days  the  maps  will  he  moved  to 
another  room  and  the  garden  etchings  to  a  third,  leaving  the 
peddlers  to  dominate  the  walls  of  that  study. 

In  one  of  the  bedrooms  are  dogs — French  prints  of  fine  ladies 
with  all  manner  of  curious  canines  and  little  wall  whatnots  with 
mirrored  backs  holding  on  their  sheives  a  Staffordshire  kennel 
of  various  breeds.  Another  bedroom  boasts  a  little  group  of 
martingales,  those  brass  harness  ornaments  that  hang  down  in 
front  of  the  horse.  EnLrli^h  regiments  once  used  distinctive  designs 
for  these,  and  collectors  are  always  on  the  watch  for  them.  This 
little  group  came  from  the  Caledonian  Market  in  London.  Other 
harness  ornaments  came  ~f  rom  Sicily,  from  Siberia,  from  the  hill- 
towns  of  Italy.  They  hang  against  a  red  criss-cross  paper  in  a  room 
that  boasts  scarlet  curtains  and  a  bedcover  of  the  same  brilliant 
hue.

mediate intention  of  swindling  the  pur- 
chaser; the  product  of  lies  and  lucre.  In 
the  second,  those  which,  though  more  or 
less  antique,  are  erroneously  given  spurious 


attributions  which  increase  their  value  from 
ten  to  a  hundredfold.  This  distortion  is 
usually  reached  almost  automatical!)';  it 
is  not  so  much  the  offspring  of  commercial 
trickery  as  it  is  the  work  of  imagination 
aided  and  abetted  by  ignorance.  Thus  cer- 
tain objects,  originally  of  mediocre  interest, 
little  by  little  become  accredited  and  at 
length  find  themselves  surrounded  by  the 
veneration  of  an  entire  family,  a  whole 
city,  or  even  a  people;  for  those  who  possess 
them  anil  who  conserve  them  with  jealous 
care,  the)'  finish  by  becoming  in  their  eves 
almost  pious  relics. 

Let  us  then  cast  an  eye  on  these  Demi- 
faux  on  which  America  lias  by  no  means 
the  monopoly,  for  they  are  indeed  innum- 
erable in  Europe.  And,  strange  as  it  may 
seem,  the  further  south  we  travel,  the 
greater  the  number  of  frauds.  The  more 
we  approach  those  countries  where  imagi- 
nation is  overheated  by  tile  sun,  the  more 
often  We  are  liable  to  encounter  those  pre- 
tended historic  souvenirs,  which  in  reality 
have  no  connection  whatever  with  the  il- 
lustrious events  of  which  the  memory  is  so 
cherished  by  the  people  who,  willy-nilly, 
persist  in  their  erroneous  attribution  and 
continue  in  their  belief,  with  the  perfect 
good   faith  and  candor  of  childhood. 

Spain,  so  highly  imaginative,  is  on  this 
account  extremely  rich  in  false  relics.  Let 
me  hasten  to  say,  however,  that  fortunately 
she  possesses  an  even  greater  number  of 
perfectly  authentic  ones;  but  the  imaginary 
relics  are  thos*  which  are  often  the  most 
admired  and  the  best  beloved,  those  which 
are  handed  down  from  father  to  son,  from 
generation  to  generation,  and  which  are 
pointed  out  to  visitors  with  the  greatest 
amount  of  national  pride. 
•  A  few  examples  will  permit  us  to  fol- 
low the  workings  of  popular  imagination, 
contemplate  the  errors  committed  with  so 
■much  innocence  and  piously  strewed 
;i4ong  the  paths  of  succeeding  centuries. 

If  we  take  the  trouble  to  recall  that 
the  grande  affaire  of  Spain  during  t he- 
entire  Middle  Ages  was  her  struggle  against 
the  Arabs  and  the  Moors  who  had  invaded 
and  conquered  her  territory,  we  will  readily 
understand  what  burning  memories  have 
been  stamped  on  the  minds  of  the  native 
race  by  that  struirule  which  lasted  eight  hun- 

T/iis  l!t/t  Century  ivory  statuette  of  the 
Virgin  was  popularly  credited  with  hav- 
ing bee?i  carried  into  battle  by  St. 
Ferdinand  hundreds  of  years  before  it 
came  into  existence 
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dred  years.  These  memo- 
ries are  all  the  more  touch- 
ing because  they  are 
singularly  mixed  with  re- 
ligious passion  and  because, 
on  the  entire  Peninsula, 
they  represent  the  combat 
of  Christianity  against  Is- 
lam, the  Bible  against  the 
Koran.  It  is  therefore  al- 
most axiomatic  that  we 
should  encounter  from  the 
end  of  the  7th  Century 
(date  of  the  invasion )  up 
until  the  end  of  the  15th, 
a  whole  series  of  legends 
that  will  always  differ 
more  or  less  from  the  sim- 
ple truth  and  legendary 
personages  who  will  be  ac- 
companied by  relics,  many 
of  which  are  extremely 
fantastic  in  origin. 

While  a  visitor  to  Spain, 
my  official  capacity  and  let- 
ters of  presentation  pro- 
cured me  an  exceptional 
welcome.  I  was  admitted  to 
see  things  at  close  range  in 
the  Cathedrals  and  for  me 
were  displayed  those  treas- 
ures which  are  not  shown 
to  everyone.  I  therefore 
saw  and  held  in  my  ven 
hands  countless  marvels. 
At  the  Cathedral  of 
Granada,  an  old  Canon, 
most  erudite  and  most 
courteous,  conducted  me 
during  my  visit.  For  my 
contemplation  he  opened  secret  closets  and 
displayed,  piled  high  in  the  semi-obscurity, 
miraculous  embroideries,  chasubles,  altar 
cloths  of  unbelievable  magnificence,  often 
chefs  d'oeuvres  of  their  kind.  Perceiving 
my  genuine  appreciation  of  this  exhibition, 
the  worthy  ecclesiastic  turned  to  me  and 
said : 

"Now  I  am  going  to  show  you  some- 
thing much  more  precious  than  all  this. 
You  recall  that  Their  .Most  Catholic 
Majesties,  King  Ferdinand  and  Queen 
Isabella,  were  the  sovereigns  who  com- 
menced the  final  war  against  the  Moors 
in  1482,  which  ended  ten  years  later  by 
the  fall  of  Granada.  Her  Illustrious  Maj- 
esty carried  the  siege  right  into  the  Sultan's 
capital  and  final  refuge.  What  a  woman, 
Senor,  what  a  woman,  that  queen,  with 
strange  green  eyes,  olive  complexion  and 
flaxen  blond  hair!  Pious  as  a  monk  and 
brave  as  a  soldier!  She  vowed  she  would

He  then  brought  forth  an  enormous  key: 
a  banal  averred  specimen  of  lock-making, 
so  common  on  chests  of  the  Louis  XIII 
and  Louis  XIV  periods;  in  consequence, 
made  some  century  and  a  half  after  the 
tall  of  Granada.  And  this  without  count- 
ing that,  even  if  the  key  had  been  con- 
temporaneous with  Queen  Isabella,  it 
couldn't  possibly  have  belonged  to  the 
doors  of  Granada  for  the  very  good  reason 
that  the  Moors  and  the  Arabs  had  no  keys 
to  their  doors!  They  used  to  shut  their 
houses  as  well  as  their  cities  by  bolts  and 
padlocks  of  steel  or  copper.  This  type  of 
fastening  was  well  known  and  was  cer- 
tainly common  in  Granada.  The  conquer- 
ors might  have  found  them  by  hundreds, 
which  would  have  had  the  advantage  of 
avoiding  an  anachronism.  But  a  simple

A  Background  of   Limpid  Mi  -<   Spiii  Insures 

Elusive  Iiefle<  /,  Furniture  cind  Follies 


THE  use  ot  mirrored  glass,  unadorned 
or  enriched   with  delicate  panned  de- 
signs, is  at  present  the  outstanding  devel- 
opment in  decoration.  In  furniture  we  find 
the  bases  and  tops  of  dining  tables,  as  well 
as  the  surface  of  the  small  occasional  table 
and  console,  carried  out  in  this  gleaming 
substance;  door  frames  are  frequently  trim- 
med with  strips  of  mirrored  glass  painted 
in  architectural  motifs  for  further  accent; 
floors    laid     in     large     black 
composition  tiles  often  show 
here  and  there  a  star  or  cres- 
cent cut  from  silvered  glass 
and  embedded  in  the  surface, 
while  accessories  such  as  wall 
lights,    lamp    bases,    candle- 
sticks, clocks  and  curtain  val- 
ances and  tie-hacks  are  made 
entirely  of  crystal  or  employ 
sections    of    mirrored    glass 
for    decoration.    The    shim- 
mering,    iridescent     surlace 
of  glass,  reflecting  as  it  does 
the  myriad  lights  in  a  room, 
has  awakened   the   minds  ot 
decorators     both     here     and 
abroad  to  the  possibilities  of 
this  sparkling  substance  as  a 
medium  of  expression- 
More      novel,      how. 
than  any  of  these  expressions 
is  the  use  of  glass  for  the  en- 
tire walls  of  a  room.  In  this 
treatment  crystal  reaches  the 
peak  of  distinction.  A  back- 
ground     ornamented      with 
large   mirror   panels  or  cov- 
ered completely  with  sections 
of    mirrored    glass   not   only 
increases  the  apparent  size  of 
a    room    but    brings    to   it   a 
note  of  distinction  and  ele- 
gance achieved   by   no  other 
type  of  wall  treatment.  And 
when  the  class  is  painted  in 
some   decorative   design,   the 
effect   gained   is   made    doubly   delightful. 
The    photographs   on    these    pages   ot    a 
dining   room   in    the    New   York   residence 
of  Mrs.  James  Brown  illustrate  the  possi- 
bilities of  crystal  as  a  background  tor  fur- 
niture. Here  the  walls  are  lined  with  sec- 
tions   of    mirrored    glass    reaching    from 
floor  to  ceiling  and  held  in  place  b 
moldings    marbleized    in    dull    pink    and

Grass.    Fluttering    over    this 
surface  should  be  myriad  yel- 
low butterflies,  with  here  and 
there  a  black  or  white  moth. 
The  floor,  of  black  rubber  or 
slate,  might  be  finished  with 
a    border    of    gold    mirrored 
-lass  about  2  inches  wide  and 
set   into   the    floor   about    1 2 
inches  from  the  edge.  A  thick 
piece  of  mirrored  glass,  an- 
tiqued to  correspond  with  the 
walls  would  make  an  inter- 
esting; marble  wash  basin  top, 
held     in     place     with     iron 
framework    in    some*    orna- 
mental Chinese  design.  The 
tub  should  also  be  encased  in 
alternating    squares   of    gold 
and    silver    mirrored    glass. 
A  small  closet  in  an  entrance  hall  could

gether,  alone  or  in  combination  with  other 
materials.  Then  there  are  size  painting, 
glue  painting,  wax  painting,  milk  painting 
ami  countless  others.  The  juice  of  the  fig 
tree  has  been  used  with  success,  ,'n{[  rubber, 
which  is  related  to  it,  may,  in  this  respect, 
have  a  great  future. 

But  in   fresco  the  medium,  if  it  can  be 
so  called,   is  the    fresh   plaster   itself.   Each 
day  a  piece  of  the  finish  coat  is  laid  of  the 
size    which    the    artist    can     finish    before 
lit.   The   next  day   the  color   would   no 
longer  hold.  On  this  plaster  he  paints  with 
colors  which  have  been  ground  with  water 
only.   'I  he   paint   penetrates  the   surface,   is 
incorporated   with   it,  and   the  two  dry  to- 
gether.   Tt    does   not    sink    in    deeply,    as    is 
sometimes  supposed,   but   the   natural   crys-

There  has  been  much  exaggerated  talk 
about  the  permanence  of  fresco  and  a  good 
deal  of  nonsense  written.  Eternity  is  a  very 
large  word — charming  because  incom- 
prehensible. Painting  is  far  less  lasting 
than  sculpture.  If  this  were  not  so  we  would 
still  have  many  Greek  pictures,  of  which 
there  was  an  abundance.  A  thousand  years 
is  a  long  life  for  a  painting. 

"Fresco  is  the  most  permanent  medium 
for  walls.  Its  beauty  enhances  with  age, 
and,  given  proper  protection,  it  can  easily 
see  its  thousand  years.  A  painting  in  some 
othfer  medium  on  a  separate  panel  of  wood 
or  copper  plate,  or  even  on  canvas,  may 
live  longer,  for  it  has  an  isolated  life  sur- 
rounded by  air.  But  fresco  fights  its  battle 
on  the  wall,  and  a  wall  is  subject  to  all 
kinds  of  disasters,  from  faulty  construc- 
tion and  the  crumbling  and  destruction  of 
the  material,  to  dampness  and  the  germ 
which  it  breeds — saltpetre.  Saltpetre  is  a 
veritable  disease  of  the  wall.  It  destroys 
all  mural  paintings  which  are  exposed  to 
it.  It  is  the  principal  cause  of  the  loss  of 
the  great  masterpieces  of  the  past.  The 
well-known  case  of  Leonardo's  Last  Sup- 
per' is  only  one  instance  in  a  thousand. 
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Fresco, because  of  its  unique 
applicability  to  the  wall,  has 
had  all  the  responsibility  of 
this  struggle  with  saltpetre, 
and  it  has  resisted  far  better 
than  other  media. 

It  has  also  been  called  per- 
manent out  of  doors.  It  is 
washable  and  consequently 
unaffected  by  rain,  and  extra- 
ordinarily resistent  to  the  di- 
rect rays  of  the  sun.  But  on 
the  outside  of  a  house  it  can 
not  hope  for  more  than  a  hun- 
dred years  of  good  condition, 
and  two  or  three  hundred 
more  of  faded  charm.  Dust, 
inner  moisture  in  the  wall, 
and  the  chemical  constituents 
of  the  air,  salt  near  the  sea, 
and  the  sulphur  and  other 
gases  of  the  cities  are  its 
most  deadly  enemies. 

The  outdoor  use  of  fresco 
will  always  be  limited.  But  its 
possibilities  indoors  are  end- 
less. Probably  the  oldest  mural 
medium  in  the  world,  it  still 
has  the  greatest  future.  From 
the  time  lime  plaster  was  first 
used,  men  must  have  experi- 
mented in  painting  on  it  while 
it  was  wet — to  save   time,   it 
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tor  n  in — and 

ited  to  find  that  the 
held  without  the  ad  l 
any  binding  material.  As  long 
lis  are  finished  in  plaster 
it  will  always  be  the  most  ap- 
propriate and  beautiful  meth- 
od of  ornamenting  them. 
This  comes  from  the  fact  that 
it  is  not  a  coating  on  the  wall 
but  the  surface  of  the  wall  it- 
self, as  intimately  a  part  of 
its  structure  as  the  skin  of  man 
is  to  the  body. 

Fresco  has  been  called  a 
lost  art.  This  is  not  true.  Its 
use  survives,  generally  in  a 
rather  debased  form,  in  most 
of  the  countries  of  Europe. 
But  although  the  principle  is 
there-,  it  has  sunk  sadly  from 
its  past  glorious  position  as  a 
leader  among  media. 

Its  technique,  forced  by  the 
difficulty  of  the  material,  was 
carried  over  into  other  ways 
of  painting  and  gave  them 
their  backbone.  Even  the  dan- 
gerously easy  and  consequent- 
ly undistinguished  medium  ot 
oils  was  influenced  for  cen- 
turies by  the  sturdy  and  virile

FOR  the  past  ten  years  or  so  the  oil  heat- 
ing of  residences  has  been  supplanted 
in  interest  by  no  other  form  of  domestic 
equipment.  Along  with  refrigeration  and 
ventilation  it  has  been  the  third  member  of 
a  most  vital   home   trilogy. 

Looking  back  to  the  inception  of  this 
means  of  heating  homes,  it  would  seem,  if 
you  recall  the  sounds  of  the  ecstatic  rhap- 
sodies which  made  oil  purchasers  out  of 
house-owners,  that  oil  burners  were  then 
quite  perfect.  Yet,  good  as  they  were  at  that 
time,  they  have  today  far  greater  claim  to 
efficiency,  usefulness  and  even  to  a  fine 
infallibility. 

ADVANTAGES  OF  OIL    HEAT 

We  shall  take  for  granted  in  this  article 
that  you  are  aware  of  the  fundamentals  of 
the  oil  burner:  that  it  heats  the  furnace 
or  boiler  (the  one  now  in  your  home  or 
a  new  one)  from  vaporized  or  atomized 
oil  or  both;  that  it  usually  consists  of 
storage  tank;  i\-cd  pipes;  motors,  in  the 
mechanical  draught  type  (no  motors  for 
natural  draught  type  )  ;  combustion  cham- 
bers; gas  or  electric  or  electric  gas  ignition; 
thermostat  and  complete  automatic  opera- 
tion, which  substitutes  itself  for  the  hands 
and  legs  of  the  householder  or  servants; 
and  finally,  that  it  doe--  not  burn  oil  but  the 
vapor  or  gasified  oil. 

The  ancient  advantages  can  be  resung 
with  the  new  ones.  To  recapitulate,  then, 
the  modern  oil  burner  supplies: 

Freedom  from  worry  about  the  heating 
plant;  clean,  dustless,  ashless,  sootless  opera- 
tion; no  odors;  no  furnace  drudgery,  more 
time,  more  ease;  saving  in  labor  costs;  no 
danger  from  chimney  fires,  from  which 
75%  of  the  tires  in  America  are  derived; 
no  danger  from  fire  caused  by  storage  or 
removal  of  ashes;  another  room  or  floor 
added  to  the  home,  due  to  the  clean  oil 
heater  that  is  fed  from  the  tank  by  pipes, 
obviating  fuel  cartage  and  storage;  applica- 
tion to  any  system  of  heating,  with  most 
types;  automatic,  manual  or  semi-auto- 
matic operation;  health  preservation 
due  to  cleanliness;  almost  complete  noise- 
lessness. 

However,  the  two  chief  gains  in  t 
heater  over  the  beginning  of  the  last  decade 
can  be  recorded  under  two  heads:  Experi- 
ence gains  and  mechanical  gains.  To  be 
sure,  the  mechanical  is  the  result  of  experi- 
ence, but  by  experience  in  this  case  is 
meant  those  gains  realized  through  us 
and    by    mechanical    gains,    those    inti 


thin  j  toward  the  simpli- 

fying of   standard   equipments   themselves. 

Let  us  first  examine  the  mechanical 
first,  there  has  been  a  great  advance  m  the 
establishing  of  reliability  throughout  the 
machines  of  best  make  by  means  of  ampli- 
fication and  fine  assembling  of  parts.  When 
you  consider  that  an  oil  burner  goes  on  ami 
off  some  2,000  times  a  year  it  evidently 
must  be  so  made  and  integrated  that  not  one 
of  its  parts  fails  in  performance.  This 
result    has    been    attained. 

Secondly,  at  the  birth  of  these  heaters  then- 
were  not  able  to  consume  the  heavier  and 
cheaper  oils,  and  at  present  many  of  the 
heaters  can  adjust  themselves  to  any  domes- 
tic fuel  beverage  served.  This  makes  their 
operation  feasible  in  districts  where  but  one- 
brand  of   domestic    fuel   of  oil   is  on  sale. 

In  the  third  place,  the  anti-syphon  device 
prevents  oil  overflow  from  tank  into  cellar 
or  furnace.  This  obviates  the  ancient  oil 
puddles  which  not  only  defaced  the  room's 
floor  but  were  not  any  too  sate. 

Again,  the  clever  and  simple  safety  de- 
vices of  yesterday  and  today  in  reference 
to  steam  pressures  and  positive  boiler  con- 
trol do  not  only  banish  danger,  but  result 
in  economic  operation.  The  motors  are- 
built  for  efficiency,  too,  and  yet  the  silent 
mark  is  also  their  aim. 

IMPROVEMENTS 

At  present  the  oil  heater  is  used,  without 
extra  installations,  for  the  heating  of  steam 
and  water  systems  under  certain  circum- 
stances. The  heaters  using  fire  pots  have 
been  decidedly  improved,  are  more  lasting, 
and  the  linings  are  easily  replaced;  ami 
those  without  fire  pots  have  improved  the 
kim_r  of  the  furnace  combustion  cham- 
bers, in  order  that  longevity  be  added  to 
efficiency. 

There  are  oil  burners  now  for  every 
home  condition  and  for  large  as  well  as 
small  ranges  of  radiation,  and  automatic 
control  at  present  applies  to  water  heating 
as  well  as  to '  house  heating.  Brass  pipe 
(generally)  throughout  and  liberal  use  of 
bronze  and  aluminum  in  its  make-up 
has  added  greatly  to  the  mechanism's 
durability  and  long  life. 

Leaving  the  mechanical  end,  at  which 
the  engineer  is  always  at  work  to  improve 
this  home  benefactor,  we  come  to  the  gains 
on  the  experience  side. 

The  Greatest  advance  here  is  in  the  train- 
ing of  men  on  installation  problems  and 
service,  so  that  they  know  intimately  and 


well   all    the    fine   p 
efficient.  \    of  the  oil    burner. 

It  has  been  learned  that  no  oil  bu 
(and  we  would  include  main  other  mech- 
anical devices  )  is  better  than  the  hand  of 
the  man  who  installs  it.  Today,  the  con- 
struction of  a  house,  the  habits  of  the 
dwellers  therein,  the  conditions  of  the 
heating  plant  already  on  the  premises,  its 
efficiency  and  drawbacks  are  studied.  It  is 
acknowledged  that  one  burner  will  do  for 
one  house  when  it  will  not  do  for  another. 

FoR    PROPER    HEATING 

The  over-enthusiastic  user  of  one  size 
burner  used  to  tell  a  friend  how  amazing  it 
was,  and  the  friend  would  order  a  machine 
which  was  far  from  what  he  needed. 
Today,  the  right  manufacturer  or  dealer 
must  be  supplied  with  data  in  regard  to 
your  house,  its  construction  and  the  installed 
radiation.  It  is  easv  to  see  why  a  good  con- 
cern insists  upon  having  the  facts. 

lor  example,  noise  is  one  of  the  things 
about  the  oil  burner  which  has  dimmed  its 
glory.  At  present  the  best  oil  burners  are 
almost  noiseless,  and  have  but  the  faintest 
hum.  ^  et  one  of  these  heaters  in  one  house 
may  make  a  thunderous  roar,  while  in  an- 
other it  may  be  as  quiet  as  a  spinning  top. 
This  is  due  to  the  way  a  house  is  built  in 
regard  to  conditions  which  act  as  sounding 
boards  and  sound  conductors.  Therefore  the 
installer  must  be  given  all  the  facts  con- 
cerning these  conditions,  so  that  they  may 
be  given  due  consideration  at  the  time  of 
installation.  Noise,  of  course,  has  been 
lessened  by  more  silent  motors  and  other 
engineering  expediencies.  Furthermore, 
your  heating  plant,  flues  and  chimneys  in 
every  particular  must  be  in  good  condition, 
whether  you  use  oil  or  any  other  fuel,  if 
you  want  the  most  satisfactory  results.  It 
is  wisest  in  using  any  fuel  whatever  to  use 
a  separate  flue  for  the  furnace.  Particularly 
is  this  best  in  the  case  of  the  oil  heater,  for 
often  the  flue  running  close  to  and  touching 
another  flue  passing  in  close  proximity  to 
hearth  ami  registers  intensifies  the  slightest 
hum  of  an  oil  heater  to  annoying  dimensions. 

Heating  problems  are  studied  in  the 
laboratory  as  well  as  in  the  home.  Institu- 
tions are  making  a  study  of  the  subject 
which  leads  to  oil  comfort  and  economy. 
Automatic  control  has  gone  so  far  that  a 
turn  of  the  wrist  given  to  the  thermostat 
upstairs  is  all  that  needs  be  done,  save  keep 
the  oil  tank  full,  the  boiler  "watered"  and

Doubtless    due    to    the    fact    that    Great 
Britain   is  an  island  ami   so  offered  a  ref- 
uge to  the  destitute  refugees  who  fled  from 
Europe  to  escape  the  main'  revolutions  and 
upheavals,     numbers     of     fine     craftsmen 
found    their  way   to   England    and   in   this 
way  introduced  branches  of  the  arts  which 
would  otherwise  have  remained  longer  un- 
known  to  that  country.   And   in   the   early 
history  of  the  Derby  porcelain   factory  are 
all    those    hardships   which    these 
endured   and   all   that  innate   skill 
ich    s0   many   of   them    possessed.    This 
nalgamated    with    the    hardheaded 
of  the  British,  led  to  the  estab- 
:    of    man\-    celebrated    enterprises. 
William   Duesbury,  who  is 
ider  of  the  Derby  works, 
potter  and  was  at  one  time 
Chelsea,    Bow    and    later 
nn  decorator,  he  was 


undoubtedly  a  more  able  business  man  than 
an  artist.  And  he  seems  to  have  early  ex- 
hibited his  acumen,  for  while  engaged  by 
fhe  London  factories  he  also  purchased 
various  wares  in  the  white  and  decorated 
them  for  private  commissions.  From  this 
■  fact  we  are  able  to  trace  his  advance,  thus 
Bevealing  that  while  he  brought  success  to 
the  Derby  works,  he  was  not  the  actual 
originator  of  the  porcelain  works. 

Rather  they  were  the  outcome  of  the  art 
of  the  Frenchman  Planche,  who  after 
producing  his  first  crude  figures  was  em- 
ployed at  the  Cockpit  Hill  pottery,  where 
he  laid  the  foundation  of  the  later  cele- 
brated Derby  porcelain.  This  is  admitted 
from  the  fact  that  while  Duesbury  was  not 
established  until  1855,  large  quantities  of 
porcelain  bodies  had  been  made  at  the 
pottery  for  some  eight  years  previously.  And

(17(12-1714)    was   followed  by  the  G 
gian  in  which  French  influence,  which  had 
always  more  or  less  swayed  English  I 
was  predominant  under  George  II  (  1727- 
176(1).  The  other  nations,  especially  oi 
tal,  contributed  their  quota,  and  out  of  it 
all  the  styles  of  Chippendale,  Hepplewhite 
and  Sheraton  stand  for  specific  accomplish- 
ments. 

Students  of  the  period  styles  trace  their 
beginning,    their    florescence    and    decline 
with   some   exactitude   in    furniture,   silver 
and  other  things,  but  the  dates  noted  here 
merely  indicate  the  reigns  of  the  sovei 
whose   names   have  attached   to  the   styles, 
It  is  a  bit  helpful  to  remember  the  sequence 
of    Baroque,    Rococo    and    Neo-classic 
marked    in    French,    Italian    and    Spanish 
work,    for    the    centurv    opened    with    I 
influence  of  the  French  Baroque  of  Lou  s 
XIV,  vital  in  earlier  Jacobean  days;  ami  the 
Flemish  variants  anil  the  Dutch  slant  only 
ushered    in    the    Rococo    of    the    Geor. 
period,  which  gave  way  to  the  new  cl 
vogue.   We  shall   leave   the  classic   revival 
for  another  chapter,  tracing  the  other  styles 
well  into  the  reign  of  George  III   (  176l>- 
1S20),  for  they  ran  concurrently  with  the 
classic  revival  for  some  time. 

The  kinds  of  fixtures  remained  the  same 
as  in  the  1  7th  Centurv,  with  perhaps  greater 
emphasis  on  the  decorative  wall  lights, 
which  were  apt  to  be  conspicuous,  and  a 
more  general  use  of  the  chandelier.  V 
the  opening  up  of  the  world  to  widespread 
commerce  came  foreign  wares  and  arts, 
and  a  more  sophisticated  variety  of  things 
quickly  reflected  in  the  variety  of  design- 
for  fixtures.  Materials,  too,  played  their 
part :  porcelain,  pottery  and  glass  grew  yearly

While  the  Britannia  standard  was  in 
force  (1696-1720),  silver  designs  were 
simple  because  there  was  so  little  alloy  in 
the  silver  that  intricate  designs  would  have 
worn  away  with  polishing.  Silver  appeared 
chiefly  in  hand  and  table  candlesticks,  small- 
er shapes  to  hold  tapers  on  the  writing 
table,  and  in  candelabra;  more  rarely  in 
sconces  with  or  without  mirrors.  Candela- 
bra were  designed  with  baluster  stems  ami 
scrolled  branches,  often  made  in  sets  with 
two  or  four  candlesticks  to  match.  So  ad- 
mirably was  the  design  suited  to  the  object 
that  silver  plate  made  later  than  George  II 
has  little  good  to  show  in  the  opinion  of 
collectors  except  reproductions.  The  Revo- 
cation of  the  Edict  of  Nantes  brought  high- 
ly trained  French  craftsmen  to  England, 
which  largely  accounts  for  the  beauty  ami 
perfection  of  1  8th  Century  lighting  fixtures

of  survivals  from  previous  periods  modi- 
fied by  influences  and  combined  with  fea- 
tures derived   from  abroad. 

We  shall  set'  these  as  we  go  on,  but  it 
may  immediately  be  mentioned  that  one  of 
the  most  noticeable  of  them  is  weight.  If 
we  were  ignorant  of  origins  we  might 
think,  on  seeing  some  of  the  debased  pieces 
of  later  years,  none  of  which  are  illustrated 
here,  that  our  craftsmen  discerned  a  virtue 
in  mere  avoirdupois:  the  truth,  of  course,  is 
that  Percierand  Fontaine,  Jacob-Desmalter, 
and  the  other  ebentstes  of  Napoleon  were 
engaged  in  providing  magnificent  and 
monumental  surroundings  for  their  hero, 
and  that  bigness,  heaviness,  and  the  expanse 
of  large  surfaces  of  handsome  mahogany 
were  logical  means  to  the  securing  of  such 
effects.  This  is  evident  in  the  one  piece  of 
furniture  illustrated  here  that  is  really  close

The  photograph  taken  when  the  Iris  had 

been  growing  two  years  shows  the  wealth 
ot  bloom  which  these  in- 
expensive  varieties  give.  I 
planted  the  rhizomes  about 
eight  or  ten  inches  apart  in 
double  rows — staggered,  as 
we  gardeners  say.  I  find  that 
twelve  inches  apart  would 
be  better,  for  their  rapid  in- 
crease makes  division  almost 
necessarv  at  this  time,  four 
years  after  planting. 

For  the  busy  person  who 
has  many  duties  to  divert 
his   attention    from    garden-

ing,  a  hardy,  tough,  weed-resisting  plant 
like  the  tall  Bearded  Iris  is  ideal  for  use  in 
a  place  where  careful  cultivation  is  impos- 
sible. One  of  its  advantages  is  that  a  by-the- 
day  laborer,  who  apparently  cannot  be 
taught  anything  about  our  precious  Roses 
or  Lilies,  can  work  among  the  "flags"  as 
he  will  call  them,  and  do  it  decently.  He 
can  even  be  trusted  to  dig  and  plant  the 
bed  when  the  burlap  bags  filled  with  rhi- 
zomes arrive,  though  I  usually  inspect  the 
beds  and  replant  the  ones  that  have  gone 
in  top  side  down. 

It  is  easy  to  determine  the  quantity  that 
will  be  needed.  Just  decide  how  man}'  of 
the  rows  ten  inches  apart  will  be  necessary, 
then  that  figure  multiplied  by  the  length 
of  the  bed  in  feet  will  be  the  number  of 
rhizomes  required.  Don't  make  the  mistake 
of  ordering  the  same  number  of  each  variety 
— you  are  planting  for  a 
mass  effect  of  color,  not  a 
nursery  bed.  Overlap  the 
ending  of  one  variety  with 
that  of  the  other  color,  and 
try  not  to  use  more  than  three 
colors. 

Do  not  plant  early  varie- 
ties like  Albicans,  Florentina, 
Kochii,  or  the  early  purple 
one,  with  the  kinds  blooming 
two  weeks  later,  unless  these 
early  ones  are  distributed  the 
entire  length  of  the  border 
and  you  are  willing  to  clip 
off  the  faded  blooms.  Their 
shrivelled  flowers  will  hang 
forlornlv  when  the  midsea- 
son  varieties  are  at  the  height 
of  their  blooming  season. 


I  have  a  combination  which  I  liked  best 
for  midseason.  It  is  Edith  Cook  with  gold 
standards  and  purple  falls,  which  was  dis- 
carded by  the  Iris  Society  because  some 
other  variety  has  these  same  colors  and  is 
slightly  larger  (plant  this  variety  in  front 
as  it  is  not  tall).  Flavescens,  the  pale  yellow 
kind  so  often  found  in  old  gardens  and 
very  good  now  even  though  the  new  yellows 
(at  fifty  cents  to  two  dollars  a  rhizome) 
want  to  force  it  out  of  our  gardens;  and 
Royal  Purple,  a  large  rich  royal  purple  just 
as  the  name  suggests.  Flavescens  and  Royal 
Purple  should  be  toward  the  back  of  the 
border  in  groups  of  from  ten  to  twenty- 
five,  with  a  few  brought  forward  in  the 
front  row  to  break  the  appearance  of  a 
uniform  height.  The  more  dwarf  varieties 
like  Edith  Cook  or  Sherwin  Wright,  an 
even  deep  yellow,  or  Juniata,  a  deep  blue- 


purple,  should  be  planted  in  groups  of  ten 
to  twenty  between  the  taller  kinds.  Ma  Mie 
is  also  good  near  the  edge  of  the  border — 
it  is  white  suffused  with  blue. 

I  do  not  like  pink  or  claret  colors  with 
any  yellow  variety  or  the  bicolors.  It  is 
generally  admitted  that  bicolors  are  not  as 
effective  for  massing  as  self-colored  flow- 
ers. Another  safe  rule  is  to  plant  the  light 
colors  together.  The  pale  blue  Pallida 
Dalmatica,  pale  mauve  Lohengrin  and 
pinks,  Her  Majesty  and  Queen  of  May, 
and  white  varieties  are  beautiful  together. 
A  deep  purple,  even  though  the  color  is  har- 
monious, rather  spoils  the  delicate  pastel 
shades.  The  queer  combinations  of  color 
found  in  Iris  King,  for  example,  are  best 
planted  alone  if  they  are  used  for  landscape 
effect. 

All  such  matters  as  rot,  borers  and 
ridges  for  drainage,  attend- 
ing the  culture  of  the  ex- 
pensive varieties,  can  be  for- 
gotten when  we  only  spend 
ten  cents  or  so  for  a  rhi- 
zome. These  cheap  kinds  are 
the  ones  which  multiply  so 
rapidly  that  their  space  in  the 
nursery  is  soon  filled  and  so 
the  nursery  is  very  glad  to 
dispose  of  them  in  quantity. 
Any  soil  which  will  grow

imagination  of  the  masses,  who  do 
not  give  a  fig  for  historic  truths.  The 
people  wish  to  be  shown  something  as 
the  symbol  of  the  surrender  of  the 
reconquered  city,  and  during  the 
Middle  Ages  it  was  a  customary  sign 
of  submission  for  the  notables  to 
place  the  keys  of  their  city  on  a  red 
velvet  cushion  and  carry  them  to  the 
conqueror. 

The  second  of  January  1492  is  a 
cherished  date  for  the  Spanish  people, 
since  it  was  on  that  day  that  modern 
Spain  was  born.  It  was  from  then  on 
that  this  great  country  became  united 
and  that  its  rulers  took  the  title  of 
"Kings  of  Spain."  Therefore  in  order 
to  properly  commemorate  such  an 
event  it  was  necessary  to  leave  a 
tangible  emblem,  whose  significance 
was  comprehensible  to  all,  in  whose 
presence  all  might  find  an  emotion.  A 
key  seemed  to  be  the  proper  thing — a 
key,  and  a  big  key!  What  difference 
did  it  make  whether  or  not  the  Moors 
had  keys?  Any  kev,  so  long  as  it  is 
a  symbol.  In  this  case  it  happened  to 
be  a  17th  Century  key  that  was  care- 
fully deposited  in  the  sanctuary.  But 
who  really  cares,  since  the  public  is 
satisfied? 

Nor  is  that  all:  it  was  found  fit- 
ting for  Queen  Isabella  to  have  a 
standard.  Naturally  one  was  produced. 
Anyone  can  see  it  in  Seville,  piously 
kept  in  a  reliquary.  It  is  of, silk,  em- 
broidered with  gold  and  silver  threads. 
It  is  magnificent,  but,  alas,  a  fraud: 
a  fraud  that  cries  its  origins  to  the 
four  winds  of  Heaven.  For  the  very 
center  of  the  emblem  is  occupied  by 
tin-  "two  knotted  staffs"  which  are 
crossed  saltier-wise.  Now  it  is  an  his- 
toric fact  that  these  "knotted  staffs" 
do  not  appear  in  the  arms  of  Spain 
until  after  the  death  of  Isabella,  who, 
consequently,  never  bore  them,  for  the 
very  good  reason  that  she  was  queen 
of  Castille,  her  husband  king  of 
Aragon,  and  the  "knotted  staffs"  be- 
longed to  the  Dukes  of  Burgundy! 
They  were  first  adopted  by  John  the 
Fearless,  who  had  them  embroidered 
on  his  standard  as  a  menace  to  his 
enemy,  and  signifying  "I  shall  beat 
thee." — To  which  his  adversary  re- 
plied by  adopting  a  carpenter's  plane! 
— Ami  since   that   far  distant  era,  the 


House  of  Burgundy  had  continued  toj 

bear  the  two  famous  staffs  in  their 
arms.  Therefore,  in  order  for  them 
to  reach  the  arms  of  Spain,  it  was  nec- 
essary for  the  heiress  of  the  House  of 
Burgundy,  Marie,  daughter  of, 
Charles  the  Bold,  to  wed  Emperor 
Maximilian.  Their  son,  Philip  the' 
Beau,  married  Jeanne  the  Mad,  daugh- 
ter of  Isabella,  and  she  in  turn  bore 
a  son,  Charles  V,  who  united  the  two 
crowns.  All  this  demanded  a  certain 
lapse  of  time  and  the  Grand  Isabella 
was  dead  and  buried  long  before  her 
grandsons  and  great  grandsons  ever 
thought  of  incorporating  the  "two 
knotted  staffs"  into  their  arms. 

Again  in  Seville  we  find  other  items 
on  the  same  historical  order,  no  less 
venerated,  no  less  venerable,  but  less 
falsely  attributed.  It  is  quite  possible 
that  they  may  have  been,  and  some- 
times they  really  are,  of  intrinsic  his 
to:-'Y  value,  but  it  is  literally  im- 
possible to  associate  them  with  the 
events  they  are  supposed  to  evoke. 

It  is  thus  that  you  will  see  on  the 
High  Altar  of  the  admirable  Cathe- 
dral a  most  celebrated  statue;  so  popu- 
lar as  to  be  considered  the  national 
palladium.  Enthroned  beneath  a  silver 
canopy  is  the  Virgin  of  the  Kings, 
Virgen  de  tos  Reyes,  sumptuously  at- 
tired in  a  white  satin  robe,  covered 
with  precious  stones,  necklaces  and 
other  ornaments,  pious  offerings  of 
many  successive  generations.  Every-: 
body  admits  and  confirms  the  fact  that 
she  was  given  to  St.  Ferdinand,  king 
of  Castille,  by  his  cousin  St.  Louis, 
king  of  France,  toward  the  middle  of 
the  13th  Century  which,  however,  does 
not  alter  the  fact  that  St.  Louis 
had  been  dead  several  hundred  years 
when  the  statue  was  executed,  by 
whom  and  just  when  it  would  be  very 
difficult  to  tell.  To  be  definite,  one 
would  have  to  examine  the  technique 
of  the  carving  at  very  close  range,  the 
satin  robe  and  the  jewels  would  needs 
be  removed  and  this  would  be  an  un- 
heard of  and  useless  profanation.  For 
the  expert  eye,  however,  it  suffices  to 
glance  at  the  head  and  the  hands  (the 
only  visible  parts)  to  recognize  with- 
out hesitation  and  affirm  in  the  most 
categorical  manner  that  this  work  wis

hoard  shown  at  the  head  of  page  105. 

After  the  really  beautiful  things 
of  past  periods  that  we  have  been  see- 
ing we  may  not  particularly  care  for 
this  piece  of  furniture,  but  at  least  we 
cannot  deny  that  it  is  handsome  and 
imposing.  And  compared  with  some 
of  the  monstrosities  in  sideboards  per- 
petrated later,  it  is  by  no  means  a 
bad  piece  of  design.  Fortunately  we 
are  concluding  our  study  of  American 
furniture  before  many  of  these  debased 
pieces  were  made  and  so  we  here  es- 
cape  their   infliction. 

The  chest-of -drawers  on  page  10  + 
is  quite  illuminating  as  a  derivation — 
showing  as  it  does  the  adaptations 
made  by  the  craftsmen.  The  sketch 
shown  below  it  is  a  French  Empire 
commode  of  1X1  1-13,  traced  from 
"Meubles  et  Objets  de  Gout"  and  is 
the  nearest  to  this  American  example 
of  half  a  dozen  similar  pieces  in  that 
volume.  The  derivation  of  form  is  at 
once  evident,  but  none  of  these  French 
pieces  nave  the  extension  running 
across  the  lower  portion  of  the  chest. 
The  metal  mounts  of  the  French  style 
have  been  omitted  here  and  the  knobs 
are  of  mahogany.  It  will  be  noted, 
however,  that  the  character  of  the 
capitals  of  the  pillars  has  been  re- 
tained, notwithstanding  the  change  in 
material.  In  many  pieces  of  the  period 
glass  knobs  were  employed  and  occa- 
sionally those  of  brass. 

But  one  of  the  greatest  losses  in  our 
following  of  the  Gallic  mode  was  in 
the  American  abandonment  to  a  very 


large  extent  of  the  metal  mounts  of 
the  original  style;  none  of  our  work- 
men could  have  approached  the  ex- 
quisite design  and  workmanship  of  the 
finest  examples,  but  simple  ornaments 
such  as  those  shown  in  the  tracing 
should  have  been  within  reach  of  their 
accomplishment.  However,  the  deca- 
dence was  even  then  upon  us  in  Amer- 
ica as  well  as  in  Europe.  Great  furni- 
ture design  was  now  at  its  end,  and 
after  a  hundred  years  there  are  no 
signs  of  its  resurrection.  Even  in 
France  the  metal  work  was  the  finest 
survival — far  better  in  design  than 
much  of  the  furniture  to  which  it  wa.- 
attached. 

In  America  not  only  were  design 
and  the  sense  of  proportion  failing 
but  our  exquisite  workmanship  was  de- 
parting with  them:  carving  often  be- 
came coarser  and  sometimes  careless 
To  return  to  the  present  example  the 
proportions  of  the  American  piece  are 
much  less  pleasing  than  those  of  the 
French;  nevertheless  this  is  an  early 
and  really  excellent  specimen  of  the 
style,  being  built  of  beautifully  grain- 
ed mahogany,  well  made,  and  with 
simply  turned  feet,  while  many  later 
examples  have  the  cumbersome  paw- 
feet,  sometimes  awkwardly  standing 
upon  their  toes.  In  a  number  of  such 
chests-of-drawers  the  top  drawers  an:

thai  several  examples  are  given  to 
illustrate  in  various  phases.  It  is  best 
exemplified  b\  the  beautiful  bedstead 
with  tester  and  the  pretty  little  "late 
Sheraton"  sewing  table,  and  it  is 
tin's  group  that  I  have  mentioned  as  a 
modified  survival.  It  is  difficult  to  de- 
termine the  precise  date  of  manufac- 
ture of  such  piece>,  especially  as  they 
are  of  transition  character,  and  de- 
velopment varied  so  greatly  in  differ- 
ent sections.  The  sewing  table  might 
have  been  included  in  the  previous  ar- 
ticle because  it  retains  the  outstanding 
leg  of  the  earlier  Sheraton  period; 
but  it  also  embodies  the  features  now 
to  be  referred  to  as  being  especially 
characteristic  of  this  Empire  group. 
These  are  the  use  of  the  small  "bunch" 
of  acanthus  leaves  in  connection  with 
either  the  fluted  or  spiral-twist  column, 
frequently  also  accompanied  by  the 
carved  pineapple. 

\o  one  of  these  features  is  new, 
but  the  greatly  extended  use  of  them 
may  almost  be  considered  an  American 
development.  As  showing  the  constant 
migration  of  decorative  motifs,  it  is 
worthwhile  to  sidetrack  a  moment  to 
say  that  the  spiral-twist  in  the  17th 
Century  was  brought  from  Indo- 
C'liina  bv  the  Portuguese  and  from 
thence  spread  through  Europe.  It  was 
introduced  into  England  through  the 
marriage,  in  1662,  of  Charles  II  to 
Catherine  of  Braganza,  daughter  of 
the  Kitii,r  of  Portugal.  The  pineapple 
was  originally  a  native  of  tropical 
America,  though  its  growtri  has  spread 
to    other    continents.    As    a    symbol    of 


hospitality    it    was    used    in    Georgi; 
times  in  architecture,  upon  gate-post 
and    in    silverware.    The   acanthus, 
course,    goes   back    to   the   Greeks  ai 
their   Corinthian   capital. 

The  thickening  of  such  members 
legs  and  pillars  began  in  France 
early  as  the  Consulate  (  1  799  )  and  it 
seen  in  the  legs  of  the  sewing  tab!

In  chairs  the  graceful  Directoire 
form  fortunately  persisted  here,  as  it 
did  in  France.  We  also  find  a  develop- 
ment— or  rather  a  deterioration — 
ently  to  be  touched  upon. 

Of  the  Directoire  form  there  were 
many  variations.  An  attractive  ex- 
ample just  seen  has  a  middle  back- 
composed  of  a  central  shell 
flanked  by  entwined  dolphins  at  each 
side.  Very  frequent  were  those  in 
which  the  upper  back-rail  extended 
beyond  the  uprights.  This  rail  was 
curved  inward  toward  the  center  to 
afford  greater  comfort.  Sometimes  its 
ends  were  straight  and  sometimes 
rounded.  One  of  the  Directoire  form, 
made  in  Xew  York,  and  illustrated 
here,  has  the  American  eagle  carved 
in  the  back,  and  it  may  be  remembered 
that  Phyfe  used  the  same  symbol  on 
his  Directoire  bed.  In  truth,  especially 
after  the  close  of  the  war  in  18  14, 
this  and  other  emblems  of  triumph 
an  I  prosperity  overflowed  into  ail 
household  goods.  For  throughout  those 
vears  we  were  terrifically,  noisily,  pa- 
triotic. This  sentiment  blossomed  forth 
in  every  conceivable  fashion — in  toasts 
at  social  gatherings,  in  pictures,  fur- 
niture, pottery,  and  draperies — even 
to  bed-spreads!  Sometimes  I  wonder 
if  the  "cockiness"  which  those  of 
other  nations  remark  and  resent  in  the 
American  bearing  is  not  the  result  of 
this  early  overdose  of  "national  con- 
sciousness." 

But  let  us  hie  back  from  this  de- 
batable theme  to  that  of  furniture — 
which    is   quite   sufficiently   so   without

How  interesting  are  tl 
changes  from  style  to  style — and  ho 
little  they  are  observed! 

The  deterioration  of  f urniture-d 
sign  with  the  advancing  years  is  onl 
too  evident  in  the  weighty  furnitur 
often  with  great  swelling  curves 
of  clumsy  designs,  so  familiar  to  l 
in  antique  shops  and  in  many  home: 
awkwardness  scarcely  needs  other  ej 
emplification  than  the  pair  of  chai 
accompanying  the  bow-front  chest-o. 
drawers  with  spiral-twist.  Thev  are  i 
about  1825-1840,  the  saddening  perid 
of  decadence  in  all  the  decorative  arl 
Such  a  downfall  is  of  no  small  m 
ment  to  the  human  race:  it  goes  deepl 
than  is  realized  by  those  who  are  nl 
continually  concerning  themsel. 
with  beauty  and  its  effect  upon  ma 
kind.  "The  arts" — said  Rev.  EJ 
Bernard  Iddings  Bell  recently  in  I 
Atlantic  Monthly — "The  arts — fhi 
activities  whereby  man  would  clambl 
from  the  beasts  to  fly  among  t, 
gods."

Not  far  from  there,  behind  the 
shrine  of  this  same  king,  St.  Ferdi- 
nand, you  will  be  shown  an  ivory 
statuette  that  the  national  hero  had  re- 
ceived from  his  cousin  Louis  IXth  and 
that  he  planted  at  his  saddle-bow  when 
he  went  into  battle  against  the  In- 
fidels; we  are  speaking  of  the  Virgeu 
de  las  Batallas.  She  is  really  and 
truly  of  ivory,  and  is  unquestionably 
of  authentic  French  workmanship; 
but  she  is  no  less  authentically  of  the 
14th  Century;  which  all  leads  to  the 
fact  that  she  came  into  existence 
some  hundred  vears  or  more  after  the 
death  of  him  who  bore  her  into  battle 
that  she  might  protect  his  arms  and 
combat  with  him  for  the  triumph  of 
the  Redeemer,  her  Son. 

And  nearby  you  will  see  the  sword 
of  this  selfsame  king  Ferdinand  who 


wrested    Seville    from    the    Moors 
1248  and  died  in    1252.  But  alas,  tl

THE    USE    OF    WALL    HANGINGS 


NOTHING  is  quite  so  satisfactory 
in  giving  a  feeling  of  warmth 
to  a  formal  room  as  an  appropriately 
placed  wall  hanging.  Other  methods 
are  often  ineffectual  or  their  use  em- 
bodies a  sacrifice  of  that  dignity  which 
is  the  keynote  of  every  formal  di 
the    scheme. 

It  is  this  superiority  which  has  pre- 
served the  textile  hanging  as  a  favored 
wall  treatment  even  through  the  fu- 
rious sie:,re  of  wall  paper  popularity 
which  began  in  the  middle  of  the 
I  Nth  Century  and  has  endured  with  a 
fluctuating  degree  of  intensity  ever 
since. 

Wall  papers,  to  be  Mire,  are  in 
strong  favor  today  and  will  probably 
continue  indefinitely  to  be  important. 
But  there  are  rooms  in  which  the 
use  of  paper  strikes  an  incongruous 
note,  and  here  the  textile  hanging  is  a 
welcome  decorative  idea. 

The  Spanish  interior,  for  one,  is 
at  its  best  when  its  walls  are  done  in 
a  rough  plaster  finish.

and  was  introduced  into  Europe  at  the 
time  of  the  Invasion. 

Modern  Italian  interiors,  so  closely 
allied  to  the  Spanish  in  their  decora- 
tion, make  extensive  use  of  wall  de- 
coration in  the  form  of  fabrics.  The 
rich  vitality  of  old  damasks,  brocades, 
velvets  and  tapestries  is  peculiarly  in 
keeping  with  the  Italian  feeling,  and 
seems  so  intimately  associated  with 
this  style  that  there  have  been  few 
attempts  to  introduce  a  new  note 
in  the  decoration  of  Italian  walls.

Gradually 
the  makers  of  porcelain  bodies  real- 
ized that  in  thus  selling  their  products 
they  were  assuming  all  the  risk  of 
breakage  and  losing  that  profit  which 
would  accrue  to  them  if  they  employed 
their  own  artists.  About  the  middle 
of  the  1 8th  Century,  therefore,  Lon- 
don artists  began  to  be  employed  by 
factories  in  the  northern  part  of  Eng- 
land and  William  Duesbury  found  that 
the  sources  for  the  supply  of  articles 
in  the  "biscuit"  were  disappearing. 
Then  it  was  that  he  manifested  that 
keen  commercial  sense,  which  later 
brought  him  the  ownership  of  the 
Derby  factory. 

During  his  visits  to  the  Cockpit 
works,  he  quickly  realized  that  the 
artist  Planche  had  been  allowed  to 
follow  his  own  devices  and  that,  ow- 


ing to  lapses  from  sobriety,  his  worll 
while  excellent,  cost  far  too  much  tj 
allow  that  profit  which  would  bl 
ensured  if  the  man  were  under  efficien 
management.  And  Duesbury,  knowinl 
that  he  must  procure  porcelain  tj 
maintain  his  business,  proposed  to  JoIin 
Heath,  a  banker,  interested  in  th!] 
Cockpit  Pottery,  that  a  new  factor! 
should  be  established.  In  1756,  thereB 
fore,  that  which  we  now  know  as  th« 
Old  Derby  Works  was  started  undel 
the  management  of  the  first  Duesbun] 
with  whom  the  Frenchman  Planchf 
was  associated  as  modeller  and  del 
signer. 

It  was  not  long,  however,  before  thi 
dissolute  artist  disappeared  from  tlv 
industry,  for  William  Duesbury  ha 
no  use  for  incompetent  drones.  Tli| 
f  Tt  that  he  was  familiar  with  tha 
London  factories  allowed  him  td 
choose  the  finest  artists,  whom  he  im| 
ported  to  work  in  his  porcelain  fac-l 
tory  at  Derby.

WILLIAM    DUEsBCRY,   JR. 

For  some  thirty  years  Duesbury 
devoted  his  remarkable  energy  to  the 
Derbv  factory  and,  when  at  his  death 
in  1  ~ S 6,  his  son  William  succeeded 
to  the  already  famous  business,  there 
commenced  those  varying  changes  and 
Hides  which  the  Derby  factory 
was  to  know  during  the  ensuing  cen- 
tury. The  second  William  had  already 
been  taken  into  partnership,  and  al- 
though no  particular  events  mark  the  re- 
gime of  this  time,  it  is  known  that  the 
son  introduced  the  process  of  decoration 
by  batt  printing.  This  was  adopted 
in  transferring  a  print  to  an  uneven 
e  and  was  accomplished  by 
imprinting  the  picture  from  the  cop- 
per plate  to  a  flat  surface  of  glue  or 
treacle,  the  pliability  of  which  per- 
mitted its  being  again  transferred  to 
curved  areas.  It  was  also  during  the 
time  of  William  the  younger  that 
the  famous  Queen's  Ware  was  pro- 
duced, this  being  similar  to  that  of 
Wedgwood  and  of  which  much  was 
later  produced  by  Dur  own  American 
factor    s. 

Less  than   a   decade   after   the   first 
Duesbury's  death,  Michael  Kean  was 
associated  with  the  second  William  in 
partnership.  Ana  we  now  find  the  first 
interlinking  or    different   personalities 
manifesting  itself  in  the  various  marks 
found   on   Derby   porcelain   from   this 
The    first    mark    adopted    when 
the     factory    was    established    was    a 
simple    script    D,    but    this    is    rarely 
found,  the  more  common  early  mark

indicate  the  crossed  batons,  while  the] 
D  is  merely  a  formless  curve.  At  thej 
death  of  Bloor  the  celebrated  factory 
finally  closed,   the   moulds  being  dis-j 
persed  and  sold  to  other  establishments,^ 
many  of  the  original  Chelsea  moulds) 
being   acquired   by   Spode.    But  while: 
the    cruder   marks    mentioned    may  bei 
found  on  pieces  of  Bloor's  time,  others 
appearing  from    1820  until  the  works. 
closed  are  the  two  circles  enclosing  af 
crown    around    which    are    the    words' 
"Bloor    Derby'1    and    the    same    mark) 
without  the  circles.  These  are  usually'' 
printed   in   vermillion   and   invariably' 
indicate  that  the  porcelain  is  of  a  su-' 
perior  quality. 

DECORATIVE    BTAUTY 

While  the  paste  of  Derby  attained 
the  same  fine  quality  as  its  compet- 
itors, its  fame  is  rather  in  that  artistic 
history  which  has  remained  unsur- 
passed and  is  written  by  the  many, 
celebrated  men  whose  art  is  perpet- 
uated in  the  beautiful  decorations 
which  they  applied  to  these  old  pieces. 
And  those  collectors  who  possess  ex- 
amples by  such  men  as  Withers,  Moses 
Webster  or  Thomas  Steele  are  well 
aware  of  the  beauty  to  which  these 
artists  brought  floral  subjects  on  porce- 
lain. Similarly  while  Chelsea  was 
probably  better  known  for  its  bird 
subjects,  these,  on  the  cessation  of  that 
factory,  were  continued  at  Derby  by 
John  Brewer  and  Richard  Dodson,  the 
latter  often  employing  birds  in  con- 
junction with  landscapes,  splendidly 
executed  in  brilliant  natural  colors. 
But  among  all  those  who  contributed 
to  that  art  gallery  represented  by  a  col- 
lection of  Derby  porcelain,  the  most 
outstanding  is  William  Billing 
And  as  Boreman,  one-time  Chelsea 
artist,  was  the  greatest  of  the  Derby 
landscape  painters,  so  Billingsley  will 
always  be  recalled  by  the  charm  of  his 
floral  panels  and  his  magnificent  range 
and  vigor. 

Occasionally  examples  are  met  with 
decorated  in  hunting  scenes,  one 
such  being  a  pastille  burner  in  the 
Corporation  Museum  at  Derby.

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as  of  all  other  industrial  art  objects. 

The  style  sequence  was  first  William- 
and-Mary  with  simple  baluster  stems; 
square  base,  corners  cut  off  or  set 
back  and  rounded.  Then  Queen  Anne 
with  plain  surfaces,  simple  delicate 
outlines,  baluster  stem  frequently  octag- 
onal with  effective  faceting;  base 
square,  corners  cut  off  or  set  back 
ami  rounded;  grease  pans,  especially 
those  of  Huguenot  silversmiths,  octag- 
onal or  round,  convex  with  gadroon- 
ing.  George  I,  candlesticks  with 
baluster  stem,  frequently  octagonal 
and  faceted,  molded  octagonal  base; 
a  set  of  four  by  Lamerie  made  quite 
plain  in  1718,  even  later  than  the 
Queen  Anne  period.  Many  candle- 
sticks, though  somewhat  plain,  showed 
the  influence  of  the  French  Regeuce. 
About  1725  the  increasing  ornateness 
resulted  in  the  Rococo  of  Louis  XV 
inspiration,  which  in  the  reign  of 
George  II  produced  superb  designs, 
especially  those  of  Lamerie  who  made 
a  thing  of  joy  of  a  simple  candle 
holder.  Stems  were  baluster,  octag- 
onal or  hexagonal,  often  with  a 
high-shouldered  look;  richly  orna- 
mented, much  oblique  gadrooning; 
stems  occasionally  shaped  like  human 
half-figures  supporting  foliated  noz- 
zles and  resting  on  scrolled  bases; 
scalloped  nozzles  anil  shaped  bases 
decorated  with  conventional  shells; 
nozzles  occasionally  removable. 

A  process  of  plating  silverware  was 
developed  at  Sheffield  about  1750,  the 
finished  work  being  known  as  Sheffield 
plate.  Layers  of  silver  and  copper  were 
fused  together,  rolled  into  sheets,  and 
then  made  into  candlesticks  with  all 
the  embossing  and  chasing  fashionable 
in  solid  silver.  The  process  was  con- 
tinued until  about  1840  at  Sheffield, 
and  elsewhere  until  the  cheaper  electro- 
plating was  introduced.  Sheffield  plate 
candlesticks  and  candelabra  rarely  fol- 
lowed simple  models  but  imitated  the 
Rococo  ornament  of  Chippendale,  and 
are  especially  suitable  with  Chippen- 
dale furniture.  Later  examples  showed 
a    decided    classic    influence. 

Brass  candlesticks  followed  silver 
designs,  the  grease  pan  octagonal  or 
round,  convex  with  gadrooning.  Kit- 
chen candlesticks  retained  the  earlier 
knopped  stem.  Pewter  was  for  hum- 
bler uses  in  simple  forms.  Rush-light 
holders  were  still  of  iron  for  kitchen 
and  cottage,  made  with  substantial 
wooden  bases  and  adjustable  ratchets. 
Wood  was  not  confined  to  the  cottage 


but  artistically  handled  with  ingenioui 
turning  and  carving.  A  walnut  basi 
might  support  a  simple  tubular  bras 
candlestick.  Some  early  example 
were  rather  small  with  plain  baluste 
stem  on  a  circular  foot  and  an  oute 
socket  to  hold  a  tall  glass  wind  shiek 
extending  high  above  the  candle  flame 
especially  for  use  in  hallways.  Chip 
pendale  and  others  made  many  varie 
ties  of  wooden  candlesticks,  particular 
ly  of  mahogany,  beautifully  turnei 
and  carved  with  acanthus  and  ga- 
drooning. Classic  urns  with  bras 
sockets  often  topped  their  tall,  exceed 
ingly   graceful    baluster   stems. 

Ornamental  porcelain  candlestick; 
were  made  of  Chelsea,  Bow,  Derb\ 
and  other  wares,  especially  with  hu- 
man figures  in  rustic  settings  realis- 
tically  colored.  Candlesticks  oi 
Battersea  enamel  were  highly  ornate  ii 
the  French  taste  of  the  period;  but 
glass  candlesticks  were  unique  in  theii 
development.  Whether  blown  oi 
molded  their  designs  followed  th 
fashion  of  the  stemmed  drinking  glass 
of  the  day — early  baluster,  later  with 
vase  forms.  Early  candlesticks  of  clear 
Waterford  glass  with  its  darkish  hue 
hinting  of  blue,  green  and  black  are 
greatly   prized    today. 

Taper-sticks  or  holders  followed 
candlestick  designs  in  silver  and  brass 
and  were  indispensable  on  the  writing 
desk  for  heating  sealing  wax.  Candela- 
bra standards  followed  the  style  in 
candlesticks,  with  polygonal  and 
faceted  foot,  the  branches  quite  plain, 
later  ornamented,  anil  occasionally 
removable,  though  rarely  so  before  the 
time  of  George  III. 

Girandoles  were  often  of  wood, 
carved  and  gilded,  and  were  a  highly 
decorative  feature  of  18th  Century 
rooms.  This  was  the  Golden  Age  of 
English  wood  workers  and  their 
brackets  and  sconces  were  splendid. 
Whether  carved  by  Grinling  Gibbons 
in  the  French  style  of  the  Regeuce  or 
the  fantastic  creations  later  in  vogue, 
they  were  indispensable  elements  of 
the  18th  Century  interior.  Early  ex- 
amples of  girandoles  in  wood,  carved 
and  partly  gilded,  were  in  the  form  of 
a  vase  with  a  flaming  finial  and 
scrolled  candle  branches.  Placed,  on  a 
corbel  wall  bracket,  carved  in  the 
Scroll  and  acanthus  ornament  of  the 
period,  they  were  extremely  decorative. 
William  Kent,  the  architect,  and  other 
artists  of  the  18th  Century,  designed

ments. Girandoles  in  the  later  style  of 
Chippendale,  of  which  there  are  many 
examples  in  The  Gentleman  and 
el-Maker's  Director,  carry  an 
ever-increasing  number  of  candle 
brani  : 

Wall  lights  became  more  and  more 
popular  as  long  as  candles  were  in  use. 
ining  with  the  sconces  of  William- 
and-Mary  type  in  silver  or  brass  there 
came  a  freer  use  of  different  materials 
id  the  Liter  Century.  The  back  plates 
followed  the  period  styles;  the  elabo- 
rate scrolled  outlines,  the  whole  plate 
covered  with  ornament  in  the  William-. 
and-Mary  period.  The  outline  might 
be  scalloped  and  gadrooned,  dish- 
shaped,  or  elaborately  scrolled  and 
shield-shaped;  ornamented  with  acan- 
thus, cupids,  festoons,  gadrooning,  etc. 
Brass  was  the  common  material;  silver 
for  luxury,  with  splendid  repousse 
ornament.  The  eight  silver  sconces  in 
the  State  Bedroom  of  William  III  in 
Hampton  Court  are  notable  examples. 
Simple  in  form  and  outline  under 
Queen  Anne,  the  typical  shape  whether 
of  metal  or  mirror  was  long  and  quite 
narrow,  often  spreading  a  little  at  the 
top.  The  mirror  back  was  popular, 
sometimes  cut  in  a  simple  ornamental 
design,  often  a  conventional  shell 
motif.  From  the  beginning  of  the 
Century,  plain  or  ornamental  S-shaped 
scrolls,  especially  of  brass,  were  used 
for  candle  brackets  with  inconspicuous 
back  plates.  One  or  two  small  candle 
branches  set  near  the  plate  were  ordi- 
narily used  with  the  large  or  elaborate 
back  plates.  Mirrors  were  increasingly 
fashionable  for  back  plates  in  the 
Georgian  period,  but  splendidly  carved 
and  gilded  wood  was  not  abandoned. 
Sconces  were  later  of  fantastic  design 
in  the  Rococo  style,  often  showing 
Chinese  influence.  With  the  introduc- 
tion of  Rococo  ornament  about  1725, 
some  exquisite  silver  sconces  were 
made,  the  early  work  being  restrained, 
often  incorporating  a  coat-of-arms. 
Sconces  of  later  date  were  apt  to  be 
fantastic. 

EARLY    CHANDELIERS 

Chandeliers  were  still  called 
"branches"  as  in  the  1  7th  Century  but 
gradually  became  known  as  chande- 
liers; those  of  glass,  peeping  the 
1-  rench  name  of  lustre,  were  imported 
until  the  mid-century.  The  highly 
decorative  carved  wooden  chandeliers, 
gilded  or  painted  and  parcel-gilt,  re- 
tained their  prominence,  while  the 
lustre  became  more  generally  used. 
Chandeliers  were  made  of  silver  in 
the  Louis  XIV  style  but  were  not 
common;  of  silver  with  two  tiers  of 
branches  hung  with  rock  crystal;  of 
ivory  small  and  compact,  but  rarer 
still;  of  brass  in  various  designs  often 
reminiscent  of  Flemish  and  Dutch 
models  with  big  balls  on  the  stems; 
of  cupper  gilt;  of  wrought  iron  some- 
times decorated  with  color  ami  gild- 
ing; of  brass  elaborately  hung  with 
rock  crystal.  Imported  lustres  either 
showed  the  metal  frame  or  were  all 
of    glass,    elaborately    or    simply    cut. 

The    wooden   chandeliers   with   one, 

two  or  three  tiers  of  candle  branches 

splendidly  carved  with  gadroon- 


ing,    reeding    and    acanthus,     FrenJ 
designs    with    canopy    or    lambrequ 
and    tassels    being    favorites.    Willia 
Kent  designed  many  of  these  chand 
Hers   for    his   clients.    Baroque    model 
were    t  olio  wed    by    the    Rococo,    ar| 
many    whimsical    motifs    were    inco 
porated  in  both  styles:  palms,  umbrel 
las,  canopies  of  leaves,  eagles,  satyr] 
masks,  laurel,  wreaths,  husks,  etc.  Tl 
carving  was  sometimes  inspired  by  tl 
silver  plate  designs  of  the  period.  Tl 
finials  ending  the  stems  were  deliglr 
fully  conceived,  occasionally  of  fru 
and  flowers.   The  carving   was  vigoi 
ous  and  highly  ornate,  with  floral  anl 
foliage    motifs   in    the    florid   taste  oj 
the  mid-century. 

CLASS  AND  METAL  COMBINATIONS 


Glass  chandeliers  and  girandolct 
were  charmingly  designed,  the  metal 
framework  sometimes  entirely  coverel 
with  glass  tubing.  The  stem  often  ini 
corporated  a  large  glass  ball,  wa 
topped  with  a  canopy  and  was  hunj 
with  pendants  at  top  and  bottom.  Tli 
curved  branches  might  have  elaboratei 
scrolling  and  loops,  each  topped  by  : 
spire — stalactite  or  pyramid;  or  th 
whole  baluster  was  quite  simpl 
formed  of  cut  glass  members  wit] 
twisted  branches  springing  from  i 
large  bowl.  Glass  lustres  were  mud' 
in  vogue  and  in  the  mid-century  ladle] 
amused  themselves  by  redraping  thei 
according  to  the  changing  fashions 
Rock  crystal  chandeliers  might  b\ 
elaborately  festooned  on  a  metal  framj 
surmounted  by  a  crown,  the  wholJ 
design  delicate  and  graceful;  or  hear' 
looking,  no  metal  apparent,  with  till 
festoons  and  crown  studded  to  give  .1 
jewel  effect.

made  more  ornamental  candle  branches 
to  harmonize  with  the  objects  to  whirl 
they    were    attached,    decorating   then 
in   the   Rococo   motifs  of   the   period.!* 
Sheraton's     use     of     candle     bracket^ 
on     his    small     dressing    mirrors    and 
his    designs    for    tripod    candlestands 
were  the  acme  of  elegance.    18th  Cen- 
tury  candlestands  are   charming  littlej 
furnishing  accessories  and   follow  the 
period    styles    in    furniture.    Elaborate 
stands  for  candelabra  like  the  French 
torcheres    were    often    highly    ornate 
with   gesso   ornament   in   the  reign  of 
George    I.    Candlestands   were   not  al- 
ways of  table  height;  some  were  tiny 
contrivances   to   place   on   a   table  and 
had    a    mechanical    screw    device    for 
raising  and  lowering  the  top  on  which 
the    candlestick    was    placed.

should  be  countless  small  stars  of 
mirrored  glass  to  suggest  a  midnight 
sky.  The  floor  might  consist  of  wide 
squares  of  blue  and  silver  glass  set 
into  cement  that  had  been  painted 
sapphire  blue  also.  A  plain  wooden 
door  with  a  mirrored  panel  and  a 
small  dressing  table  draped  in  sapphire 
blue  taffeta  trimmed  with  crystal  beads 
take  care  >f  the  practical  needs  which 
arc  necessary  for  a  room  of  this  kind. 


In  using  glass,  bear  in  mind  that  it 
has  a  tendency  to  broaden  out  walls, 
thus  increasing  the  apparent  size  of 
small  rooms  while  the  light  reflections 
induced  by  walls  of  mirrored  glass  add 
further  to  the  appearance  of  space 
These  features,  added  to  the  decorative 
value  of  painted  and  mirrored  glass, 
are  responsible  for  the  growing  regard 
for  backgrounds  created  in  this  spar 
kling,  illusive  medium.

sticks     whose     Rococo     designs     were 
often  the  extreme  of  elaboration. 
Lanterns    became    an    architectural 
ory    especially    designed    for    use 
in    entrance    halls    and    passages,    the 
ornament     following     the     suci 
period    styles.    For    convenience    they 
frequently    placed    against    the 
wall    or    hung    from     wall    brackets. 
Some    examples    of    the    early     18th 
Century    have    two    brackets,    one    to 
support    the    globelike    glass    holding 
Jit,    the    upper   bracket    for   the 
:,r  glass  protecting  shade. 
Hanging    lanterns    had    frames    of 
metal  or  wood:  iron,  copper,  bronze, 
iirass,  walnut  or  mahogany,  the  wood 
handsomely  carved  in  acanthus  scroll- 
ing and  gilded.  They  were  oval,  hexag- 
onal or  octagonal,  often  topped  with 


a  crown.  Following  French  models 
they  were  frequently  quite  beautiful. 
Nothing  could  be  more  effective  than 
the  wall  fixture  designed  to  protect 
the  candle  with  its  candlestick  which 
stood  on  a  bracket,  the  bracket  sur- 
rounded with  a  glassed  cabinet  open 
at  top,  framed  in  a  delectable  un- 
dulating cornice  of  carved  mahogany. 
Sometimes  a  touch  of  chinoiserie  is 
seen  in  a  rectangular  portable  lantern 
with  fretwork  and  pagoda  top.  Such 
a  lantern  might  be  hung  on  the  wall 
as  well  as  placed  on  a  small  table  to 
light  a  side  stairway  or  a  winding 
passage.  Chippendale  had  many  lan- 
tern designs  in  his  gayest  modes.  The 
18th  Century  saw  the  apotheosis  of 
the  English  lantern  as  earlier  centuries 
saw  it  in  Italy,  France  and  Spain.

far  more  so  than  in  many  other  mode-. 
Walls,  ordinarily,  were  quite  plain 
from  base  to  cornice  and  a  favorite 
treatment  was  to  paint  them,  generally 
with  some  light  color.  To  sonic  extent 
scenic  or  other  papers  were  used,  hut 
neral  preference  seems  to  have 
been  for  painted  walls.  Dadoes  ap- 
peared now  and  then,  but  they  were 
not  usually  a  conspicuous  feature  in 
the  decoration.  When  they  did  occur 
they  might  be  formed  by  applying  a 
chair-rail  above  a  plain  plaster  surface 
or  by  wood  paneling.  The  latter 
method  was  not  prevalent,  however. 
The  field  of  the  wall,  cither  with  or 
without  the  dado,  might  be  divided 
into  large  panels  defined  by  either 
plaster  or  wood  moldings,  though 
sometimes  pilasters  of  either  plaster  or 
wood  stood  out  from  the  face  of  the 
wall.  Small  panels  defined  by  plaster 
moldings  often  appeared  over  doors 
or  at  some  similar  point  of  accent; 
the  panel  itself  might  be*  either  plain 
or  bear  some  decorative  motif.  Round- 
headed,  semi-circular  niches  were  fre- 
quently employed  in  important  rooms 
and  halls  and  usually  contained  vases, 
inns  or  sculpture. 

Ceilings,  although  most  commonly 
flat,  were  also  very  often  coved, 
domed,  barrel-vaulted  or  carried 
across  the  space  to  be  covered  in  a 
rather  flat,  segmental  arch  which  left 
pleasant-shaped  lunettes  at  the  ends 
of  the  room  or  hall.  The  ceilings 
were  of  plaster  and  the  plaster  dec- 
orations were  generally  restrained. 
Large  ceilings  often  showed  divisions 
into  panels  of  different  shapes  ami 
sizes.  Sometimes  the  ceilings  were 
elaborately  decorated  with  paintings 
and  gilding.

One  could  almost  write  a  history  of 
the  painting  of  the  Middle  Ages  and 
the  Rena  issance  judging  it  entirely  from 
iis  relation  to  technical  skill  in  fresco. 
Ii  is  true  that  tempera  painting  follows 
the  same  line.  One  was  for  monu- 
mental painting  on  walls,  the  other 
for  separate  panels  where  lime  plaster 
could  not  he  used.  But  this  egg-paint- 
ing wis  always  made  for  a  definite 
place,  usually  an  altar-piece,  and  its 
conception  was  invariably  decorative. 
The  method  was  practically  identical 
for  both.  So  fresco  should  be  con- 
sidered the  big  brother  of  the  two. 
It  had  the  responsibility,  and  should 
have  the  glory  of  the  great  develop- 
ment fmm  the    1  3th  Century  onward. 

THE   BASIS 

The  line  is  very  clear.  With  Giotto 
and  his  contemporaries,  and  their  im- 
mediate followers,  fresco  blossoms  out 
into  its  full  flower,  newer  to  be  sur- 
passed technically.  The  grounds  are 
perfectly  prepared,  fine,  smooth  plas- 
ter, very  thin,  very  compressed 
by  expert  troweling.  The  colors, 
thoroughly  ground,  are  the  great 
traditional  palette,  simple,  noble,  per- 
manent. The  whole  thing  is  essen- 
tially fresco.  It  could  not  have  been 
conceived,  certainly  could  not  have 
been     executed,     in     another    medium. 

Then  the  line  goes  on  through  Fra 
Angelico,  that  great  technician, 
Benozzo  Gozzoli  and  Ghirlandaio, 
who  would  both  have  been  mediocre 
painters  had  they  not  been  great  fres- 
eoists,  through  Mascaccio,  with  his 
mysterious  and  beautiful  technique, 
until  finally  we  reach  Michael  Ange- 
lo.    Then    the    line    descends    rapidly. 

There  are  hundreds  of  foolish 
legends  about  Michael  Angelo's  ig- 
norance of  fresco.  We  are  told  in  a 
dozen  ways  that  when  he  undertook 
the  ceiling  of  the  Sistine  Chapel,  be- 
cause he  was  ignorant  of  the  tech- 
nique, lie  employed  painters  to  come 
and  execute  his  pieces  before  him,  ami 
that  he  would  then  destroy  them  and 
begin  again.  In  this  story  is  the  key 
to  all  the  absurd  libel.  He  tried  to 
employ  assistants,  for  the  undertaking 
was  enormous,  and,  because  their  work 
was  inadequate,  he  had  to  semi  them 
away.  His  conception*  was  too  new, 
ami  let  us  admit  that  his  nature  was 
difficult.  But  it  is  ridiculous  to  sup- 
pose that  a  man  brought  up  as  he  was 
in  the  work  shops  of  Florence,  and 
who  had  even  been  apprenticed  to 
Ghirlandaio,  that  almost  too  perfect 
technician,  was  ignorant  of  the  me- 
dium. But  the  proof  is  in  the  work 
itself.  The  most  casual  examination, 
even  a  photograph,  shows  it  to  be  the 
purest   fresco. 

Curiously,  his  gracious  and  gifted 
contemporary  Raphael  shows  the  first 
signs  of  decline  in  the  handling  of 
the  medium.  Of  course  he  knew  it 
well  ;  but  it  is  almost  a  case  of  fa- 
miliarity breeding  contempt.  There 
was  much  work  to  do,  and  life  was 
joyous.  The  shop  was  working  over- 
time, and  the  result  was  soft,  thick, 
porous  plaster,  and  poorly  ground 
color.    Immediately    we    see,    for    the 


first  time,  that  chalky,  dead 
which  results  from  these  two 
faults.

i  ra ordinarily.  Everywhere  there 
are  bare  walls  which  must  be  orna- 
mei  ted.  Mural  painting  is  no  longer 
lie-  luxury  of  an  eccentric,  as  it  is  in 
Kurope,  but  an  actual,  social  and 
economic  necessity.  A  really  first- 
rate    bank    can    no    longer    afford    to 

its  walls  with  the  cheap  plaster 
work  and  "house  painting"  of  another 
generation.  The  same  is  true  of  the 
office  building,  the  railway  station, 
and  countless  other  forms  of  modern 
construction.  This  work  has  to  be 
done,  and  it  should  be  a  joy  to  the 
American  artist  to  realize  that  his 
painting  corresponds  to  an  economic 
need    of    ins   emmtrv. 

I  don't  mean  that  life  is  a  bed  of 
roses  for  him.  His  existence  is  extra- 
ordinarily precarious.  And  vet,  in  spite 
of  this,  we  are  building  up  a  group  of 
painters  who  will  be  able  to  meet  the 
problem.  I  don't  mean  the  portrait- 
painters,  the  landscape-painters,  the 
marine-painters  or  even  the  snow- 
scene-painters — thank  heaven  the  cow- 
painter  has  died  out! — but  just  plain 
painters  in  the  old  sense  of  the  word. 
One  reason  things  are  not  develop- 
ing more  rapidly  is  that  the  business 
man,  who  usually  has  the  giving  out 
of  work  in  his  hands,  is  suspicious  of 
the  sickly,  sentimental  type  which  he 
supposes  the  artist  to  be.  He  has  a 
contract  to  give  for  work  to  be  com- 
pleted in  such-and-such  a  place  for 
such-and-such  a  price,  and,  above  all, 
bv  such-and-such  a  time.  He  expects 
these  conditions  to  be  fulfilled  as 
exactly  as  by  a  plumber.  I  have  noth- 
ing against  the  noble  art  of  the 
plumber,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  he- 
at times  also  fulfills  his  contract.  In 
tact  T  admit  that  T  prefer  the  plumber- 
type  (  f  painter  to  that  sad  hangover 
of  the  nineteenth  century — the  mis- 
understood artist.  In  this  I  am  only 
preferring  the  type  which  comes  closest 
to  the  great  artist  of  the  Renaissance. 
Not  that  I  think  the  American  busi- 
ness man  is  perfect — far  from  it! 
He  is  "cock-sure",  uneducated,  un- 
willing to  trust  a  specialist  in  another 
line,    although    he    may    be    ready    to 
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employ  at  a   large  price  because  in 
a  specialist.   But  underneath  he  is  p 
foundly    wistful    and    yearning.   'I 
is  a  quality  for  which  Europe  does 
give  him  credit.  It  sees  only  the  "ha 
boiled"  protective  front,  or,  as  a  c 
trast    to    it,    the    soft    sentimenta 
which    is  the   rather  nauseating  res] 
of    this    wistfulness    when    combij 
with   an    untrained   mind.    But  on 
whole    he    is    as    he    should   be;    ha 
reserved,    suspicious,    waiting   "to 
shown"   and   he    is  "being  shown" 
the  fact  that  he  can  not  put  up  a  g< 
modern    building    without    employ 
artists.

One  of  the  greatest  handicap-  ex- 
perienced by  a  town  garden  is  I 
of  inadequate  attention.  A  garden 
designer  should,  therefore,  strive  tq 
eliminate  features  which  require  con-' 
stant  attention.  Sodded  areas  mav  of- 
ten be  done  away  with.  At  best,  grass' 
is  not  very  thrifty  under  city  condi-j 
tions.  We  can  pave  our  central  areas' 
with  broken  flagging  or  soft  coloured; 
tiles  between  which,  if  we  leave  wide. 
joints,  we  can  plant  a  few  of  the 
hardiest  rock  plants  such  as  Sedum' 
or  Moss  Phlox.  Other  spaces  can  be' 
planted  with  ground  covers  such  as 
Pachysandra,  Periwinkle,  or  English! 
Ivy,  presenting  a  pleasing  appearance 
the  year  round,  flowers  which  have: 
delicate  constitutions  and  consequentlv 
need  coddling  should  also  be  elimi- 
nated, and  we  should  strive  to  use 
the  robust  growing  varieties. 

A  town  garden  needs  a  large 
amount  of  water,  not  only  to  supph 
the  moisture  needed  by  the  plant,  but 
to  wash  the  leaf  surfaces  free  from,i 
the  coating  of  dirt  and  soot  which 
settles  out  of  the  atmosphere  and  clogs 
the  pores  of  the  plant.  If  this  is  not!1 
removed  the  plants  may  die  of  suffo-' 
cation.  The  chief  reason  for  the 
luxuriant  gardens  in  the  city  of  Lon- 
don is  the  frequent  fog  which  serves 
the  same  purpose  as  a  stream  of  water 
from  a  hose.  We  should  plan  to 
wash  down  the  plants  in  our  garden  at 
least  three  times  a  week.  Every  eve- 
ning would  not  be  too  often. 

When  we  garden  to  create  pictures; 
at  certain  set  periods  we  must  cull  our 
list  of  plant  material  very  carefully 
so  as  to  utilize  onlv  those  things  which 
fit  into  our  scheme.  Fortunately  we 
have  the  bulbs  and  early  blooming' 
shrubs  for  spring  flowers  and  a  num- 
ber of  late  blooming  flowers  and 
berried  shrubs  for  fall.  The  winter 
picture  relies  on  the  evergreens  we  use, 
the  various  garden  embellishments 
such  as  statuary  and  furniture,  and  can 
be  greatly  helped  by  the  use  of  ever- 
green branches  for  winter  protection 
of  the  flower  beds.  The  following 
lists  contain  most  of  the  things  which 
are  satisfactory  for  town  gardens,  and 
the  plan  above  shows  a  practical 
solution  of  a  city  planting  problem.

theater  which  is  designed  after  the 
manner  oi  those  in  ancient  Greece. 
The  semicircular  "auditorium",  de- 
scending in  curves  of  gradually  de- 
creasing size,  provides  a  setting  for  the 
audience  almost  as  graceful  and  ef- 
fective .is  the  stage,  with  its  wing 
walls  and  colonnade,  provides  for  the 
performers.  A  theater  of  this  type  is 
illustrated  here,  and  while  it  may  be 
\aried  in  size  and  in  sundry  details, 
it  must  cling  to  its  essential  character 
simply  out  of  necessity  for  the  use  to 
which  it  is  put.  It  is  perfectly  evident 
that  the  seats  must  rise  as  they  get 
farther  from  the  stage  in  order  to 
give  a  clear  view  to  the  entire  audi- 
ence, and  it  is  just  as  evident  that  the 
tiers  must  swing  round  in  a  semicir- 
cular form  in  order  to  accommodate 
the  greatest  number,  and  at  the  same 
time  keep  all  seats  in  a  row  as  nearly 
as  possible  equidistant  from  the  stage. 

M  CESSARY  RF.QUIREM1  N  I 

These  are  not  only  the  governing 
principles  of  the  purely  architectural 
outdoor  theater  modeled  on  the  Greek 
idea,  hut  are  the  requirements  of  all 
open-aii'  theaters  of  considerable  size. 
Even  the  naturalistic  theater  must 
follow  them,  though  it  depends  not 
at  all  upon  architecture,  but  merely 
upon  the  contour  of  the  ground  and 
the  forms  of  the  foliage.  For  this 
type  of  open-air  theater  a  site  must 
be  chosen  which  will  adapt  itself  read- 
ily to  the  purpose.  There  must  be  a 
concave  slope  towards  the  level  space 
which  is  to  be  the  stage.  If  the  slope 
is  very  slight,  the  stage  will  have 
to  lie  raised  in  order  to  provide  good 
vision  for  the  audience  in  the  rear. 
There  must  be  sufficient  growth  be- 
yond the  stage  to  give  not  only  a 
background  to  the  performance  but 
to  serve  as  "wings"  and  "flies"  for  the 
pi  a  vers. 

Artificial  means  may  have  to  be  re- 
sorted to  in  both  the  auditorium  and 
the  stage .  The  ground  of  the  former 
may  haw  to  be  shaped  ami  terraced. 
Retaining  walls  may  have  to  be  built 
to  support  each  tier,  if  it  is  going  to 
be  level  enough  to  carry  chairs  or 
benches.  Ill  many  situations,  however, 
where  the  slope  is  not  too  steep,  chairs 
or  benches  with  shortened  rear  legs 
will  prove  comfortable;  and  often 
the  spectators  will  be  content  to  sit 
directly  upon  the  grass,  wjth  perhaps 
the  softening  aid  of  cushions. 

To  form  a  more  suitable  stage  for 
naturalistic  theaters  of  this  type  it  is 
sometimes  necessary  to  add  to  the  i.\cn- 
sity  of  the  growth  in  one  place  and 
lessen  it  in  another.  The  Bohemian 
Grove  Theater  in  California  is  a  case 
in  point.  There  the  situation  was 
almost  ideal  at  the  outset.  A  hill  stud- 
ded with  gigantic  Redwoods  rises 
sharply  from  behind  the  stage,  as- 
cending into  fine  perspective  and  mak- 
ing a  background  as  effective  and 
dramatic  as  any  action  that  might  take 
place  on  the  stage  below.  Sufficient  un- 
dergrowth was  cleared  directly  back  of 
the  stage  and  up  the  hill  so  that  glimpses 
could  be  caught  of  a  path  winding  up 
the  slope.  This  path,  of  course,  is 
UM'd  to  splendid  advantage  in  the 
plays.    Bui    at    the    sides   of    the   stage

the  undergrowth  was  aided,  so  that  tl 
actors  might  be  hidden  from  tl; 
audience  until  the  moment  of  the' 
entrance. 

In  the  drawing  which  illustrate! 
the  naturalistic  type  of  outdoor  theate  j 
the  slope  for  the  audience  has  bee! 
formed  into  semicircular  tiers  surl 
ported  by  retaining  walls.  The  mcJ 
diverting  feature  of  this  examplf 
however,  is  the  water  which  separate 
the  stage  from  the  spectators.  This  is 
perfectly  possible  device  to  use  wher 
ever  a  stream  crosses  the  theater  sitei 
and  is  a  delightful  means  of  heighten 
ing  the  illusion  of  distance'  betweei 
the  players  and  their  audience. 

'I  he  third  type  of  outdoor  theater  i|i 
in  a  way  a  combination  of  the  twJ 
already  described.  It  is  an  adaptation 
of  the  garden  theater  which  was  ail 
important  part  of  almost  every  Tus-' 
can  estate  in  the  16th  Century.  It  iJ 
architectural  without  resorting  to  anjl 
of  the  materials  of  architecture;  all 
the  stape  accessories  being  composeq 
entirely  of  plants  shorn  into  the  for- 
mal shapes  of  wings  and  background. 
Each  set  of  wings  in  the  original 
theaters  consisted  of  closely  and 
squarely  clipped  hedges  of  Cypress. 
The  whole  thing  was  formalized  by 
means  of  topiary  work  as  far  as 
Nature  would  allow.  Such  a  stagei 
could  be  equipped  in  the  northern! 
part  of  this  country  with  wings  of 
Cedar,  Hemlock  or  Arborvitae;  in  the 
south  and  on  the  Coast  Cypress  similai 
to  that  used  in  the  originals  wouh: 
find  the  climate  suitable  for  its  pecu- 
liar tenderness. 


A   GARDEN   THEATER 

This  type  of  theater  requires  the 
closest  kind  of  attention.  If  the  pleach- 
ed Lindens  which  form  the  enclosure 
and  shade  the  audience,  or  the  hedges 
which  make  the  stage,  are  allowed  to 
grow  beyond  a  very  definite  and 
neressary  trimness,  the  essential  quality 
of  the  whole  affair  will  be  lost  in  a 
general  shag^iness  of  foliage.  The 
upkeep  is  therefore  an  item  to  be 
considered   at   the   outset. 

The  particular  type  of  theater  to 
be  chosen  by  any  community  will 
depend  of  course  upon  the  funds  avail- 
able for  such  an  enterprise,  upon  the 
taste  of  the  persons  interested  and  upon 
the  sites  at  their  disposal.  For  instance, 
where  such  a  site  as  that  of  the  Bo- 
hemian Grove  Theater  is  procurable 
and  where  the  nature  of  the  entertain- 
ments is  especially  suited  to  the  nat- 
uralistic setting,  no  other  type  could 
lie  si i  suitable  as  that  one  in  wdiich  are 
staged  every  year  the  Grove  Plays  of 
the  Bohemian  Club.  The  same  might 
be  said  of  the  famous  theater  at  Ober- 
ammergau  ami  of  the  open-air  theater 
at  Peterborough.  N.  II.,  where  the 
MacDowell  Festivals  are  held. 

The  type  which  has  been  derived 
from  the  Italian  garden  theaters  is 
more  suitable  for  intimate  produc- 
tions, for  its  charm  depends  upon  its 
smallness.  Also,  it  is  more  easily  kept 
in  hand  when  it  does  not  assume  any 
great  size.  Its  ideal  position,  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  is  on  a  large  private 
estate,  where  it  will  have  the  sort  of 
personal   attentions  it   requires,

DESIGNING    THE    ENTRANCE    DRIVE 

{Continued  front  page   122) 


wnli  broad  sweeping  curves,  it  any. 
Ii  [cads  m  the  door  and  then  to  the 
fe,  w  Inch  is  either  pari  of  the 
house  or  located  close  by.  Planting 
may  not  obscure  curves  or  entrance. 
Turning  space  must  be  provided  for  in 
most  cases,  and  heavy,  durable  con- 
struction must  be  used. 

The  first  consideration  in  laying  out 
the  drive  is  directness.  It  should  enter 
the  property  and  go  as  directly  as 
possible  to  its  destination.  Aimless 
wanderings  and  meanderings  to  and 
fro  are  an  abomination.  They  look 
foolish,  they  are  hard  to  drive  over, 
and  they  cause  rapid  deterioration  of 
the  road  metal  at  the  curves.  If  the 
distance  from  the  house  to  the  street 
is  one  hundred  feet  or  less  the  drive 
should,  barring1  difficulties  of  grade 
or  the  presence  of  invaluable  trees, 
be  straight.  When  the  distance  is 
greater  broad  curves  may  be  intro- 
duced, but  only  if  they  appear  reason- 
able, and  only  if  turn  space  is  pro- 
vided at  the  garage,  for  there  are  few- 
things  more  vexatious  than  trving  to 
back  a  car  along  a  curved  drive. 

Where  the  drive  enters  the  property 
it  should  always  be  widened  to  allow 
of  easy  turning  in  from  the  street. 
(See  sketch  "A").  If  the  predominat- 
ing direction  of  traffic  is  in  one  di- 
rection, towards  the  station  or  town, 
the  entrance  may  swing  more  gener- 
ously in  this  direction,  an  adjustment 
which  makes  for  greater  ease  in  turn- 
ing- and  which  by  its  line  suggests  use, 
an  aid  to  the  full  expression  of  the 
scheme  in  design. 

The  planting  of  this  entrance  unit 
should  receive  very  careful  considera- 
tion. Clear  vision  is  of  vital  impor- 
tance. No  planting,  however  beautiful, 
should  be  allowed  to  lower  safety. 
Low  shrubs,  a  hedge  or  wall,  and 
high  branched  trees  may  be  arranged 
to  give  the  entrance  dignity  and  im- 
portance without  intruding  beyond 
their  proper  function  of  embellish- 
ment. Gates,  gateposts  which  hide  the 
street,  an  I  other  obstructions  are  no 
longer   desirable. 

1  III.    HOUSE    APPROACH 

As  the  drive  leaves  the  entrance  and 
approaches  the  house  it  should  travel 
straight  or  by  broad,  easy  curves, 
well  banked  to  avoid  wear,  and  at  a 
smooth,  easy  grade.  Its  width,  depend- 
ing somewhat  on  the  srze  of  the 
property,  and  the  length  of»the  drive 
itself,  should  never  be  less  than  ten 
feet  and  preferably  twelve  or  four- 
teen. The  wilier  it  is,  the  less  wear,  for 
ruts  will  not  be  made  so  readily. 
Planting  along  the  drive  should  be  re- 
strained at  all  times  and  used  only 
where  clear  vision  will  not  be  im- 
paired. 

Whether  the  drive  shall  arrive  at 
the  front  entrance,  and  in  so  doing- 
cross  before  the  facade  of  the  house, 
or  whether  it  shall  pass  the  end  of  the 
building,  is  often  difficult  to  decide. 
In  general  it  may  be  said  that  the 
drive  should  not  pass  where  one  must 
cross  it  to  reach  the  garden  from  the 
house,  nor,  on  the  small  lot,  should  it 
cross  the  front  of  the  house.  If  it 
the  end  of  the  house,  a  short 
path  to  the  front  door  must  of  course 
be  provided,  which  slight  disadvantage 


is  usually  more  than  offset  by  remov- 
ing the  openness  and  glare  of  the 
roadway  from  the  vicinity  of  the  en- 
trance  door. 

As  the  drive  arrives  at  the  door,. 
or  ai  the  path  which  leads  from  it,  I 
we  face  another  problem.  Usually  a 
guest  car  desires  to  go  on  farther  than  " 
this,  but  if  it  is  parked  here  traf- 
fic to  and  from  the  street  is  blocked  j 
unless  some   provision    is   made   for  it. 


unless  some  provision  is  made  for  it. 
I  lie  best  solution  for  this  situation 
is  the  pass  court.  This  is  simply  a 
widening  of  the  drive  at  this  point 
to  permit  a  car  to  park  without  block- 
ing   traffic.    It    is    a    more    economical 


Planting    which    encloses    the    court 
somewhat,  and   its  surrounding  plant- 
ing, can  make  the  pass  court  an  inter- 
esting  as    well    as   a    useful    landscape  j 
feature.    Of   course,    when    the   garage  \ 
is    adjacent    to    the    front    door,    as    is  j 
nowadays  sometimes  the  case,  there  is 
no  room   for  a  court.  In  fact  nothing  ;] 
much  can  be  done  about  this  situation 
except  to  see  that  the  guest  cars  stay 
at  the  curb  and  do  not  enter  the  prop- 
erty at  all. 

As  the  drive  passes  on  to  the  garage 
we  should  still  travel  in  as  direct  a  I 
line  as  possible,  but  as  speed  will  in 
all  probability  be  less,  we  do  not  need  :. 
to  be  quite  so  restricted  in  our  plant- 
ing* Screening  groups  of  shrubs  and 
evergreens  which  will  hide,  or  at 
least  obscure,  the  garage  from  the 
house  and  street  may  be  used.  Trees, 
too,  are  important  here.  If,  as  is  some- 
times the  case,  minor  driveways  lead  j|l 
off  in  this  general  vicinity,  we  must 
observe  care  in  laving  them  out.  If 
traffic  from  both  directions  into  them 
is  about  equal,  they  would  best  start 
at  right  angles  to  the  main  drive,  and 
bend  away  to  their  destination  later, 
but  if  the  traffic  is  predominantly 
from  one  way  they  should  follow  its 
direction,  merely  leaving  room  for  a 
possible  turn  into  the  main  drive  in 
the  opposite  direction.  (See  sketches 
"C"  and  "D").  The  radius  of  this 
shorter  turn  should  not  be  less  than 
twenty  feet. 

At  the  garage  there  should  be  pro- 
vided ample  space  for  easy  turning. 
A  court  twenty  by  thirty  feet  can  be 
used  by  small  cars,  but  thirty  by  forty 
is  better  if  space  permits.  In  very  re- 
stricted places  a  "Y"  turn  is  the  best 
solution  permitting  backing  around 
in    the    best   possible    space.    (See   sketch 

"G")-  The  accompanyingsketches"E" 
and  "F"  give  the  minimum  satisfac- 
tory dimensions  for  such  garage 
courts.

an  entire  i  hange  in  the  design  of  road- 
ways, so  also  has  ii  inaugurated  new 
methods  of  construction.  Years  ago  a 
liglil  coating  of  cinders,  blue  stone  or 
gravel  was  enough.  Even  in  the  most 
difficult  case  waterbound  macadam  was 
sufficiently  durable.  None  of  these 
materials,  however,  suffice  for  the 
modern  drive.  Due  to  the  great  weight 
which  they  support,  and  the  wear  from 
tires,  heavier  construction  must  be  re- 
sorted   to. 

For  a  cheap  but  reasonably  durable 
road  cinders  art-  admirable.  If  rolled 
to  a  depth  of  at  least  a  foot  and  top 
dressed  with  sand  they  will  last  main 
years.  They  are  not  to  be  recom- 
mended, however,  where  grades  are 
steep  and  washing-out  may  occur.  A 
good  grade  of  hank  gravel,  it"  it  can 
be  obtained,  also  makes  a  good  road 
if  applied  at  least  eight  inches  thick. 
Either  of  these  may  be  top  dressed 
with  screenings  of  gray  or  brownish 
stone  which  lends  a  neat  and  pleasing 
finish.  Bright  blue  stone,  too  frequent- 
ly seen,  should  of  course  be  avoided 
on  account  of  its  glaring,  unhar- 
monious  color. 

Gravel  roads  treated  with  a  prep- 
aration of  broken  stone  and  then  tar 
top  dressed  with  screenings  are  more 
permanent,  though,  of  course,  more 
expensive.  Concrete  roads,  while  dur- 
able, are  ugly  unless  they  have  incor- 
porated into  their  surface  stone  chips 
which  give  an  interesting  texture  and 
color.  I  here  is  a  newly  devised  pro- 
cess for  doing  this  which  is  highly 
recommended. 

Roads  made  of  narrow,  parallel 
concrete  strips  are  practicable  only  for 
the  very  short,  straight  drive,  as  it  is 
almost  impossible  to  keep  a  car  on 
them   when   curved,  or  when   backing. 

Idle  matter  of  road  drainage  is  a 
most  important  one,  and  one  which  is 
often  slighted  or  overlooked.  In  heavy 
clay  soils  underdrainage  should  be 
provided  by  laying,  under  the  center 
of  the  roadway,  a  line  of  four-inch 
agricultural  tile.  Gutters  for  surface 
drainage,  together  with  the  necessary- 
catch  basins  should  be  provided.  These 
gutters  may  be  cobbles,  concrete,  or 
grass,  depending  on  grades  and  the 
amount  of  water  to  be  taken  care  of. 
Of  these  the  grass  gutter*  is  the  best 
looking,  though  somewhat  hard  to 
maintain.  With  the  concrete  gutter, 
low  curbing  may  be  used,  which  keeps 
the  road  material  in  place  and  pre- 
vents cars  running  off,  but  such  a  curb 
also  contributes  a   hardness  of   outline

Th 
depends  somewhat,  I  think,  on  th 
character  of  the  house  the  walk  ap 
proaches.  If  it  be  very  dignified  o 
monumental,  detailed  planting  alon 
the  walk  usually  looks  frivolou! 
Breadth  and  quietness  are  needed.  Bit 
if  the  house  be  informal  and  unpre 
tentious,  a  deal  of  quaintness  may  b 
found  in  a  narrow  bonier  of  old 
fashioned  sweet-scented  flowers  alon; 
the  path.  In  any  event  the  plantinj 
should  be  continuous  or  absent,  no 
spaced  at  regular  intervals  like  but 
tons  on  a  policeman's  blouse.  So  of tet 
we  see  this  sort  of  thing  done  witl 
Catalfa  bungei,  Hydrangeas,  Blu 
Spruce,  or  other  showy  things.  Sue! 
planting  breaks  the  unity  of  the  lavvi 
and   tends  to   obscure   a   building

chosen,  being  careful  to  select  varieties 
that  bloom  at  the  same  time,  and  the 
number  of  rhizomes  is  estimated,  send 
to  one  or  two  nurseries  and  get  a  price 
on  the  order  at  the  hundred  rate.

From  this  they  vary 
to  tree-like  bushes  such  as  P.  la/if olius, 
which  is  sometimes  20'  to  25'  tall. 
For  their  proper  growth  a  good, 
well-drained,  loamy  soil  is  necessary 
and  they  do  not  object  to  lime.  An 
added  virtue  is  that  a  number  of  them 
will  withstand  overhead  shade  better 
than  the  rank  ami  file  of  flowering 
shrubs.  The  stronger  growing  sorts 
may  be  used  as  a  screen  or  may  be 
planted  on  the  edge  of  woods  ami  in 
glades  where  they  will  produce  abun- 
dant blossoms.  Afso  they  may  be 
planted  as  specimens  where,  if  given 
room  to  develop,  they  are  shapely  in 
habit  ami  good  to  look  upon.

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flower  borders  and  kept  where  they  be- 
long in  si/e   by  judjeious  pruning. 

Philadelphuses  all  flower  from  the 
wood  made  tin-  previous  season,  so  any 
pruning  in  the  spring  of  the  year 
is  destructive  to  blossoms.  It  is  after 
they  have  bloomed — immediately 
afterward — that  pruning  should  be 
done.  In  the  larger  growing  sorts  this 
should  consist  of  cutting  out  old,  de- 
crepit wood,  especially  that  from  the 
center  of  the  bush  so  as  toadmitlight 
into  the  heart  of  the  plant  anil  keep 
it  rounded  in  habit.  For  general  gar- 
den purposes  the  Lemoinei  Hybrids 
are  plants  of  first  quality  and  these 
especially  demand  pruning  so  soon  as 
the  flowers  are  over.  They  are  low-' 
growing  bushes  with  twiggy  stems 
aplenty  anil  in  June  are  cataracts  of 
fragrant  blossoms.  Each  year  the 
plants  send  up  from  the  base  young 
shoots  in  great  quantity.  It  is  these  that 
should  be  nourished  for  blossoming 
the  next  season.  As  soon  as  the  wealth 
of  blossom  is  over  cut  away,  close 
to  the  ground,  stems  that  have  bloomed 
and  allow  the  young  ascending  shoots 
to  pet  air  and  food,  for  it  is  these  that 
next  year  will  give  a  crop  of  flowers. 

IN  TEMPERATE   REGIONS 

The  genus  is  found  in  the  temperate 
regions  of  North  America,  Europe 
and  Asia,  and  with  the  exception  of 
the  Mexican  P.Coulterii  all  the  species 
have  white  or  yellowish  white  blos- 
soms. What  we  may  call  the  original 
member  of  the  genus  (P.  coronarius) 
has  been  cultivated  from  very  early 
times.  Native  of  southeastern  Europe 
and  Asia  Minor,  its  strong  fragrance, 
probably,  made  it  a  favorite  with  the 
Greeks  anil  Romans.  Later,  when  the 
Lilac  was  brought  into  cultivation, 
the  two  plants  were  confused  under 
the  name  of  Syringa.  The  confusion 
exists  today  in  the  popular  mind. 

The  cld-fashioned  Syringa  or  Mock- 
orange  is  really  one  of  the  most  in- 
teresting of  garden  shrubs.  When  it 
was  first  cultivated  we  do  not  know. 
It  is  mentioned  in  some  of  the  earliest 
of  printed  books,  and  quite  early  in 
the  16th  Century  it  was  in  cultivation 
in  Belgium,  Germany  and*' England. 
That  grand  old  gardener,  Gerard, 
in  IS 9 7  knew  and  loved  it  well  al- 
though he  found  that  its  fragrance 
was  too  strong. 

If  this  Mockorange  co*uld  speak 
what  an  interesting  story  it  could  tell 
of  garden  making  among  European 
nations.  With  those  of  English  tongue 
it  has  been  a  familiar  plant  since  the 
art  of  gardening  had  its  genesis  among 
them.  It  was  one  of  the  first  plants 
brought  to  this  country  and  one  that 
has  been  carried  far  and  wide  by 
settlers.  It  is  to  be  found  here,  there 
and  everywhere  in  old  gardens  of 
New  England  and  especially  on  Cape 
Cod.  It  flowers  during  the  first  half 
of  June  and  has  cream-colored  blos- 
soms in  erect  cymose  clusters.  Doubt- 
less its  fragrance  had  much  to  do  with 
its  popularity  and,  although  surpassed 
in  beauty  by  a  number  of  other  Mock- 
oranges,  it  remains,  today,  the  most 
sweetly  scented  of  them  all.  Its  double- 
flowered  variety  duplex  was  known  in 
Germany  as  long  ago  as  1613  and  is 
one   of   the  first   double-flowered  gar- 


den shrubs  recorded  as  growing  i; 
northern  gardens.  In  our  enthusiasm 
for  the  wonderful  hybrids  created  b 
Lemoine  and  the  many  new  specie 
discovered  in  this  and  other  lands,  w 
should  not  forget  the  grand  old  / 
coronarius,  a  garden  companion  a. 
sociated  with  our  race  from  remot 
antiquity.  If  there  be  merit  in  lineag 
then  this  is  certainly  an  aristocra 
which  we  should  view  with  the  rev 
erent  respect  always  due  to  age,  men 
and  quality. 

The   remote   mountains  of   westeni 
China  have  added  a  number  of  differ 
ent   Philadelphuses   to   gardens  durin 
recent  times.

The  inflores-j 
cence  is  thrust  forward  and  the  flow) 
ers,      which      are      bell-shaped,      han 
downward.  They  have  the  sweet  fra 
grance    of    Vernal    Grass    (AntIioxan\ 
hum  odoratum  )  or  of  new-mown  hay 
A  species  with  larger,  more  spreadini 
flowers   emitting   a   similar   fragranc 
is  P.   sericant/ncs.   Another   is   P.   sub\ 
cauus  with  longer  racemes  and  slight 
ly    larger    flowers,     the    odor    whicl 
suggests   that   of   Lemon-scented  Ver 
bena.   A   late   blooming  sort   is  P.   in 
cauus,  a  rounded  shrub  with  blossoms' 
scented       like      the      Hyacinth.      Thej 
most    pleasing   of   the   newer   Chinese 
species     is     P.     purpiirasce/is,     which 
it     was     my     good     fortune     to     dis 
cover    on    the    mountains    of    western 
China  some  twenty  years  ago.  This  is 
a  shrub  from  6'  to   10'  tall  with  arch- 
ing   stems    and     ascending     racemose 
clusters   of  Deutzia-like   flowers.   The 
blossoms    are    cupped,     rather    small, 
possesseil    of    a    purplish    calyx    and 
lemon-colored    anthers    and    have    the 
delightful    fragrance    of    Sweet   Peas. 
Tile  contrast  between  the  snow-white 
petals  anil  the  colored  calyx  adds  dis- 
tinction to  this  plant.  It  is  possibly  the 
best  of  the  Asiatic  Mockoranges. 


AN    AMERICAN     SORT 

The  first  American  species  of  Phila- 
delphus  to  be  cultivated  in  Europe  was  J 
P.  inodorus,  a  tall,  much  branched 
shrub,  often  1 5'  high,  with  arching 
branches  and  large  pure  white  flowers 
without  any  odor.  It  was  cultivated 
by  Philip  Miller  in  the  Apothecaries) 
Gardens  at  Chelsea  in  17  3S.  Catesby, 
in  17  +  3  figured  it  in  Volume  II.  (t.  j 
84)  of  his  Natural  History  of  Caro- 
lina and  states  that  the  only  tree  of 
the  kind  he  saw  was  growing  on  the 
bank  of  the  Savannah  River  near  its 
cataracts.  Since  those  early  days  a  large 
number  of  new  species  have  been  dis- 
covered and   introduced   into   gardens. 

Many  of  the  American  species  are 
remarkable  for  their  vigorous  growth 
and  handsome,  cupped,  scentless  flow- 
ers with  waxy  petals  and  prominent 
deep  yellow  stamens.  Mention  has  been 
made  of  P.  inodorus ;  related  to  it  is 
P.  grandiflorus  with  large  flowers, 
solitary  or  in  clusters  of  three  at  the 
end  of  a  short  leafy  shoot,  each 
flower  about  1  Yi"  across.  Similar,

/'.  latifolius  is  one  of  the  finest  and 
noblest  o'l  the  whole  Mockorange 
family  and  lias  ovate  leaves,  each  l" 
to  5"  long  and  half  as  wide,  and  race- 
mose flowers,  each  1  ;  \"  to  2"  across. 
A  similar  species,  also  with  scentless 
flowers  is  P.  pubescens.  In  this  plant 
the  Mowers  are  somewhat  hidden  by 
the  foliage.  The  above  are  all  natives 
of  eastern  North  America,  but  the 
West  has  also  contributed  quite  a 
number  of  species.  Prominent  among 
these  is  F.  Gordonianus,  a  large, 
round-topped  shrub,  sometimes  1  5 
tall,  with  flowers  from  \l/i'  to 
l"  broad,  7  to  1  1  collected  into  dense 
racemes.  It  is  a  very  profuse  bloomer 
with  spreading  lateral  branches  form- 
ing a  shapely  handsome  bush.  Another, 
found  from  British  Columbia  to  Cali- 
fornia anil  one  of  the  most  elegant  and 
floriferous  of  the  tall-growing  species, 
is  P.  Lewissii.  This  also  has  scentless 
flowers,  each  1^"  across,  borne  in 
racemes  of  5   to  9  each. 

FROM    NEW    MEXICO 

A  dainty  princess  of  the  Mock- 
orange  family  is  /'.  argyrocalyx,  na- 
tive of  New  Mexico,  which  was 
introduced  into  the  Arnold  Arboretum 
by  Alfred  Rehder  in  1916.  In  habit 
this  is  a  loose,  straggling  shrub  about 
4'  tall,  with  slender  stems,  reddish 
purple  when  young,  and  rather  thick, 
ovate,  lance-shaped  entire  leaves,  lus- 
trous above  ami  gray  below,  and  soli- 
tary saucer-shaped  flowers,  each  \" 
across.  The  petals  are  overlapping, 
pure  white  enclosing  a  mass  of  yellow- 
ish gray  stamens  and  supported  by  a 
purplish  calyx  densely  clothed  with 
soft  gray  hairs.  The  flowers  have  the 
delicious  odor  of  ripe  pineapples  and 
are  borne  singly  at  the  end  of  short 
shoots  along  the  whole  length  of  the 
stems  which  are  transformed  into 
elegant  sprays  of  blossom.  Although 
native  of  New  Mexico  this  has  proved 
perfectly  hardy  in  the  Arnold  Arbore- 
tum and  is  decidedly  a  great  acquisi- 
tion. 

In  the  realm  of  shrubs  one  of  the 
greatest  gifts  to  northern  gardens  is 
/'.  microp/iyllus,  native  of  the  Rocky 
Mountains  from  southern  Colorado 
to  Arizona.  First  disco  vei^d  in  1N47, 
it  was  introduced  into  cultivation  by 
T.  S.  Brandegee  who  sent  seeds  to  the 
Arnold  Arboretum  in  1877.  It  is  one 
of  the  most  distinct  oi  the  Mock- 
oranges,  being  of  bushy,  twiggy  habit, 
scarcely  4'  in  height,  with  an  abun- 
dance of  slender  but  rigid  stems,  small, 
ovate,  pointed,  not  toothed,  bright 
green  leaves.  The  flowers  have  a 
pleasant  fruity  fragrance  suggestive 
of  ripe  Quinces.  They  are  pure  white, 
i  aeh  about  1  across,  produced  singly 
at  the  ends  of  lateral  branches  in  such 
numbers  as  to  transform  the  whole 
stem  into  a  plume  of  blossom.  Unfor- 
tunately it  is  not  very  hardy  in  the 
Arnold  Arboretum. 

A  good  garden  shrub  is  this  Rocky 
Mountain  Mockorange,  but  it  is  as 
part  parent  of  the  wonderful  race  of 
hybrids  raised  by  Lemoine  that  it 
claims  our  admiration.  The  first  of 
these  hybrids  resulted  from  crossing 
P.  fnicropfiyllus  and  P.  coronarius  in 
1NS4;  the  product  was  fittingly  named 


/'.   Lemoinei.    It   proved  to  be  one 
the  greatest  successes  ever  achieved 
the  hybridizer's  art,  the  forerunner 
a    new     and    distinct    type    of    garc! 
Philadelphia  and   the   first  of  a  be, 
tiful  race  of  summer-flowering  plai 
Bv  crossing  and  intercrossing  this  l!

The    flower 
are  sweetly  fragrant,  of  purest  whit 
and  produced   in    utmost  profusion  o| 
ascending  spreading  shoots.  Argentina 
Glacier,  Bouquet   Blanc  and  others  o 
the  same  race  are  all  first-class  garde 
shrubs.    Another    group    of    Lemoini 
Hybrids,  of   which   /-".  grandiflorus  : 
probably  a  part  parent,  has  been  name

lovely  things  as  Conquete,  Atlas,  Ma 
de   Glace,    Rosace,   Voie   Lactee,  Nue 
Blanche,  and   Perle   Blanche,  all   wit 
single    flowers;    Banniere    with    sem 
double  flowers  and  Norma  with  flow 
ers  either  single  or  double.

Mis] 
purple  spot  or  splash  is  more  or  lest 
prominent  at  the  base  of  each  petal 
Occasionally  it  is  wanting.  Of  thii 
hybrid  group  the  best  known  sorts 
are  Etoile  Rose,  Fantaisie,  Nuage  Rose. 
Oeil  de  Pourpre,  Romeo,  Sirene,  Sur- 
prise, Amalthea  and  Sybille.  Unfor- 
tunately they  inherit  the  tenderness  ol 
their  parent  P.  Coulter:  and  are  not 
perfectly  hardy  in  the  Arnold  Ar- 
boretum, but  from  Cape  Cod  south, 
where  influence  of  the  Gulf  Stream  is 
apparent,  these  should  be  quite  happy.

HOW  TO  BUILD  A  ROCK    GARDEI 

(Continued  from  page   1  17) 


Of  course  the  ideal  situation  does 
not  fall  to  the  lot  of  many  of  us. 
Indeed,  I  am  not  quite  sure  just  what 
the  ideal  situation  would  be;  it  de- 
pends, it  seems  to  me,  upon  what 
one  wants  to  do.  But  for  growing 
a  wide  variety  of  sun-loving  rock 
plants  and  alpines,  and  a  lesser  num- 
ber of  shade-lovers,  I  would  choose  a 
piece  of  sloping  ground  (not  steep) 
quite  out  in  the  open,  away  from 
buildings,  hedges,  fences,  all  formal 
adjuncts  and  artificial  construction, 
and  well  out  from  under  the  over- 
hanging branches  of  tall  trees,  where 
a  free  circulation  of  air  is  assured  and 
plenty   of   sunshine. 

You  can  build  in  northern  expos- 
ures and  shaded  hollows  for  those 
plants  that  crave  them,  but  you  can't 
contrive  sunshine,  and  this  is  the  desire 
of  the  heart  to  most  alpines. 

Many  experts  feel  that  the  fall  of 
the  rock  garden  should  run  from 
north  to  south,  thus  providing  plenty 
of  planting  sites  that  have  an  east- 
erly or  a  westerly  exposure.  A  fall 
from  south  to  north  is  mtfch  less  desir- 
able from  the  point  of  view  of  grow- 
ing alpines.  Even  a  slight  slope  to 
the  north  creates  a  cold  exposure,  and 
while  this  is  comfortable  to  a  num- 
ber of  plants  it  is  not  so  to  the  great 
majority. 

On  the  north  of  the  rock  garden  it 
is  well  to  mass  evergreens  and  early- 
flowering  deciduous  shrubs  and  small 
trees  as  a  protection  from  the  bitter  and 
destructive  winter  winds;  and  if  there 
are  a  few  tall  trees  away  towards  the 
east,  the  frozen  leaves  and  blossoms 
of  the  early  spring  will  be  saved  the 
kiss  of  the  morning  sun  which  is  so 
often    harmful   to   them. 

Care  should  be  observed  that  the 
setting  of  trees  and  shrubs,  so  often 
necessary  to  tie  the  rock  garden  into 
the  surrounding  landscape,  should  not 
be  of  a  character  to  shut  off  light  and 
air  from  the  plants.  They  should  not 
be  brought  in  too  closelv  to  the  con- 
struction and  should  be,  for  the  most 
part,  dwarf  in  stature.  Such  early- 
flowering     things     as     the     Japanese 


Witch-hazels,  Daphne  mezereu 
Cornus  mas,  Corylopsis,  Floweri 
Peaches  and  Cherries,  Cydonia  jap 
ica,  Spicebush,  Magnolia  stellata,  I 
delightful  used  sparingly  in  the  neig 
borhood  of  the  rock  garden,  wh< 
their  precipitate  blossoming  helps  ( 
the  modest  display  staged  by  Sno 
drops,  Christmas  Roses,  Winter  A< 
nites,  and  the  like. 

It  has  already  been  pointed  out  tl 
a  piece  of  sloping  ground  obvia 
much  trouble  and  makes  possible  eas 
a  delightful  type  of  rock  garden;  1 
failing  this,  almost  any  situation  rr 
be  contrived  into  a  lovely  bit  of  lar 
scape.  An  admirable  situation  oft 
overlooked  is  a  grassy  bank,  hithei 
in  most  instances  difficult  to  keep 
order,  and  usually  ragged  in  apper 
ance.  By  cleaning  it  thoroughly 
grassroots  and  digging  in  a  lit 
good  soil  and  sand,  then  "plantin; 
the  stones  so  that  each  lies  a  lit' 
farther  back  than  the  other,  and  lea 
ing  between  them  many  crevices  at 
niches  wherein  innumerable  little  tuf 
and  bulbs  and  small  shrubs  may  be  i 
serted,  a  most  gay  and  interesting  ga 
den  is  realized  with  the  smallest  labt 
where  before  was  a  dull  expanse  of  i! 
interest  whatever. 

If  the  site  chosen  lies  on  the  lev 
or  on  a  gentle  slope  the  first  thing 
do  is  to  mark  off  the  area  tobebroug 
under    treatment.    Whatever    its    si/ 
let    its    outline    be    broadly    irregula 
never  by  any  chance  evenly  scallop* 
or   "prettily   waved."    Stakes   may 
used   for  this  purpose   or   the  outli 
may  be  marked  by  digging  out  a  smc 
trench    with    a    spade.    And    after   t 
area    and    outline    are    determined, 
is  the  part  of  wisdom  to  study  it  we 
and  make  a  clear  picture  in  the  mil 
before  beginning  to  build.  Choose  yo 
site,   if   you   can,   where   the  constru 
tion  may  be  added  to,  for  one  of  t 
first    things    you     realize    after    yo 
rock  garden   is  "finished"  is  that  it 
far  too  small. 

If    the    situation    is    level    or   on 
slight   slope   the   earth   should  be  di

This  is  to  insure  drainage  and,  of 
course,  if  the  slope  is  fairly  steep, 
almosl  no  artificial  drainage  will  be 
required.  Into  the  excavation  should 
o'<)  broken  stones,  clinkers,  old  bricks, 
anything  that  will  insure  the  ready 
draining  away  of  superfluous  mois- 
ture which  is  a  menace  to  a  great  num- 
ber of  alpine  plants.  On  top  of  the 
drainage  material  should  be  placet!, 
grass  side  down,  a  layer  of  sods  to 
keep  the  soil  from  percolating  through 
the  loose  material.  On  top  of  this 
several  inches  of  coarse  loose  soil  may 
be  put  and  upon  this  the  construction 
is   laid   down. 

But  first  the  course  of  the  11 
paths  should  be  indicated  in  some  man- 
ner, usually  by  a  trail  of  stones.  These 
should  be  narrow  and  pleasantly  me- 
andering and  designed  to  reach  all 
parts  of  the  construction.  Flat  irregu- 
larly-shaped stepping  stones  seem  to 
me  to  make  the  most  desirable  and 
effective  paths  in  a  rock  garden,  but 
simple  earth  paths  are  quite  in  keeping. 
Bluestone,  gravel  or  turf  are  too 
artificial  to  fit  into  the  picture.  In  the 
interests  of  a  natural  appearance  it  is 
effective  to  build  out  a  rocky  shoulder 
or  place  a  large  stone  where  the  path 
makes  a  turn  so  as  to  create  the  illu- 
sion that  the  divergence  was  necessary. 
When  the  compilation  is  finished  step- 
ping stones  may  be  placed  here  and 
there  over  the  hills  in  logical  places 
SO    as    ti,     facilitate    getting    about. 

THE  STONES 

The  pui'pos,-  of  a  rock  garden,  it 
must  be  remembered,  is  not  the  stones. 
Their  mission  is  simply  to  provide  safe 
and  comfortable  homes  for  a  wide 
variety  of  plants.  The  aim  is  not  a 
garden  of  rocks,  but  a  garden  full  of 
happy  and  healthy  plants  flourishing 
in  a  rocky  situation.  But  we  should, 
nevertheless,  make  the  most  of  our 
•tones,  considering  them  carefully 
when  they  are  assembled  and  setting 
aside  the  best  pieces,  those  that  are  of 
fine  shape  and  well  weathered,  for  the 
most  prominent  positions.  The  beauty 
and  suitableness  of  the  stones  has  much 
to  do  with  the  beauty  and  natural  effect 
of  the  rock  garden.  Often,  of  course, 
we  must  use  just  what  comes  to  hand, 
or  is  the  most  easily  obtainable,  but 
even  among  these  there  will  be  a  choice 
and  it  pays  to  make  it  witli  care.  The 
poorer  pieces  may  be  buried  as  the  con- 
struction rises  and  the  tjgst  kept  for  the 
portions  that  are  above  ground. 

It  is  preferable,  where  it  is  possible, 
to  use  one  type  of  stone  throughout 
the  construction;  this  is  the  first  step 
towards  a  harmonious  whole.  Sand- 
stone or  limestone  are  the  best  types 
of  stone  to  use,  both  from  the  points 
of  view  of  the  comfort  of  the  plants 
and  of  the  appearance  of  the  rock 
garden.  Freshly  quarried  or  cut  stone 
is  too  new  and  raw  to  be  happy  in 
effect,  but,  on  the  other  hand,  the 
square  or  rectangular  blocks  that  such 
stone  comes  in  makes  building  very 
easy,  and  mantling  creepers,  and 
spreading  plants  generally,  assisted  by 
the  kindly  finger  of  time,  soon  blur 
the  raw  surfaces  and  the  result  is  not 
si)   bad.   The  poorest  stones  to   use  are 


rounded    field    stones.    With    tiles,-   jt 
impossible  to   make  a  stable  constrl 
tion;   frost  easily  dislodges  them, 
it    is  extremely   difficult   to   pack 
about  them  in  such  a  way  that  it  v, 
not  presently  come  sifting  out.  Stoi 
that  are  more  or  less  porous  and  ; 
sorbent  are  enjoyed  by  the  plants,  th 
roots  clinging  about  them  and  findi 
moisture  in  the  crevices.  Tufa  stone 
a  calcarious  formation  deeply  iriden 
and    fissured    in    which    certain    sm, 
plants  delight  to  grow.  It  is  too  ar 
ficial   in   appearance   to   make   use  j 
freely  but  pieces  of  it  may  be  incq 
porated  in  the  rock  work  in  an  incoi 
spicuous    manner.    Very    soft    stone 
unsatisfactory  for  the  reason  that  it 
apt    to    disintegrate,    undermining  t 
construction    and    often    bringing  01 
careful  work  to  ruins. 

Granite  is  rather  hard  and  unsympJ 
thetic,  but  if  you  must  use  what  is  J 
hand,  granite  or  any  other  kind  ci 
stone  can  be  made  to  serve. 

THE  CONSTRUCTION 


Before     beginning    to    build    Ikh 
all    the   material   on   the  spot.  All  th! 
stones    that    are    to    be    needed,    extr 
earth,    drainage    material,    sand,   leaf 
mold,    limestone    chips,    loam,    shoul 
all  be  at  hand.  This  greatly  facilitat 
building.  Remember  that  a   few  ver 
large  rocks  add  immensely  to  the  dig: 
nity  and  nobility  of  the  scene  and  tr 
to  secure  a  few.   These  should  not  b| 
placed    low   down    in   the   compilation 
as    is    so    often    done,    but    should    li< 
along    the    heights   as    they    would   ii 
nature.    Always    on    a    mountain    th 
irreat,    massive   out-croppings  of  roc';: 
occur  at  the  summit  while  the  sinallej) 
stones  and  broken  stuff  lie  at  the  base!! 
A  reversal  of  this  natural  arrangemenj 
creates  a  weak  and  unconvincing  effect) 
From    the    first   one   should   set  on 
to  create  beauty  quite  apart  from  tha 
plants.  "When  the  compilation  is  fin-j 
isned,"   wrote   Mr.    Farrer,   "it  ought 
to    look    established,    harmonious    and 
of  a  piece,   long  before  a   single  tuft, 
has   been    put    in    place."   This   is  thei 
ideal     to     work    towards.     Begin    by 
scrutinizing      the      staked      out      and 
drained  area  with  attention,  trying  to 
realize   all    its   possibilities.    Then   en- 
deavor to  form  a  mental  picture  of  a 
natural    scene    that    might    effectively 
be   materialized   within   its  boundaries 
— a  little  range  of  hills,  irregular  in 
outline,    but    never     fussy    or    spec- 
tacular,  or   if   the   rock   garden   is  to 
be    very    small,    a     single     mountain, 
broad    and    sloping    gently    from    the 
summit,    not    after    the    manner   of  a 
successful  pudding,  but  thrusting  out 
unevenly   and   massively  as   a   proper 
mountain    does,    and    inset    with    bays 
and   gorges. 

When  the  picture  is  clear  in  mind 
the  earth  from  the  excavation  may  be 
mixed  with  pieces  of  broken  stone, 
large  and  small,  and  heaped  in  along 
the  paths  to  form  the  foundation  of 
our  everlasting  hills  or  whatever  form 
the  construction  is  to  take,  the  paths 
taking  their  place  in  the  plan  as  val- 
leys winding  between  the  hills.  'I  hen 
begin  building  at  the  bottom,  piling 
up  the  earth  and  stone  to  resemble 
the  picture  conceived,  covering  some

ADVANCEMENTS   IN   OIL   HEATIN

the  machine  itself  well  lubricated. 
Every  machine  has  different  talking 
points.  One  dealer  speaks  of  the  ad- 
justable flame  which  changes  its  shape 
to  fit  a  round  or  rectangular  furnace 
chamber;  another  speaks  of  atomiza- 
tion  done  l>\  direct  pump  pressure; 
another,  of  atomization  by  a  mechan- 
ical process,  and  of  preheating  by  the 
hot  gasses  before  final  combustion; 
another  is  atomized  by  centrifugal 
force,  assisted  by  a  fanned  air 
current  and  is  vaporized  and  burned 
in  suspension.  In  a  fourth  type  the  at- 
omization is  done  through  use  of  a 
rotary  plate,  and  so  on  through 
baffling  variations. 

Ignition  is  achieved  in  various  ways: 
by  expanding  gas  pilot,  by  electric 
gas  and  by  electricity  alone.  Some  ma- 
i  hines  are  completely  automatic,  some 
can  be  automatic,  semi-automatic  or 
manual.  The  oil  feed  varies,  too; 
among  the  methods  which  obtain  are 
pump  and  gravity.  Thus  in  every  one 
of  the  first-rate  oil  burners  are  there 
not  only  differences  in  the  parts  men- 
tioned but  in  every  other  part. 

CHOOSING  THE  OIL  HEATER 


An  advance  has  been  made,  too,  in 
the  way  to  choose.  An  oil  burner  ten 
years  ago  was  bought  and  installed 
for  one  house  or  another  considering 
only  the  oil  burner.  But  now,  in  order 
to  choose,  you  must  consider  your 
home,  its  needs,  its  locality,  and  before 
buying  you  must  be  absolutely  sure 
that  you  are  buying  what  the  reliable 
dealer  guarantees  for  vour  use.  You 
must  find  out  whether  the  manufactur- 
er and  dealer  are  financially  sound  and 
whether  they  are  going  to  stay  in 
business  and  are  not  what  may  be 
called  "fly-by-nighters."  Then  inves- 
tigate to  discover  whether  the  oil 
heater  you  contemplate  has  been 
listed  by  the  Underwriters  Laboratory; 
some  department  like  the  Board  of 
Standard  Appeals  of  New  York,  or 
the  Pcblic  Safety  Department  of 
Massachusetts.  If  it  has  not  had  this 
sort  of  approval,  look  for  another 
oil  heater.  Get  a  guarantee  from  your 
dealer  for  a  certain  period  of  servic- 
ing and  reliability  of  operation,  and 
insist  that  the  manufacturer  or  dealer 
installs  the  equipment.  Find  out  if 
they  install  as  well  as  they  talk  up 
their  product.  If  they  do  not,  get  an- 
other heater  from  a  concern  which 
understands  and  sells  installation. 

Don't  buy  an  oil  heater,  if  you  are 
in  danger  of  not  being  conveniently 
serviced  with  oil.  Today,  however, 
the  advance  in  oil  service  has  been  so 
tremendous  that  there  is  little  or  no 
territory  not  served  comfortably.  Not 
only  must  the  oil  man  serve  oil  but 
he  must  have  the  proper  grade  for 
your  heater.  That  is  one  reason  why 
heaters  capable  of  using  the  various 
grades  for  residences  are  far  in  ad- 
vance of  the  more  restricted  types  of 
ten  years  ago.  There  has  been  an  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  grades  of  oil 
in  the  past  years.  Furnace  oil,  a  dis- 
tinctive domestic  oil,  as  well  as  other 
distillates  has  resulted. 

If  the  installer  does  not  make  a  care- 
ful examination  of  your  heating  plant, 
he  is  evidently  desirous  of  selling  a 
heater  rather  than   of  "-ivin<r  service. 


So  you  should  then  change  your  deal 
It  has  been  found,  too,  that  j 
tank  is  best  installed  outside  of 
house  and  buried.  Furthermore,  nel 
cover  it  with  cinders,  as  a  corrosj, 
is  formed  with  moisture  which  1  1 
leaks.  At  the  time  of  installat  0 
that  the  fill-pipe  is  on  the  roadway 
walk  or  gutter  so  that  the  trucks  n< 
not  spoil  your  lawn,  and  also  t! 
carting  receptacles  to  and  from  fi 
pipe  to  tank  wagon  does  not  desp 
the  lawn  as  well  as  increase  the  c 
of  oil  in  your  case.  The  indoor  ta 
is  too  small,  and  entails  serving  frc 
the  house  and  consequently  the  higl 
cost  of  oil,  which  has  to  be  boue 
in  smaller  quantities. 

Another  advance  in  oil  heath  I 
machinery  is  the  fact  that  salesmen  H 
longer  talk  initial  cost.  The  subject 
upkeep  is  exactly  where  it  was  befo™ 
The  truth  is  that  in  oil  heating,  cc 
is  more  often  saved  in  labor  than 
fuel.  To  explain:  In  many  install 
tions  the  cost  of  oil  exceeds  that  < 
coal.  In  some  vicinities  servicii 
makes  the  cost  of  oil  more  or  h 
than  coal.  Some  homes  are  so  bui 
that  the  heating  system  never  did  he 
the  house  properly  and  when  adequa 
oil  machinery  is  attached  to  poj 
equipment  and  comfort  is  finally  ol 
tained  (naturally  at  a  loss  of  boil! 
efficiency)  the  present  cost  of  ful 
mounts  higher  than  the  past  cost  J 
coal  bills.  But  if  you  could  get  tl 
even,  continued  heat  from  a  coal  il 
stallation  that  you  get  from  the  oil  il 
stallation  (of  best  type)  the  co» 
system  may  cost  more  than  the  0 
To  be  sure,  often  there  is  a  saving  ! 
fuel  cost  when  oil  is  used. 

IN    CONCLUSION 

There  is  now  no  reliable  Ford  cf 
oil  burners.  Therefore  buy  a  heatl 
not  for  price  but  for  promise  J 
values.  In  a  very  low  priced  heatl 
Vou  get^  metal,  uncertain  manufal 
turers,  insecure  engineering,  futuJ 
replacement  costs,  and  undue  servicin| 
In  the  higher  priced  heater  you  gl 
experience  crystalized  into  excellerj 
engineering,  future  stability  and  littl 
or    no    servicing. 

So  far  have  the  oil  heaters  gone  if 
the  confidence  of  man  and  governmer; 
that  insurance  is  not  interfered  wit'; 
in  the  least,  if  the  machines  have  beej 
listed  by  the  agencies  already  menj 
tioned.  If  there  are  no  local  ordin 
ances  in  your  town  to  follow,  by  al 
means  get  the  regulations  covering  oi 
burning  heaters  from  the  National 
Fire  Protective  Association,  Boston] 
Then  you  will  have  sufficient  criteria 
for  safe  purchases,  and  you  will  hav<| 
a  happy  issue  out  of  all  your  pas 
house  heating  troubles. 

As  a  final  thought,  don't  expec 
miracles.  The  oil  heater  is  a  wonder- 
ful invention  but  it  cannot  heat  1 
house  so  badly  constructed  that  i 
cannot  be  heated.  It  cannot  efficientl] 
heat  a  house  unless  it  is  installed 
correctly.  It  cannot  heat  a  house  if  tht 
radiation  hasn't  been  correctlv  com- 
puted, nor  can  it  be  installed  correcth 
unless  the  consumer  permits  the  maket 
or  dealer  to  know  all  the  facts  sur- 
rounding the  heating  and  constructior 
of  his  particular  house.

enti'rel)  to  strengthen  1 1 1  -  con- 
struction, ;il l<'\\  ijig  others  to  thrust 
out  of  the  c'arth  to  form  massive 
abrupt  shoulders,  ledges,  terraces, 
sheer  declivities,  in  the  clefts  of 
which  many  a  small  plant  will  de- 
lighl  to  grow.  Each  stone  should  ap- 
pear as  much  as  possible  as  if  it 
belonged  to  some  great  underlying 
ledge  of  rock.  "See  that  your  rock 
work  is  not  disjointed  in  effect,  but 
so  ordered  that  each  rock  looks  as  if 
il  belonged  to  the  next,  and  had  been 
its  bed-fellow  since  the  foundations 
of  the  hills  were  made."  To  this  end 
here  are  a  few  unalterable  laws  to 
be    followed : 

Do   not   cast  stones   haphazard   6\ 
a     mound     of     earth;     each     must     be 
firmly  set  with   method  and   intention. 

To  insure  permanent  stability  each 
stone  should  be  buried  at  least  a  third 
in   the  earth. 

Each  stone  should  lie  upon  its 
broadest  base  as  it  would  in  nature; 
never  should  it  be  stood  on  end.  The 
spike  rock  garden  had  cjuite  a  vogue 
at  one  time  but  it  is  a  vulgar  travesty 
upon  Nature  and  a  most  unlikely 
home   for   plants. 

Each  stone  should  slope  back  to- 
wards the  bank  behind  it  so  that 
moisture  may  be  directed  towards  the 
roots  of  the  plants  instead  of  away 
from   them. 

The  constr  ction  should  not  oxer- 
hang  at  any  point  as  thereby  plants 
w  hich  were  "■rowing'  at  the  base  would 


be   cut  off   from   the   rainfall. 

See  that  the  earth  is  thoroug 
rammed  about  every  stone.  This 
all-important  for  air  pockets 
death  traps  to  prowling  roots,  ant 
is  impossible  to  remedy  this  ser 
delect  when  once  the  construction 
been   finished. 

If  the  rock  used  is  stratified  it  v 
add  immensely  to  the  realistic  bea 
and  reposef ulness  of  the  garden  if 
lines  of  stratification  are  matched.

Indeed,  for  rockeries  and  for  planting 
amongst  boulders  all  the  Lemoine 
Hybrids  are  wonderfully  well  fitted. 

The  species  of  Philadelphia  hy- 
bridize freely  among  themselves  and 
several  of  the  finest  sorts  in  cultiva- 
tion have  originated  as  chance  hybrids. 
One  of  the  first  of  these  to  attract  at- 
tention was  P.  insiguis,  more  often 
called  Souvenir  de  Billiard,  in  mem- 
ory of  the  Frenchman  in  wdiose  garden, 
about  1870,  it  was  found.  It  is  a 
vigorous  bush  growing  some  10'  to 
12'  tall,  with  pure  white,  cupped  blos- 
soms, each  more  than  X"  across,  pro- 
duced during  the  first*  anil  second 
weeks  of  July  in  large  terminal  pan- 
icles of  IS  to  2(1  sweetly  perfumed 
Mowers.  Although  cultivated  for  more 
than  fifty  years,  it  is  not  so  much 
grown  in  gardens  as  its  merits  deserve. 
It  is  certainly  one  of  the  most  attrac- 
tive of  the  Mockoranges,  distinct  in 
its  many  flowered  inflorescence,  its 
lustrous  green  leaves  and  cupped 
flowers  with  overlapping  petals.  It 
is  the  latest  of  the  Philadelphuses  to 
blossom,  winding  up  a  season  which 
began  in  late  May  with  the  American 
P.  hirsutus  and  the  Oriental  P.  Schren- 
kii  Jackii. 

The  end  of  June  sees  another  hand- 
some hybrid  of  unknown  origin  in 
full  bloom.  This  is  P.  nwnUrosus,  one 


of  the  most  vigorous  growing  of 

the   Mockoranges,  forming  a   bush    \ 
tree-like    habit    some     15'    to    20'   ta 
•with       ascending-spreading      brand 
richly  dowered   with   long  clusters  <j 
flowers,  each  blossom    1^4"  across.

An  attractive  Mockorange  also  <| 
unknown  origin  is  P.  Falconeri,whi(i 
is  remarkable  for  its  narrow  ascenj 
ing-sp reading,  somewhat  fluted  petal 
This  is  a  tall  growing  sort  with  slenil 
branches  and  cymose  clusters  of  sweej 
ly  fragrant  flowers.  The  character  (' 
its    petals     makes     it    distinct. 

There  are  many  other  hybrids  c 
doubtful  origin,  including  the  ham 
some  P.  Zey/ieri,  P.  magnificus  and  i 
floribundus,  but  this  list  may  clo 
w  ith  P.  splendens,  perhaps  the  ham 
somest  of  the  tall-growing  hybril 
group.  Originated  as  a  chance  hybri 
in  the  Arnold  Arboretum,  it  is  po 
sibly  a  cross  of  P.  grandiflorus  and  h 
Gordonianus.  But,  whatever  its  pareni 
age,  it  is  a  magnificent  garden  plar 
with  stout,  ascending-spreading  stem 
dark  green  leaves  and  bold,  era 
clusters  of  snow-white  flowers,  eac 
1  3/2"  to  2"  in  diameter,  in  the  cente 
of  which  nestle  masses  of  prominer 
yellow  stamens.  This  Mockorange  ha 
a  slight  but  pleasant  odor.  It  bloom 
about  mid-season  when  its  wealth  o 
blossoms  almost  hides  the  foliage.

ror  this  reason,  it  is  easy  to  com- 
prehend that  the  Jaw  is  intended  not 
cuily  to  compensate  the  owner  for  the 
wrongful  injury  to  his  trees  and 
shrubbery,  but  an  increased  penalty 
is  provided  to  make  more  hazardous 
the  malicious  injury  or  destruction. 

Where  the  injury  is  not  maliciously, 
wantonly  or  recklessly  done,  the  vari- 
ous methods  of  the  Courts  in  arriving 
at  the  reasonable  amount  of  damages 
are  interesting  to  observe. 

Recently  in  a  ease  where  this  point 
of  the  law  was  involved  and  the 
amount  justifiable  in  being  recovered 
by  the  owner  for  destroyed  shrubbery 
was  being  discussed,  the  Court  in 
effect  saiil  that  the  damages  may  not 
always  be  determined  by  the  same 
methods,  but  the  cost  of  the  labor  to- 
gether with  the  source  of  the  de- 
stroyed things,  their  value  as  an  at- 
traction or  ornament,  and  all  other 
relevant   things  must   be  considered. 

In  another  case  where  litigation  in- 
volved the  destruction  of  several  trees 
situated  close  to  a  dwelling,  it  was 
held  that  the  value  of  the  trees 
should  be  determined  in  consideration 
of  the  actual  value  of  the  trees 
as  lumber,  their  worth  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  shade,  and  as  a 
wind  break,  as  well  as  their  en- 
hancement of  the  ornamental  ap- 
pearance of  the  property. 

But  where  trees  are  cut  by  honest 
mistake  the  owner  of  the  property  is 
only  permitted  to  sue  and  recover  the 
actual  value  of  the  trees  at  the  time 
and  place  they  are  cut. 

Occasionally,  the  injury  inflicting 
individual  attempts  to  avoid  liability 
on  the  ground  that  the  damage  was 
caused  from  accidental  occurrences. 
For  instance,  where  the  litigation  in- 
volved a  tract  of  land  which  con- 
tained several  hundred  trees  which 
were  set  afire  by  the  sparks  from  a 
locomotive,  the  railn  ad  company  con- 
tended that  it  should  not  be  held  liable 
for  the  resultant  damages,  because  the 
fire  actually  started  upon  its  own

IX  the  quiet  of  a  New  England 
afternoon,  at  a  very  inconvenient 
distance  from  a  not  too  fastidiously 
stocked  village,  I  have  often  deplored 
the  rapidly  disappearing  peddler  from 
the  road.  We  are  too  prone  to  senti- 
mentalize over  his  picturesqueness,  too 
apt  to  forget  what  must  have  been 
Ins  blessed  convenience  and  absolute 
necessity.  He  was  as  seasonal  as  the 
months;  his  cries  were  as  familiar  as 
the  bird  calls  of  the  meadow;  his 
gossip  fertilized  the  isolated  mind. 

Those  were  the  days  when  garru- 
lity and  sales  went  hand  in  hand.  Sales- 
manship meant  eloquence  as  bountiful 
as  the  circuit  rider's  oratory.  There 
was  no  department  store  impersonal- 
ness  about  such  trading:  one  waited 
for  the  baker,  the  butcher  and  the 
candlestick  maker,  as  though  the  ap- 
proaching visit  was  fraught  with  im- 
minence. His  approach — whatever  the 
article  he  offered — gave  quality  to  his 
pack  or  his  gaily  decked  wagon.  Cheap 
pins  have  never  been  so  elegant  as  in 
the  vears  they  came  wrapped  in  the 
stretch  of  eagle  wings  unfolded. 
Never  were  clocks  so  "native"  as  then, 
when  they  were  bought  with  the 
subtle  assurance  that  they  were  "war- 
ranted if  used  well."

Here  was  humanity  against  a  coun- 
try landscape,  peddling,  everything 
from  God's  Word  and  Justice  to  the 
wares  of  the  wagon  doctor,  who 
either  greased  the  fifth  wheel  of  your 
buggy,  or  else  sold  you  a  Conestoga 
in,  if  you  were  headed  anywhere 
west  of  Albany. 

The  historian  has  heretofore  made 
but  slight  and  insufficient  mention  of 
early  traders;  the  fiction  writer 
has  painted  them  dimly  and  unauthor- 
itatively;  the  dramatist  has  made 
them  crudely  live  up  to  their  reputa- 
tion for  cuteness  and  slyness.  But  in 
Hawkers  and  Walkers  we  get  the 
furrowed,  realistic  likeness  of  the 
peddler  in  all  his  varied  occupations, 
ami  he's  a  fascinating  fellow.

The  Art  and  Craft  ok  Garden 
Making.  By  Thomas  H.  Mawson 
ami  E.  Prentice  Mawson.  New  York: 
Charles  Scribner's  Suns. 

OF  few  hooks  can  it  be  said  that 
fhey  are  epoch-making;  but  the 
reading  and  the  re-reading  of  this 
one  strengthens  the  conviction  that  it 
is  not  only  the  fruitage  of  the  art  up 
to  the  present  time  but  a  pregnant 
blossoming  also  for  the  future.  Enor- 
mous in  bulk,  it  is  at  the  same  time 
elegantly  classical  and  thoroughly 
practical.  The  thinking  is  true  and 
clear  and  the  definitions  accurate. 
There  is  perfectly  sound  treatment  of 
the  fundamentals  of  landscape  art  with 
emphasis  that  is  strangely  rare  in  such 
a  work  upon  proper  perspective,  axes,, 
framing,  glades,  vistas  and  the  correla- 
tion of  natural  parts  and  of  the  man- 
made  with  Nature.  Compactness  and 
economy  are  faithfully  observed; 
economy  that  by  American  designers, 
who  have  to  consider  greater  expense 
of  materials,  labor  and  area,  must 
be  reduced  to  still  narrower  terms. 
There  is  inculcation  of  sound  phi- 
losophy in  urging  upon  the  intending 
landscape  practitioner  a  longer  period 
of  academic  study  in  order  that  he  may 
acquire  a  sense  of  esthetic  connection 
and  learn  properly  to  work  with 
domestic  architects,  for  he  must  have 
sympathetic  interest  in  not  only  every 
branch  of  architecture  but  in  arbori- 
culture also,  in  forestry,  engineering 
nnd  many  other  most  divergent  sciences 
which  all  go  toward  the  making  of 
a  garden,  a  park  or  a  city,  or  to  the 
embellishment  of  their  several  parts. 
Definiteness  of  purpose  in  allotting  the 
several  parts  of  a  plan  is  stressed  with 
as  much  force  as  ever  has  been  used 
by  the  lamented  Charles  Elliot,  Jr., 
in  his  dictum  of  "what  is  fair  must 
first  be  fit."  A  driveway,  for  example, 
is  pointed  out  as  primarily  a  means  of 
approach  and  access,  with  the  question 
of  human  safety  shown  paramount  in 
importance. 

The  b-jok  is  rich  in  suggestion  for 
the  design  t  of  gardens,  and  rules  are 
clearly  stated.  One  sees  readily  that  the 
predominating  note  possessed  by  the 
area  to  be  developed  should  supply  the 
keynote  for  the  garden  plan.  With  this 
keynote  every  detail  must  harmonize. 
Continuity  of  line  and  flowing  curves 
are  mightily  attractive,  and  inter- 
ference in  the  way  of  encrusting  orna- 
mentation should  be  avoided.  How- 
ever, such  artificial  adornnients  as 
statues  may  be  used,  provided  they 
are  carefully  chosen.  In  aquatic  fea- 
tures the  local  geography,  and  in 
rockeries  the  native  geology,  should 
not  be  outraged.  Glass  houses  may  be 
suitably  adapted  to  their  surroundings 
— this  last  subject  being  dealt  with  in 
the  same  discriminating  and  generally 
satisfactory  manner  as  are  all  the 
others   in    this   truly    wonderful   book. 

But  it  is  the  planter  who  after  all 
is  held  up  as  having  the  better  part. 
For  greater  success  he  needs  a  sense 
of  keen  observation  developed  by  the 
continuous  study  of  beauty  in  nature 
and  in  art,  to  which  he  must  add  an 
all-round  scientific  acquaintance  and 
practical  experience  with  plants.  He 
must  remember  that  "in  the  garden  the 
eye  demands  a  kind  of  beauty  which, 
while  it  looks  spontaneous  is  really 
civilized,    delicately   finished    and   pol- 


ished. The  art  of  landscape  archil 
ture   is  to  create   refined   results   » 1 
look  as  though,  with  verv  little  ai 
tance,    nature    might    have    uroducj 
them  in  some  lavish  yet  gentle  inooij 
The  lists  of  plants,  which  are  not  mi 
lists,  likewise  exhibit  niceness  in  selJ 
tion,  and,  though  the  American  plant,1 
would    necessarily    make    some    om 
sions  and  fill  some  small  gaps,  they  a!

Balancing  the  Farm   Output.  Bj 
W.   J.   Spillman.   New   York:   Oram 
Judd  Publishing  Company. 

THE  importance  of  the  probleil 
that  this  little  volume  undertake 
to  solve,  relating  to  one  of  the  mos 
vital  of  all  economic  subjects,  is  evi 
dent  from  the  fact  that  in  the  fiv 
year  period  marked  off  by  the  censu 
years  of  19  19  to  1924  inclusive  in  tli 
United  States,  the  area  of  land  ii 
farms  decreased  3  1  million  acres,  anc| 
the  harvested  crop  area  decreased  19 
million  acres.  The  book's  appearance 
is  timely,  coming  as  it  does  immediately 
after  President  Coolidge's  veto  of  thtJ 
McNary-Haugen  bill  and  while  there 
are  being  framed  new  measures  to  be 
considered  by  the  next  session  of  Con- 
gress in  the  attempts  to  give  practical 
aid  to  agriculture  and  stock-raising. 
It  is  well  to  have,  in  concise  form 
and  presented  in  scholarly  fashion,  a 
general  survey  of  the  situation  by  an! 
expert  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economics.  All  arguments  for  anil 
against  governmental  control  are 
duly  weighed,  and  then  is  proposed 
the  Limited  Debenture  Plan.  Concern- 
ing this  it  is  advocated  that  no  finan- 
cial expenditure  would  he  required  of 
the  government  other  than  a  few 
million  dollars  with  which  to  finance 
the  organization  for  a  few  months. 
This  would  all  be  returned  to  the 
United  States  Treasury  before  the  end 
of  the  first  year  in  which  the  plan  was 
in  operation.  The  plan  can  not  be  set 
forth  here  even  in  brief  outline;  it 
seems  to  be  quite  worthy  of  trial  anil 
it  might  greatly  help  along  with  any 
other  method  by  which  Congress  may 
attempt  to  give  relief  in  real  and 
tangible   form.

IN'  spite  of  the  poor  English  in  which 
it  is  written,   English  so   defective 
that  some  sentences  are  hard  to  under- 
stand, and  in  spite  of  the  frontispiece 
which     shows     where     the     Gladiolus 
ought    not    to    be    planted    and,    in    a 
number   of   points,    how   it   ought   not 
to   be   planted,    this   little   volume   is  a 
contribution  of  value.  Concerning  the 
history  of  the  various  species  it  tells  as 
much  as  needs  to  be  known  by  even  the 
most  studious  hybridizer  or  originator 
of    new    varieties.    The    treatment    of 
pests  and  diseases  that  sometimes  afflict 
this  easily  managed  plant  is  thorough, 
and  constitutes  the   book's  most  valu- 
able    contribution.     Practical     advice 
about  handling  stock  and  disposing  of 
blooms  is  sufficient  to  enable  the  com- 
mercial   grower    to    adapt    himself    to 
his   conditions.    More   attention    might 
well   have  been   devoted  ^exhibiting 
blooms  at  shows  and  to  learning  to  ap- 
preciate improvements  in  varieties.

PERENNIALS    UNDER   TALL   TREE! 


THE  shady  spots  of  a  garden  arc 
a  necessity  when  an  intense  sum- 
mer sun  broods  over  all  nature.  The 
refreshing  half-light,  the  murmur  of 
the  rustling  leaves  which  make  a 
canopy  above  us,  the  play  of  light 
and  shadow,  all  combine  to  make  the 
garden  a  restful   and   peaceful  abode. 

But  the  shade  should  not  be  too 
severe  or  the  garden  will  suffer.  Where 
the  ground  is  too  dark,  a  garden  can 
never  be  successfully  placed,  for  then 
the  life-giving  light  is  not  received  in 
sufficient  quantity  to  permit  healthy 
and  vigorous  growth.  If  this  quality- 
is  lacking,  the  plant  is  sure  to  pine 
away   and    die. 

The  majority  of  flowering  plants 
need  (in  fact,  they  demand)  a  large 
amount  of  light;  shade  in  any  quan- 
tity is  a  handicap.  It  seems  as  if  the 
plant  can  produce  its  charming  floral 
offering  only  when  it  is  bathed  in  full 
sunlight,  but  then,  too,  the  growth 
itself  demands  full  light  for  the  com- 
plete development  of  its  structure-  if 
stunting  is  to  be  prevented.   It  is  for 


this  reason  difficult  t.>  determine  t 
proportion  of  light  and  shade  which 
plant  may  endure,  and  to  remove  th 
excess  shade  when  necessary.  Shouli 
the  lightening  of  the  shade  be 
gotten,  then  the  garden  will  return  t 
its  primitive  wild  condition.  Th 
ground  slowly  becomes  covered  wit 
young  seedlings  of  various  types  o 
trees,  more  especially  of  those  existing 
forms  which  have  been  spaced  quit 
far  apart.  Numerous  shrubs  will  als< 
be  found  among  the  seedlings;  in  fact 
the  entire  appearance  of  the  gardei 
will  have  become  so  changed  that  i 
resembles  a  wild  woodland,  uncarei 
for  and  unkempt. 

When  trees  are  tall  and  shrubben 
is  high,  perennials  cannot  be  car 
because  they  would  die  through  lacl 
of  light.  Should  the  shrubbery  b 
light,  on  the  other  hand,  and  only  i 
few  trees  present,  then  light  and  air  car 
penetrate  the  leaf  masses  to  the  "rounc 
beneath,  where  perennials,  flowers  a 
'.".ell  as  shrubs,  can  be  planted  anc

these  almost  always  prefer  tin-  half 
light  ol  the  forest  regions.  The  tuber- 
ous Begonia  also  dors  well  in  a  quite 
heavj  shade  and  will  flower  readily  in 
such  positions.  Forms  of  Begonia  rex 
can  be  planted,  as  well  as  shrubbery 
Begonias  placed  in  clusters.  Beneath 
these,  forms  of  Lycopodium  and  Sela- 
ginella  are  very  effective.  Since  such 
places  receive  the  first  night  frosts 
quite  late  in  the  season,  these  plants 
can  be  left  tar  into  the  fall  without 
injury.  Such  shady  places  are  also  for 
Buxits,  Mahonia  and  Ilex.  A  little 
more  light  is  required  by  Astilbe, 
Aqtiilegia,  forms  of  Actaea,  Anemone 
hi  pound,  Helleborus,  etc.  As  a  carpet 
for  these  taller  forms  the  lower  types 
of  such  plants  as  Primula,  Pulmo- 
naria,  Corydalis,  Anemone,  Lysimactfa 
tiumularia,  Heuchera  and  the  like  are 
well  adapted. 

The  delicate  lawn-forming  Ferns, 
the  crawling  Myrtle  (Vinca),  Ivy, 
etc.  are  also  pretty  when  correctly 
proportioned  among  the  other  forms. 
The  shade  should  not  be  too  heavy  for 


Primula   or  Campanula.   The  sarin 
true  of  Sweet  Woodruff  and  Lily, 
the-valley.    Snowdrop,    Narcissus 
Anemone   will   develop   in   almost 
location     provided     that     the    soil 
adapted  for  these  plants.  Their  fl 
ers  will  be  opened  at  such  times  wl 
the   forest   trees   have   not,   as  yet, 
curled    their    leaves.

Some  form  is  alvv 
flowering  in  these  hidden  corne 
even  as  early  as  January  when  1 
snow  is  still  covering  the  grout 
Then  the  white  Helleborus  opens 
face  towards  the  sky  which  is  still  ct 
and  threatening,  but  the  flower  gi 
us  the  first  indication  that,  althou 
spring  may  be  far  away,  it  is 
proaching  fast.

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conscientious  guide,  to  distract  him 
w  ith  dates  and  dull  descriptions.  It  is 
a  triumph  of  pictures  over  prose.  And 
in  that  respect  it  is  a  model  for  many 
another  book  on  house  and  garden 
subjects.  For  when  it  comes  to  flowers 
anil  facades  there  is  much  more  to  be 
learned  from  looking  than  from  lis- 
tening. 

The  houses  in  this  book  are  the 
English  cousins  of  our  own  Colonial. 
Some  of  them,  like  some  of  ours,  have 
an  aristocratic  air,  as  though  their 
designs  had  been  drawn  by  an  archi- 
tect of  real  distinction.  Others,  like- 
most  of  ours,  have  the  flavor  of  that 
period's  fine  colloquialism.  That  is  to 
say,  while  all  of  them  contain  the 
characteristic  qualities  which  came  in 
with  the  English  Renaissance  under 
Wren — Classic  anil  Palladian  details 
set  in  simple,  foursquare,  symmetrical 
facades — they  fall  into  faintly  sepa- 
rated groups:  those  which  felt  the 
guiding  hand  of  a  traiiifd  designer, 
and  those  which  arrived  under  the  aus- 
pices of  skilfull  carpenters  and 
masons. 

The  latter  could  not 'fail  to  show- 
some  of  the  sophistication  of  the 
former  because  the  workmen  who 
built  them  were  devotees  of  certain 
planbooks  inspired  by  the  same  sources 
from  which  the  architects  received 
their  instructions.  These  publications 
stood  in  the  place  of  the  artist.  They 
were  identical  with  those  which  found 
their     way     across    to     the    Colonies, 


which  accounts  in  many  ways  for  t 
similarity   of    houses    in    England  ai 
America  at  the  time.  As  Mr.  Yerbu 
points    out    in    his    splendid    two-pa 
introduction   (the  only  writing  in  t 
book),    the    English    workman    co]f 
suited  such  practical  volumes  as  Bat 
Langley's      The     City     and     Count:. 
Builder's  and  Workman's  Treasury 
Designs;  Wm.  Pain's  Builder's  Goldt 
Rule  or  Youth's  Sure  Guide  and  Pra 
tical    House-Builder    or     Youth's    I 
structor-,   Abraham   Swan's  Collect)' 
of  Design^   Wm.    Halfpenny's  Ma 
uuni  in   Purvo   or  Marrow  of  Arch 
tecture,    and    Isaac    Ware's    CompU 
Body  of  Architecture.  These  were  a- 
familiar    titles    to    the    Colonial    cal 
penter,  and  as   we  examine  the  plat' 
in   Mr.   Yerbury's  book  we  can  easilP 
remark   the   kinship   fostered  by  thos 
Treasuries  and  Instructors. 

Somehow    this    does   not    reveal   th] 
principal   pleasure  of  the  book.   It 
interesting   to   compare    the    houses  il 
this    collection    with    those    which    wj 
can  see  almost  anywhere  in  the  north 
eastern  part  of  the  United  States,  an 
which   were  born  of  the  same  blood 
but  all  that  is  an  afterthought  to  th 
joy  the  reader  may  receive  from  tun; 
ing  page  after   page  of   these   lovel 
examples  from  that  superb  period.  Tl 
look    at    them    leisurely,    as    the    boof 
allows,    is    to    feel    the    charm    of    i 
domestic  architecture  which  will  neve 
be    surpassed.

TTis  a  fact  too  seldom  realized  that  every  time  an  Apple,  Pear 
A  or  other  tree  fruit  is  picked  by  breaking  off  the  short,  wrinkled 
"spur"  to  which  its  stem  is  directly  attached,  the  productiveness  of 
that  particular  part  of  the  limb  is  ruined  for  next  season.  Such 
breakage  is  a  direct  blow  at  the  following  season's  crop,  for  these 
spurs  are  the   fruitful  parts  of  the  tree. 

Picking,  therefore,  should  be  clean  and  carefully  done.  The 
correct  way  is  to  do  it  by  hand,  removing  each  fruit  individually 
at  the  point  where  its  stem  joins  the  spur.  This  will  not  be  difficult 
if  the  fruit  is  as  ripe  as  it  should  be  for  home  consumption.

Afoot  and  by  ramshackle  flivver 
he  invades  the  byways  in  such  numbers  that  we  native  Americans 
who  enjoy  pea<  [uiet  and  an  occasional  -lass  of  Wild  Grape 

jelly  are  tempteu  to  try  growing  a  supply  of  the  raw  materials 
within  the  protection  of  our  own   fences. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  Wild  Grape  ,\  an  excellently  decorative 
as  well  as  useful  vine  under  cultivation.  There  are  enough  va- 
rieties of  it  to  meet  all  average  conditions  of  soil  and  situation,  and 
they  are  as  easy  to  -row  as  the  cultivated  types.  Young  plants,  or 
sections  of  old  ones  which  have  taken  fresh  root-hold  by  a  system 
of  natural  layering,  are  not  difficult  to  find  in  the  fall  and  can  he 
transplanted  with  success  and  satisfaction.  Should  none  of  these 
be  available,  cuttings  can  be  taken  from  a  large  vine,  heeled  in 
for  the  winter  in  order  to  callus,  and  set  out  when  sprint  comes. 

GARDEN  SANITATION 

TT  is  often  a  temptation,  at  this  time  of  year  when  many  of  the 
X  flowers  have  lost  their  good  looks,  to  let  the  garden  drift  along 
without  the  care  that  it  should  have.  The  visible  incentive  being 
gone,  attention  also  is  prone  to  waver. 

Such  an  attitude  is  harmful,  for  garden  sanitation  is  just  as  im- 
portant now  as  at  other  times  of  the  year.  Insect  and  disease  pests 
are  approaching  their  wintering-over  fctage,  anil  if  their  strong- 
holds in  withered  stem  and  dying  foliage  are  not  destroyed  their 
reappearance  next  season  will  he  practically  assured.  It  is  such  a 
simple  matter  to  keep  the  plantings  shipshape  for  a  few  more  weeks 
that  there  is  no  excuse  for  failing  to  do  so,  especially  when  the 
penalty  for  negligence  is  so  severe. 

There  is  just  one  treatment  for  garden  refuse  that  is  sus- 
pected of  harboring  trouble:  burn  it  thoroughly  and  at  once.

DON'T    LEAVE    IT     ALL    TO 

EXPERIENCE 

By  ROBERT  S.  LEMMON 


IN  the  shaping  of  a  dog's  character  and  in  giving  him  the 
education  which  he  deserves  to  have  if  he  is  going  to  do 
you  credit,  it  is  well  to  keep  in  mind  the  cardinal  point  that 
experience  is  the  greatest  teacher  of  canines  as  well  as  of 
human  beings.  A  dog  will  pick  up  a  good  deal  by  observa- 
tion and  reasoning,  especially  as  he  outgrows  puppyhood, 
and  there  are  always  some  matters  that  he  knows  more  or 
less  by  instinct.  But  the  great  bulk  of  his  acquirements, 
and  a  very  appreciable  percentage  of  his  character,  have 
their  origin  strictly  and  solely  in  experience. 

A  situation  like  this  puts  a  definite  responsibility  upon 
his  owner.  I  do  not  wish  to  imply  that  it  is  going  to  be  a 
burden,  for  it  never  is  that  to  a  person  who  feels  toward 
dogs  as  every  owner  should.  But  I  would  like  to  stress  the 
importance  of  it,  because  a  good  many  well-intentioned 
people  do  not  quite  realize  how  dependent  upon  them  their 
does  are  when  it  comes  to  avoiding  troubles  of  various  sorts. 

First  of  all,  there  is  the  question  of  handling  puppies: 

A  pup  of  two  or  three  months'  age  has  virtually  no 
experience  of  life.  He  is  naturally  endowed  with  an  abiding 
faith  in  all  things,  animate  and  otherwise.  He  will  eat 
anything,  stick  his  head  cheerfully  in  a  door  crack,  trust 
everybody,  young  and  old.  When  he  gets  into  trouble — 
especially  trouble  that  causes  him  any  physical  or  mental 
pain — it  comes  as  a  surprise  and  a  distinct  shock. 

Right  here  is  where  the  owner  should  have  stepped  in  and 
used  a  bit  of  judgment.  The  ordinary  trials  and  tribula- 
tions of  puppyhood  are  of  only  passing  moment,  but  the 
more  serious  ones  may  leave  real  marks.  I  am  thinking 
particularly  of  the  frequent  aftermath  of  harsh  words,

A  familiar  and  all-too-common  illustration  of  what  I 
mean  by  physical  shocks  against  which  a  dog's  only  safe- 
guard is  experience  or  his  owner's  watchfulness  is  provided 
by  the  motor-ear.  No  dog  appreciates  the  danger  that  lurks 
in  a  moving  car  unless  he  has  been  struck  or  severely 
frightened  by  one.  He  cannot,  as  we  do,  realize  just  by 
looking  at  a  car  what  would  happen  if  it  should  run  over 
him;  I've  never  seen  the  dog  that  became  perfectly  "car- 
wise"  except  through  the  bitterest  kind  of  experience. 
I  he  safe  course  to  follow  in  this  and  similar  matters  is  to 
take  the  precautions  yourself — before  the  damage  is  done.

HE  novice  among  gardeners  is  often  an- 
noyed by  the  way  his  more  accomplished 
rothers  insist  on  using  botanical  names  for  flow- 
rs,  trees  and  shrubs.  He — often  it  is  she — re- 
narks  that  the  good,  old-fashioned  names  should 
ie  used,  and  not  these  high-falutin'  and  teeth- 
racking  titles.  For  a  matter  of  fact,  botanical 
l^atin  is  the  Esperanto  of  gardeners  and  the  so- 
alled  common  name  has  such  infinite  variations 
hat  they  change  with  every  locality.  Some  years 
igo  students  of  this  subject  went  about  the  various 
•hires  of  England  setting  down  these  common 
lames.  Their  findings  were  bewildering.  For  the 
k'iola  tricolor,  they  record  thirty-seven,  for  the 
Digitalis,  seventy-one,  for  Centaurea,  fifty-five. 
\nd  so  on  through  a  long  line  of  familiar  flowers 
jf  garden  and  meadow  and  roadside. 

IX  the  September  issue  we  spoke  of  English 
Regency  decoration,  a  period  that  is  attracting 
merest  today.  This  style  left  its  mark  not  only  on 
furnishings,  but  also  on  the  architecture  of  the 
time.  It  extended  from  the  late  18th  Century  into 
the  early  19th.  It  was  a  period  of  strict  economy. 
Wars  had  sapped  the  public  purse.  People  were 
obliged  to  make  the  most  of  their  limited  means. 
So  architects  designed  houses  of  which  the  walls 
were  made  of  inexpensive  materials,  and  then 
covered  their  economies  with  stucco.  They  used 
cast  iron  instead  of  wrought  iron  because  cast 
iron  was  cheaper.  Although  they  loathed  France, 
people  of  discernment  and  architects  generally- 
copied   French  styles. 

The  names  that  carried  weight  in  this  era  were 
Henry  Holland,  John  Pap  worth,  Robert  Milne, 
Robert  Foulston,  S.  P.  Cockerell  (in  whose  office 
was  trained  H.  H.  Latroble,  who  later  came  to 
America  and  helped  remodel  the  old  capitol  in 
Washington  and  was  Survevor  of  Public  Buildings 
under  Jefferson,  who,  incidentally,  knew  a  good 
architect  when  he  saw  one),  and  Sir  John  Nash, 
who  designed  the  old  Regent  Street  in  London, 
which  was  recently  demolished  to  make  way  for 
more  modern  buildings.

IX  our  last  comment  on  some  American  cities  we 
said  what  we  had  to  say  about  Los  Angeles. 
We  now  leap  the  intervening  miles  and  come  to 
Santa  Fe,  a  town  rich  in  frontier  history  that, 
of  late  years,  has  been  discovered  by  artists  and 
adopted  as  their  home. 

Santa  Fe's  contribution  to  American  native 
architecture  is  the  adobe  house,  made  of  sun-baked 
brick  plastered  over  with  clay,  a  simple  and 
straight-forward  building  that  leaves  its  beams  ex- 
nosed,  and,  in  every  way,  is  a  product  of  its  soil. 
Alas,  there  are  those  who  try  to  improve  on  this 
native  artless  artistry.  The  curved  roof  lines, 
made  by  the  plastering  of  the  brick,  they  orna- 
ment as  though  cut  with  one  of  those  things 
you  use  to  trim  the  crusts  of  pies.  The  vegas  or 
exposed  beam  ends  are  faked.  Fortunately  Santa  Fe 
has  citizens  who  have  studied  the  adobe  style  with 
thoroughness,  and  if  their  influence  can  be  exerted 
in  the  right  places  they  may  be  able  to  keep  this 
native  design  unspoiled.  For  the  charm  of  Santa 
Fe  lies  in  this  artlessness.  It  is  not  a  go-getter  town, 
not  the  mecca  of  the  high-speed  American.  Life 
-  on  there  gently  and  with  an  enviable  peace. 
The  salvation  of  such  a  lovely  spot  lies  in  the 
fact  that  its  people  realize  the  danger  of  alleged 
"improvements."  It  is  difficult,  in  hectic  America, 
to  be  simple — to  live  simply  and  close  to  the  soil, 
to  have  few  wants  save  health  and  sunshine,  to 
carry  on  the  kindly  traditions  of  an  old  place.

Today  it  is  used  on  motor  car  parts 
that  are  subject  to  heavy  strain  or  much  wear, 
in  battleship  armor,  and  it  is  the  metal  that  make> 
stainless  steel  possible.  Lately  it  has  been  applied 
to  such  necessary  things  as  kitchen  and  bathroom 
fixtures,  which  are  forever  getting  tarnished  and 
dull.  Plated  with  Chromium,  they  remain  bright 
and  shining  and  require  only  an  occasional  wip- 
ing off  witli  a  cloth.  Since  it  also  resists  acid  and 
steam,  fumes,  salt  air  and  salt  water,  the  possi- 
bilities and  places  for  its  use  seem  endless.

ingenuity  is  pitted  against  the  ingenuity  of  France,  England, 
Germany,  Italy  and  Czechoslovakia.  And  whereas  in  the  old  da\ 
the  artists  of  F  ranee  and  these  other  countries  may  have  striven  to 
make  their  trifles  into  things  of  beauty,  man}-  manufacturers  are 
now  making  them  into  things  of  inconsequence  and  ugliness. 

Here  is  where  discernment  is  required.  For  the  race  is  on  not: 
only  between  the  manufacturers  of  these  trifles,  but  between  the 
trifles  themselves,  between  the  really  good  things  and  the  primitive 
and  cheap.  People  of  taste,  people  who  have  genuine  appreciation 
of  beauty  and  artistic  values,  will  never  hesitate  which  to  buy. 
'i'lie  pity  is  that  not  all  purchasers  are  so  endowed.  If  we  do  not; 
exercise  discernment,  our  homes  will  soon  become  cluttered  with; 
all  manner  of  useless  junk,  and  the  dark  age  of  tremendous  trifles 
will  he  on  us  asjain.

^  V.  Whether  we  like  it  or  not,  we  must  concede  the   fact  that1 
Modernist  decoration  is  leveling  its  lance  at  the  superfluous  in  orna- 
ment.

Nor,  since 
such  rooms  are  far  from  inexpensive,  can  the  Modernist  interior  be 
said  to  represent  a  Puritan  taste;  rather  it  represents  a  peculiar  form 
of  selection  in  decoration  which  is  trying  to  interpret  the  spirit  of 
our  times.  It  lias,  in  a  way,  the  bitter  coldness  of  a  modern  machine.

RECOGNIZING      THE     FRAUDULENT     ANTIQUE 

A  Vast  Amount  of  Scholarship  Is  Often  Required  To  Detect 

Mistakes    Made    By    the    Master-Fakers 

EDMOND  HARAUCOURT 
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discovering  false  pieces:  the  first  belongs 
to  technicians,  the  second  to  experts.  The 
former  are  specialists  who  themselves  prac- 
tice an  art  or  a  nuftier,  who  know  all  its 
secrets  by  heart,  have  made  a  study  of  the 
processes  employed  by  their  confreres  in 
centuries  past,  the  tools  that  they  used  and 
the  materials  they  utilized.  But  the  pro- 
ficiency of  such  people  is  usually  limited  to 
then-  own  trade:  the  cleverest  of  enamelers 
can  rarely  tell  you  anything  about  a  tapestry; 
the  ablest  sculptor  will  stand  tongue-tied 
before  a  piece  of  stained  glass. 

''  he  competence  of  experts  is  naturally 
ol  vaster  scope.  It  necessitates  a  certain 
amount  of  technical  knowledge  acquired 
ly  enough  in  schools  of  applied  art  or 
found  condensed  in  diverse  manuals  on  the 
subject.  These  elementary  notion  devel- 
oped by  practice,  by  the  habit  of  handling 
and  scrutinizing  objects,  and  aided  by  a 
naturally  instinctive  flair,  often  permit  "ar- 
riving at  a  semi-certitude,  but  alas,  mav 
also  lead  to  doubt  and  error. 

To  be  complete  and  efficacious,  the  science 

rts  must  be  based  on  a  very  general 

erudition,    on    a    profound    knowledge    of 


history;   above  all  the  history  of  manners, 
customs     and      ideas     in     their     evolution 
throughout    trie    ages.    For    the    makers   of 
spurious  pieces  may  be  very  clever  in  the 
actual  material  execution  of  an  object,  and 
yet  err  by  ignorance  of  those  precise  details 
the  expert  must  possess,  if  he  wishes  to  prove 
the  lie.  It  is  also  necessary  that  this  ency- 
clopedic documentation  be  accompanied  by 
a  natural  inclination  to  ponder  over  the  data 
furnished  by  the  knowledge  of  history.  The 
perfect  expert  ought  to  be  not  only  a  his- 
torian but  also  a  psychologist  and  a  logician. 
We  shall  now  see  why. 

It  is  evident  that  if  someone  were  fool 
enough  to  launch  onto  the  antique  market 
an  automobile  having  belonged  to  Louis 
XIV,  or  the  aeroplane  of  Napoleon  I,  so 
clumsy  an  attempt  at  hoodwinking  the  pub- 
lic would  be  greeted  by  shouts  of  laughter; 
and  this  because  everyone  knows  that  auto- 
mobiles and  aeroplanes  are  recent  inven- 
tions. But  few  people  realize  how  often 
the  makers  of  false  antiques  offer  to  col- 
lectors and  even  to  museums  anachronisms 
quite  equivalent  to  the  two  first  mentioned! 
And  yet  no  one  ever  seems  to  notice  them. 
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What  is  the  reason  for  this. 
[t  is  simply  because  the  anach- 
oniSm  harks  back  to  bye- 
rone  times,  and  neither  the 
Purchaser,  the  expert,  nor  the 
fraud-maker  himself  really 
cnows  what  were  the  customs 
ind  habits  of  the  period  which 
s  in  question. 

( )ne  dav  a  lady  carrying  a 
ather  voluminous  package  was 
tshered  into  my  office.  Open- 
in<T  it  with  every  possible  pre- 
caution,   she    revealed    to    my 
admiring  gaze  a  superb  piece 
that  would  have  drawn  tears 
of  envy  from  an  antique  deal- 
er.

The  American  climate  is  so  much  dryer

.  Otherwise  the  wood  may  shrink,  as 
it  was  seasoned  with  regard  to  the  climate 
re  it  was  grown.

-  respond   to  cleaning  with  mild  soap 
and    coid    water,    afterward    wiping   down 

a  light  oil  polish. 

UPHOLSTERY  AND   TAPESTRY 

The  upholsterv  tool  of  the  vacuum  clean- 
er, used  without  the  brush,  will  keep  tapes- 
-  and  upholsterv  in  good  condition. 
Careful  brushing  over  with  gasoline  will 
'  lighten  dulleti  colors  and  kill  moths.  Gaso- 
line or  alcohol  will  clean  leather;  this 
should  be  followed  by  a  generous  dressing 
of  neatsfoot  oil.  A  commercial  leather 
dressing  or  shoe  cleaner  will  prevent  stick- 
iness in  warm  weather,  and  vaseline  will 
remove  mildew. 

Even  cherished  pieces  of  furniture 
subject  to  accident  in  an  active  home  and 
"skillful  hands  will  be  needed  in  time  of 
real  trouble.  Oil  or  drastic  acids  may  leave 
a  permanent  scar;  consequently  nothing 
should  ever  be  applied  which  will  harm 
the  filler  in  any  way.  A  little  turpentine 
will  remove  water  stains  from  a  waxed  sur- 
face and  gasoline  may  be  injected  into  the 
tiny  holes  whose  telltale  trail  of  dry  dust 
announces  the  presence  of  worms,  that 
menace  to  old  oak  or  walnut.  Or  furniture 
-h  will  cover  superficial  scratches.  But 
for  delicate  operations  such  as  the  curling 
off  of  marquetry,  the  chipping  of  lacquer,

Britain  too  well  to  be  completely  aban- 
doned for  the  classic,  so  that  these  styles  ran 
concurrently  for  many  a  year. 

Lighting  fixtures  with  the  Adam  Broth- 
ers became  an  integral  part  of  the  deco- 
rative scheme,  which  in  its  turn  was  in- 
tegral with  the  architectural  features  of  a 
room,  as  it  was  in  France  at  this  time;  and 
English  interior  decoration  as  an  art  came 
by  gradual  stages  into  being. 

Silver  was  principally  used  for  candle- 
sticks and  candelabra;  bronze  more  spar- 
ingly for  chandeliers  and  lamps;  iron  al- 
most abandoned;  brass  and  ormolu  often 
used  with  other  materials;  pewter  and  zinc 
where  silver  plated  ware  was 
too  expensive;  wood  was 
carved  and  gilded,  principally 
for  wall  brackets;  enamel  re- 
mained in  vogue.  There  was  a 
new  interest  in  marble,  prized 
in  classic  art,  especially  in  the 
various  mottled  and  colored 
stones  like  Derbyshire  spar. 
Porcelain  held  its  own,  not 
only    for   ornamental   candle-

But,  on  the 
vhole,  porcelain  and  pottery  did 
iot  yield  naturally  to  classic 
onus.  Glass  was  widely  used  for 
estoons  and  pendants  to  decorate 
handeliers,  sconces,  girandoles, 
andelabra,  and  even  the  more 
imple  single  candlesticks. 
About  1760  there  wasa  decided 
hange  in  the  evolution  of  the 
ilver  candlestick.  The  tinted  col- 
imn,  fashionable  in  the  1 7th 
Century,  reappeared  but  with  a 
Jorinthian  capital  instead  of  a 
imple  molded  nozzle.  The  con- 
axe  molded  foot  was  not  imme- 
liately  discarded,  but  the  high 
preading  foot  was  general. 
Earlier  forms  were  gradually 
bandoned.  Besides  the  fashion- 
ible  Corinthian  column,  there 
vas  a  model  with  a  square  base, 
ypically  ornamented  with  rams'

As  the  Chippendale  style  of  furniturl 
had  its  highest  development  in  Philadelphi; 
no  interior  could  be  more  appropriate,  a:

Pleasant,"  Fairmount  Park,  built  in  17611 
and  later  owned  by  Benedict  Arnold.  Close 
indeed  is  the  kinship,  for  the  ornament  in 
the  upper  portion  of  the  overmantel  of  this 
state-chamber  is  the  Chippendale  rococo 
of  the  furniture  and  was  likely  carved  bj 
one  of  those  to  whom  we  owe  the  beautiful 
work  of  the  highboys  we  have  seen.  It  will 
be  noted,  too,  that  there  again  appear  the 
flower  rosettes  to  which  I  called  attention 
in  a  previous  article.

almost  nonexistent  except  the  narrow  leafed 
sorts;  what  vegetation  there  is  near  the 
cliffs  is  deciduous  and  the  young  growth  in 
the  spring  is  very  susceptible  to  salt  air. 

For  California  and  the  warmer  States! 
there  is  abundant  material  that  can  be  used 
as  a  screen  and  windbreak  for 
shore  gardens,  but  in  New  Eng- 
land and  other  cold  parts  of  the 
country  creating  such  a  wind- 
break is  a  very  difficult  under- 
taking, for  the  conditions  are 
severe.  But,  gales  and  farflung 
salt  spray  notwithstanding,  per- 
severance can  accomplish  much 
and  shore  gardens  protected  and 
filled  with  the  choice  plant  ma- 
terial can  be  made.  In  spite  of  its 
harsh  and  blustering  character, 
the  sea  exercises  a  moderating  in- 
fluence upon  temperature  and 
imparts  humidity  to  the  atmos- 
phere.

MY  spring  border,  which  is  its  brightest  in  late  May,  should 
really  have  a  prominent  plave  in  the  garden.  The  pastel 
colors  of  the  Tulips  and  Lilacs  and  the  vivid  green  foliage  of 
spring  are  too  lovely   for  an  out-of-the-way  place. 

The  clear  colors  of  May  Tulips  are  more  lovely  when  the 
bright  green  of  spring  grass  is  in  the  foreground  instead  of  a  pave- 
ment which  necessarily  must  be  of  brick,  gravel,  cement,  or  stone. 
The  material  of  which  my  garden  paths  are  constructed  is,  of 
course,  determined   by  the  house. 

I  would  never  use  this  planting  plan  along  a  brick  path  for  I 
believe  a  sweep  of  pastel  colors  above  a  brick  foreground  is  a 
waste  of  good  bricks  and  good  Tulips.  Breeder  Tulips  would  give 
their  best  effects  in  such  a  situation — the  bronze  shades  of  Pano- 
rama, the  reddish-mahogany  of  Fairy,  the  gold  and  brown  tones  of 
Bronze  Queen,  the  pale  brown  of  Golden  Bronze,  and  Garibaldi, 
a  pale  lilac  bronze  which  grows  to  a  height  of  thirty-one  inches. 
These  rich  sombre  colors  need  a  shrubbery  background  of  light 
green  leaves. 

Some  of  the  Tartarian  Honeysuckles  have  gray-green  and  blue- 
green  foliage  especially  beautiful  as  it  unfolds  early  in  May. 
Lonlcera  bella  albida  is  one  of  these  with  clusters  of  small  white

Beginning  with  the  shrubberv  background,  the  structural  part 
f  our  design  for  the  May  Tulips  and  the  most  important  part  of 
:,  we  find  it  is  the  most  costlv  item  in  the  expense  account,  with 
le  exception  of  the  proper  preparation  of  the  soil.  Furnishing  a 
ackground  and  soil  preparation  are  fundamental;  they  should 
e  the  first  step  in  laying  out  the  garden,  and  it  is  a  reflection  on 
ur  American  gardens  that  so  few  new  gardeners  seriously  study 
lese  necessary  steps  to  good  gardening.  If  the  soil  is  poor,  the 
lants  are  sickly  and  soon  die;  if  we  have  a  bad  background,  all  our 
olor  effects  are  lost.  Of  what  use  is  a  mass  of  glowing  Tulips 
vith  shanties  for  a  background  or  the  garden  of  a  neighbor  whose 
noughts  are  concentrated  on  the  size  of  his  cabbages? 

W  e  can  arrange  a  garden  of  bulbs  or  perennials  in  a  season,  and 
hange  our  ideas  and  rearrange  it  the  next  year,  but  shrubs  need  at 
east  four  or  five  years  to  give  a  finished  effect  and  a  few  rearrange- 
lents  ot  our  plan  soon  consume  a  lifetime.  Even  to  see  beautiful 
irubs,  healthy  and  strong,  but  planted  without  thought  for  their 
ictorial  effect,  is  to  see  a  garden  with  half  its  possibilities  un- 
ealized.  Using  shrubbery  to  the  best  of  one's  ability  will  provide 
iving  frames  for  the  garden  pictures  ever  changing  with  the 
narch  of  the  seasons.  They  will  prove  a  constant  delight  for 
ppreciative  eyes.

and  of  tenant  who,  when  she  finally  de- 
parts from  the  house,  leaves  it  swept  and 
rarnished.  If  gardens  could  speak  their 
•pinion  of  many  of  us,  I'm  afraid  they'd 
lave  scandalous  things  to  say.  Only  the 
among  gardeners  really  cleans  up 
n  the  Fall,  reallv  leaves  the  garden  he  had 

lilted,  in  seemly  order  for  its  Spring 
becupancy.  And  yet  these  last  garden  rites 

so  simple.  They  require  no  horticultural 
knowledge.  Common  sense  and  the  ability 
o  rake  and  run  a  wheelbarrow  are  all  they 
lemand.  When  I  finally  leave  them,  to- 
vard  the  middle  of  December,  I  like  to  feel 
hat  if,  when  Spring  came,  another  gar- 
lener  should  have  these  seven  acres  more 
)r  less,  he  would  remark  of  me,  "Well,  he 
.ertainly  gardened  like  a  gentleman." 


TJils  Rainy  Season.  According  to  the 
farmers  hereabout  this  Year  of  Grace 
1927  holds  the  record  for  rain.  Scarcely  a 
letter  comes  in  from  a  garden  friend  but 
tells  about  its  ravages.  Rock  gardeners  have 
had  their  treasures  washed  away  and  their 
best  Saxifrages  rotted  off.  Roads  and  paths 
ilooded  out.  Annuals  have  thrown  foliage 
in  a  fine  frenzy  and  scrimped  on  flower- 
ing. Shrubs  have  shot  up  and,  save  for  the 
bugs  that  attacked  them,  trees  have  done 
well.  There  has  been  an  almost  universal 
complaint  of  Iris  root  rot.  Aphids  in  swarms 
have  settled  on  everything  despite  continu- 
ous spraying.  For  the  benefits  I  am  thankful 
— the  rain  has  washed  fertilizers  down  to 
the  roots  where  they  will  be  appreciated; 
from  the  evils  I  have  learned  a  lesson — 
the  absolute  need  for  drainage.  Those  who 
have  a  clay  soil  are  paying  a  heavy  penal tv 


this  year  if  their  drainage  is  inadequate.  .  .  . 
I  wonder  if  we  haven't  overlooked  the 
beneficial  uses  of  sifted  coal  ashes.  There's 
drainage  material  for  you,  with  phosphate 
thrown  in  for  good  measure. 

A  Sentiment  on  Little  Pots.  Whenever 
I  see  inconsequential  people  living  in  a 
large  house  and  wandering  around  their 
large  garden  (in  which  they  never  lift  a 
finger)  I  am  reminded  of  those  plants  that 
lay  down  on  their  job  of  flowering  when 
they  have  too  much  pot  and  too  much  root 
room.  Lilium  sulfhurenm  acted  that  way 
with  me  this  Spring.  I  put  the  fleshy  bulbs 
into  big  pots,  and  they  simply  stood  still; 
when  I  moved  them  into  smaller  pots  and 
their  roots  had  to  scrape  around  for  food, 
they  threw  beautiful  stalks.  Coddling  is  a 
habit  with  sentimental  gardeners.  Most

The  simplicity  of  Villa  Chigi's  layout' 
is  apparent  in  the  accompanying  plan.  V. 
enter  the  grounds  directly  from  the  high- 
way through  a  pair  of  iron  gates,  between 
high  posts  bearing  the  bee-hive! 
emblem  of  the  Chigi.  Immedi-' 
ately  before  us,  across  an  open,! 
graveled  area,  is  the  house,  a  long,! 
low  structure  of  faded  orange 
stucco.  Looking  from  the  2  " 
through  an  arched  passage  that 
pierces  the  house,  we  see  a  pool  be-! 
yond  it,  and,  further  on,  the  Ion:: 
allee  of  Laurel,  Box,  and  Ilex  that 
Constitutes  the  unusual  central  axis 
of  the  plan.  Passing  through  I 
archway  we  come  out  into  a  second 
graveled  area,  about  the  pool,  per- 
haps the  most  delightful  spot  in  the 
entire  grounds.  Beds  of  Box,  cut  in 
the  pattern  of  the  family's  coat-of- 
arms,  rlank  the  pool;  on  either  side 
is  a  pair  of  fine  Italian  stone  pines, 
raising  their  tufted  heads  above  the 
tiled  roof  of  the  house.  Vivid  color 
is  added  to  the  scene  by  numerous 
pots  of  flowers  set  about,  and  by 
the  Roses  and  Wisteria  that  clam- 
ber up  the  walls  of  the  house. 
The  outer  ed:_re  of  this  graveled 
area  is  marked  by  a  hedge  of  Box, 
through  which  ascend  small 
Laurels.  Beyond  are  pastures  and 
cultivated  fields,  but  the  hedge  is 
just  high  enough  to  screen  them, 
permitting  us  to  enjoy  an  undis- 
turbed panorama  of  the  far  moun- 
tains, framed  below  by  the  hedge

BRINGING      NEW     LIFE      TO     OLD     TIMBERS 

The  Reclamation  of  An  Ancient  Long  Island  Farmhouse  From 

The  Shambles  of  the  Past 
HARRIET  SISSON  GILLESPIE 


NO  brighter  picture  of  the  early  Ameri- 
can farmhouse  in  the  full  eloquence 
of  its  wistful  appeal  has  been  added  to  the 
pages  of  Long  Island  chronicles  than  the 
200  year  old  dwelling  at  Glen  Head,  L.  L, 
recently  restored  by  Cletus  Keating.  In 
shingled  garb  of  graying  white,  with  glist- 
ening small-paned  windows  framed  in 
shutters  of  solid  wood,  it  stands  beside  the 
Cedarswamp  Road,  as  placidly  serene  and 
quietly  alluring  as  when,  in  the  long  past 
days  of  its  golden  youth,  it  owed  allegiance 
to  Nassau  Island. 

With  the  end  to  the  street,  facing  south, 


on  the  same  site  and  in  the  precise  position 
it  occupied  two  centuries  ago,  it  retains  its 
essential  Colonial  character.  And  tho'  it 
may  seem  to  wear  the  patriarchal  air  of  one 
whose  mellow  milestones  have  been  passed 
in  the  somnolence  of  some  remote  New 
England  village,  the  rosy  glamor  is  due, 
not  so  much  to  the  restraining  hand  of  time 
nor  to  a  happy  survival  of  the  fortunes  of 
war,  as  to  the  healing  influence  which 
comes  from  wise  and  sympathetic  hands. 
For,  difficult  as  it  is  to  believe,  the  quaint 
dormered  cottage  has  had  a  dramatic  career. 
It  has  witnessed  the  gradual  development  of 


American  architecture  from  its  formative 
period.  It  has  suffered  the  vicissitudes  of 
war  and,  quite  as  amazing  as  the  rest, 
emerged  from  the  disillusionment  of  the 
Victorian  era  unaffected  by  the  blight. 

Time,  however,  laid  a  heavy  hand  on  the 
ancient  structure  and  it  had  sunk  to  a  very 
low  estate  when  discovered  by  its  present 
owner.

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His  was  the  typical  architectural  talent 
of  the  19th  Century  in  the  United  States. 
Or  rather,  his  was  typical  of  those  middle 
fifty  years  which  were  the  century's  es- 
sence; for  the  quarter  centuries  at  either 
end  were  far  too  colored  by  what  had  gone 
before  and  by  what  was  coming  to  let  them 
seem  part  of  the  period  in  all  its  purity. 

Of  those  fifty  years,  then — from  Jef- 
ferson's death  in  1826  to  the  Exposition  at 
Philadelphia — Davis  was  the  man  whose 
houses  and  whose  points  of  view  most  fairly 
symbolize  the  spirit  of  the 
age.  For  he  was  not  the  best 
nor  was  he  by  any  means 
the  worst  architect  of  his 
several  generations.  He  was, 
as  it  happened,  an  eminent 
Greek  Revivalist  when  that 
dignified  manner  was  the 
mode,  and  when  it  was  laid 
aside  and  the  time  came  for 
"Gothic  villas,  cottages  and 
mansions,"  no  one  was 
more  quick  than  he  to  read 
the  writing  on  the  wall,  no 
one  more  eager  to  relinquish 
porticos  and  pillars  and  do 
his  level  best  with  what 
Ruskin  had  just  that  mo- 
ment recommended. 

His  lifetime  all  but 
spanned  the  century.  Born 
in  the  presidency  of  Thom- 
as Jefferson,  he  lived  to 
hear  the  news  of  Cleve- 
land's second  election.  At 
his  birth  they  were  still 
building  a  few  Georgian 
houses;  and  just  before  his 
death     certain     courageous 


architects  had  begun  to  revive  this  insati- 
ating  style  that  had  suffered  fully  seventy 
four  years  of  scorn.  His  own  houses,  in 
every  one  of  his  "periods,"  are  so  earnest 
an  acknowledgement  of  the  contempt  in 
which  he  held  any  architecture  in  the 
Colonial  tradition  that  it  would  be  a  waste 
of  space  to  quote  at  length  some  of  his 
verbal  views  on  the  subject. 

An  account  of  his  early  life  is  to  be 
found  in  Dunlap.  r'ou  have  probably  never 
read  William  Dunlap's  History  of  the  Rise 
and  Progress  of  the  Arts 
of  Design  in  the  United 
States,  although  it  has  been 
available  ever  since  1834 
and  contains  more  delight- 
ful information  on  the  fine 
arts  and  artists  of  the  early 
Republic  than  can  be  found 
in  any  other  source.  In  its 
pages  you  will  learn  that 
"Alexander  Jackson  Davis 
was  strongly  addicted  to 
reading  works  of  imagina- 
tion, poetry  and  the  drama; 
whence  he  imbibed  a  por- 
tion of  that  high  imagina- 
tive spirit  so  necessary  to 
constitute  an  artist  destined 
to  practice  in  the  field  of 
invention,"  and  that  ac- 
cording to  Dunlap's  in- 
formant he  would  "pass

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[HE      BEST      OF      THE      HERBACEOUS      PEONIES 

A  Selection  of  'Those  Ranked  Highest  in   Quality,  Together  With 
Notes  on    Their   History  and  Color 

FLORENCE  B.  ROBINSON 


rHE  Peony  is  not  a  modern  flower  al- 
though it  has  re-attained  horticultural 
minence  and  popularity  within  recent 
ears.  It  was  known  and  used  in  very  an- 
ient times,  and  even  then  its  still  more 
ncient  fame  was  given  recognition  in  myth 
nd  folk-story. 

According  to  ancient  writers,  the  plant 
eceived  its  name  from  Paeon,  the  physician 
if  the  gods,  who  received  the  plant  on 
Vlt.  Olympus  and  used  it  to  cure  a  wound 
eceived  by  Pluto  during  the  Trojan  war. 
Envy  due  to  this  cure  endangered  the  lite 
)f  Paeon  and  the  grateful  Pluto  saved  him 
from  mortal  death  by  changing  him  into 
the  plants  which  he  had  made  use  of  with 
such  notable  success. 

The  Peony  of  ancient  literature  was 
Paeonia  officinalis,  the  Peony  of  apothecary 
shops.  Perhaps  owing  to  the  fable  of  its 
origin,  it  has  always  been  considered  medic- 
inal in  its  properties.  Likewise  miraculous 
power  was  attributed  to  it.  Demons  might 
not  remain  in  its  presence,  ami  even  a  small 
bit  of  root  was  once  considered  a  sufficient 
charm  against  enchantment.  Tin's  accounts 
for  the  old-time  use  of  Peonies  beside  the 
cottage  door,  where  evil  spirits  might  see, 
fear,  and  turn  away.  How  quaint  some  of 
the  old  superstitions  seem  to  us  now,  es- 
pecially the  one  of  the  green  woodpecker 
who  guarded  the  plant.  In  medieval  times 
it  was  considered  a  dangerous  undertaking 
to  dig  a  Peony  root,  since  this  woodpecker 
was  always  on  guard  and  would  dart  at  the 
eyes  of  any  marauder.  This  made  it  essen- 
tial to  dig  Peonies  under  cover  of  night 
when  the  woodpecker  would  be  unable  to 
see  what  was  going  on! 

Peony  species  come  mainly  from  Central 
Asia,  though  the  old  familiar  P.  officinalis 
belongs  in  southern  Europe,  and  one  species, 
P.  brownij  is  native  in  the  western  United 
States.  The  majority  of  hybrids  are  from 
Officinalis  and  are  quite  hardy,  and  fairly 
easy  to  propagate  and  care  for.  Some  of  the 
old  ideas  as  to  the  care  they  should  receive 
have  proved  fallacious.  They  like  lime  and 
plenty  of  water,  with  good  drainage,  and 
will  do  with  but  slight  fertilizing.  They 
ask  only  a  good  and  well-drained  garden 
soil.    Manure    as   a    fertilizer    is    distinctly 


dangerous,  though  often  used,  because  of  the 
bacteria  and  spores  which  it  harbors.  Pone- 
meal  and  wood  ashes  may  be  used  in  the 
soil  around  ami  between  plants,  but  never 
in  contact  with  root  or  crown.  Propagation 
is  by  root  division,  done  lw  rending  rather 
than  cutting.  After  the  division,  it  takes 
about  three  years  for  the  plants  to  become 
established  and  for  them  to  produce  reliably 
typical  blooms. 

Herbaceous  Peonies  display  blooms  of 
eight  different  sorts  or  types — Single, 
Japanese,  Anemone,  Semi-double,  Crown, 
Bomb,  Semi-rose,  and  Rose.  These  groups 
are  listed  as  follows,  according  to  their 
natural  sequence: 

Single  Peonies  show  a  single  row  of 
broad  petals  surrounding  a  mass  of  decided- 
ly decorative,  pollen-bearing  stamens  and 
seed-bearing  carpels. 

Japanese  Peonies  begin  the  process  of 
doubling.  In  the  stamens  the  anthers  are 
extremelv  large  and  the  filaments  are  much 
broader.  The  guard  petals  are  the  same  as 
in  the  single  type. 

In  the  Anemone  form,  the  filaments  are 
still  more  broad  than  in  the  Japanese,  being 
like  narrow  petals  which  fill  the  center  of 
the  blossom.  They  are  still  short  but  there- 
are  no  anthers. 

Semi-double  Peonies  contain  filaments 
which  have  widened  irregularly.  These  nar- 
row petals  of  different  widths  are  mingled 
with  stamens.  The  guard  petals  may  or  may 
not  be  completely  different  from  the  cen- 
ter  petals. 

The  Crown  type  shows  a  complete  dif- 
ference between  those  petals  which  origi- 
nated from  the  stamens  and  those  from 
the  carpels  or  pistils,  as  well  as  from  the 
guard   petals. 

In  the  Bomb  form,  the  central  petaloids 
are  much  broader  than  in  the  Crown,  but 
still  the}'  are  clearly  different  from  the 
guards. 

Semi-rose  blooms  have  all  the  petals  a 
uniform  width,  and  have  stamens  mingled 
with  the  central  petaloids. 

The  Rose  type  completes  the  process  of 
doubling.  All  petals,  both  guards  and  peta- 
loids, are  alike,  and  there  are  no  stamens 
in  evidence. 


Peonies  of  these  types  can  be  obtain 
several  colors:  white — pure,  milk,  ivory, 
cream,  blush,  pink,  varying  from  the  palest 
shell-pink  to  a  deep  rose-pink;  red,  includ- 
ing magenta;  mauve  or  purple  (which  is 
really  a  red-violet);  yellow;  and  vari- 
colored, having  the  guards  and  center  of 
different  colors. 

In  the  chart  opposite  each  color  is 
grouped  by  itself  and  divided  into  the  dif- 
ferent types.  The  types  then  have  been 
subdivided  according  to  the  relative  season 
of  bloom  into  earlv,  mid-season,  and  late 
blooming  groups.  Allowing  that  the  Peony 
season  extends  from  the  middle  of  May  to 
the  middle  of  June,  this  grouping  would 
classify  as  early  all  Peonies  blooming  before 
May  28th;  as  mid-season,  those  blooming 
from  May  28th  to  June  5th;  and  as  late 
bloomers  all  those  that  flower  after  June 
5th.  Each  seasonal  group  has  been  again 
subdivided  according  to  height.  Those 
Peonies  whose  mature  growth  reaches  28 
inches  or  less  are  classed  as  low-growing 
or  dwarf.  From  28  to  36  inches  are  called 
medium  growers.  And  any  that  grow  more 
than  36  inches  in  height  are  listed  as  tall. 
There  are  a  few  which  will  grow  four  to 
four  and  a  half  feet  high,  but  no  separate- 
list  is  here  made  of  these  exceptional  varie- 
ties; they  are  included  among  those  under 
the  heading  "tall". 

The  figures  to  the  right  of  each  column 
of  names  give  the  rating  allotted  by  the 
American  Peony  Society.  In  arriving  at  this 
rating  we  are  told  the  flowers  were  judged 
on  the  basis  of  color,  form,  size,  stem,  dis- 
tinctiveness, substance,  and  odor.  Con- 
sequently these  ratings  stand  for  quality  and 
may  help  one  to  understand  what  can  be 
expected  of  any  given  sort.  Where  figures 
are  missing,  the  Peonies  have  not  yet  been 
judged  by  the  Society.  A  high  rating  does 
not  necessarily  mean  a  high  price,  al- 
though generally  the  greater  demand  sets 
that.  The  Peony  which  is  rated  nearest 
perfect  is  a  white  one,  Le  Cygne,  given 
a  percentage  of  99.  No  Peonies  are  in- 
cluded in  this  chart  which  have  re- 
ceived a  rating  of  less  than  80,  except  in 
a  few  cases  where  there  were  none  to  be 
found  of  such  high  quality.

N  the  April  issue  of  House  & 
Garden  memorials  of  a 
somewhat  different  nature  were 
discussed  and  described.  They 
were  for  the  most  part  monu- 
ments of  no  p  a  r  t  i  c  u  1  a  r 
function  beyond  their  commem- 
orative purpose:  pieces  of  archi- 
tecture and  sculpture  devoted 
only  to  the  idea  of  honoring 
the  memory  of  some  disting- 
uished person  or  event.

\\  hen  superbly  executed,  no 
memorial  can  be  more  pleasur- 
able and  inspiring  than  a  simple- 
shaft  or  finely  sculptured  figure, 
but  it  is  the  tragedy  of  most 
memorials  that  after  their  fresh- 
ness has  worn  away  thev  merely 
exist.  The  same  cannot  be  said 
of  memorials  devoted  to  some 
useful  purpose.  l>v  the  very  fact 
that  they  serve  the  community 
in  still  other  ways  than  by  their 
significance  and  beauty,  it  can 
be  seen  that  they  must  remain 
forever  as  objects  of  interest 
and  enjoyment.

Miles  Brcwton  in  Charleston — it  is  to 
he  remembered  that  the  architecture 
was  far  more  classic  than  the  furni- 
ture. It  was,  however,  the  classicism  of 
the  Renaissance  filtered  through  Inigo 
Jones,  Wren,  and  others;  and,  as  we 
shall  see,  it  differed  from  conceptions 
that    appeared    later. 

And,  beautiful  as  was  this  architec- 
ture, the  houses  of  that  day  offered 
few  of  the  conveniences  of  living  that 
we  enjoy  today.  Each  floor  usually 
contained  four  rooms  with  a  large 
hallway.  We  all  know  the  outside 
appearance  of  the  usual  Colonial 
houst — a  central  doorway  Hanked  by 
two  windows  at  each  side  on  the  first 
floor  and  a  ranjje  of  five  uniform  tiit- 
headed  windows  above.  The  Palladian 
window  (arched  center  with  two  fiat- 
headed  narrower  side-lights)  occurred, 
particularly    on    stairways. 

At  "Mt.  Pleasant"  there  are  two 
separate  dependencies  or  outbuildings, 
and  th  'se  contained  the  kitchen  and 
offices.  I,,  most  houses  the  kitchen  was 
in  the  basement.  No  matter  how  well 
covered,   food   that   was  "piping-hot" 


can  scarcely  haw  been  the  usual  orclei 
of  the  day  at  "Mt.  Pleasant." 

In  this  and  many  other  houses  van 
ous  arrangements  were  now  used  fo 
doing  away  with  the  great  stairway  ii 
the  central  hall — here  it  was  banishei 
to  a  compartment  at  the  side. 

Earlier  in  our  history,  as  in  En 
gland,  the  fully  paneled  wall  was  th 
ideal;  though,  for  the  saving  of  ex 
pense,  some  walls  were  frequently  lef 
plain  except  on  the  fireplace  and  ii 
less  important  houses  or  in  the  les: 
public  rooms.  But  it  was  for  no  suclj 
reason  that  we  see  the  plain  wall  a 
".Mt.  Pleasant."  This  was  one  of  tin 
"advanced"  houses,  and  the  use  of 
paneling  was  now  on  the  decrease 
This  was  not  yet  invariable,  however 
as  is  shown  by  one  of  the  finest  inter- 
im's in  the  whole  country — that  of  th< 
Brewton  house,  176  5-69,  previously 
referred  to,  with  full  architectural 
1  -eatment  throughout  the  drawing 
looms,  which  extend  along  the  entire 
second  story  front.

.iiid  was  later  adopted  in  such  fash- 
ionable Northern  residences  as  the 
Bingham  house  in  Philadelphia,  built 
before    1  788. 

Paneling  >i  the  side  walls  was  now 
large,  the  panels  usually  extending 
from  dado  to  (viling.  Light  tints  of 
color  were  used  as  well  .is  white. 

Because  oi  the  importance  of  the 
hearth  in  home  life  the  fireplace  wall 
was  given  the  most  elaborate  treat- 
ment. Imported  marble  mantels  were 
frequently  used  and  these  were  with- 
out shelf.  These  mantels,  as  also  door- 
ways and  window-casings  and  over- 
mantels, were  commonly  dog-eared. 
The  overmantels  consisted  of  a  central 
panel,  for  mirror  or  painting,  sur- 
rounded by  an  architrave,  as  at  "Mt. 
Pleasant."  There  might  be  pilasters  at 
the  sides,  or  the  overmantel  might  be 
topped  with  a  broken  pediment  of  the 
character  shown  over  the  side-cup- 
boards  here.  The  cornice  was  of  good 
weight  and  the  dado  was  retained  even 
when  the  field  of  the  wall  above  was 
plain.    The    handsome    acanthus    con- 

Si  lies    will     be    noted. 

W  \I,I.  DECORATION 

Wallpapers  were  common — at  first 
the  handsome  scenic  and  other  papers 
imported  from  France,  and,  later, 
some  of  our  own  productions.  Textiles 
w  ere  sometimes  used  in  elaborate  houses. 
Silk  was  employed  in  the  Richard 
Derby  House  at  Boston,  Massachusetts, 
a    little    later. 

But  we  also  find  a  very  different 
type  of  interior — that  illustrated  by 
"Kenmore,"  near  Fredericksburg, 
Virginia,  the  home  of  Betty  Lewis, 
the  sister  of  Washington.  A  similar 
style  prevailed  at  Mt.  Vernon.  Both 
these  houses  were  previous  to  17  7^.  At 
"Kenmore,"  walls,  ceiling  and  mantel 
are  all  of  stucco,  and  it  will  be  noticed 
that  the  ceiling  is  not  rococo,  against 
which  a  reaction  was  now  being  felt. 
The  dog-ear  still  prevails  in  mantel 
and  overmantel,  and  we  also  see  the 
paneled  inside  shutter.  The  dado  is 
plain.  Notice  the  mantel:  there  is  not 
vet  the  later  widely  projecting  shelf 
but  room  is  found  upon  the  nul-blocks 
for  two  small  ornaments. 

We  can  well  imagine  the  beauty  and 
attraction  such  interiors  must  have  pre- 
sented when  they  were  the  scenes  of  the 
social    life   of   the   period. 

And  now  a  transition.  In  the  fine 
old  mansion  of  "Whitehall,"  Mary- 
land, are  the  two  doorways  illustrated 
here:  one  of  these  with  the  triangular 
pediment  and  fluted  pilasters  is  of  the 
type  we  have  been  reviewing;  the 
other  shows  the  beginnings  of  Adam 
influence.  We  must  so  speak  of  if,  for 
in  America  it  made  itself  felt  more  in 
the  way  of  a  modification  of  the 
Georgian  style  than  by  wholesale 
adoption  as  an  entity. 

"Whitehall"  was  the  home  of  the 
Colonial  governor  of  Maryland, 
Horatio  Sharpe,  who  has  been  debited 
with  first  suggesting  the  stamp-act. 
Mr.  John  Martin  Hammond  (to  whom 
I  am  indebted  for  the  use  of  the  photo- 
graphs) in  his  "Colonial  Mansions  of 
Maryland  and  Delaware"  tells  us  that 
tin;    superb    woodwork    of    this   house

was  all  the  work  of  a  young  redem 
tioner  who  was  offered  his  freedom 
he  would  decorate  "Whitehall 
Pathetically,  upon  the  completion 
his  task  he  was  stricken  by  sudd! 
illness  and  died.  The  date  is  not  give 
but  as  the  governor  returned  to  Eti< 
'and  in  1790,  it  must  have  been  prii 
to   that  date. 

I  lie  conception  of  classicism  fornu 
by  Robert  Adam  was  based  upon  fo 
years'      study      of      remains     on 
Continent,  particularly  those  of  Porr 
peii  and   Spalato,   his   views  bein^  ii 
fluenced    by  a   temperamental   feelin 
that  for  modern  domestic  architecturj 
the   classic   proportions   should    be  al 
tenuated.   Slenderness  is,  then,  one  0 
his    distinguishing    features,    and    w 
have    already    noted     his    tremendou 
influence  upon  furniture  in  the  routinj 
of    the    style    of    Chippendale    and   ii 
the   slender   classic    forms  of   Hepple 
white  and  Sheraton.   In  the  Whitehal 
doorway    we    see    throughout    the   in- 
fluence   of     his    great     refinement 
well    as  several   of  his  favorite  classi 
ornaments — the  Greek  anthemion  anc 
the    egg-and-dart    and    bead-and-ree] 
moldings.  The  ears  ,wr  retained  here 
but  they  were  soon  abandoned. 

Wallpapers  were  still  used,  such  as 
the  famous  Captain  Cook  paper  in  the 
Pennsylvania  Museum,  seen  there  in 
connection  with  an  Adam  mantel 
ornamented  by  Welford,  Philadelphia, 
about  1X10,  and  an  imported  Adam 
mirror  and  sconces.  Many  walls  were 
of  plain  plaster,  but  retained  the 
dado  top-rail. 

Under  the  Adam  influence,  from 
1  7X0  onwards,  numerous  changes  took 
place.  One  of  the  greatest  of  these  was 
in  the  direction  of  convenience  and,  in 
consequence,  comfort.  As  I  have  em- 
phasized in  my  book  on  "Learning  Dec- 
oration" it  was  not  till  the  reign  of 
Louis  XV  that  the  idea  of  comfort  as 
we  know  it  seems  to  have  dawned 
upon  the  human  race,  and  though  there 
was  an  abundance  of  it  in  the  furni- 
ture of  the  18th  Century,  only  now 
did  convenience  make  itself  manifest 
in  American  homes.  Adequate  heating 
and  lighting  were  not  known  much 
in  advance  of  our  own  days. 

INNOVATIONS 


First  in  the  procession  came  a 
greater  number  of  rooms  and  often 
variety  in  their  shapes.  For  social 
purposes  the  circular  or  the  elliptical 
Adam  drawing  room  made  its  appear- 
ance. "Woodlands,"  Philadelphia, 
was  the  leader  in  a  number  of  innova- 
tions: as  remodeled  in  1788  it  con- 
tained not  only  elliptical  rooms  but  a 
classic  circular  vestibule  with  eight 
columns  and  intervening  niches  as  well 
as  a   domed  ceiling. 

Mantels  are  particularly  indicative 
of  the  Adam  style,  for  doorways  and 
window-casings  followed  them  in  their 
general  characteristics,  emphasis  being 
laid  upon  these  necessary  architectural 
features,  with  the  plain  or  papered 
wall  as  a  relief.  One  of  the  finest  of 
these  composition  mantels  is  that  at 
"The  Lilacs",  a  quite  small  house  in 
West  Fairmount  Park,  Philadelphia. 
Both  in  this  mantel  and  that  in  the

wood.  No)  only  was  he  ingenious,  a 
thorough  craftsman  who  understood 
every  turn  of  his  craft  and  was  some- 
thing of  a  mechanical  genius  as  well, 
but  he  was  a  great  student  and  a  man 
of  wide  intellectual  interests,  a  thinker 
■withal.  Again,  In-  possessed  artistic 
discrimination  and  had  fine  taste.  In 
the  application  of  both  to  the  prob- 
lems of  his  pottery,  his  judgment  was 
unerring.  Not  only  in  art  and  in  com- 
merce did  Wedgwood's  mind  find  em- 
ployment, but  science  attracted  him  as 
much  as  all  the  rest. 

True    it    is    that,    in    the    best    sense, 
Josiah  Wedgwood  was  an  opportunist. 
But  he  sought  the  right  friends  among 
the   right    people,   and    in    his   business 
had    an     instinct    for    associating    the 
right  sort  with  his  enterprises.  Whereas 
the  potters  df  the  district  who  hail  pre- 
ceded   him    and    those    contemporary 
with   his  early  period   had   been    faced 
with    the    difficulties    which    the    poor 
roads    of    the    district    at    that    time 
presented   in   the   matter  of   transport- 
ing   days    and    materials    of    all    sorts 
on   the   one   hand   and   the   delivery  of 
their    wares    on    the    other,    a    matter 
which     brought     upon     them     heavy- 
charges  and  many  losses,  they  had  done 
practically    nothing    to    better    condi- 
tions.  But  Wedgwood   ta«k  an  active 
interest    in    a    good    roads    movement 
and  in   the  project  for  the  Trent  and 
Mersey  Canal,  and  his  good  sense  and 
determination  and  enthusiasm  brought 
about    a    complete     reform     in     local 
transportation    conditions.    Of    course 
he  profited  by  this,  but  so  did  others, 
and  he  was,  even  more  than  they,  gen- 
erous with  his  profit,  giving  much  in 
time  and  in  money  to  the  founding  of 
chapels  and  of  schools. 

It  may  be  said  that  Wedgwood's 
domestic  pottery  was  the  best  that  the 
world  had  seen  up  to  his  time.  The 
neo-classical  revival,  which  the  dis- 
coveries at  Pompeii  and  elsewhere  had 
brought  about,  and  which  the  Brothers 
had  done  so  much  to  popularize 
in  England,  found  Wedgwood  keenly 
interested  in  all  its  manifestations  and 
possibilities.  He  began  to  turn  his  at- 
tention to  producing  artistic  pottery; 
that  is,  ware  not  so  strictly  utilitarian 
as  his  earlier  product,  had  been,  and 
no  one  was  more  skilful  than  Wedg- 
I  in  adapting  classical  motifs  to 
tste    and    the    ideas    of    the    day.

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nt  which  inspired  English  neo- 
imii.  And  sq,  naturally  enough, 
d  turned  to  Flaxman  for 
some  of  the  designs  for  his  new  Cameo 
Ware.  And  while  in  Rome,  Flaxman, 
for  Wedgwood,  had  procured 
for  the  potter  designs  by  the  Italian 
sculptors  Pan-in,  Angelini,  Manzolini 
and  others.  French  artists  likewise 
railed  upon.  It  is  somewhat  ex- 
traordinary that  Wedgwood  never 
made  public,  or  at  least  published 
acknowledgment  of  the  services  of 
Flaxman,  the  Brothers  Hoskins  or 
Hackwood.  One  oi  his  catalogues  does 
accord  to  Dassier  the  credit  for  the 
set  of  medals  decorated  with  subjects 
from  Roman  history.  Just  what  may 
have  been  his  reasons  for  this  pro- 
cedure is  more  or  less  of  a  mystery. 
It  may  be  that,  regarding  his  pottery 
works  as  a  commercial  enterprise, 
artistic  though  his  products  were,  and 
living  in  an  ape  of  advertising  methods 
and  ideas  quite  different  than  those  of 
our  own  time,  Wedgwood  felt  that  the 
Etruria  Works  must,  with  all  its 
products,  stand  as  a  unit  and  that  its 
products  must  avoid  the  possibility  of 
being  confused  with  the  other  works 
of  the  sculptors  who  assisted  him.  But 
surely  it  could  have  been  no  secret. 
Very  much  as  in  the  case  of  unsigned 
editorials  in  the  newspaper  of  today, 
all  the  individual  contributors  were  to 
be  merged  into  the  idea  of  the  in- 
stitution as  a  w  hole. 

LADY  TEMPLETOWN 

On  the  other  hand,  in  his  Catalogue 
of  17X7,  Wedgwood  acknowledges  the 
help  of  painters,  among  them  Sir 
Joshua  Reynolds,  and  also  the  names 
of  a  number  of  fashionable  amateurs; 
moreover  he  credits  several  ladies  with 
the  designs  for  certain  of  his  orna- 
mental ceramic  wares.  Indeed,  to  one 
of  them,  Lady  Templetown,  he  goes 
out  of  his  way  to  pay  a  marked  com- 
pliment, as  in  referring  to  her  designs 
for  bas-reliefs,  medallions  ami  tablets 
he  says  their  "exquisite  taste  is  univer- 
sally acknowledged."  And  so  it  was. 

This  gifted  amateur,  whose  name 
has  been  mis-spelled  not  only  by  Josiah 
Wedgwood  himself,  (he  %rote  her 
nam,'  "Templetoun"  in  his  catalogue), 
but  by  Miss  Metyard,  Professor  Chase 
and  Frederick  Rathbone,  (who  spell  it 
"Templeton"),  was  the  daughter  of 
Sir  William  Shuckworth  -Broughton 
of  Poston  Court,  Hereford.  In  176c>, 
at  the  age  of  twenty,  or  so,  she  married 
Clotworthy  Upton  who  was  then 
Clerk-Comptroller  in  the  household  of 
the  Dowager  Princess  of  Wales.  Seven 
years  later  her  husband  was  made  a 
peer,  Baron  Templetown  of  Temple- 
town  in  the  County  of  Antrim,  Ire- 
land. 

Lady  Templetown,  in  common  with 
all  the  young  ladies  of  gentle  birth  in 
the  England  of  her  day  had  "studied" 
drawing.  But  unlike  the  majority  of 
these  young  ladies,  the  art-work  of 
most  of  whom  has  mercifully  perished, 
Lady  Templetown  had  a  decided 
talent.  At  that  time  silhouettes  were 
particularly  fashionable.  They  were 
not  then  called  by  that  name,  a  name 
borrowed  from  Etienne  de  Silhouette, 
Comptroller-general  of  France,  who 
died  in    1767,  and  whose  public  econ- 


omics ]C(]  to  his  name  being  applied  tci 
anything  reduced  to  its  simplest  form  ', 
silhouette  as  the  name  of  the  "shadow 
picture"  was  not  admitted  to  the  Dic- 
tionary  by  the  French  Academy  unF 
IS  35.  Silhouettes  were  called  "cut] 
outs"  in  Lady  Templetown's  day,  an, 
in  fashionable  circles  she  was  famoul 
tor  her  cut-outs,  and  Wedgwood,  sun 
to  have  heard  them  discussed,  m\ 
doubtedly  enlisted  the  services  of  Fox'1 
or  some  other  friend,  to  obtain  exam- 
ples of  her  work.  Undoubtedly,  too] 
he  could  guess  that  the  use  of  them 
would  materially  advance  his  sales  in 
the  world  of  fashion,  and  that  was,  of 
course,  a  world  having  money  to  spend 
on  decorative  pottery. 

Wedgwood's  records  show  that  the 
first  cut-outs  by  Lady  Templetown 
were  sent  him  June  2  7,  178  3.  One 
represented  ".Maria  and  her  Dog,"  .-, 
scene  from  the  popular  Sentimental 
Journey  of  Laurence  Sterne,  and  "The 
Bourbonnais  Shepherd,"  inspired  by 
the  same  work.  The  first  of  these  de- 
signs, (all  the  cut-outs  had  to  he 
placed  in  the  hands  of  modellers  who 
gave  them  their  form  in  relief),  was 
used  by  Wedgwood  to  ornament  the 
jasper  ware  opera-glasses  which  had 
been  ordered  by  the  Queen.  I  have  no 
doubt  but  that  josiah  Wedgwood  knew 
the  placing  of  Lady  Templetown's 
design  on  so  august  an  object  would 
lead  all  the  "gifted  amateurs"  to 
shower  him  with  designs  and  that  it 
might  be  expected  to  give  the  Etruria 
Works  a  monopoly  of  Lady  Temple- 
town's cut-outs.  Certain  it  is  that  the 
lady  was  pleased,  and  "Maria  and  her 
Dog"  and  the  "Bourbonnais  Shep- 
herd" were  followed  by  other  designs 
Among  these  were  "The  Sacrifice  to 
Peace,"  "Friendship  Consoling  Afflic- 
tion," "An  Offering  to  Ceres,"  "Do- 
mestic Employment,"  "Charlotte  at 
the  Tomb  of  Werther,"  "Sportive 
Love"  and  various  delightful  groups 
oi  children. 

CUT-OUT    DESIGNS 

Although  some  of  Lady  Temple- 
town's designs  were  in  cut-outs — the 
children  subjects  probably  were — a 
number  of  them  were  drawings  in- 
stead. It  seems  to  me  probable  that 
"An  Offering  to  Peace"  was  a  drawing 
and  not  a  cut-out;  it  is  the  largest 
of  the  reliefs  from  Lady  Temple- 
town's designs  in  the  Wedgwood 
pieces.  The  very  lovely  "Domestic 
Employment"  relief,  depicting  a 
graceful  woman  with  a  distaff,  shows 
how  skilful  Lady  Templetown  was 
in  idealizing  a  figure  and  scene  in 
contemporary  life.  I  have  seen  in  the 
collections  of  the  Victoria  and  Albert 
Museum  (South  Kensington)  in  Lon- 
don a  remarkable  landscape  drawing 
in  color  from  the  pen  of  Lady  Tem- 
pletown, and  this  drawing  leaves  no 
doubt  as  to  her  unusual  ability.  Prob- 
ablv  she  had  also  experimented  with 
modelling,  but  I  know  of  no  extant 
experiments  in  sculpture  from  her 
hand.  The  most  beautiful  chocolate- 
pot  Wedgwood  ever  designed  is  or- 
namented with  Lady  Templetown's 
"Domestic  Employment"  scene.  There 
is  a  beautiful  example  of  this  in  the 
collections  of  the  Metropolitan  Mu-

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stick  made  about  1770  has  a  stem 
of  papyrus  reeds  with  a  capital 
of  palms.  The  adjustable  telescopic 
tube  was  sometimes  used.  Besides  brass 
and  pewter,  a  sort  of  zinc  known  as 
tutenag  was  used  for  ordinary  candle- 
sticks. These  were  cast  in  classic  shapes 
and  ornamented  with  engravings.  Af- 
ter the  discovery  of  electroplating, 
they  were  sometimes  plated  in  silver. 
Glass  candlesticks  were  plentiful.  Late 
in  the  Century  their  stems  were  vase- 
shaped,  tapered,  or  cylindrical.  Clear 
glass  was  varied  by  enclosing  opaque 
twists  of  air  in  the  stem  or  small 
bubbles — "tears" — in  the  glass.  Stems 
were  later  ornamented  with  faceted 
cutting.  By  1760  there  was  a  great 
variety  of  shapes.  Glass  festoons  and 
pendants  were  much  used  for  candle- 
sticks, candelabra,  girandoles,  wall 
lights  and  chandeliers.   Pendant-hung 


candlesticks,    candelabra    and    gira 
doles    were    the    fashionable    man 
ornaments  of  the  day.  The  cutting 
the   glass   followed   the  same  fashicj 
as    in    the    chandeliers;    tall    spires- 
stalactites — or  pyramids  were  typic; 
Candlesticks    of    Battersea    enam 
were  made  with  fluted   baluster  ste 
after  17  70.  Various  colored  and  veil 
stones  like  Derbyshire  spar  were  fas 
ioned    into    candlesticks;    a    fine    pa 
made    about    1780    has    an    octagon 
pillar,  urn-shaped  socket,  and  moldei 
circular  domed  foot  on  a  square  bas* 
Wedgwood,  the  famous  potter,  revolil 
tionized  English  household  ornament1 
which  were  previously  crude.  He  mad 
many     candlesticks     in     his     differe: 
wares.   His  black  basalt  ornaments  o 
bacchantes  and  dolphins,  chimeras  an

Candelabra  of  silver  or  silver  plate 
for  the  dinii  "  table  n  ere  of  the  same 
idlesticks.  The  branches 
grew  lighter  and  plainer  to  harmonize 
with  the  slender  stems,  but  were  often 
twisted  in  one  or  more  loops.  Remov- 
able branches  were  rare  before  the 
time  of  George  III  but  at  that  time 
ii  was  not  uncommon  to  make  a 
candlestick  with  one  or  more  sets  of 
branches — one  for  two  lights,  another 
for  threi — so  that  the  lighting  of  a 
dinner  table  could  be  increased  c«tfi- 
veniently.  A  simple  hexagonal  stem 
with  restrained  decoration  was  typical 
of  the  taste  of  the  day.  From  the  time 
of  George  III  hall-marks  were  put  on 
the  outside  of  the  candelabrum,  except 
when  it  was  cast;  then  they  were 
marked  inside.  Sheffield  plate  candela- 
bra were  similar  to  those  in  silver.  An 
urn  finial  topped  the  stem  and  branches 
were  made  for  two  or  more  lights. 

ELABORATE  LIGHTS 

Ornamental  candelabra  and  giran- 
doles were  exceedingly  popular. 
Flanking  a  clock  on  the  mantelpiece 
they  were  more  luxurious  than  single 
candlesticks  however  elaborately  these 
might  be  hung  with  glass  pendants 
and  festoons.  Glass  candelabra  had 
liases  of  metal — especially  ormolu, 
china,  or  painted  wood.  Ornamental 
vases  were  incorporated  in  their  de- 
signs as  in  France.  Vases  of  "Blue 
John"  or  Derbyshire  spar  (fluor- 
spar) were  mounted  with  pierced 
ormolu  and  bore  candle  branches 
which  were  sometimes  removable.  The 
covers  of  these  vases  were  often  re- 
versible and,  like  the  French  casso- 
lettes, held  a  socket  for  an  extra 
candle.  Ornamental  classical  wises 
with  or  without  candle  branches  held 
an  important  place  in  the  decorative 
schemes  of  the  Adam  Brothers.  In 
the  latter  half  of  the  18th  Century 
ornamental  candelabra  and  girandoles 
were  much  used  on  pedestals,  tables, 
and  vitcridoiis,  especially  designed  for 
this  purpose.  A  tripod  of  iron  by 
Robert  Adam,  about  1780,  carries  a 
small  triangular  top  for  a  branched 
candelabrum  with  three  candles.  Its 
slender  stem  is  vase-shap'ed,  simply 
ornamented  with  water  leaves.  A 
torchere  of  carved  and  gilded  wood, 
made  about  17X0,  has  serpents  twisted 
downward  around  its  stem,  their  heads 
lying  outward  along  its  base.  The 
candelabrum  surmounting  it  is  a  clas- 
sic urn  which  is  decorated  appropri- 
ately with  masks;  the  two  candle 
branches   carry   four   lights. 

Adam's  own  designs  for  girandoles 
naturally  are  accepted  as  standards 
for  the  Adam  style.  They  make  use 
of  classic  vases  with  candle  branches, 
or  arc  designed  with  ancient  Etruscan 
motifs.  Girandoles  were  made  of 
metal,  occasionally  of  wood,  and  often 
of  glass.  One  beautiful  pair,  with 
ormolu  base  set  on  feet,  has  lt  pedestal 
of  jet;  the  tall  glass  spire  upholding 
a  small  canopy  from  which  hang 
pendants  and  festoons;  the  canopy 
tipped    by    an    urn-shaped    finial    ex- 


quisitely cut  for  brilliant  effect; 
candle  branches  of  glass  somewl 
fantastically  twisted  in  loops; 
bobeclies  of  the  calix-shaped 
sockets  hung  with  festoons  and  n 
dants  of  beautiful  clear  glass,

THE    ADAM    CHANDELIER 


The  typical  Adam  chandelier  was  of 
glass,  though  wood  and  brass  were 
still  used.  Rock  crystal  was  an  ex-J 
traordinary  luxury.  Glass  chandeliers,] 
continued  to  be  imported  from  France1, 
but  those  of  English  make  became  soj 
popular  they  were  shipped  to  the! 
Continent  on  occasion.  The  working 
drawings  for  some  of  these  chandeliers 
have  been  in  possession  of  one  Eng- 
lish firm  since  1780.  The  English 
chandeliers,  like  the  French,  were  of 
several  types.  Some  were  all  glass;  the 
earlier  ones  with  plain  glass  tubing" 
covering  the  metal  framework,  the 
candle  branches  in  S-shaped  curves.  In 
later  examples,  made  about  1788,  the 
tubing  was  cut  in  gouges  or  "hol- 
lows," adding  to  the  brilliance  of  the 
refracted  light.  Some  chandeliers 
were  very  delicately  constructed  and

small  canopy-like  top.  Graceful  ovoid 
or  classic  urns  with  crystal 
spires  were  supported  above  these 
pierced  ormolu  coronas  from  which 
the  candle  branches  sprang,  and  which 
often  supported  very  tall  spires. 
Great  ingenuity  was  shown  in  festoon- 
ing these  chandeliers  and  in  the  plac- 
if  the  tall  cut-glass  spires. 

With  all  their  looking  backward 
through  the  eyes  of  Pompeii  to  ancient 
Rome  and  Greece,  the  Adam  Brothers 
up-to-date  in  their  use  of  oil 
lamps.  They  designed  handsome  lamps 
singly  or  in  pairs.  Hanging  lamps 
largely  took  the  place  of  lanterns  even 
before  the  19th  Century,  in  halls, 
passages,  lobbies,  and  were  hung  be- 
tween the  columns  in  formal  rooms. 
Adam's  designs  are  very  fanciful,  and 
to  his  vase,  urn,  and  bowl  motifs  are 
added  dolphins  and  other  classic  dec- 
orations or  he  followed  the  Egyptian 
vogue.  Brass,  bronze,  and  glass  were 
the  chief  materials.  Standing  lamps 
were  placed  on  tables  or  pedestals. 
One  of  Adam's  drawings  made  in 
1773  is  for  a  five  foot  lamp  standard. 
Ileppel white  also  designed  some  ac- 
ceptable lamps,  and  by  the  end  of  the 
century  the  Argand  lamp  was  not 
only  in  general  use  but  was  admitted 
to  high  society. 

Although  hanging  lamps  ordinarily 
took  the  place  of  the  older  lanterns 
with  candle  branches,  such  lanterns 
still  seen.  Whether  of  iron  or 
brass,  the  metal  framing  was  light; 
the  lanterns  hexagonal  or  octagonal; 
and  often  topped  by  a  metal  crown, 
vase,  or  flower  spray  suggestive  of 
oldt  r  models.  Candle  brackets  were 
still  nlaced  on  furniture  for  con- 
venience, especially  on  mirror  frames. 

A  certain  pompous  manner  pre- 
vailed in  the  silverware  of  the  early 
19th  Century.  Candlesticks  reproduced 
earlier  styles  or  were  designed  in  the 
modes  of  the  day  but  with  great 
elaboration.  There  were  handsome 
foliated  patterns  with  baluster  stems 
and  shaped  nozzles,  chased  with  flow- 
ers and  scrolls,  like  those  of  18  1+  by 
John  and  Thomas  Settle.

I  he  <ild  farmhouse  was  sadly  out 
of  plumb,  due  to  the  sagging  of  its 
underpinning,  and  the  wing  and  lean- 
to  were  pictures  of  desolation,  hut 
tli.1  massive  timbers  were  intact.  More- 
oxer,  the  frame  was  found  to  be  de- 
lightfully reminiscent  of  the  half- 
timber  work  of  Connecticut  where 
English  craftsmen,  in  migrating  to 
our  shores,  brought  with  them  the 
distinctive  architecture  which  was 
common  to  their  native  Shires. 

Even  the  detail  bore  the  same 
rugged  flavor  as,  for  example,  the 
rough  timber  brackets  upholding  the 
crude  sheds  and  the  projections  of  the 
service  doors.  Most  ingratiating  of  all  - 
was  the  exquisite  paneling  of  the 
interior,  all  still  in  a  fair  state  of 
preservation. 

No  doubt  the  miracle  of  its  preser- 
vation is  largely  due  to  the  fact  that,

The     former    owners    said     that    the 
Lilac    in     full    bloom    had    been     an 
Easter  gift  and  they  had  later  planted 
it  in  the  garden.  Lilacs  on  their  own 
roots  are   more  expensive  but  are  far 
superior  to  grafted  plants. 

One  important  thing  to  remember  is 
that  Lilacs  bloom  on  the  wood  formed 
the  previous  season,  and  the  new 
branches  start  at  the  base  of  the  flower 
cluster.  When  removing  the  faded 
flowers  to  prevent  the  plant's  energy 
being  spent  in  forming  seeds,  they 
should  be  snapped  off  at  a  point  just 
above    the    new    leaves. 

Coining  now  to  the  fascinating 
combination  of  Lilacs  and  May  Tu- 
lips, we  can  have  a  misty  lavender 
background  for  the  clear  pinks  and 
yellows  and  lavenders  all  along  the 
edge  of  the  border. 

After  trying  several  ways  of  group- 
ing Tulips,  there  is  only  one  that  -I 
l'ke.

He  disbuds  his  plants  and 
grows  for  the  single  perfect  or  large 
bloom,  whereas  the  average  amateur 
grows  for  abundance  of  bloom.  Sou- 
venir Cladius  Pernet  as  seen  in  the 
florist's  window  or  in  his  display  at 
flower  shows  is  a  horse  of  a  different 
color  from  the  Rose  we  struggle  with 
in  our  gardens.  It  would  be  well  for 
the  American  Rose  Society  to  list  those 
Roses  that  only  professionals  and 
well-equipped  amateurs  should  grow. 
The  same  applies  to  Chrysanthemums. 
While  the  catalogs  do  warn  us  about 
the  tenderness  of  certain  kinds,  we 
leave  them  over  winter  without  ade- 
quate protection,  and  mourn  their  loss 
when  Spring  comes.  We  also  fail  to 
disbud.  The  flowers  we  produce  are 
Lsually  woefully  smaller  than  those 
we  see  at  the  shows. 

Why  not  issue,  with  each  ticket  to 
the  flower  show,  a  grain  of  salt  that 
we  enthusiastic  amateurs  can  take  at

Mr.  Lown  believes  he  has  grown 
about  fifteen  hundred  species  of  rock 
plants,  but  I  who  have  been  in  the  gar- 
den at  all  seasons  over  a  period  of 
many  years  feel  this  to  be  a  modest  es- 
timate. Among  these  he  has  found  a 
good  many  too  fussy  for  our  climate 
but  likewise  a  vast  number  of  others 
that  may  be  grown  by  any  careful 
gardener. 

The  rock  gardens  lie  for  the  most 
part  out  in  the  sunlight,  though  they 
receive  some  shade  for  a  few  hours 
a  day  from  trees  far  enough  away  not 
to  overhang,  and  for  this  tempering 
of  our  fierce  sunlight  the  Alpines  are 
grateful.  Mr.  Lown  lavs  great  stress 
upon  the  importance  of  the  correct 
mixture  of  soil  in  which  to  prow  Al- 
pine plants  and  speaks  of  his  many 
early  failures  that  were  due  to  his  lack 
of  knowledge  on  this  subject. 

In  a  pamphlet  published  a  few 
years  ago  he  says,  "If  ordinary  soil 
is  used  in  the  rock  garden  and  no 
especial  pains  are  taken  as  to  drainage, 
many  of  these  plants  will  do  beautiful- 
ly in  the  early  months  and  the  garden- 
er will  be  delighted  with  the  ease* 
wi.h  which  they  may  be  grown.  But 
this  is  somewhat  in  the  nature  of  a 
false  triumph  and  a  different  story 
is  told  when  real  summer  comes. 
The  heat  is  bad  enough  and  if  the 
weather  be  dry,  watering  is  to  be  done 
at  evening;  then  the  -.plants  will  be 
fairly  comfortable.  But  it  is  when  we 
have  a  spell  of  hard  showers,  with 
heat  and  humidity  that  these  same 
plants  suffer.  The  ground  remains 
soaked  around  the  crown  and  the 
leaves  do  not  dry  off  quickly  enough 
and  the  result  is  the  damping  of  some 
choice  plants.  Ti.e  porous  soil  ad- 
vised  will  in  great  measure  prevent 
this  by  giving  quick  drainage. 

A  great  many  of  the  plants  suit- 
able for  growing  in  rockeries  will  not 
-equire  any  special  soil  mixture,  but 
all  or  nearly  all  will  grow  well  in  it 
and  to  assure  better  success,  it  is  ad-

LANDSCAPE  architecture,  at  its 
/  best,  is  a  harmonious  blending  of 
a  number  of  distinct  features  into  a 
single  unit.

To  disregard  any  of  these  principles 
is  to  jeopardize  the  effectiveness  of  the 
completed  garden.

J  ittle  Laurel  trees.  This  detail  is  one  of 
Chigi's  most  excellent  features,  achiev- 
ing by  quite  simple  means  a  really 
great   effect. 

A  cross-axis  tr^yersing  the  graveled 
area  by  the  pool  extends  north  and 
south  to  two  high  Baroque  screens  of 
modeled  stucco,  which  stand  in  the 
shade  of  dense  Hex  boschi  groves.  The 
boschi  are  further  connected  by  an- 
other path  whose  axis  passes  to  the  east 
of  the  house,  and  by  a  cool  Ilex  tun- 
nel  along  tb*  wall  of  the  high  road. 

Between  the  boschi  and  the  house, 
scattered  Stone  Pines  and  Ilex  cast 
their  shifting-  shadows  on  eight  Box- 
(1  areas  once  kept  as  formal  gar- 
den plots.  Now  only  three  are  main- 
tained; the  others  are  overgrown  with 
a  confusion   of  shrubbery.

spurs.  But  you  must  decide  definitely 
upon  the  exact  shape  you  mean  your 
tree  to  be  even  before  you  plant  it, 
for  the  first  step  in  its  training  is 
taken  when  you  fasten  its  leaders  to 
a  wall  or  frame. 

In  France  and  England  the  general 
practice  is  to  fasten  the  trees  directly 
to  the  wall  by  means  of  loops  of  soft 
leather  or  cloth  about  l/z"  or  2" 
wide.  This  has  the  great  objection  that 
the  number  of  nail  holes  made  will 
in  time  damage  the  wall 5  furthermore, 
insert  pests  breed  in  disused  nail  holes. 
So,  although  in  all  old  gardens  you 
will  find  the  choicest  fruit  trees  trained 
directly  against  the  wall  in  this  way, 
more  modern  methods  are  coming  into 
vogue  in  the  newer  ones,  and  the  wall 
space  is  covered  with  wires  before  a 
tree  is  planted.  This  is  decidedly  the 
better  plan  where  a  wooden  fence  is 
in  question. 

Fix  strips  of  wood  (  \"  x  l")  ver- 
tically to  the  wall,  at  intervals  of  4" 
blocked  out  from  the  wall  3"  or  4", 
for  the  hot  American  summer  sun  will 
not  permit  us  to  follow  the  European 
system  of  growing  practically  against 
the  wall's  surface.

CONCERNING    LILAC   PRUNING 

AS  a   general    rule,  autumn   is  not   the   time  to  prune  spring- 
-rlowerinu  shrubs  because  the  blossom  buds  are  already  formed 
ny  productive  wood  removed  at  this  time  will  mean  a  direct 
loss  of  next  season's  floral  display.  Of  course,  (.lead  wood  can  be  cut 
out  advantageously,  but  in  the  majority  of  cases  that  is  the  only 
growth  that  should   be  touched   now. 

There  is  one  kind  of  pruning,  however,  that  can  be  done  in 
autumn  as  well  as  at  any  other  season.  This  is  the  removal  of  those 
strong-growing  but  undesired  suckers  which  sometimes  start  up  in 
considerable  numbers  from  the  roots  of  the  Lilacs,  eventually 
forming  large  clumps  unless  suitable  steps  are  taken  to  control 
them.  These  growths  use  up  a  lot  of  the  plant's  energy  which 
should  go  into  the  main  trunk  or  trunks,  and  to  that  extent  are 
distinctly  harmful.

THOROUGHBRED    VS.    MUTT 

By  ROBERT  S.  LEMMON 

IT  has  always  seemed  to  me  a  rather  puzzling  anomaly 
that,  whereas  recognition  of  the  superiority  of  thorough- 
bred cattle,  clothes  or  motor  cars  is  practically  universal,  a 
great  many  people  refuse  to  concede  the  application  of  the 
same  principle  to  dogs.  Better  appearance,  character,  dura- 
bility and  all-around  quality — these  the  pedigreed  cow, 
suit  or  automobile  admittedly  possesses  because  of  the  ex- 
pense, care,  materials  or  intelligence  applied  to  its  produc- 
tion. But  for  some  strange  reason  a  considerable  portion 
of  the  public  still  believes  that  such  causes  and  effects 
cannot  be  applied  to  dogs;  that  the  "mutt"  is  quite  as 
satisfactory  as  the  thoroughbred — probably  even  more  so! 

I  suspect  that  this  faith  in  the  superior  merits  of  the 
mongrel  arises  from  hearsay  in  most  cases,  and  from  mis- 
leading experience  in  the  rest.  It  is  easy  to  believe  what  one 
likes  to  believe,  and  it  is  natural  enough  to  draw  con- 
clusions from  personal  experience.  Thus,  if  one  happens 
to  have  known  an  exceptionally  bright  or  sturdy  mongrel 
and  an  unusually  dumb  or  delicate  thoroughbred,  what 
could  be  easier  than  to  generalize  a  bit  and  champion  the 
cause  of  all  mongrels  against  their  cousins  of  higher  degree? 

If  there  be  any  readers  of  these  lines  who  hold  to  this 
faith  in  the  under-dog  I  hope  they  will  take  what  follows 
in  the  spirit  in  which  it  is  written — a  sincere  desire  to  be 
perfectly  fair  to  all  concerned. 

Quite  frankly,  I  believe  that  a  thoroughly  well  bred 
dog  is  the  most  satisfactory  because,  other  things  being 
equal,  he  possesses  a  maximum  of  those  qualities  for  which 
his  special  breed  stands  and  which  probably  attracted  you 
to  him  in  the  first  place.  Because  his  ancestry  was  under

N  o  v  e  mber ,    19  2  7 
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SOME  months  ago  our  explosive 
man  was  induced  to  write  an 
editorial  called  "The  Coming  and 
Going-  of  Clocks."  In  this  we  ob- 
served that  clocks  seemed  no  longer 
to  be  given  the  place  of  prominence 
in  a  room,  that  they  were  no  longer 
being  considered  part  of  its  essential 
decoration.  The  reason  we  suggested 
for  this  "going"  of  clocks  was  that 
the  modern  clock  lacked  color;  it 
lacked  individuality  in  design. 

This  pebble,  casually  tossed  into 
the  still  pond  of  clock  manufactur- 
ing seems  to  have  brought  ripples 
lapping  many  shores.  Solemn  people 
blustered  "Nonsense"  or  words  to 
that  effect.  But  others,  more  alive  to 
modern  requirements  perhaps,  took 
it  as  an  encouragement  to  their  en- 
deavors. Scarcely  had  the  waves 
subsided  than  there  appeared  on  the 
market  a  distinctive  line  of  clocks 
finished  in  color,  clocks  that  made 
congenial  concessions  to  the  demand 
for  something  new  and  gay. 

That  a  clock  should  assume  pleas- 
ing tints  and  tones  mav  not  seem 
vitally  important  in  the  vast  scheme 
of  our  busy  world,  and  yet  it  is.  For 
it  is  only  one  more  indication  of  the 
way  color  and  gaiety  have  seeped 
into   the   surroundings. 

Color  has  captured  the  home. 
Owners  who  once  stood  in  awe  of 
strong  colors  in  decoration  now  use 
them  without  a  qualm.  Even  the 
modernist  concatenations  in  curtain 
fabrics,  furniture  coverings,  rugs 
and  wall  papers  are  calmly  being 
accepted.

WHEN"  a  Moroccan  Arab  determines 
to  build  a  new  home,  he  calls  his 
sons  about  him  and  reveals  to  them  his 
intention.  Long:  colloquies  ensue,  in  the 
course  of  which  each  son  puts  forward  his 
opinion,  not  of  the  way  in  which  the  house 
should  be  built,  for  there  is  but  one  way, 
but  of  the  space  to  be  allocated  to  the  vari- 
ous members  and  the  many  functions  of 
the  household.

To  a  European  or  an  American,  these 
apartments  are  no  more  than  sombre  nar- 
row corridors,  despite  the  doorways  open 
on  the  inner  court.  The  French  colonial 
official  who  finds  himself  forced  to  inhabit 
such  a  house  moves  into  it,  usually,  with  a 
heavy  sense  of  oppression  and  confinement.

This    simple    little    cottage    at 

Tacoma,  Washington,  has  an 
air  of  home-like  charm  and 
hospitality.  Its  walls  are  of 
white-washed  brick  and  the 
roof  is  of  hand-split  cedar 
shingles  allowed  to  weather. 
Partitions  inside  are  of  hollow 
tile,  and  the  floors  of  wide 
planking  laid  like  a  ship's  deck

PEOPLE  who  keep  their  eyes  open 
and  mentally  make  architectural 
notes  as  they  go  along,  cannot  hav| 
failed  to  notice  time  and  again  J 
conspicuous  feature  of  many  house" 
built  in  the  first  half  of  the  19t| 
Century.  Throughout  the  cities  anJ 
towns  of  the  Atlantic  States — especi- 
ally the  Middle  Atlantic  States — ana 
also  throughout  the  countryside,  theVS 
must  have  seen  dozens  of  verandahs 
with  ornamental  cast  iron  support!] 
and  balconies  with  cast  iron  balus-j 
trades.  Very  often  the  verandahs  havtj 
bell-flared  roofs  which  are.  shaped 
somewhat  like  Chinese  umbrellas. 

For  a  long  time  it  was  customarj 
to  despise  metal  embellishments  of  the!' 
sort    just   mentioned   as   incidents  re-f 
maining    from    the    taboo    Victorian! 
age;    those  who  did  not  actually  de-j 
spise       them       viewed       them       withj 
indifference  as  negligible  trifles  of  n< 
moment  at  all.   If  anyone  cherished 
a  kindly  feeling  for  the  iron  Grape-]! 
vines    or    fanciful    Chinese    traceryj 
they  kept  a   discreet  silence   for  fearl 
of  having  their  good  taste  impugned 
by  ever  scorn  fid  purists.

spirit  is  abroad.  A  juster  sense  of  real 
values  opens  the  way  to  picking  out 
from  the  Victorian  welter  what  is 
really  good  in  itself  and  saving  it  to 
incorporate  in  schemes  of  our  present 
contriving.  Cast  iron  is  slowly  com- 
ing into  its  own  again. 

Cast  ironwork  of  the  kind  here 
illustrated  is  really  of  pre-Victorian 
origin  and,  although  its  popularity 
continued  well  on  toward  the  middle 
of  the  19th  Century,  its  beginnings 
date  from  the  Regency  or  Giaeco- 
Roman  episode  of  domestic  architec- 
ture. It  was  a  customary  factor  of 
external  decoration  for  houses  de- 
signed in  the  manner  that  was  so 
gracefully  interpreted  by  Henry  Hol- 
land, Nash,  Cockerell  and  their 
contemporaries  in  England,  and  by 
Latrobe,  Robert  Mills,  Strickland  and 
Richardson  in  America. 

There  were  three  causes  that  con- 
tributed to  the  vogue  of  cast  iron  for 
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exterior  architectural  ornament. 
When  the  Gracco-Roman  or  Regency 
style  of  building;  reached  the  peak  of 
its  development  in  England  in  the 
early  years  of  the  19th  Century,  there 
was  a  general  need  for  rigid  economy. 
Thanks  to  the  Napoleonic  wars  and 
their  effect  upon  trade  conditions, 
private  purses  as  well  as  the  Royal 
Exchequer  felt  the  financial  pinch 
and  for  most  people  it  was  out  of  the 
question  to  spend  much  money  for 
building.  Wrought  iron  decorations 
fwere  expensive,  and  cast  iron  met  the 
requirements  of  the  blithesome  ver- 
andahs anil  balcony  balustrades  that 
had  come  into  favor  as  one  of  the 
features  of  the  newer  expression  in 
the  domestic  architecture  found  on 
both  sides  of  the  Atlantic. 

Just  as  coming  events  usually  cast 
their  shadows  before,  so  the  trend 
toward  cast  iron  embellishments  had 
made  its  influence  felt  in  both  En- 
gland and  America  considerably  prior 
to  the  end  of  the  1  8th  Century.  Time 
and  again  we  find  instances  where 
cast  iron  and  wrought  iron  were  used 
together  in  the  same  gates,  railings, 
balustrades  or  door  garnishings.  Like- 
wise, there  were  occasionally  veran- 
dahs with  supports  made  altogether 
of  ornamental  cast  iron.  But  the  lull 
development  and  popularity  of  the 
fashion  were  reserved  for  the  19th 
Century,  especially  for  the  twenty 
years  between  1810  and  1830. 

A  second  cause  that  aided  the  im- 
pulse was  the  liking  of  the  age  for 
ready-made  things  produced  by  me- 
chanical means.  The  passion  for  the 
ready-made  extended  to  the  various 
adjuncts  of  decoration  as  well  as  to 
many  objects  which  were  purely 
utilitarian  in  character. 

The  third  cause  was  the  fact  that 
cast  iron  offered  a  cheap  and  con- 
venient medium  for  the  embodiment 
of  both  Oriental  and  Gothic  "con- 
ceits," besides  the  fanciful  designs 
based  upon  naturalistic  motifs.  Chi- 
nese inspiration  was  always  cropping 
up  at  one  point  or  another  in  the 
realm  of  decoration  and  so,  too,  were 
the  varied  efforts  to  achieve  a  domes- 
ticated Gothic  flavor.  The  early  19th 
Century  was  no  stranger  to  the 
allurements  of  Cathay  translated  into 
a  Western  form  of  expression; 
neither  was  it  indifferent  to  the 
lingering  glamour  of  the  ingenious 
but  scarcely  legitimate  transcriptions 
of  medievalism  that  had  emanated 
from  Strawberry  Hill  when  Horace 
Walpole  was  the  arbiter  of  public 
taste  in  the  reign  of  the  Third 
George.  The  adaptations  of  Chinese 
and  Gothic  motifs  as  they  finally

Such  a  belief  is  indeed 
i  house  is  .i  companion  or  ought  to 
ill  the  elements  and  with  all  the  fine 
or  less  fine  emanations  from  the  surround- 
rrain.    It  takes  but  little  companion- 
ship  with   houses  to   feel   this.   Yet   people 
build    houses  as   if   they    were   empty   shells 
tilled    with   seaside  sand. 
It   would    be   banal   to  say  that   in   every 
case   the   purse   is  a   high   element  to   be    re- 
garded. It  is.  But  this  consideration  is  usu- 
ally never  forgotten,  so  let  us  leave  it  to  the 
home  owner  and  go  on  with  things  he  may 
and  does  t  orget. 

To  take  up  the  thread  again:  We  know  a 
house  intimately  which  is  set  among  com- 
plicating though  lovesome  trees,  but  it  is 
so  fixed  on  the  plot  that  the  porch  outside 
the  drawing  room  maintains,  with  the  trees, 
the  most  confounding  darkness,  admitting 
neither  eastern  nor  western  sun,  while  the 
other  side  of  the  house  where  there  is  sun 
is  the  back  where  no  terrace  or  porch  has 
been  built.  Here  there  is  no  chance  for  a 
sun  bath  unless  one  would  like  to  sit  on  the 
refrigerator  in  the  kitchen  vestibule.  This  is 
what  we  mean  by  considering  plans  for  the 
house  with  regard  to  the  terrain  and  mete- 
orological consequences,  which  admit  to 
comfort  or  to  confusion.  Ii.  fact,  there  has 
been  too  much  homage  paid  to  the  facial 
appearance  of  houses,  rather  than  to  com- 
fort. The  English  are  aware  of  this  prob- 
lem and  build  the  front  where  it  is 
comfortable  on  all  counts. 

THE    HOUSE    PLAN 

"We    have    to    move,    the     family    has 
grown  so  large."  In  many  cases  this  state- 
ment is  understandable,   for  often  at  fust 
building  the  purse  has  not  permitted  exten- 
ze.  Yet  the  way  out,  here,  is  to  plan 
so  that  an  extra  addition  can  be  built  with- 
out   ti  beauty    into    horror.    Such    a 
considi  vorthy  of  thought  in  the 
ntiment   period    of    building.

ne  put  Into  plans  after  the

for  a  lift,  extra  wiring,  vacuum  cleaning! 
plants,  adequate  heating,  new  system  of 
heating,  insulation,  drainage  system,  water 
system,  extra  bathrooms,  adequate  closet 
room,  laundry  facilities,  or  more  enduring 
floors  or  partitions.  Many  of  these  things 
can  be  considered  in  the  hatching  plan  as! 
long  as  they  are  inevitably  thought  of  after 
its  birth.  "Why  didn't  some  one  advise  us?" 
Why?  'Because  you  probably  asked  no  one. 
Because,  too,  in  many  cases  the  architect! 
who  wants  the  job  is  afraid  of  seeming  to 
run  into  high  initial  cost  and,  more  often 
than  not,  cannot  with  all  the  persuasion  in 
the  world  convince  a  client  of  what  his 
experience  has  taught  him.  His  client  usu- 
ally thinks  he  knows  best.  "Doesn't  this  house 
belong  to  me?"  is  the  gist  of  his  spoken  or 
unspoken  opinion.  Sometimes,  too,  when 
the  architect  would  save  expense  by  pre- 
paredness, a  client  feels  as  if  he  were  being 
run  unduly  into  fripperies.  One  of  the  most 
patent  results  is  houses  inadequately  wired 
with  the  consequent  lack  of  calm  brought 
about  by  excessive  discomfort  in  reading, 
heating  and  use  of  the  radio  (a  considerable 
item  today),  electric  cookery  unprovided 
with  a  proper  circuit,  and  so  on. 

PLACING    THE  FIXTURES 

The  question  of  adequate  and  not  over- 
electrification  of  a  home  should  be  gone 
into  during  plan  building  in  order  to  know 
from  the  beginning  the  proper  position  of 
convenience-  outlets,  fixtures,  fuse  boxes, 
meters  and  appliances.  The  planning  of 
kitchens  is  another  thing  that  should  be 
well  thought  out  from  the  start  of  the 
plan  if  culinary  comfort  is  to  be  had.  It 
is  no  easy  matter  to  place  a  refrigerator 
1  in  a  plan  in  which  it  has  been  forgotten. 
A  refrigerator  miles  away  from  the  center 
of  activity  makes  a  difficult  kitchen  and 
results  in  fatigue,  involved  servant  rela- 
tions and  extravagance.  The  question  of 
adequate  windows,  light,  convenient  de- 
livery of  food  stuffs  and  service  of  foods 
should  be  understood  in  the  plans  and  be  de- 
cided only  after  consultation  with  some 
one  who  knows  kitchen  usage,  if  one  is  to 
have  kitchen  comfort  and  actually  save 
costs  in  purse  and  of  the  spirit  later  on. 
A  kitchen  need  not  be  large,  but  it  must  be 
light  and  it  must  have  complete  conve- 
nience. Too  often  it  is  the  last  thing 
planned  and  makes  trouble  ever  after. 

The  placing  of  fireplaces  is  another  fine 
point;  this  is  tied  up  with  the  position  of  the

hardy  ;  it  ought  to  be  a  most  useful  tree 
throughout   the    Middle   West. 

In  all  there  are  quite  a  number  oi  fasti- 
giate trees  that  are  hardy  in  the  colder  parts 
of  this  country.  They  belong  to  widely 
separated  families  and  their  number  is 
constantly  being  added  to.  Probably  all 
known  are  seminal  variations  of  sponta- 
neous origin,  and  owe  their  preservation  to 
man  who  has  propagated  them  vegetatively 
by  cuttings  or  graftings. 

It  is  in  countries  where  raising  trees 
from  seeds  has  long  been  practised  that 
most  of  these  fastigiate  trees  have  been 
detected.  Among  American  species  five 
only  (Silver,  Sugar  and  Red  Maples, 
Tulip-tree  and  White  Pine)  have  given  rise 
to  fastigiate  trees.  Of  these  that  of  the 
Tulip-tree  and  of  the  Silver  Maple  origi- 
nated in  Europe  and  probably  that  of  the 
Red  Maple  also.  The  other  two  owe  their 
preservation  to  the  Arnold  Arboretum,  and 
they  rank  among  the  best  of  their  class.  The 
fastigiate  Sugar  Maple  (A err  saccharum 
var.  monument  ale}  is  one  of  the  narrowest 


of   all    trees    and    is   strikingly    distinct 
appearance.  The  branches  are  comparativ 
few  and  quite  erect,  and  the   tree  is  w 
adapted  for  planting  by  the  side  of  nam 
roads.

J  his  is  Tilia  platyphyllos  var. 
pyramidaliSj  a  European  tree  whose 
branches  taper  from  a  broad  base 
to  a  pointed  apex.  It  is  pyramidal 
rather  than  erect  in  habit.  The 
European  Hornbeam  (Carpinus 
Betulus}  has  given  rise  to  two 
forms  of  upright  habit.  One  (var. 
globosa),  in  spite  of  its  name,  is  a 
dwarf,  very  compact,  fastigiate 
plant;  the  other  (var.  pyramidalis) 
is  very  well  described  by  its 
varietal  name. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  of 
all  fastigiate  trees  is  the  Dawyck 
Beech  (Fagus  sylvatica  var.  fasti- 
giata).

Al- 
though such  matters  as  these  are 
elementary,  they  and  their  logi 
cal    corollaries    are    often    lost 
sight  of  in  the  rush  of  present 
day  building. 

In  scale,  outline,  wall  tex 
tures  and  color  schemes,  defi- 
nite relationships  may  be 
established.  Of  these,  the  matt  I 
of  scale  is  probably  the  most 
important.  Scale,  of  course,  has 
to  do  in  this  connection  with 
relative  sizes  and  masses,  and  its 
importance  is  easily  understood, 
The  silhouette  or  outline  of  a 
residence  has  much  importance 
in  making  it  appear  a  definite, 
fixed  entity  of  the  locale  in 
which  it  is  found.  If  the  house 
to  be  erected  is  a  formal  type 
and  is,  as  most  of  this  character 
are,  symmetrical  in  outline,  the 
surroundings  should  also  be 
formal  in  character.  If  the 
house  is  irregular  in  outline  an 
informal  setting  is  correct. 

Various  exterior  building  ma- 
terials and  ways  of  using  them 
produce  decidedly  individual 
textures  among  which  can  be

This  New  Mate  rid  I  Offers  Many  Good  Opportunities  for  the 
Achievement  of  Distinctive  Effects 


THERE  is  always  something  new  for 
the  inside  of  the  house.  Just  now  the 
itest  note  in  interior  wall  decoration  is  the 
textured  relief  finish  produced  through  the 
use  of  what  is  known  as  plastic  paint. 

The  possibilities  which  this  new  ma- 
terial has  opened  up  for  those  who  want 
things  out  of  the  commonplace  are  prac- 
tically unlimited.  Desired  requirements  of 
architectural  design  or  period  decoration 
may  be  carried  out,  as  well  as  the  individual 
deas  of  the  home  owner  or  decorator. 

Some  information  on  this  up-to-the- 
minute  craftsmanship  and  its  effective  use 
will  be  of  especial  interest  to  all  who  are 
buildine  new  homes  or  redecorating  at  this 
time,  for  in  these  days  of  rapid  changes 
only  the  latest  in  architectural  and  building 
practice  should  be  used  to  keep  the  value  of 
property  up  for  the  maximum  length  of 
time.  A  brief  outline  of  the  mechanics  of 
plastic  paint  work  will  also  be  of  interest 
to  the  many  amateur  painters  who  love 
creative  handiwork,  for  this  rough  tex- 
tured wall  decoration  is  fully  as  simple  to 
produce  as  Tiffany,  stippling,  polychrom- 
ing  and  other  forms  of  decorative  work 
that  are  being  successfully  done  by  a  great 
many  amateurs. 

WHAT   PLASTIC    PAINTS   ARE 

To  start  with,  plastic  paint  decoration  is 
a  definite  step  in  advance  of  rough  or  sand 
finish  plaster,  which  has  been  the  accepted 
mode  for  dwellings  of  the  better  class  for 
a  decade  or  more.  With  sand  finish  plaster 
which  is  of  a  uniform  evenness  of  tone, 
it  is  necessary,  where  textured  effects  are 
desired,  to  simulate  depths  and  highlights 
through  color  treatment.  With  plastic 
paint  decoration  the  texture  itself  is  built 
up  in  relief,  and  color  is  then  added,  if 
desired,  to  give  additional  tone  and  interest 
to  the  finished  effect. 

As  with  everything  else  that  is  worthy, 
plastic  decoration  is  not  good  for  all  things 
and  in  all  places.  It  is  an  accepted  standard 
medium  of  wall  decoration,  and  is  available 
tor  use  wherever  it  is  suitable  for  the  par- 
ticular purpose  in  mind. 

Some  plastic  paint  materials  come  in 
powder  form  to  be  mixed  with  water; 
M>me  come  in  ready  prepared  form;  and 
sometimes  flat  wall  paint  is  used  mixed  with 
stiffeners  such  as  whiting  and  plaster  of 
pan's  to  a  plastic  consistency. 

The  material  is  usually  brushed  onto  the 
surface  with  a  large  wall  brush,  piling  it  on 
in  a  film  about  J/%"  thick,  or  as  much  thicker

as  desired  according  to  the  effect.  Often 
it  is  spread  on  with  a  broad  knife  or  spatula. 
After  it  has  set  a  few  minutes,  the  tex- 
ture is  developed.  This  is  done  in  various 
ways — a  brush,  spoon,  spatula,  flexible 
putty  knife,  sponge  and  wad  of  cloth  being 
some  of  the  implements  used,  according  to 
the  effect  desired.  Some  effects  are  produced 
with  the  fingers.  With  scrolls  and  twisting, 
sweeping  movements,  swirl  and  sunburst 
effects  may  be  developed.  Spanish,  Italian 
and  English  textures  may  be  produced; 
finishes  found  in  old  Roman  and  Greek 
cities  copied;  travertine  work  imitated, 
and  delightful  original  textures  expressing 
the  individuality,  tastes  and  ideas  of  the 
owner  may  be  wrought  out. 

OBTAINING    TEXTURES 

One  of  the  methods  by  which  Spanish 
texture  is  produced  is  by  moving  the  back 
of  a  spoon  across  the  plastic  material  with 
short  curved  strokes.  English  texture  may 
he  developed  with  a  4"  semi-flexible  putty 
knife,  drawing  the  knife  over  the  material 
in  such  a  way  that  welts  are  formed  on 
either  side  of  the  knife  in  effects  of  about 
an  eighth  circle.  Italian  texture  may  be  pro- 
duced by  leaving  large  brush  marks  when 
applying  the  material,  and  then  smoothing 
down   with  the  palm  of  the  hand. 

The  sand  swirl  finish  is  developed  by 
stippling,  usually  with  a  brush  or  sponge, 
to  a  decidedly  rough  texture;  colored  sand 
is  then  blown  onto  the  surface  as  will  be 
described  farther  on;  and  finally,  while  the 
material  is  still  wet,  a  long  palette  knife  or 
celluloid  draftsman's  triangle  is  drawn 
across  the  surface  in  first  one  direction  ami 
then  another,  varying  the  pressure  and  wig- 
Lfl > tiLT  the  instrument  while  pulling  it  over 
the  paint,  producing  fanciful  and  unusually 
beautiful  swirls  in  all  directions.  After  the 
plastic  texture  has  been  developed  and  while 
the  material  is  still  wet,  colored  sand  is 
blown  onto  the  surface. 

A  monastic  texture  such  as  is  found  in 
old  monasteries,  very  suitable  for  ceilings, 
may  be  reproduced  bv  applying  the  paint 
with  a  regular  wall  brush  using  short  semi- 
circular strokes  so  that  one  brush  stroke 
crosses  or  starts  out  from  another,  the  brush 
marks  remaining  in  the  plastic  material  and 
showing  in  the  finished  effect. 

A  Colonial  stipple  finish,  suitable  for  use 
wherever  a  very  conservative  effect  is  de- 
sired, may  be  produced  by  pouncing  with 
an  ordinary  painter's  stippling  brush. 

If  a  very  rough  brush-stippled  effect  is 


desired,  allow  the  material  to  set  a  little, 
ami  take  extreme  care  to  pull  the  brush 
straight  out  in  order  to  draw  the  phytic 
material  out  to  quite  sharp  points. 

.After  the  ^tippling  has  been  completed, 
the  primary  roughness  of  the  effect  is  taken 
away,  either  by  pressing  the  plastic  materia] 
with  a  board  before  it  is  thoroughly  drv,  or 
else  by  knocking  off  the  rough  edges  and 
nibs  with  a  board,  or  by  sandpapering. 

The  plastic  material  may  be  tinted  to  any 
desired  shade  before  application  with  dry 
or  oil  colore,  using  care  to  see  that  the  color- 
ing material  is  well  distributed  throughout 
the  mixture  to  avoid  objectionable  streaking 
due  to  undissolved  lumps  of  color. 

If  dry  powder  plastic  material  mixed 
with  water  is  used,  tinting  should  be  with 
dry  colors  mixed  with  a  small  amount  of 
water,  or  with  distemper  colors,  incorpo- 
rated with  the  wet  mixture  just  before 
using.  If  an  oil  paint  plastic  composition  is 
used  tinting  should  be  with  oil  colors  re- 
duced with  turpentine. 

FOR     COLOR     EFFECTS 

In  many  cases,  additional  coloring  is 
done  by  blowing  coloring  material  onto  the 
surface  from  a  piece  of  paper  held  about  a 
foot  away  from  the  wall,  before  the  plastic 
paint  has  entirely  set.  For  instance,  with  the 
sand-swirl  finish  a  certain  sand  from  Flori- 
da's beach,  or  white  sand  colored  to  suit 
with  dry  colors  or  bronze  powders,  is  blown 
onto  the  wet  surface.  If  two  or  more  colors 
are  used  the  sand  should  be  colored  separate- 
ly and  blown  on  separately. 

Coloring  is  also  extensively  done  by 
glazing  with  oil  colors  reduced  with  tur- 
pentine or  glazing  liquid  and  partially 
wiped  from  the  high  spots  after  the  plastic 
composition  has  become  thoroughly  dry, 
or  with  gold  and  various  shades  of  bronze 
applied  and  wiped  off  as  in  polychroming. 

Beautiful  stenciled  effects  may  also  be 
produced  by  applying  the  plastic  paint 
through  stencils,  preferably  cut  in  extra 
heavy  paper  so  as  to  permit  piling  up  a 
heavy  relief.  The  stencil  is  tacked  to  the 
wall,  and  the  paint  applied  with  a  brush 
and  smoothed  down  with  a  broad  knife. 
When  properly  used,  stencils  add  greatly 
to  the  richness  of  the  decorative  effect. 

After  the  finish  is  entirely  completed 
and  colored,  the  surface  is  often  coated 
with  a  size  designed  especially  for  the 
purpose  which  works  itself  into  the  pits  and 
pores,  making  the  finish  more  durable  and

In  This  Section  of  New  York  St dtc  the  Commissioners  Have  Chosen 
And  Developed  Four  Accessible  Sites 
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instances,  through  wisely  restricted  conces- 
sions and  privileges,  they  are  made  self 
supporting.  Consider,  by  way  of  an  inter- 
esting example  of  such  development  in  a 
comparatively  short  space  of  time,  the 
territory  controlled  by  the  Erie  County 
Park  Commission,  with  the  city  of  Buffalo, 
N.  ^  .,  as  its  axis.  Funds  for  these  parks 
ware  appropriated  by  the  Park  Commis- 
sion from  County  funds,  and  suitable  sites, 
when  finally  passed  on  and  approved,  were 
purchased  or  acquired  by  gift,  as  shown  in 
tin-  following  illustration  of  their  work. 
Organized  in  1924,  this  Commission 
spent  the  greater  part  of  its  first  year  in 


organization,  acquiring  equipment  for  til 
furtherance  of  its  projects  and  gainin 
options  on  desirable  sites  for  parks,  cor 
sidering  their  beauty,  suitability  to  the  pun 
pose  and  accessibility  to  the  people  of  Erj 
County.  Within  a  radius  of  twenty-tw 
miles  of  the  city  of  Buffalo  there  are  nov 
four  fully  developed  and  distinct  park 
comprising  814  acres  of  land  in  who< 
development  has  been  preserved  the; 
natural  beauty,  to  which  has  been  adde 
the  highest  type  of  equipment.  The  parcel 
of  land  which  compose  them  were  acquire' 
in  May  of  1925,  just  two  and  one-hal 
years    ago.    They    lie    respectively    in    th 
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noonday  repast  with  i 
minimum    of    effort 
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iwns  of  Lancaster,  Aurora,  East 
lamburg  and  Tonawanda. 

Chestnut  Ridge,  the  largest  of  these 
ark  areas,  is  located  about  thirty 
m'nutes'  drive  from  Buffalo.  Origi- 
ally  320  acres  purchased  at  a  cost  of 
■  24,050,  it  has  been  increased  to  404 
cres.  This  park  is  located  on  a  rid  Lie 
f  a  height  of  land  1200  feet  above 
ba  level  on  a  link  in  the  Appalachian 
nountain  chain,  and  commands  a 
■.seeping  view  of  the  vari-colored 
alley  from  its  pavilion,  erected  at  a 
trategic  point  in  the  landscape. 

Nearly  half  of  the  whole  area  is  in 
tatural  forest,  much  of  it  virgin  tim- 
ler  carefully  preserved  in  all  its 
latural  beauty.  Rustic  bridges,  melting 
nto  their  woodsy  background,  span 
•avines  and  gullies  of  rare  charm. 
stepping  stones  project  invitingly  from 
"ippling  waters  or  limpid  pools  and 
ivandering  paths  invite  the  visitor  to 
lelve  more   deeply   into  the   mysteries 


of  this  northern  woodland.  In  these 
streams  dams  have  been  constructed 
which  provide  water  tor  sanitary  pur- 
poses through  the  entire  park  area,  and 
wells  have  been  sunk  for  drinking 
water. 

Since  play  spaces  are  seriously  lack- 
ing in  the  nearby  city,  special  acres 
have  been  set  aside  tor  them  here. 
There  are  fields  for  ball  games  and 
the  more  active  sports,  and  a  well 
located  spot  for  the  children's  enter- 
tainment. 

Through  this  park  there  may  be 
found  in  rustic  design  two  modern 
comfort  stations,  five  picnic  shelters 
providing  for  the  sudden  shower,  a 
double  field  oven,  five  single  field 
ovens,  a  colony  oven  and  twenty-two 
open  grills,  seventeen  Adirondack  shel- 
ters, abundant  tables  and  benches  and 
many  pumps  with  shelters,  providing 
pure  drinking  water.

MANY  are  the  various  types  of 
walls  which  have  through  the 
ages  been  used  for  building  purposes. 
Such  a  great  number  have  been  tried, 
and  they  have  been  devised  with  so 
much  ingenuity,  that  until  quite  re- 
cently it  almost  seemed  as  though  no 
possible  sort  of  wall  could  have  es- 
caped use.

I  he  units,  blocks  or  biscuits,  as  they 
are  variously  known,  are  composed  of 
masses  of  fire-resisting  fibre  shavings 
I  into  compact  form.  Each 
block  contains,  through  its  thickness, 
circular  holes  in  such  a  position  that 
when  a  wall  is  laid  up  in  an  ordinary 
bond  the  spaces  in  each  block  are 
directly  over  identical  holes  in  the 
two  blocks  immediately  below.  These 
in  turn  communicate  with  the  blocks 
below  them,  and  so  through  the  en- 
tire height  of  wall. 

The  next  step  in  creating  a  rigid 
wall  is  the  dropping  of  heavy  re- 
enforcing  wire  through  each  of  the 
apertures  made  in  the  fashion  des- 
cribed above.  Concrete  is  then  poured

From  about  1800  on  we  find  the 
girandole  or  circular  mirror  with 
lights,  to  which  are  often  added  glass 
pendants.

Excepl  for  the  modem  cheap  repro- 
ductive processes  we  possess  no  advan- 
ce i\rr  our  ancestors  in  providing 
pictures  for  our  walls,  and  these  facili- 
ties were  far  outweighed  by  conditions 
obtaining  in  the  I  Sth  and  early  1 9th 
Cent inies.  The  now  practically  dis- 
continued arts  dt  steel  and  copper  en- 
graving, mezzotint,  and  color-print- 
ing were  then  at  their  highest  develop- 
ment, and  prints  for  which  we  would 
now  pay  hundreds  and  sometimes 
thousands  of  dollars  were  then  obtain- 
able at  reasonable  figures.  All  these, 
including  the  lovely  color-prints  after 
paintings  by  Gainsborough,  Reynolds, 
and  Romney  of  England  and  such 
masters  of  genre  as  Fragonard,  Bouch- 
er, Huet,  and  Lavreince  of  France, 
were  then  accessible  through  importa- 
tion by  enterprising  dealers  here.  The 
writer  himself  possesses  a  fine  impres- 
sion of  John  Browne's  engraving  of 
Claude  Lorra  in's  "Cephalus  and 
Procris,"  17  79,  which  formerly  hung 
in  an  old  house  in  Germantown.  Such 
classical  subjects  were  naturally  fa- 
vorites all  through  the  early  years 
of  our  independence.

to  its  location  as  well.  The  very 
simple  expedient  of  laying  roofing' 
shingles  in  a  slightly  haphazard  man- 
ner instead  of  in  the  usual  meticu- 
lously even  fashion  is  only  one'of  the 
many  architect's  devices  which  come 
under  this  heading.  By  laying  shingles 
unevenly  an  effect  of  informality  is 
enhanced,  making  for  closer  touch 
with  a  naturalistic  setting.  Consider- 
able discretion  should  be  used,  how- 
ever, in  order  that  too  fanciful 
textures  may   be  avoided. 

In  any  case  the  colors  in  which  a 
house  is  painted  should  rather  be 
dull  than  too  bright  and  garish.  A 
clapboard  house  painted  white  with 
trim  in  dark  green;  a  shingled  house 
in  gray;  stucco  in  buff  or  cream — 
such  conservative  tones  as  these  are 
much  to  be  preferred  and  they  will 
blend  the  best  with  any  background. 
In  the  south,  where  bright  sunlight  is 
assured  throughout  the  year,  more 
brilliant  colors,  such  as  reds  and 
oranges,  may  be  successfully  used. 
Even  there,  however,  brilliant  color- 
ings should  not  predominate,  but 
should  mostly  be  employed  for  roofs, 
door  and  window  trim,  chimneys, 
etc.,  to  add  tone  to  the  more  subdued 
color  of  the  body  of  the  house. 

Except  when  a  home  is  to  be  built 
upon  a  decided  slope  or  atop  a  hill, 
the  proper  relation  of  its  individual 
masses  to  the  surroundings  does  n  >t 
call  for  much  consideration  so  long 
as  they  relate  well  to  one  another. 
However,  when  these  sites  are  to  be 
used  the  proper  distribution  of  masses 
is  of  great  importance.  Outlines  or  sil- 
houettes created  by  these  masses  should 
conform  easily  to  th*  general  contour 
of  the  landscape  in  such  a  way  that 
there  is  no  abrupt  visible  transition 
from  landscape  to  structure.  If  the 
hillside  site  be  a  gentle  rise,  the  outline 
of  the  house  shouki  accomplish  the 
same  effect  by  means  of  slightly  vary- 
ing roof  heights.  If  the  slope  of  the 
land  is  jagged  in  outline  there  may 
be  allowed  greater  variation  in  the 
height  of  the  roofs.  In  the  first  in- 
stance the  eye  will  travel  up  the  hill 
to  tlie  residence  and  continue  to  note 
the  same  harmonious  sweep.  In  the 
second,  the  eye  after  noting  the 
rugged  contours  of  the  landscape  will 
gather  the  same  effect  by  observing 
the  house.

|il  iced,  where  windows,  partitions  and 
mantels  are  to  be  built.  With  this  data 
in  mind,  little  cardboard  models  can 
be  cut,  placed  in  an  enlarged  plan  and 
the  positions  of  these  can  then 
dictate  the  locations  for  electric 
outlets,  lamps  and  fixtures.  We  have 
visited  homes  where  a  bed  is  leagues 
away  from  the  light,  where  electric 
light  sockets  are  execrably  placed  or 
are  so  inadequate  that  we  are  continu- 
ally hanging  ourselves  on  wires  at- 
tached to  already  overloaded  lamp 
sockets,  and  where  consequent  dis- 
comfort to  the  eye  and  blowouts  are 
unhappily  in  vogue.  This  applies 
particularly  to  kitchen,  laundry,  li- 
brary and  living  room.  More  times 
than  we  contemplate  pleasurably, 
dining  rooms  are  under-wired  and 
table  cookery  is  impossible  unless  with 
oft-recurring  overloading  of  circuits 
and  swift  and  sure  dissatisfaction. 

Remember,  too,  the  wiring  of  hall- 
ways, cellar,  attic  and  garage.  This 
subject  is  tremendous  but  it  need  not 
be  complicated  or  confusing,  for  tlfe 
utilities  and  electric  companies  in  large 
centers  have  booklets  of  information, 
and  experts  and  magazines  are  ready 
to  help  you. 

HEATING 

The  main  thing  about  heating  is  to 
decide  in  the  beginning  what  is  the 
best  type  of  system  for  your  type  of 
home  and  what  fuel  is  easier  to  pro- 
cure in  your  vicinity.

not  at  all  Gothic  and  hardly  any  more 
Chinese,  but  they  had  a  beguiling 
playfulness  and  a  delicate  decorative 
quality  that  fitted  in  with  the  genius 
of  the  architecture,  and  their  reminis- 
cence of  Chinese  or  Gothic  originals 
was  just  perceptible  enough  to  create 
an  atmosphere  of  pleasant  suggestion.

Almost  all 
t)i    these  houses,  therefore,  take  on  the 
aspect  of    a   large  central   main  dwel- 
ling with  wings  at  each  end. 

I  he  particular  house  in  question 
never  had  this  final  wing  added  at 
the  end,  although  the  builders  with 
true  Dutch  thrift  and  foresight  had 
left  a  doorway  cut  through  the  stone 
wall  at  the  east  end,  as  against  the 
time  when  such  an  addition  should  be 
made.  It  would  merely  be  necessary 
to  open  Lip  this  ready  prepared  door  by 
simply  knocking  out  the  stones. 

When  the  old  Oradell  homestead 
with  farms  and  lands  was  sold  to  an 
ex-Mayor  of  New  York  City  for  a 
country  estate,  the  problem  of  what  to 
do  with  the  old  building,  which  was 
then  untenanted,  immediately  arose. 
In  the  end  it  was  solved  by  generously 
giving  the  house  to  Mr.  John  G. 
Demarest,  of  the  fourth  generation 
that  had  been  born  and  lived  there. 

Mr.  Demarest's  idea  was  to  take 
the  materials  from  the  old  house  and 
reconstruct  it  as  closely  as  possible  in 
exact  facsimile.  The  thing  must  be 
done  very  carefully,  or  it  would  cer- 
tainly be  a  failure.  No  ancient  edifice 
brought  to  America  from  across  the 
waters  received  more  care  in  the  tak- 
ing apart  and  reconstruction  than  the 
old  Demarest  Dutch  homestead.  Mr. 
Demarest  permitted  no  one  to  direct 
the  work  except  himself,  so  that  al- 
though it  went  ahead  very  slowly,  it 
was  accurate  and  painstakingly  real  in 
•very  last  detail. 

THE    DEMOLITION 

hirst,  careful  measurements  were 
taken  and  an  actual  drawing  made 
of  the  floor  plans  and  elevations  of 
the  house.  Every  Window  and  door 
was  given  a  number  on  the  drawing, 
and  this  same  number  attached  to  it 
in  the  house  itself.  Photographs  were 
then  taken  from  each  elevation  to 
assist  exact  understanding.  Then 
at  every  corner  the  beautifully  worked 
blocks  of  red  sandstone  were  num- 
bered with  chalk  and  photographed.  It 
was  found  necessary  to  make  the 
building  absolutely  the  same  size  as 
it  originally  stood,  so  that  each  block 
might  fit  into  its  proper  place.  Then 
slowly,  timber  by  timber,  stone  by 
stone,  the  old  house  was  taken  to 
pieces,  and  each  bit  tagged  with  its 
proper  notation  so  that  it  might  find 
its  true  destination  in  the  new  building 
which  was  to  rise  on  another  site,  a 
couple  of  miles  away. 

Many  interesting  things  were  dis- 
ed  in  the  demolition  about 
old  methods  of  construction.  To  begin 
with,  the  walls  were  from  twenty 
inches  to  two  feet  thick,  solid  red  sand- 
stone without,  laid  up  in  straw  and 
clay  in  lieu  of  mortar  which  was  not 
only  expensive  but  practically  unobtain- 


able in  those  times.  It  is  said 
servations  of  doubt  by  sonic  ar 
that  the  deep  overhanging  I 
these  old  Dutch  roofs  were  to 
this  crude  mortar  from  being 
out  by  the  rain.

THE    WALLS 

Between  the  old  original  bi 
which  became  the  "kitchen  wir 
the  Oradell  house  was  a  solid  wai 
the  ground,  two  feet  thick  of 
stone  blocks,  reaching  right  up 
tip  of  the  roof.  This  was  ve 
usual,  for  on  account  of  the 
washing  the  mortar  out,  the  re< 
walls  seldom  went  up  more  tha 
way  at  the  end  of  the  house,  all 
that  point  being  shingles  or 
boards.  In  passing,  it  is  interest 
observe  that  at  this  time  then 
some  2  300  slaves  in  Bergen  (1 
and  the  old  farmstead  had  sorni 
or  fifty  of  them.

A  very  unusual  thing   was  found  in 

the  "lil  I"  u  c  in  the  I  orm  oi  a  huge 
solid  oak  beam  fully  forty-eight  feet 
Km;;,  .ill  hand-hewn.  It  was  fourteen 
inches  b\  eighteen  inches  thick  on  one 
end,  that  which  had  originally  been 
the  butt  of  the  tree,  and  twelve  inches 
by  sixteen  inches  on  the  other  end, 
tapering  off  just  as  had  the  tree  itself. 
All  the  ad/e  and  axe  marks  were  still 
upon  it.  This  timber  Mr.  Demarest 
used  running  length-wise  through  his 
foundation  as  the  girder  of  the  first 
floor  ol  the  new  house,  although  in 
the  old  house  it  had  been  a  girder  of 
the  second  floor.  It  must  have  "weighed 
a  ton,"  and  these  old  J  Hitchmen  j  ureh 
must  have  sweated  many  an  hour  with 
their  slaves  skidding  this  heavy  tree 
trunk  up  into  place  on  top  of  the  walls 
,ii    the  center  of   the  second  floor. 

The  shingles  were  wooden  and  of 
local  cedar.  The  trees  were  felled 
first,  dragged  our  of  the  swamp  by 
idaves  and  oxen,  and  sawed  up  into 
billets  three  feet  long.  These  were 
split  by  hand  and  axe  first,  and  then 
shaped  smooth  with  a  draw  knife. 
Since  the  butts  were  about  one  inch 
thick,  together  with  the  overlapping, 
the  roof  at  no  place  was  less  than  about 
three  inches  thick,  a  very  welcome  pro- 
tection against  the  heavy  snows  and 
rainstorms  of  those  early  winters.  In 
fact  the  root-"  was  still  sound  ami  in 
good  shape  when  the  house  was  taken 
down  in  19  13,  fully  ninety-four  years 
after  the  main  addition  was  built,  an 
enduring  evidence  of  the  permanency 
and  solidarity  with  which  these  old 
Colonial  builders  built.  The  beams  of 
the  cellar  supporting  the  first  floor 
were  all  hand-hewn  oak.  On  the  sec- 
ond floor,  however,  sycamore  and 
whitewood  were  more  popular,  possi- 
bly bee. i  use  of  their  lightness  in  weight. 
Every  detail  of  the  framing  was  cer- 
tainly made  to  stay. 

THE    BRICKS 

Unlike  many  of  these  old  houses,  this 
was  one  of  the  first  to  boast  of  a  brick 
front.  This  was  something  very  stylish 
at  that  time  among  the  country  squires, 
for  the  brick  had  t<*.  be  sent  up  by 
water  all  the  way  from  Philadelphia, 
coming  up  the  Hackcnsack  River  by 
w  md  jammer  as  far  as  River  Edge, 
X.  J.,  and  hauled  six  miles  or  so  to  the 
site  with  teams  of  o\en.  In  the  cellar 
there  were  bricks  laid  over  the  entire 
cellar  floor,  which  in  itself  was  unii- 
■ii. il,  since  most  or  the  cellars  of  that 
day  were  merely  packed  and  beaten 
clay.  The  huge  fireplaces  were  indeed 
a  problem.  On  each  side  was  a  massive 

upright  crossed  by  a  red  stone 
lintel  at  the  top.  Each  one  of  these 
i  d  almost  a  ton,  and  in  order 
not  to  run  the  risk  of  breaking  them 
in  the  attempt  to  get  them  up  on  a 
wagon  or  truck,  they  were  put  upon 
:m  old-fashioned  drag  sledge  and  haul- 
ed over  to  the  wrw  building  site. 

The  interior  trim  of  every  room  was 
marked,  labelled  and  bundled  together, 
each   bundle   with   its  proper   notation.

In  contrast  to  the  picnic  grounds  of 
less    well-equipped    places,    where    the 
zest    for    food    is    often    worn    to    the 
point    of    aggravation    by    the    search 
for  suitable   fuel   and  efforts  to  make 
it   bum    successfully,   we   find    here   at 
each     oven     neat     piles     of     firewood 
chopped  to  just  the   right   length  and 
laid  ready  fur  the  picnic  group.  And, 
too,   there   are  adjacent    wire   contain- 
ers where  trash  is  dumped  and  burned, 
leaving  the  grounds  free  of  the  usual 
eve-blistering  litter.

Lamps  of  tin  and  pewter  had  dif- 
ferent shaped  oil  containers — cylindri- 
cal or  flat  sided,  set  on  a  stem  or  di- 
rectly on  a  pan,  with  or  without 
handles.  One  or  two  wick  spouts  were 
variously  placed,  finally  on  the  top. 
Basis  varied  according  to  fancy;  one 
with  a  sugar-loai  base  called  a  "petti- 
coat-lamp," some  with  a  pegf  socket 
underneath  the  skirt  which  might  be 
fitted  on  to  the  upright  of  a  chair. 
The  rush-light  holder  was  early 
made  of  wrought  iron,  simply  con- 
trived for  utility.  Imported  candle- 
sticks were  of  Renaissance  and  Baroque 
types — Jacobean,  Restoration,  and 
William-and-Mary,  if  English.  It  must 
be  remembered  that  the  English  early 
took  over  New  York  and  set  the 
styles.  Toward  the  end  of  the  Century 
silver  candlesticks  were  cast  in  baluster 
form.  Many  were  undecorated,  de- 
pending for  beauty  on  their  form  and 
material.  Those  with  tubular  tops 
usually  had  removable  nozzles.  Some 
were  of  cluster  column  type;  one  by 
Jeremiah  Dummer  of  Boston,  of  eight 
engaged  columns  shaped  square,  with  a 
square  projecting  nozzle  and  a  similar 
projection,  reminiscent  of  the  grease 
pan  low  on  the  stem,  just  above  the 
circular  foot  on  its  square  molded  base. 
Dummer  worked  well  into  the  18th 
Century  but  this  candlestick  is  an 
earlier  model.  The  so-called  "May- 
flower candlestick"  is  the  ringed  type, 
tubular  stem,  round  base  with  large 
grease  pan  set  low  on  the  stem.  Candle- 
sticks were  of  iron,  tin,  or  pewter;  the 
pewter  quite  plain.  But  little  pewter 
remains,  as  it  was  run  into  bullets  dur- 
m ■:  the  Revolution.  Iron  candlesticks 
occasionally  had  a  lip  to  hang  on  a  chair.

Candlestands  for  the  floor,  which 
were  so  well  made  in  the  1 8th  Cen- 
tury, seem  to  have  been  used  to  some 
extent  in  the  17th.

Silver 
was  for  the  parlor  and  dining-room 
in  fine  houses,  brass  for  other  rooms, 
and  pewter  or  tin  for  the  kitchen  and 
servants.  Pewter  and  tin,  with  an  oc- 
casional pair  in  brass,  served  the  cot- 
la:;!'.  Imported  candlesticks  -were  used 
in  fashionable  homes  and  many  a 
letter  was  sent  to  England  and  France 
with  orders  for  the  latest  things  in 
"candleware."  English  silver  and 
Sheffield  plate  appeared  with  faceted 
or  turned  baluster  forms  of  the  vari- 
ous period  styles — William-and-Mary, 
Queen  Anne,  and  Georgian,  if  Eng- 
lish; Louis  XIV  and  XV,  if  French. 
Georgian  styles  were  preeminent.  Early 
Georgian,  Rococo,  and  the  classical 
styles  of  the  Brothers  Adam  followed 
with  no  very  great  delay.  Glass  cut 
or  molded  in  ornamental  shapes;  Eng- 
lish pottery;  Chelsea  and  other  por- 
celain in  figures,  especially  with  rustic 
settings;  enameled  and  japanned  can- 
dlesticks, for  the  toilet  and  tea  tables, 
and  japanned  chamber  candlesticks 
in  green,  red,  black  and  gilt.  Candle 
screens  and  shades  too  were  not  un- 
known. Even  tortoise  shell,  and  -verms 
Martin  were  none  too  fine  for  the 
splendid  homes  of  the  late  Colonial 
period.

THEORY  and  practice  are  far 
from  being  the  same  in  the  matter 
of  light  and  shade  in  garden  planning, 
for  there  is  a  tremendous  difference 
between  what  will  do  well  in  the 
shade,  and  what  has  done  well  in  such 
a    location. 

Three  years  ago  a  garden  was 
planted  with  expert  care  and  all  due 
regard  for  the  best  established  tenets 
of  soil  and  light;  probably  today  not 
more  than  one-third  the  stock  so  care- 
fully chosen  is  alive  or  has  been  found 
really  suitable.

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extraordinarily  desirable  there  should 
stubborn  persistence  to  keep  it 
alive.  Replace  rather  than  ■  replant, 
exceptions  to  (his  being  Daphne,  Aura- 
tum  and  Candidum  Lilies.  Nothing 
quite  lakes  the  place  of  these,  and  they 
can  be  made  to  flourish  for  at  least  a 
season.  The  month  ends  in  a  cloud  of 
Phlox  dharicata  which  may  be  de- 
pended upon  to  perpetuate  itself,  com- 
ing to  light  in  unexpected  places  and, 
like  all  self-sown  things,  rampant  and 
flaunting  in  impudent  independence  of 
all  our  well  laid  plans. 

Iris  blooms  are  scattered  during 
June,  but  enough  to  save  them  a  place 
in  the  garden,  for  the  few  blossoms  are 
unusually  large  and  perfect  ones.  The 
same  may  be  said  of  Peonies,  the  single 
varieties  maturing  in  limited  sun  more 
satisfactorily  than  double  types:  four 
or  five  large  flowers  swaying  on 
slender  stems  and  much  more  ethereal 
looking  than  those  growing  in  strong- 
er lifdit.  On  the  contrary,  all  the  Rue 
family  (T  halictruni)  are  such  robust 
growers  that  they  are  apt  to  crowd 
their  neighbors  out  of  existence.  The 
purple  one,  T.  aquilegifoliutn,  is  the 
first  to  blossom.  Later  in  the  month 
comes  T.  adiantifolium,  the  pride  of 
the  family,  with  the  foliage  of 
Maidenhair  Fern  and  flowers  white 
and  fine  after  the  order  of  the  wild 
Rue,  while  in  July  appears  a  yellow, 
A.  intermedium.  All  of  these  are  in 
positions  where  they  receive  at  most 
one  hour  of  sun  and  yet  the  growth  is 
almost  rank  and  the  bloom  profuse. 
Pyrethrums  are  shyer,  but  that  is  their 
habit  of  life,  and  instead  of  mixed 
colors  each  plant  is  bought  for  a 
special  hue — Rosy  Morn;  Purity, 
double  and  white;  F.lsie  Gertrude,  pale 
flesh — and  they  persist  true  to  name. 
Poletnonium  reptans,  Greek  Valerian, 
thrives  and  spreads  wherever  placed, 
and  Oenothera  (Evening  Primrose) 
variety  Youngii  supposed  to  demand 
full  sun,  flowers  in  profusion,  a  short- 
er season  perhaps  but  lasting  several 
weeks.  The  one  originally  planted  0. 
missouriensis  curled  its  petals  and  never 
awoke  after  the  first  summer.  Hemero- 
callis  flava,  yellow  Day  Lily,  comes  in 
June  and  is  the  only  one  of  this  family 
really  loving  its  home,  although  H. 
tliunbergi  and  H.  flor/tam  have  abun- 
dant   foliage   but    few    flowers.

STARTING      THE      WILD      GARRX 


FOR  those  whose  interest  lies  in  the 
hardy  perennial  plants,  autumn 
is  quite  as  much  a  season  for  garden 
making  as  is  the  spring.  Indeed,  where 
it  is  a  ease  of  setting  out  plants  that 
are  already  fairly  well  established, 
such  a  person  really  finds  more  to  do  in 
September  and  October  than  when  the 
year  is  young.  Partial  or  complete 
dormancy  is  found  among  the  ma- 
jority of  plants  during  these  months, 
with  the  result  that  the  chances  for 
their  success  in  their  new  quarters  are 
measurably  increased. 

This  situation  applies  as  fullv  to 
flowers,  trees  and  shrubs  collected 
from  the  wild  as  to  those  whose  Lives 
so  far  have  been  spent  in  a  state  of 
cultivation.  As  has  been  pointed  out 
in  past  issues  of  HOUSE  &  GARDEN  it  is 
possible  to  transplant  at  almost  any 
season  if  suitable  precautions  are  tak- 
en, hut  the  need  for  these  is  minimized 
in  autumn.  The  chances  of  failure  are 
lessened  and  the  probability  of  normal 
growth  next  season  correspondingly 
increased  by  doing  the  work  now.     -

former  condition  can  be  rectified 
where  desired  by  digging-  in  old  Oak 
leaves  or  coniferous  evergreen  needles, 
while  a  generous  treatment  with  slaked 
lime  will  counteract  the  latter  state. 

Along  with  these  preparation-  there 
naturally  go  the  decision  as  to  the  par- 
ticular kinds  of  plants  with  which 
the  new  garden  is  to  be  stocked  and  an 
investigation  of  their  individual  needs. 
Observation  and  an  occasional  soil 
test  will  determine  these,  and  there  are 
several  books  whose  information  will 
prove  invaluable.  It  is  an  excellent 
plan  to  know  before  you  dig  it  just 
where  each  plant  is  to  go  and  to  b"e 
si  re  that  it  will  like  that  spot. 

The  actual  gathering  of  the  plants 
seldom  presents  any  real  difficulties.

Further  than  this, 
it  is  reported  that  Mother  Machree  was  subsequently  sold  by 
Mr.  Stevens  for  $3,000. 

The  Society  has  recently  decided  upon  four  classifications  as  cov- 
ering the  different  types  of  Gladiolus:  Exhibition  or  Decorative, 
Florists';  Garden;   Primulinus  and  Primulinus  grandiflorus.

,d  when  plant  activity  is  at  a  standstill,  and  getting  a  real 
ruling  of  spring  before,  really,  any  new  plant- 
add  be  done.  In  other  words,  the  fall-set  plant  is  all  ready 
i\  to  a  flying  start  as  soon  as  conditions  are  right  for  it, 
as  stock  planted   in  the  spring  has  to  use  up  valuable  time 
-ettin-  settled   before  it  can   set  about   normal,   healthy   growth. 
It    is    sometimes   argued    that    Roses    planted    in    the    fall    are 
particularly  subject  to  winter-killing,  but  this  tendency  can   be 
overcome   by  proper  protection   with   hilled-up  earth   during   the 
eold   weather.  Some  loss  may  occur,   to  be  sure,   hut  it   is  to  be 
doubted  whether  this  is  not  less  important  than  the  set-hacks  at- 
tendant upon  spring  planting,   especially    (as  is  often    the   case) 
when   the  spring-delivered   hushes  cannot  he   put   in    the   ground 
until  they  have  actually  started  to  make  new  top  growth.

don't  let  yourself  make  a  decision  until  you  have  seen  all 
the  benched  animals  at  least  once.  There  will  be  a  strong 
temptation  to  linger  before  tins  breed  or  that  on  the  first 
time  around,  forgetting  that  therein  you  are  hindering 
what  should  bi  £Ee  chief  objective:  a  fair  comparison  of  all. 
Keep  on  going,  and  as  you  go,  make  notes  of  those  breeds 
whose  first  impressions  were  particularly  favorable.  Return 
to  these  later  and  study  them  more  closely.  Watch  each 
of  them  long  enough  to  gain  a  clear  impression  of  its 
character  as  indicated  by  the  attitude-  and  actions  of  the 
animals.  Thus  you  will  gradually  narrow  the  prospects 
down  to  one,  two  or  three  breeds. 

From  this  point  on  (even  assuming  that  you  are  without 
much  real  knowledge  of  the  types  under  consideration  ) 
your  course  will  not  be  too  difficult.  It  lies  in  watching 
the  dogs — and  then  watching  them  some  more!  Let  their 
appearance,  and  the  personality  they  show  by  their  expres- 
sion and  general  demeanor,  "soak  in."  Talk  to  the  fol- 
lowers of  the  breed  who  are  always  to  be  found  around 
the  benches,  and   ask  a   few  intelligent  questions    (they'll

Bat  what  are  you  going  to  do  with  garden  friends 
who  live  in  apartments  in  winter:    Tankage  and 
bane  meal,  even  when  sent  with  the  most  generous 
impulses,   can   scarcely   be   given   a   place   beneath 
the  Christmas  tree   in  a   respectable  Louis  XVIth 
apartment  drawing  room.  Turn  then  to  books 
to    good    gardening    books,    such    as    Ernest    H. 
Wilson's     Hunting    Wild    Plants,     Mrs.     Louise 
Beebe  Wilder's  Adventures   In  My   Garden  and 
Rock   Garden,   and    Herbert    Durand's   My    Wild 
Garden.    It    is   even    possible    that    you    may    send 
such    books   to    people    who    aren't    interested    in 
gardening  and  thereby  convert  them  to  this  gentle 
sport.  Once  by  mistake  we  sent  a  rock  gardening 
book  to  a  doctor,  and  he's  been  wheeling  stones 
ever  since. 


IS  there  a  decay  of  privacy  in  the  ordinary 
American  home:  Has  the  automobile  turned 
many  of  our  estimable  country  folk  into  potential 
inn-keepers:  Motoring  up  through  New  England 
last  fall  scarcely  a  house  but  flaunted  the  sign 
"Tourists  Accommodated."  Has  the  spare  bed- 
room now  taken  on  a  new  lease  of  life:  And  will 
the  front  parlor,  where  men  folks  were  allowed 
only  when  they  were  married  and  buried,  be 
rejuvenated? 


THE  Association  of  Junior  Leagues  of  Amer- 
ica with  a  membership  of  17,000  has  es- 
tablished a  bureau  to  stimulate  the  interest  of 
its  members  throughout  ninety-seven  cities  in  the 
country  in  town  betterment,  plans  ami  planting, 
"•ard  'ii  tours,  inter-coastal  distribution  of  seeds, 
children's  gardens  and  better  homes  movements. 
An  exhibition  is  being  arranged  at  which 
prizes  will  be  given  for  the  best  garden  plan 
submitted  by  each  one  of  the  seven  sections  of 
the  country  into  which  the  Association  is  divided. 
The  use  of  native  shrubs  and  flowers  in  these 
plans  will  be  required.  A  prize  has  been  offered 
for  the  best  design  for  a  house  adapted  to  its 
local  setting.  The  Junior  League  Art-  and  Crafts 
bureau  maintains  a  clearing  house  for  the  work 
of  members,  to  give  information  to  League  shops 
and  exchanges,  to  stimulate  interest  in  handicraft 
and  the  decorative  arts:  bookbinding,  occupational 
therapy  crafts,  hooked  rugs,  hand  weaving,  metal 
work,  pottery,  etching,  wood-block  printing, 
decorative    design    batik,    basketry,    needle    work,

IX  the  August  issue,  on  a  page  of  miscellaneous 
jottings  called  "A  Garden  Diary",  we  stated 
that  we  were  bored  stiff  by  the  "artistic  flower 
arrangements"  usually  exhibited  at  flower  shows. 
And  we  ventured  to  say  that  the  rules  laid  down 
for  these  arrangements  were,  in  modem  parlance, 
a  lot  of  bunk.  Scarcely  had  these  heterodox  views 
'been  aired  than  there  landed  on  the  nape  of 
our  neck  the  Bulletin  of  the  Garden  Club  of 
•\merica.  No  "rabbit  punch"  of  Dempsey's  ever 
disturbed  Gene  Tunney  as  did  this  sudden  and 
irate  descent  of  the  orthodox.  It  "packed  a  wal- 
lop". Rules  were?  rules!  We  were  all  wrong. 
Heterodoxy  has  no  place  in  floral  display!  De- 
spite this  'rebuke,  we  still  persist  in  our  belief 
that  a  floral  arrangement  can  break  every  tenet 
of  the  orthodox  credo  and  still  be  beautiful, 
pleasing  and  memorable.  And  we  venture  to 
prophesy  that  the  time  will  come  when  judges 
at   flower  shows  will   acknowledge  this. 

While  this  is  a  mere  trifle  it  is,  nevertheless, 
one  more  indication  of  the  blind  way  American 
amateur  gardeners  have  meekly  submitted  to 
"rules".  We  think  there  is  a  rule  of  Roses  and 
rule  for  Lilies  and  we  follow  them  with  the 
ardor  of  the  unthinking.  Eventually  along  comes 
an  iconoclast  who  does  a  little  thinking  for 
himself— and  the  rules  fall  into  desuetude.  Gar- 
dening is  sorely  in  need  of  de-bunking.  J.  Horace 
McFarland  has  done  a  lot  along  these  lines  for 
the  Rose.  We  still  need  someone  to  de-bunk  the 
Lily.  Meantime  if  we  can  start  a  movement  for 
heterodox   floral    display,   we'll   be  satisfied.

IX  our  ardor  to  conserve  the  natural  resources 
of  this  country,  we  are  often  apt  to  lean  too 
far  on  the  conserving  side.  At  least,  apt  to  base 
our  conclusions  on  too  sweeping  a  premise.  Of 
nothing  is  this  more  true  than  the  conservation 
of  timber.  Despite  fires,  floods  and  wasteful 
cutting,  it  has  been  estimated  that  there  still 
remains  in  the  Cnited  States  enough  standing 
timber  to  build  a  new  six-room  house  for  every 
family  in  this  country,  Canada,  South  America, 
all  of  Europe  and  the  entire  British  Empire.  The 
Cnited  States  Forestry  service  urges  the  nation 
to  "use  wood  and  conserve  the  forests."  For 
timber  is  a  crop.  It  needs  to  be  cut  when  ripe. 
Failure  to  do  so  means  waste.  The  waste  in 
cutting  and  the  failure  to  re-forest,  then,  are  two 
evils  that  conservationists  should  fight.  Realizing 
these  evils,  our  larger  timber  concerns  are  mak- 
ing effort  not  only  to  harvest  their  crops  when 
ripe,  but  also  to  plant  new  crops  for  future 
venerations. 


WONDERS  evidently  have  no  intention  of 
ceasing.  The  other  day  we  discovered  a 
wood  paneling  made  of  cement  and  asbestos 
and  grained  so  closely  to  the  natural  wood  that 
after  it  was  stained  and  waxed  we  scarcely  knew 
the  difference.  It  comes  in  regular  planks  and 
can  be  sawed,  planed  and  drilled.  Being  fire- 
proof and  proof  against  rot,  dampness  and  ver- 
min,  this   product  should   find   a   wide   use   here.

T  7HEN  our  first  ancestors  had  tempo- 
'  V  rary  surcease  from  the  worry  of 
•curing  food  and  fighting  off  enemies, 
ley  began  to  take  note  of  color.  Some  man 
as  the  first  to  bring  flowers  into  his  cave 
id  stick  them  into  a  crevice.  And  when 
p  found  bright-colored  stones  he  bored 
iles  in  them  and  tied  them  around  his 
eck  and  on  his  fingers.  Thus  the  first 
iterior  decorator  was  a  cave-man.  The 
owers  faded,  so,  like  Lorelei,  he  came  to 
refer  the  stones  until  he  learned  to  daub 
rith  pigments  on  the  rocky  walls  of  his 
ome; 

"Unusually  clever  he, 
Unusually  brave. 
And  he  drew  delightful  Mammoths 
On  the  borders  of  his  cave." 


And  ever  since  then  man  has  ransacked 
heaven  and  earth  for  decorative  motifs  for 
his  flats  and  palaces. 

Of  all  places  in  the  world  a  coral  reef 
is  unquestionably  the  newest,  the  strangest 
and  the  most  profitable  from  which  to  draw 
unusual  designs  and  novel  hues. 

When  I  first  began  going  down  beneath 
tropical  waters  in  my  diving  helmet,  I 
found  myself  reliving  the  cave-man's  evo- 
lution. Whether  the  nearest  coral  was 
warm  buff  or  primuline  yellow  was  quite 
subservient  to  the  fact  that  it  might 
shelter  a  lynx-eyed  octopus,  and  until  I 
learned  to  know  better,  the  sight  of  an 
approaching  shark  sent  messages  to  portions 
of  my  brain  far  other  than  the  seat  of  ap- 


preciation of  color  and  beauty.  It  was 
necessary  to  get  used  to  the  strange  costume, 
the  complete  submergence  under  water  and 
the  excitement  of  anew  world  of  unknown 
life  and  unfamiliar  surroundings. 

In  the  course  of  time  I  have  learned  to 
tramp  about  coral  reefs,  twenty  to  thirty 
feet  under  water,  so  unconcernedlv  that  I 
can  pay  attention  to  particular,  definite 
things.  But  after  all  my  silly  fears  have 
been  allayed,  even  now,  with  my  eves  over- 
flowing with  surfeit  of  color,  I  am  still 
almost  inarticulate.  We  need  a  whole  new 
vocabulary,  new  adjectives,  adequately  to 
describe  the  varied  designs  and  colors  to 
be  found  at  the  bottom  of  the  sea.

As  hi 
balances  calmly,  easily,  in  mid-water 
we  count  the  distinct  colors  on  hi) 
scales  and  stop  at  the  fourteenth,  fo 
he  has  shifted  slightly  and  every  sin 
gle  tint  and  hue  has  altered. 

Walk  with  me  toward  that  coral 
palace  in  the  distance  and  work  mon 
magic.  It  is  of  the  most  delicatel; 
tinted  lavender,  picked  out  witl 
patches  of  orange.  We  lean  closer  t< 
get  the  exact  shade,  when  every  par 
tide  of  the  color  vanishes — -thi 
feathery-headed  worms  whose  tenta 
cles  covered  the  surface  have  with 
drawn  like  lightning  into  their  tube;- 
and  we  see  that  the  orange  wa 
merely  reflection  and  that  the  cora 
is  actually  salmon-pink.

Some  names  both  of  artists  and  sitters

for  me  to  hold.  He  spoke  with  an  accent, 
but  I  was  not  a  bit  afraid  of  him.  After 
placing  me,  he  quickly  cut  the  silhouette 
out  of  black  paper  and  holding  up  the  little 
black  figure,  he  pointed  to  the  wall  behind 
me,  where  I  saw  myself  shadowed  by  the 
1  lighted  chandelier  above  my  head.  He 
imagined  the  basket,  for  I  only  held  the 
crumpled  paper  flowers.  He  then  posed  and 
cut  my  mother  and  father.  A  few  days 
later  he  delivered  the  group  mounted  on 
the  sepia  painted  background  of  the  fur- 
nished room  and  framed  in  the  frame  of 
curly  maple  wood  in  which  you  see  it." 

August  Edouart  spent  the  ten  years  be- 
tween 1839  and  1849  in  the  United  States 
working  indefatigably,  judging  from  the 
numbers  of  his  portraits  which  are  still  to 
be  found  in  evidence  here. 

In  his  published  scale  of  prices,  several 
of  which  have  survived,  Edouart  made 
quite  a  difference  between  portraits  cut  at 
his  rooms  and  at  his  patrons'  homes  and 
there  is  also  a  scale  of  added  charges  for 
accessories,  but  children's  toys,  baskets  of 
tlowers,  etc.,  were  probably  not  counted 
is  such.  So  many  of  his  little  girls  carried 
flowers,  he  seems  to  have  thought  that  they 
were  the  most  suitable  and  necessary  things 
for  well-brought-up  little  ladies  to  hold. 
His  little  girls  never  looked  athletic,  as  the 
term  is  nowadays,  nor  like  romps;  they 
were  always  demure  "little  ladies."

cut  at  Peale's  Museum  in  Philadelphia  and 
these  are  among  the  earliest  of  the  Ameri- 
can '  silhouette  portraits.  Charles  Wilson 
Peale,  an  artist  by  profession,  and  a  man 
of  much  learning  and  talents,  founded  and 
directed  this  place  of  amusement  and  in- 
struction. From  1802-1828  it  occupied 
rooms  in  the  old  Philadelphia  State  House, 
now  Independence  Hall.  A  good  idea  of  its 
attractions  can  be  gathered  from  Peale's 
life  size  portrait  of  himself,  now  in  the 
Pennsylvania  Academy  of  Fine  Arts  in 
Philadelphia,  and  from  his  advertisements 
still  to  be  seen  in  some  of  the  newspapers 
of  his  time.  The  picture  shows  Peale  hold- 
ing back  a  crimson  curtain  and  disclosing 
a  long  hall  lined  with  tiers  of  cases,  in 
which  are  mounted  stuffed  birds  of  many 
kinds.  Above  these  hang  the  portraits  of 
celebrities  painted  by  the  artist.  While  on 
the  other  side  of  the  hall  is  mounted  the 
vast  skeleton  of  the  mammoth  found  in 
Kentucky,  which  Peale  had  purchased  for 
$5,000.  Visitors  are  shown  walking  about, 
which  probably  accounts  for  the  silhouette 
of  young  Mr.  T.  M.  Hughes  being  taken 
with  his  hat  on.  Another  silhouette  shows 
little  Martha  Eddowes  cut  in  1811.

ias  yet  been  attempted. 

Metal  and  glass  candlesticks  were 
nore  common  than  pottery  ones.  De- 
igns in  the  18th  and  early  19th  Century 
vere  innumerable,  ranging  from  plain 
ubular  stems  to  elaborate  baluster  types, 
lilver,  silver  plate,  pewter,  brass,  bronze, 
vliitc  metal,  and  tin;  glass,  clear  and 
olored;  and  pottery  all  went  to  their 
naking,  with  the  occasional  appearance 
>f  something  unusual,  especially  in  the 
■;irly  19th  Century,  like  a  pair  in  ala- 
baster or  the  more  usual  mahogany  ones 
io  popular  in  England.  Imported  candle- 
sticks, far  from  being  disdained,  were 
ibjects  of  pride.  The  possession  of  a 
fine  pair  made  of  tortoise  shell,  like 
those  now  in  the  Cooper  Union  collec- 
tion, or  finished  in  Vernls  Martin — the 
famous  French  varnish — was  occasion 
for  boasting.  Bronze  candlesticks,  espe- 
cially of  Adam  design,  with  the  charac- 
teristic tapering  pedestal  shaft  and  urn 
top,  were  imported  and  highly  valued, 
particularly  for  the  library.  Other 
models  executed  in  bronze  had  a  cylin- 
drical stem  on  a  molded  base,  or  a  taper- 
ing shaft  with  a  tulip  bobeche  and  a 
square  molded  base. 

Brass  candlesticks  were  in  general  use, 
pewter  less  common,  silver  for  the  din- 
ting table  and  elsewhere  in  great  houses. 
In  the  early  19th  Century  wicks  were 
thick  and  required  snuffers  which  were 
finished  to  match  the  candlestick  and 
placed  on  an  ornamental  tray.  The 
newer  hard  wicks  needed  little  snuffing. 
In  the  early  Federal  period  we  find 
very  provincial  renderings  of  a  well- 
known  French  and  English  candlestick

Candlesticks,  with  nozzle 
set  directly  on  the  base  as  in  Europe, 
were  for  chamber  use;  stemmed  candle- 
sticks for  other  rooms.  lor  economy  a 
spring  device  inside  a  tubular  or  column 
stem,  sometimes  an  unusually  tall  stem 
at  that,  was  used  in  the  cheaper  sort  of 
candlesticks.  Candle  nozzles  were  not 
infrequently  in  the  classic  urn  form 
favored  in  Europe,  and  the  stems  were 
often  the  classic  column. 

Early  brass  candlesticks  were  apt  to 
be  of  Colonial  tvpe,  some  ring-turned 
with  a  ring  handle  and  bar  thumb  sup- 
port. There  were  many  pleasing  designs; 
the  spreading  cylindrical  or  knopped 
stems  are  prominent;  graceful  knopped 
stem  flaring  into  a  bell  foot  on  a  square 
base  with  chamfered  corners;  a  slender 
shaft  and  bobeche  flaring  into  a  circular 
base;  baluster  ringed  stem,  square  base 
with  canted  corners;  oblong  base  with 
rounded  corners;  tapering  ringed  and 
baluster  shafts  on  square  bases  with 
canted  corners;  column  with  classic  urn 
nozzle;  circular  pedestal  on  circular 
base;  pan  candlestick,  a  circular  dish 
with  up-curved  rim  and  flat  horizontal 
handle  with  repousse  acanthus  orna- 
ment. Heights  varied,  usually  from 
seven  to  nine  inches;  but  many  were 
made  low,  and  many  were  hung  with 
glass  pendants  for  mantel  garnitures 
accompanying  a  large  middle  candela- 
brum or  a  clock. 

Silver  candlesticks  were  apt  to  he 
quite  plain,  with  column  or  baluster 
stems,  the  column  occasionally  with  an 
oblong  grease  pan  and  foot  like  one 
made  by  Isaac  Hutton  in  Albany  (  1  790- 
1800).  Later,  fancy  stopped  at  nothing 
and  we  find  such  rustic  and  patriotic 
pieces  as  a  naturalistic  representation  of

So  much  for  the  soil;  now  for  the  selec- 
tion    of   the    plants.

In  June  were  Larkspur  and  Hollyhock 
and    Regal    Lilies   and    Oriental    Poppies 
By  the  end  of  July  this  garden  had  becom 
rather  seedy,  to  be  sure,  but  under  a  shag 
Pitch  Pine  was  a  great  spreading  patcli  o 
the    yellow    Camomile     {Anthemis    tin 
toria).  This  plant  is  not  very  good-lookin 
in  the  flower  garden,   where  it  is  usuallf 
staked   in   stiff  bunches.   It  needs  room  f 
sprawl  down  a  rocky  slope  or  a  whole  bel 
to  itself,  as  here.  For  those  who  dislike  it 
hot  yellow,  there  is  the  paler  variety.  I  ha\ 
seen  it  blended  with  the  fragrant  feathenf 
masses  of  Galium  mullugo  or  of  Gypsoph 
ila,    with    scattered    sprays    of    Gaillardi:

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FROM    LANDS    OF    LITTLE   RAIN 


The  succulents  solve  many  a  garden  problem  in  warm 
regions  subject  to  drought,  for  they  thrive  on  dryness. 
Their  number  is  legion — queer  little  flower  folk  of 
many  hues  and  complexions.  Here  in  the  Santa  Barbara

MY     GARDEN     OF 
SUCCULENTS 

A    California    Planting 

of  Cacti  and  Their  Kin 

ANNE  STOW-FITHIAN 

I  CALL  it  my  succulent  garden  because  i 
is  peculiarly  personal,  the  succulent: 
which  comprise  it  having  been  collected  b) 
me  in  the  deserts  and  from  growers,  neai 
and  far,  and  planted  and  tended  by  m\ 
own  hands.  My  tools  are  as  odd,  perhaps 
as  the  strange  plants  among  which  the} 
work — a  steel  kitchen  fork,  large  scissors 
a  thin-bladed  trowel  and  a  whisk-broom. 
Succulent  (flante  grass?)  is  the  loose 
and  handy  term  applied  to  all  juicy,  thick- 
leaved  plants  which  are,  roughly  speaking 
divided  into  about  eleven  classes:  Cacti  and 
Aloes,  Agaves,  Sedums,  Mesembryanthe- 
mums,  Echeverias,  Rochias,  Gasterms. 
Sempervivums,  Cotyledons,  Crassulas  and 
other  trenera. 
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These  plants  are  peculiarly  adapted  to 
mthern  California  with  its  long  season  of 
'ought  for  they  prefer  heat  or  cold  to 
impness  which  is  often  fatal.  They  pre- 
nt  an  astonishing  variety  of  forms  and 
Mors — mauve,  pink  with  hloom  like  that 
Grapes,  silver-gray  covered  with  a  fine 
>wdery  substance  which  comes  off  at  a 
fuch — every  tone  of  greenish-gray,  white 
id  green  striped,  mottled  as  a  paint- 
Uttered  New  England  floor,  copper- 
dored,  red  tipped,  fringed  or  spined  with 
any-colored  spines,  or  with  smooth, 
earning  metallic-like  surfaces.  The  choice 

bewildering  as  to  color,  and  equally

which  to  select.  Jt  is,  undoubtedly,  the 
somewhat  belated  realization  of  this  fact 
which  has  given  the  Gladiolus  a  new  place 
in  gardens  which  are  worthy  of  the  name, 
and  not  merely  plots  of  ground  upon 
which  flowers  of  huge  size  are  grown  for 
cutting.  One  may  even  go  so  far  as  to  say 
that  the  Gladiolus  has  its  place  in  landscape 
and  in  general  garden  planting,  and  that, 
as  it  will  be  gradual]}  discovered  for 
this  use,  its  field  will  be  greatly  extended. 
A  few  hybridizers  have  been  astute 
enough  to  sense  this  fact  and  have  made 
some  progress  in  developing  a  distinct  land- 
scape type.

The  great  advantages  which  have  com 
out  of  this  activity  in  Gladiolus  breeding! 
especially  during  the  last  decade  or  two) 
have  lain  in  the  production  of  distinctly] 
different  types,  rather  than  in  the  multi-j 
plication  of  varieties.  The  most  valuable! 
break-away  in  this  connection,  of  course] 
was  the  development  of  the  Primulinus! 
hybrids.  The  Primulinus  or  Maid  of  the 
Mist  species — a  small-flowered,  wiry  J 
crooked  stemmed  sort,  closely  and  tightly! 
hooded  to  protect  the  pistils  and  stamens 
of  the  blossoms  from  the  constant  misty 
spray  of  water  near  the  falls  where  they 
grew — was  not  known  outside  of  Africa 
until  it  first  flowered  at  Kew,  England,  in 
1890.  Even  then  it  was  disregarded  by  the 
hybridizers  until  Le  Moine  introduced  his 
first  Primulinus  hybrid  in    1908. 

The  Primulinus  blood  added  three  char- 
acteristics which  have  helped  make  a  new 
flower  of  the  modern  Gladiolus:  yellow 
and  orange  color  shades,  an  artistic  form  of 
flower  spike,  and  a  more  open  and  artistic 
arrangement  of  the  flowers  along  the  spike. 
Florists  and  old-line  gardeners  were  at  first 
inclined  to  scoff  at  this  new  type  of 
Gladiolus,  which  they  considered  to  be 
appreciated  only  by  the  high-brow  ama- 
teurs. It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  the 
symposium  held  by  the  American  Gladiolus 
Society  in  1924,  the  Primulinus  hybrid, 
Alice  Tipbaly,  received  more  votes  than 
any  other  flower  in  the  list. 

Next   in    importance    to   the    Primulinus 
hybrids,  undoubtedly,  come  the  Ruffled  type, 
the   first   of   which    was   Kunderdi    Glory, 
produced  in   1907.  This  type  has  decidedly  I 
ruffled    petals.    There    are    now    scores  of 
ruffled  varieties,  so  that  one  may  easily  ob- 
tain  this  form  of  flower  in  almost  any  shade  t 
of  color  desired.   The   half-open   buds  are  | 
much  more  beautiful  than  those  of  the  plain 
petaled   type — some   of  those   in  pink  and 
red  shades  closely  resembling  Rose  buds — a 
point    which    is    much    to    their    advantage 
when  they  are  used  as  cut  flowers. 

Still  more  recent  is  the  type  known  as 
Large-Flowered  Primulinus — Primulinus 
prandiflorus — which  has  resulted  from  the 
crossing  of  Primulinus  hybrids  with  the 
older,  larger  and  more  widely  open 
flowered  type.  If  you  are  looking  for  addi- 
tional Glads  for  your  garden,  you  may 
well  try  a  number  of  these.  You  will  find 
that  there  is  a  new  thrill  left  in  the  old 
Glad  yet.

intervals.  'This    formidable    term    mean 
simply   shutting   off   the   motor   overnigh 
to  let  the  frost  dissolve  and  run  off.  One  o:i 
my  enthusiastic  electrical  friends  remarkec 
that    the    frost    looked    so    attractive    anc| 
businesslike,  she  had  not  defrosted  her  ma- 
chine for  three  months.  She  was  horrifiei 
to  hear  of  the  extra  electricity  which  wa: 
consumed    to    offset   the    coating   of    fros^ 
which  was  blanketing  in  the  efficiency  of 
the  cooling  coils.   Not  only  had  the  drain 
on  the  current  been  greater  but  on  the  life 
of  the  motor  as  well. 

Science  and  art  have  joined  forces  tc] 
offer  us  almost  perfect  refrigeration  but 
whether  we  use  electricity,  gas  or  ice  as  a 
cooling  medium,  we  must  have,  to  get  per- 
fect results,  a  thoroughly  insulated  con- 
tainer with  tightly  fitting  doors,  and 
within  a  constant  stream  of  air  must  cir- 
culate over  surfaces  kept  spotlessly  clean. 
Perhaps,  if  our  care  in  this  respect  was 
sufficiently  scrupulous,  we  could  hand 
down  to  our  descendants  not  only  an 
"antique"  refrigerator  perfectly  preserved 
but  its  contents  as  well.

1667,  a  gold 
cup  will  be  offered  him,  on  which  the 
above  mentioned  exploit  will  be  represented 
by  way  of  constituting  a  commemorative 
monument  for  his  family  and  for  pos- 
terity".

Hypnotized  by  the  three  colors  of  the 
standards,  he  imagined  he  saw  a  French 
flag.  He  somehow  managed  to  mistake  the 
orange,  white  and  blue  of  the  oriflammes 
for  the  blue,  white  and  red  of  our  tri- 
color emblem — without  heeding  an  instant 
the  fact  that  he  was  inverting  the  colors. 
Furthermore,  he  interpreted  the  word 
"Rochester"  for  "La  Rochelle",  and  once 
embarked  in  his  error  you  may  be  sure  he 
carried  it  through  to  the  bitter  end.  He 
explains  that  the  picture  represents  the 
French  fleet  besieging  La  Rochelle,  under 
the  command  of  Cardinal  de  Richelieu, 
whose  presence  on  board  accounts  for  the 
profusion  of  tricolor  emblems.  Our  erudite 
archaeologist  had  evidently  never  heard 
that  the  three  colors  composing  the  French 
flag  date  from  the  period  of  the  Revolution, 
at  which  time  it  was  substituted  for  the 
white  standard  bearing  the  three  Fleurs 
de  Lis.  Innocently  he  goes  on  to  attribute 
it  to  the  reign  of  Louis  XIII,  thereby  dis- 
playing an  ignorance  that  would  scan- 
dalize a  ten-year-old  schoolboy!  And 
not  content  with  this  unpardonable  error, 
he  draws  conclusions  from  it,  and  actually 
dares,  to  write  that  the  vase  in  question 
is  an  inestimable  monument  to  the

How  is  it  that  such  errors  occur: 
Nothing;  is  simpler  nor  more  common, 
They  usually  happen  because  the  per- 
son who  has  specialized  in  one  of  the 
periods  or  branches  of  the  Arts  is, 
nine  times  out  of  ten,  totally  ignorant 
of  anything  outside  that  period«0r  that 
particular  branch.  He  may  be  very 
erudite  in  matters  concerning  em- 
bossed gold  and  silver  pieces;  he  may 
even  be  unequalled  in  that  line;  he 
may  know  all  the  marks  of  all  the 
ateliers,  the  genealogies  of  the  gold 
and  silversmiths  of  the  15th  and  16th 
Centuries,  the  hall-marks  peculiar  to 
certain  cities,  but  outside  of  that 
everything  is  guess-work.  What  hap- 
pened during  the  17th  and  ISth  Cen- 
turies doesn't  interest  him,  is  not  his 
affair.  He  takes  a  starting  point  in 
the  regions  of  Ins  cognizance,  draws 
every  possible  conclusion  from  these, 
and  then  goes  ahead.  If,  unluckily, 
the  point  of  departure  is  erroneous, 
his  deductions  will  carry  him  far  into 
the  dominions  of  the  absurd. 

Quite  recently  this  danger  of  pre- 
sumption was  revealed  by  an  adven- 
ture which  had  a  joyous  echo  in  the 
world  of  modern  artists.  This  time 
the  hero  was  the  illustrious  Professor 
B.,  prince  of  German  archaeologists. 
He  had  found,  in  the  possession  of 
a  wealthy  collector,  and  purchased  for 
the  museum  at  Berlin,  a  bronze  pla- 
quette  representing  the  Doge  Ferrari. 
Proud  of  his  discovery  he  began  to 
noise  his  frood  fortune  abroad,  and 
s  >on  artistic  circles  rang  with  stories 
oi  this  unique  treasure.  He  published 
a  pamphlet  on  the  subject,  showing 
by  seemingly  intelligent  arguments 
that  this  cJief  d'oeuvre  was  by  Dona- 
tello,  that  the  celebrated  sculptor  had 
executed  the  work  aiPadona,  and  not 
elsewhere,  that  it  dated  between  1443 
and    1453,  not  later. 

FALSE   PROOFS 

To  the  chronological  proofs  he 
added  material  evidence  drawn  from 
the  quality  of  th  patine;  its  chemical 
composition,  which  is  a  secret  un- 
revcaled;  the  technique,  which  indi- 
cates that  the  work  is  by  a  sculptor 
and  not  an  enameler;  the  decoration 
of  the  background,  ornamented  by 
tiny  circles  inscribed  in  rectangles, 
etc.,  etc.  In  brief,  the  reputation  of 
tlie  marvel  was  trumpeted  so  blatantly, 
it  was  proclaimed  so  loudly  that  the 
glory  ot  Donatello  would  be  enhanced 
by  it,  it  was  reproduced  in  so  many 
art  reviews,  that  its  likeness  became 
known  all  over  Europe.

retin  .1  from  public  gaze  and  relegated 
in  the  attics  or  the  reserve  rooms. 

Anion  those  that  I  happen  to  re- 
call was  an  immense  grandfather's 
clock  in  solid  ebony,  ornamented  with 
motifs  in  iron  repousse',  bearing  an 
illustrious  signature  with  a  date,  "An- 
drouel  Ducereau,  1550."  Unfortu- 
nately for  the  faker  he  very  foolishly 
copied  the  motifs  of  decoration  from 
a  work  dating  about  16  30,  thus  slight- 
ly confusing  the  reign  of  Henri  II 
with  that  of  Louis  XIII,  and  thereby 
crediting  a  great  artist  with  a  work 
which  could  only  have  been  executed 
by  his  grandson.  Despite  this  anomaly, 
however,  an  archaeologist,  well  versed 
in  other  lines,  purchased  the  pte'ee  for 
a  public  museum.  It  is  still  to  be 
found  there,  by  the  way,  but  in  the 
mortuary  chamber  where  fakes  are 
relegated  to  serve  as  a  warning  to  pro- 
fessors of  art,  and  at  the  same  time 
to  teach   them  prudence  and  modesty. 

Another  of  my  colleagues,  curator 
of  an  import  museum,  one  day  brought 
me  a  very  curious  object  which  it 
was  his  intention  to  acquire.  It  was  a 
small  silver  trinket  in  the  shape  of  an 
olive,  which  opened  with  a  hinge  at 
the  base  of  the  ovoid.  The  interior, 
when  exposed,  divided  itself  up  into 
tiny  compartments. 

"A  1  3th  Century  reliquary"  said 
he,  and  in  truth  the  surface  of  the 
pretty  bauble  was  covered  with  a 
pious  inscription  of  the  period.  "Be 
careful,"  I  warned  him.  "There  are 
chances  of  its  being  false.  For  it 
seems  to  be  an  instrument  of  the 
Hebrew  Cult,  destined  to  receive 
ritual  perfumes.  The  object  in  hand 
is  of  Dutch  handiwork  made  during 
the  17th  Century,  and  stupidly  orna- 
mented by  its  maker  with  an  inscrip- 
tion dating  from  the   1  3th." 

Was  it  not  again  one  of  those  same 
important  gentlemen  who  sought  to 
render  me  an  infinite  service  by  tar- 
ing to  get  me  to  purchase,  for  the 
(  'uny  Museum,  two  medallions  of 
filet  lace  representing  the  figures  of 
Hector  and  Andromache?  And  these 
wonderful  Renaissance  bits  had  just 
come  off  the  frame  of  a  very  patient 
old  maiden  lady  wJio  made  no  secret 
of  having  worked  months  and  months 
on  them;  who  was  so  proud  of  the 
feat  that  her  signature  figured  at  the 
bottom  of  the  medallions. 

AN   EARLY  WATCH 

If  ever  you  have  occasion  to  visit 
the  foyer  des  artistes  at  the  Comedie 
Francaise  you  will  see  there  the  watch 
which  belonged  to  Moliere.  On  its 
case  it  bears  the  inscription,  which 
proves  its  origin,  engraved  intaglio, 
Crepy  a  .1 .  B.  Moliere.  This  superb 
time-piece  was  left  to  the  Comedie 
Francaise  by  Constant  Coquelin,  who 
for  over  twenty  years  cherished  it 
with  almost  sacredotal  love  and 
handled  it  with  reverent  and  trem- 
bling fingers.  One  must  have  known 
tin's  enthusiastic,  generous-hearted  ■ 
artist  very  intimately  to  fully  appreci- 
ate the  writable  cult  with  which  he 
unded  the  relic.  He  was  always 
so    ardent    to    believe,    so    little    prone 

But  pray  do  not  ever  open  the 
watch!  If  you  do,  you  will  plainly  see 
that  it  moves  on  a  spiral  spring;  and

Imagine  the  joy  and  excitement  of 
a  child  taken  to  Peale's  Museum  in 
those  days  and  coming'  home  with  a 
portrait  made  during  the  thrilling 
hours  spent  there!  In  one  of  the 
smaller  rooms  of  the  Museum  was  the 
"Profile  Machine"  before  which  the 
sitter  was  posed.  The  artist  followed 
the  outline  of  the  sitter's  profile  with 
a  tracer,  working  on  a  movable  arm 
in  conjunction  with  a  pantograph  to 
retime  the  outline  and  a  metal  pointer 
at  the  other  end  of  the  rod  traced  this 
reduced  outline  on  a  sheet  of  paper. 
When  the  tracing  was  cut  out,  the 
hollow  left  in  the  center  of  the  square 
of  paper  was  mounted  over  black 
paper,  serge  or  silk  and  made  the  like- 
ness, or  as  we  call  them  now,  the 
hollow-cut  portraits. 

The  demand  for  them  became  so 
great  that  Peale,  needing  an  assistant, 
trained  one  of  his  slaves,  a  man  named 
Moses  Williams,  who  had  never  been 
a  success  at  any  kind  of  rough  work, 
to  make  the  tracings  with  the  machine 
and  then  cut  the  profiles.  His  master 
allowed  him  to  keep  a  certain  amount 
of  money  from  the  receipts  and  he  be- 
came, for  his  time,  a  wealthy  man, 
owning  property  in  Philadelphia  and 
marrying  Peale's  white  cook.  When 
Peale    gave    him    his    liberty,    he    tra- 


veled about  cutting  profiles.  Tj 
have  "WILLIAMS"  embossed  on 
paper  in  the  same  position  under 
bust  that  Peale  had  "MUSEC 
If  not  marked,  his  cuttings  co 
easily  be  taken  for  Peale's,  as  t 
are  exactly  alike  as  to  size  and  sh 
of  bust  line. 

Moses  Chapman,  born  in  Boxfc 
Massachusetts,  in  1782,  was  an  ai 
who  worked  principally  in  his  nal 
state  and  finally  ended  his  career  th 
in  Dan  vers  in  1821.  He  was  a  n 
of  varied  talents,  as  he  painted  mir 
tures  and  made  several  different  ty 
of  profiles,  for  many  of  which 
used  a  tracing  and  cutting  mach: 
He,  like  Williams,  sold  the  "bio 
heads,"  or  the  profile  taken  from 
hollow-cuts.  Mounted  on  black  pa} 
they  made  a  pleasing  variety,  as  sho 
by  a  brother  and  sister  probably  cu 
Salem  about  1806.

Ver\  little  is  known  of  this  artist.  The 
i  date  on  record  is  on  a  pair  of 
likenesses  taken  at  Gloucester  in  1802. 
He  must  have  traveled  extensively, 
as  he  sets  forth  in  his  advertisement 
ili. n  his  Gallery  of  Cuttings  has  at- 
tracted admiring  crowds  in  every  city 
of  the  United  States,  Canada  and  in 
England.  He  further  states  that  the 
Hall  is  fitted  up  in  a  superior  manner, 
pleasantly  ventilated,  and  forms  an 
agreeable  Evening's  Lounge.  What  a 
delight  to  a  boy  to  go  to  such  a 
gorgeous  place!  In  1828,  the  date  on 
the  advertisement,  there  were  but  few- 
Halls  where  boys  were  entertained 
and  if  this  one  went  in  the  evening 
how    grown-up  he  must  have  felt' 

William  James  Hubard,  or  "Master 
Hubard,"  as  he  was  called,  was  an 
English  youth,  who  came  to  this  coun- 
try in  1X24  at  the  age  of  17.  Five 
years  previous  he  had  opened  a  Gallery 
in  London,  where  he  was  most  popu- 
lar, even  being  patronized  by  Royalty. 
He  made  a  charming  portrait  of 
Princess  Victoria  as  a  little  girl. 

When  he  arrived  in  the  United 
States  he  was  under  "management" 
and  cleverly  put  forward  in  the  news- 
papers as  a  prodigy  with  an  unusual 
talent.  A  Hubard  Gallery  was  opened 
wherever  he  worked,  combining  a 
musical  attraction,  an  exhibition  of 
his  portraits  and  a  likeness  cut  by  the 
artist,   all    for    the   admission    price. 

Little  Mary  Mackay,  whom  Master 
Hubard  did,  is  cut  out  of  black  paper 
and  then  delicately  penciled  in 
bronze.

ami  red  an-  occasionally  found.  Can- 
dlesticks vvere  both  low  and  tall  with 
column  or  baluster  stems,  molded 
nozzle  and  round  foot.  Other  wares, 
of  the  types  made  in  Baltimore,  Tren- 
ton, etc.,  have  much  more  elaborate 
baluster  stems,  classic  urn  nozzles,  and 
high  pierced  bases. 

Glass  candlesticks  were  legion; 
plain  and  colored,  fancy  and  simple, 
cut  and  molded  in  many  forms.  These 
vvere  not  always  locally  made.  They 
might  be  of  imported  Waterford  glass 
or  colored  glass  from  Bohemia.  But 
glass  was  early  made  here.  Wistar  was 
the  first  American  maker  of  flint 
"lass.  From  his  New  Jersev  vvo/ks  he 
supplied  his  customers  with  candle- 
sticks in  the  colors  popular  in  the  late 
years  of  the  Colonies  and  the  early 
years  of  the  Republic,  in  fact  until 
1780.  Dark  blue,  clear  green,  pale- 
green,  amber,  and  yellow  were  fa- 
vorites and  were  made  in  good  balus- 
ter  patterns    with    vase-shaped    stems. 

SANDWICH    CLASS 

There  were  other  glass  works,  fol- 
lowing the  closing  of  the  Stiegel 
works  of  Colonial  fame,  but  the  prod- 
ucts of  none  are  so  well  known  to- 
day as  is  the  Sandwich  glass.  The 
works  where  this  glass  was  made 
started  operating  in  1825  and  made 
some  candlesticks  but  more  lamps. 
The  candlesticks  were  of  many  colors 
and  in  a  variety  of  shapes:  deep  blue, 
ringed  column,  vase  socket,  square 
base;  turquoise  blue  dolphin,  with 
milk-white  tulip  socket;  blue  column 
on  a  star-shaped  base;  spiral  fluted 
stem,  on  octagonal  base,  urn  socket; 
baluster  stem,  tapered  and  fluted, 
gadrooned,  scalloped  base  in  hobnail 
pattern,  urn  top;  Directoire  patterns, 
Mower  and  matted  urn  top,  scrolled 
triangular  base;  molded  stepped 
quatrefoil  and  urn  top;  canary  yellow-, 
baluster,  with  a  scalloped  base;  tur- 
quoise blue  opaque,  hexagonal  stem 
ami  base;  column  with  spreading 
nozzle,  molded  jar  form  in  center 
stem,  spreading  foot  stepped  and 
molded.  Dolphin  candlesticks  were 
made  in  ultramarine  blue,  vaseline 
yellow,  etc.,  clear  or  opaque  glass; 
the  dolphin  on  a  mound-like  base 
with  classic  urn  nozzle.  Dolphin  pat- 
terns were  more  graceful  than  those 
with  square  bases  single  or  stepped 
with  urn  or  flower  nozzles.  The 
classic  forms  were  short,  clumsy,  and 
provincial.  Occasionally  the  tall  figure 
of  a  woman  formed  the  stem  and  the 
nozzle  was  a  classic  urn,  possibly  in 
that  opalescent  glass  characteristic  of 
the  Sandwich  works.  The  earlier  ex- 
amples are  graceful  in  design  and 
have  that  "bright  silvery  texture" 
peculiar  to  Sandwich  glass  whether 
clear,  colored,  or  opaque.

sort — may  even  have  lived  in  one — 
and  will  recall  that,  notwithstanding 
a  certain  air  of  absurdity,  they  did 
manage  to  achieve  much  picturesque 
charm.  Before  the  Civil  War  that 
charm  must  have  seemed  very  real,  the 
style  undoubtedly  authentic;  for  it  is 
true  that  to  the  people  of  the  period 
the  houses  did  look  like  the  crude  en- 
gravings— of,  let  us  say  the  old  En- 
glish cottages — from  which  they  were 
copied.  The  same  might  be  said  of 
the  "Tudor  mansion",  the  "Mansard 
dwelling",  the  "Italian  villa",  all  of 
which  were  favorite  architectural 
fashions  in  the  Forties  and  Fifties.) 
No  one  could  have  realized  then  how 
silly  these  limitations  and  adaptations 
were,  simply  because  no  one  (or  very 
few)  had  ever  studied  their  proto- 
types abroad.  Architects  and  laymen 
alike  got  their  information  about  the 
originals  from  misleading  and  inade- 
quate drawings  poorly  reproduced  in 
books  and  magazines.  There  were  no 
photographs  to  make  real  for  them 
the  models  they  had  chosen;  there 
were  no  accurate  scale  drawings. 
Architecture  was  guesswork;  and 
worse,  it  was  guesswork  on  the  part 
of  men  (  for  the  most  part)  with 
meagre  training  and  of  very  question- 
able taste.

Mir- 
ii  various  forms  composed  the 
liack  plates  of  wall  sconces;  one  type 
for  .i  single  candle  was  circular  or 
oval,  formed  of  small  sections  of 
silvered  glass.  Wall  brackets  were 
still  called  "branches"  and  were  often 
imported.  Those  of  brass,  from  Lon- 
don or  Paiis,  might  be  lyre-shaped 
with  two  or  three  curved  ornate 
branches.  French  appliques  in  the  cur- 
rent modes  were  occasionally  used. 
Classic  form  and  ornament  prevailed 
as  in  the  Louis  Seize  and  Adam  styles 
with  glass  pendants  and  garlands  and 
later  iii  charming  examples  Yn  the 
Directoire    and  Empire  styles. 

Simple  hanging  lights  for  candles 
or  lamps  were  still  used  in  outlying 
districts,  but  in  the  cities  and  on  the 
large  estates  very  beautiful  chande- 
liers were  used  as  in  England  and 
France.  Many  of  brass  or  bronze  hung 
with  glass  and  pendants  in  the  Adam 
or    French   styles   were  still    imported. 

America's  peculiar  development 
was  the  lamp.  Economic  illumination 
became  a  study  which  has  resulted  in 
vast  wealth  from  the  use  of  kerosene, 
gas,  and  electricity.  Camphene,  a  re- 
fined product  of  turpentine,  highly 
explosive,  was  widely  used  about 
18+5-50.  Previous  to  this  sperm  oil 
was  general,  and  later  kerosene.  Lard 
and  other  greases  and  oils  were  used  in 
outlying  districts.  Sperm  oil  was  used 
until  comparatively  recent  times  in 
the  household  magic  lantern.  Many 
persons  will  recall  its  disagreeable 
odor.  Common  lamps  were  of  tin, 
others  of  pewter,  brass,  bronze,  occa- 
sionally iron,  rarely  pottery — one  from 
the  Bennington  works  being  vase- 
shaped  like  those  in  other  materials.

THE    BABYLON    WILLOW 

In  the  north  when  weeping  trees 
are  thought  of  Willows  at  once  sug- 
gest themselves  to  the  mind.  Possibly 
the  oldest  of  such  cultivated  trees  is 
the  Willow  of  Babylon,  under  which 
name,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  quite  a 
number  of  Weeping  Willows  pass. 
The  story  of  the  Willow  of  Babylon 
is  old,  very  old.  A  Chinese  tree,  it  is 
doubtful  if  it  was  ever  known  by  the 
waters  of  Babylon  for  which  it  is 
named  and  endeared  to  the  minds  of 
most  people.  Truth  often  shatters 
fond  delusions  and  robs  us  of  many 
pleasant  myths  to  which  we  fain 
would  cling.  So  much  has  the  name 
"Willow  of  Babylon"  captivated  the 
popular  mind  that  Weeping  Willow-; 
generally  are  considered  to  be  this 
tree.  In  spite  of  the  shock  to  popular 
belief  truth  necessitates  the  record 
that  the  trees  in  the  Psalmist's  wail 
(Psalms  CXXXVII,  verse  1,  2.  "By 
the  rivers  of  Babylon,  there  we  sat 
down,  yea,  we  wept,  when  we  re- 
membered Zion.  We  hanged  our  harps 
upon  the  Willows  in  the  midst  there- 
of.") are  not  Willows  at  all  but  a 
Poplar  (Populits  euphratica)  !  The 
Willow  of  Babylon  .is  common  on 
alluvial  areas  in  China,  especially 
those  of  the  Lower  Yangtze.  It  has 
been  much  planted  ami  it  is  often 
difficult  to  tell  the  wild  from  the 
cultivated  trees.  Near  Shanghai  it  is 
abundant  but  it  does  not  grow  as  fat- 
north  as  Peking,  where  the  winters 
oo  cold  for  it.  In  central  China 
it  is  common,  but  the  largest  wild 
trees  I  have  seen  were  in  western 
Szechuan,  near  the  Chino-Thibetan 
borderland.  In  its  typical  form  it  is 
a  broad-topped,  spreading  tree  often 
from  60'  to  SO'  tall,  from  6'  to  1 0' 
in  girth  of  trunk,  and  from  50  to 
60'  through  the  crown.  The  pendent 
form  is  really  an  extreme  condition 
but  it  is  common.

Salainonii,  and  of  which  only  the 
female  is  known,  is  a  much  more 
hardy  tree.  It  is  a  great  asset.  Hand- 
some is  the  Wisconsin  Weeping  Wil- 
low, a  supposed  hybrid  between  S. 
babxlomca  and  S.  fragilis,  named 
Salix  blanda,  a  much  more  hardy 
tree  than  the  Babylon  Willow.  It  is 
a  very  fast-growing  tree  with  long, 
pendent  branchlets  which  reach  almost 
to  the  ground.  There  are  two  weeping 
forms  of  the  White  Willow  ( Salix 
alba) ,  one  with  yellow  shoots  called 
vitellina  fendula,  and  one  with  red- 
dish shoots  known  as  var.  chermesina. 
Then  there  are  Salix  purpurea  peu- 
dula  and  Salix  elegantissima,  both 
Weeping  Willows.  In  the  northern 
parts  of  this  country  these  different 
forms  pass  for  the  Babylon  Willow 
but,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  real  tree 
is  unknown  there  since  the  cold  is  too 
great  for  it  to  live. 

The  most  beautiful  flowering  tree 
with  pendulous  branches  is  Primus 
subJiirtella  fendula,  also  a  native  of 
the  Orient  and  cultivated  from  time 
immemorial  around  the  temples  and 
palaces  of  Japan.  This  is  a  natural 
variety  of  a  Cherry  widely  distributed 
in  northeastern  Asia.  A  small  percent- 
aye  comes  true  from  seeds  and  this  is 
the  best  way  to  propagate  this  plant, 
but  it  requires  careful  training  to  de- 
velop a  tall,  upright  stem.  A  quicker 
method  is  by  grafting  the  weeping 
form  on  its  own  seedlings. 

THE    VVI  EPING    CHERRY 

The  Weeping  Cherry  was  sent  from 
Japan  as  long  ago  as  1861  but  one 
rarely  sees  a  decent  specimen.  In 
Japan,  trees  70'  to  SO'  tall  with  wide- 
spreading  crowns  and  enormous  boles 
are  found  up  and  down  the  country. 
The  long  pendent  branches  are  slen- 
der and  in  spring  when  strung  with 
pink  blossoms  are  transformed  into 
waving  masses  of  pink.  The  Japanese 
name  translated  signifies  "Hanging 
Thread  Cherry"  which  has  reference 
to  the  slender  character  of  its  branch- 
lets.  Truly  there  is  no  more  beautiful 
tree  in  spring  than  the  Weeping 
Cherry  and  some  nurseryman  ought  to 
make  a  specialty  of  growing  these 
plants  right  for  the  garden-loving 
American  public. 

For  the  center  of  a  large  lawn  in 
full  view  of  the  house  the  grandest  of 
weeping  trees  is  the  Pendent  Beech 
(Fagus  sylvatica  peinlula) .  Visitors  to 
Newport,  Rhode  Island,  must  have 
admired  the  many  fine  specimens  to 
ii  in  the  grounds  of  the  older 
houses.

Autumn  has  always  been  the  most 
effective  time  in  my  dry  garden,  for 
the  purple  New  England  Aster  has 
seeded  abundantly  and  begins  to  bloom 
by  the  middle  of  August.  It  lasts  a 
long  time  ami  by  the  time  the  Barberry 
hedge  has  colored  to  deep  blood  red, 
the  gorgeous  combination  has  caused 
some  passersby  to  stop  and  ask  what 
that  flower  might  be. 

Shrubs  turning  vivid  red  are  Sumac, 
Barberry,  Highbush  Blueberry  and 
Tartarian  Maple.  Bayberry  and  Sweet- 
fern  are  invaluable  in  dry  soils.  .Clem- 
atis paniculata,  Hall's  Honeysuckle 
and  Bittersweet  will  quickly  cover  a 
very  dry  bank. 

Less  spectacular  than  the  garden, 
but  vastly  interesting,  is  the  barren 
slope  or  empty  corner  planted  with 
some  of  the  smaller  and  perhaps  more 
unusual  rock  or  alpine  plants.  A  spot 
which  is  too  raw  and  bare  to  sup- 
port a  garden  of  average  sized  flowers 
may  have  rocks  inserted  to  hold  the 
soil,  and  a  different  type  of  planting 
developed.  Start  with  a  dozen  dwarf 
Heathers  (Call una  vulgaris  nana). 
This  makes  a  compact  mat  about  4-" 
high  of  a  deep  rich  green.

b/°lla-like  crown  beneath  which  a 
tea  table  and  lounge  chair  can  be 
accommodated  easily.

den  in  reality  as  it  is  on  paper,  we 
could  order  a  little  brook  purling 
through  an  open  forest  glade  for  our 
Lilies.  Then  we  could  line  the  banks 
with  L.  pardalinum  and  all  our  own 
American  peat  and  moisture-loving 
varieties,  reserving  the  higher  ground 
for  bold  clumps  of  our  L.  humboldti 
and  Washingtonianum,  going  afield 
to  bring  back  L.  auratum,  giganteum, 
and  a  host  of  beauties  from  far  lands.

soil  beneath  is  well  broken,  and  gravel 
or  brick  rubble  placed  deep  to  aid 
drainage  where  there  is  any  doubt 
as  to  its  effectiveness.  Another  point 
to  watch  in  the  opposite  direction  is 
greedy  tree  roots  that  absorb  too  much 
food  and  moisture  from  the  sur- 
rounding soil.  Tubs  sunk  into  the 
garden  bed  and  filled  with  the  soil 
holding  the  Lilies  have  sometimes 
been  used  for  the  purpose  of  protect- 
ing   them    from    this    condition. 

All  Lilies  need  moisture  through 
their  growing  periods,  some  more 
than  others.  Few  of  them  can  with- 
stand a  long  drought,  and  if  they  are 
once  weakened  by  it,  the  bulbs  rarely 
recover. 

SHADE   DEMANDS 

Varieties  also  vary  considerably  in 
their  shade  desires.  L.  hansoni  and  L. 
henryi  must  have  it  or  they  become 
scorched.  There  are  some  other  varie- 
ties that  also  demand  it  urgently;  and 
then  there  are  those  that  welcome 
while  not  requiring  it.  Shade  does  not 
mean  that  light  and  air  are  to  be  ex- 
eluded.  Tree  shade  is  good  provided 
it  is  sufficiently  open,  and  if  the  tree 
roots  do  not  starve  and  dry  out  the 
Lily    bulbs. 

Lilies  have  that  attributed  feminine 
quality  of  inconsistency.  They  do  not 
always  react  alike  to  the  same  treat- 
ment. Sometimes  they  adapt  them- 
selves happily  to  seemingly  impossible 
surroundings,  and  again  they  sulk  if 
not  humored  to  the  most  minute  detail. 
It  is  this  quality  of  uncertainty  in 
their  behavior  that  is  so  responsible 
for  the  diversity  of  cultural  directions 
regarding  them.  I  shall  append  several 
lists  for  different  treatment,  but  this 
treatment  is  the  usual  condition  under 
which  they  grow  well,  and  is  not  a 
hard  and  fast  rule  incapable  of  being 
broken. 

In  choosing  Lily  bulbs,  it  is  impor- 
tai.t  to  select  plump  ones.  When  they 
have  been  shipped  or  held  for  sale, 
they  are  usually  shriveled  unless  es- 
pecially packed  for  it.  If  this  has 
not  gone  too  far,  they  may  often  be 
brought  to  normal  pjumpness  by  lay- 
ing them  on  moist  Cocoanut  fiber  in 
a  cool  place  for  a  few  days.  The  bulb 
scales  should  be  in  a  fairly  good 
condition,  and  I  always  dust  with 
powdered  sulphur,  seeing  that  it  gets 
in  under  the  scales.  Some  use  pow- 
dered charcoal  instead.  Any  decay  or 
mold    should    bi     cut    out. 

Place  the  bulbs  themselves  on  a  little 
sharp  sand  and  then  pack  the  sand 
around  them  for  a  thin  layer  in 
immediate  contact  with  the  bulb  it- 
self. My  garden  is  a  clay  base,  but  so 
treated,  the  Lilies  have  not  given  me 
trouble.  A  few  of  the  more  suscepti- 
ble varieties  I  have  taken  the  added 
precaution  of  tilting  decidedly  to  the 
side  so  that  the  water  would  not 
settle  in  their  scales.  The  L.  auratum 
is  one  that  profits  by  this. 

The  Madonna  Lily  makes  a  new 
growth  of  foliage  in  the  late  summer, 
and  consequently  should  be  planted 
in  August.  The  scarlet  Martagon  (L. 
chalcedonicum)  makes  an  early  root 
growth  and  should  not  be  out  of  the 
ground    later    than    mid-October.    The 


other  varieties  may  be  planted  thi 
the  fall  as  they  can  be  obtaim 
even  on  into  the  winter  if  the 
is  kept  out  of  the  ground  by  a 
temporary  mulch  of  manure  or 
material.  Where  this  is  impo 
spring  planting  becomes  necessan 
spring  bulbs  are  inclined  to  be 
shriveled  and  care  should  be  u 
choosing  them.

For  years  ship  models  were  the 
h  o  b  b  y  of  specialists  —  nautically- 
minded  men  who  delighted  in  boats 
and  all  the  life  that  <,r<>es  on  the  sea. 
They  have  always  made  and  loved  and 
collected  these  models.  A  few  years 
back  the  interest  seeped  out  to  men 
who,  by  nature,  had  no  such  special- 
ized affection  for  boats.  Like  any  other 
craze,  it  caught  on  mightily.  From 
dim  and  dusty  recesses  were  hauled 
forth  old  models  that  had  lonjr  since 
been  forgotten.  Amateur  cabinet- 
makers took  to  making  them  in  odd 
moments.  Old  salts  who  were  sun- 
ning out  their  days  in  seamen's  homes 
found  a  lucrative  trade  in  models. 
The  literature  on  the  subject  began 
tu  assume  serious  proportions.  Sudden- 
ly mindful  of  their  past,  Americans 
dug  deep  info  the  history  of  the  clipper 
ships  and  those  days  when  they  car- 
ried the  American  Hap;  to  every  port  in 
the  world.  An  active  ship  model 
society  has  exhibitions.  Splendid  and 
valuable  collections  of  models  of  all 
kinds  are  assembled.  Fabulous  prices 
are  paid  for  them.  In  short,  the  market 
on  ship  models  shot  up  sky  high  in 
a  very  little  time. 

This  was  the  first  phase.  Then,  like 
any  other  market,  it  settled  down  to 
a  more  sensible  level  of  interest.  And

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resent  disturbance  Their  wild  nature 
still  runs  uncurbed,  and  they  go  very 
much  their  own  unrestrained  way. 
Sometimes  they  even  sulk  below  the 
ground  for  an  entire  year,  making  no 
signs  of  life  at  all,  and  then  the  fol- 
lowing season  appear  as  usual.  Once 
correctly  planted,  they  are  as  a  rule 
better  left  to  their  own  devices,  with 
an  occasional  mulch  of  well  rotted 
manure  carefully  applied  to  the  sur- 
face only,  and  at  such  times  as  it  can- 
not burn  stems  or  foliage. 

This  proper  planting  also  entails 
shelter  from  high  winds  that  would 
immediately  raze  or  snap  off  all  the 
tall  "rowing  kinds,  and  damage,  the 
blooms  of  even  the  lowly.  Shrubbery 
forms  a  good  wind  break  as  well  as  a 
fitting  background.  It  further  shields 
the  young  shoots  from  spring  frosts 
which  take  a  heavy  and  frequently  un- 
suspected toll.  If  the  surface  mulch 
of  manure  is  not  applied  over  winter, 
a  covering  of  leaves  or  similar  mate- 
rial is  necessary  through  much  of  the 
North,  unless  the  ground  is  already 
covered  with  some  closely  growing 
evergreen  mat. 

DISEASES     AND     APHIDS 

There  are  three  fungi  which  at- 
tack Lilies:  The  most  common  and 
most  destructive  appears  as  brownish 
specks  on  stems,  leaves  and  flower 
buds,  turning  into  a  soft  gray  mold 
finally,  and  occasionally  into  small 
black  spots  within  the  scales.  It  goes 
under  the  technical  name  of  Botrytis 
cinerea,  and  is  particularly  prone  to 
attack  the  Madonna  and  Nankeen 
Lilies,  also  L.  auratum  when  this  is 
growing  unshaded.  Bordeaux  mix- 
ture sprayed  on  gently  is  the  best 
remedy  for  this.  Make  a  second  ap- 
plication a  week  later.  If  this  fungus 
gets  into  the  bulb  badly,  it  is  prob- 
ably best  to  burn  it  and  prevent  it? 
spread   to   other   bulbs   in    the   garden. 

1  here  is  a  rust  that  sometimes  ap- 
pears in  discolored  patches.  This  does 
not  descend  to  the  bulbs,  and  burning 
any  diseased  stems  will  prevent  its 
spread  to  healthy  plants.  The  third 
fungus  comes  only  fro%i  injured  roots. 
It  reaches  into  the  bulbs  and  causes 
decay.  Prevention  of  root  injury  is 
the  remedy  here. 

The  green  aphids  are  often  trouble- 
some in  the  new  shoot*  of  L.  auratum, 
L.  longiftorum  and  L.  speciosum,  par- 
ticularly L.  longiflorum.  The  aphids 
conceal  themselves  in  the  leaf  folds 
and  will  damage  the  bloom  if  not 
checked.  Syringe  with  a  nicotine  solu- 
tion, and  later  with  tepid  water. 

There  are  three  methods  of  propa- 
gating Lilies:  offsets,  scales  and  seeds. 
The  last  method  is  frequently  used 
by  introducers  to  acclimatize  wildings 
or  to  harden  tender  or  temperamental 
varieties:  but  it  is  a  long  road  for  the 
garden  lover,  though  an  interesting 
one  if  there  is  a  little  corner  that  may 
be  tucked  away  and  largely  forgotten 
for  some  five  to  seven  years.  Lily 
seed  should  be  planted  as  soon  as  it 
is  thoroughly  ripened,  and  it  needs  a 
light,  moist  soil.  Most  varieties  ger- 
minate more  rapidly  in  seed  boxes  or 
pans  indoors,  but  may  be  sown  broad- 
cast    in     a     sheltered     position.     Some 


seed  takes  two  years  to  germinal 
do  not  permit  the  soil  to  dry  out 
if  nothing  does  appear  the  first  se.'j 
Those  grown  in  pans  should  be  a 
planted  when  a  year  old;  but  as 
as  the  broadcast  sowing  does 
crowd,  it  may  be  left  alone.

1  here  are  others  that  seem  past 
mistresses   of   caprice. 

Of  course  the  gorgeous  Lilies  of 
Bermuda  and  India  are  not  for  north- 
ern gardens  at  all,  and  may  be  had 
only  in  the  hothouse,  though  L.  nepa- 
lense  may  be  grown  in  our  Southern 
States  and  along  much  of  the  Pacific 
Slope.  It  is  a  large  greenish  yellow 
Lilv  with  a  purple  base  and,  like  the 
more  funnel-shaped  pale  yellow  L. 
neilg/ierrense,  is  a  September  bloomer. 

Two  other  September  bloomers,  a 
little  hardier  than  the  above,  are  L. 
sulp/iureum  and  L.  frimulinum,  the 
former  creamy  white  tinged  with  red 
on  the  outer  petals  and  suffused  with 
vellow  within  the  trumpet.  L.  frimu- 
linum is  a  soft  primrose  yellow.  L. 
loivi,  a  purple  spotted  white,  is  an- 
other handsome  September  Lily  that 
must  be  listed  among  the  more  difficult. 

A    GIANT    SPECIES 

The  great  L.  giganteum,  wonder 
Lilv  of  the  Himalayas,  needs  consid- 
erable protection  to  withstand  a  very 
cold  winter.  It  will  sometimes  live 
through,  but  it  does  not  attain  its  in- 
nate development.  This  should  consist 
of  a  10'  to  14'  stalk,  good  heart- 
shaped  foliage,  and  around  twenty 
great  trumpet  flowers  some  9"  in 
length.  These  are  white,  slightly 
tinged  purple  on  the  inside,  green  on 
the  outer  surfaces.  It  is  a  July  and 
August  bloomer.  The  inferior  and 
smaller  L.  cordi folium  that  blooms  a 
month  later  resembles  this  in  tender- 
ness   as    in    appearance. 

L.  krameri  (L.  japonicum)  and  L. 
rubellum,  probably  the  clearest  toned 
among  the  pink  Lilies,  must  also  be 
catered  to  as  tender,  though  I  have 
had  no  difficulty  with  them  on  the 
North  Pacific  Slope  and  have  grown 
them  hoth  as  far  north  as  Seattle  with- 
out protection.  L.  rubellum  blooms  in 
May  and  June,  L.  krameri  and  its 
varieties  in  July  and  August. 

For  my  own  garden,  L.  henryi  is 
hardy  and  vigorous,  sometimes  reach-  • 
ing  12'  and  carrying  as  many  as 
thirty  flowers  of  a  deep  salmon  orange 
in  July  and  August.  It  does  not,  how- 
ever, take  kindly  to  the  more  extreme 
climatic  conditions  feund  through 
much  of  the  United  States,  preferring 
what  is  known  as  an  "English  cli- 
mate." It  is  well  worth  a  little  winter 
consideration,  however. 

Three  of  the  most  gorgeous  Lilies 
from  the  mountains  of  the  Pacific 
Coast  are  called  capricious — L.  hum- 
boldli,  L.  parryi,  and  L.  wasliington- 
ianum.  The  last  named  is  a  wood  Lily 
and  it  needs  woodsy  conditions.  There 
is  a  smaller  variety  of  it,  Albescens, 
also  another,  purpureum.  L.  hutnboldti 
is  even  more  showy  than  L.  superbum, 
which  it  somewhat  resembles.  It  is  a 
tall     reddish      yellow     spotted     with 


maroon    and    blooming   in  June 
July.  The  citron-hued  L.  parryi  so 
to  grow  readily  enough  in  the  garc! 
but  lacks  strength.  They  are  all  th 
such   beautiful   Lilies,   I  believe  th 
a  gamble  worth  while.  Be  particuj 
careful  that  they  have  good  draina 
Remembering  their  habitat  is  a  deci 
aid   to   the   exercise   of   that  comn 
sense  which  is,  after  all,  the  grea' 
ingredient  of  garden  success.  L.  pai 
is  found  in   moist  shady  spots  in 
cool   canyons  of   Southern  Califor 
and     Arizona.     L.     ivas/iingtoniam 
grows  in   the  mountains  as  far  no 
as  the  Columbia  River,  and  is  fou 
at  an  altitude  of  from  3,000  to  1,\ 
feet.  It  grows  in  forested  zones  anc 
further    protected    by    the    Chaparr 
all   of    which   suggests   that  a  goo< 
array   of    shrubbery    would   be  to 
liking.  The  altitude  makes  it  a  L 
of    winter   snows,    and    my  theory 
that  inadequate  drainage  causes  mi 
of  its  capriciousness.   Sometimes,  t 
rats  or  mice  preempt  a  Lily  planti 
for    winter    feasting,    and    the   L: 
themselves     are     blamed     for    bei 
eaten!  The  following  list  is  made 
of  the  principal  among  Lilies  witt 
reputation     for     uncertain     behavi 
They  are  not   at   all   impossible,  a 
often  very  lovely :  but  for  the  gard 
maker  who  wishes  to  avoid  all  trail 
of   the   gambling  element  in  his  gj 
den,  they  might  be  omitted.

The  several  more  recent  types 
til]  !  -v  new  to  have  finally 
proved  themselves  one  way  or  another. 
They  include  such  forms  as  the  laci- 
nated  petaled  sorts,  like  Kunderd's 
Lacinatus,  and  Kemp's  Ruffolace;  the 
Orchid-flowering  type  of  which  the 
variety,  'he  Orchid  is  the  most  dis- 
tinctive,  with  flowers  which  really 
closely  resemble  those  of  the  Cattleya ; 
the  so-called  cut-and-come-again  or 
multi-spiked  type  of  which  Los 
Angeles  is  the  best  known  variety;  and 
I  he  new  Snapdragon  type.  All  of  these 
are  interesting  novelties,  and  lots  of 
fun  lo  experiment  with,  but  the  ama- 
teur of  limited  means  will  get  more 
satisfaction  from  less  extreme  and  ex- 
pensive sorts.  These  things  are,  of 
course,  of  value  to  the  hybridizer. 

One  of  the  most  vital  questions  to 
the  beginner  with  Glads  or  to  the  gar- 
dener who  has  grown  only  mixtures 
or  the  older  named  sorts,  is  "What 
shall  I  buy  among  the  multitude  of 
new  varieties   which  are   offered?" 

CONCERNING    SELECTIONS 

That  is  a  question  concerning 
which  I  have  sufficient  experience  to 
keep  me  from  attempting  to  answer. 
But  I  will  endeavor  to  describe  briefly 
some  of  the  varieties  which  have  im- 
pressed me  most  at  some  of  the  recent 
shows,  and  also  give,  byr  way  of  some- 
thing more  definitely  helpful,  a  list  of 
a  dozen  or  so  of  recent  and  newer 
sorts  which  I  can  recommend  as  being 
generally  very  satisfactory. 

In  tlie  maze  of  old  and  new  varie- 
ties presented  at  the  last  annual  Show 
of  the  American  Gladiolus  Society, 
the  list  tabulated  on  page  78  is  es- 
pecially worth  looking  up  in  this 
spring's  catalogs,  if  you  do  not 
already    have    them. 

Do  you  want  flowers  that  are  un- 
usually beautiful  and  graceful  for  aj-- 
nngement  in  your  vases  indoors?  Or 
ai\  you  more  interested  in  the  gigan- 
tic spikes  which  will  bring  exclama- 
tions from  your  friends,  or  win  you 
first  prizes  at  the  local  Flower  Show? 
Although  it  is  not  the  customary  thing 
to  do,  I  want  to  menlion  a  few  of  the 
former  first,  because  usually  they  are 
given  so  much  less  recognition  than 
they   deserve. 

For  instance,  there's  White  Butter- 
fly, a  slender-stemmed  white  Prim 
that  you  might  pass  by  in  the  garden, 
but  which  will  bring  you  joy  indoors 
— beautiful  in  !  self,  and  it  adds  to 
the  beauty  of  other  sorts  with  which 
it  may  be  arranged.  You  surely  want 
it.  Jenny  Lind  is  a  soft  apricot  pink; 
Vanity7,  cream,  with  a  blush  of  rose 
pink,  tall  and  slender;  Golden  Swal- 
low, clear,  soft  yellow,  with  ruffled 
petals;  Prim  Picotee,  red  with  petals 
edged  yrellow — a  gay  thing  to  go  with 
summer  curtains.  These  are  all  out  of 
the  ordinary,  and  yet  moderate  in 
price.  Still  newer  are  Annie  Laurie,  a 
semi-ruffled  white,  flushed  carmine; 
Quinton,  a  coral  pink  seedling  of  the 
extra  early  Halley;  Arlon,  one  of 
the  most  daintily  graceful  of  all; 
Aigrette,  an  airy  delicate  light  pink. 
Grow  any  of  these,  and  you  will 
never  speak  again  of  the  "stiff  and 
stilted  Gladiolus."

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lives  within  touch  of  one  of  those 
wise  expert  dealers  who  grow  only 
succulents  and  whose  fine  wares  are 
irresistible!  Like  a  child  in  a  sweets 
shop,  he  will  be  suffocated  by  emo- 
tions and  want  to  buy  everything'  in 
sight,  but  even  if  he  conies  home  with 
only  a  few  rare  treasures  he  can  ob- 
tain a  note  of  real  interest  by  install- 
ing them  with  care  in  suitable  pots 
and  disposing  them  in  the  more  con- 
spicuous places. 

As  the  Strawberry  box  always  ar- 
rives with  the  largest  and  ripest  berries 
on  top,  so  do  on'-  juiciest  succulents 
invariably  sit  in  the  front  row. 

To  those  whose  time  and  space  are 
limited  and  who  wish  to  go  into  this 
curious,  intimate  form  of  gardening, 
I  humbly  suggest  th.it  there  be  a 
raison  d'etre,  such  as  a  wall  or  steps. 
Rocks,  artificially  thrown  togethei  in 
leaps,  should  Ik-  avoided.  Rather 
build  carefully,  allowing  for  drain- 
age, a  wall  of  selected  stones  or  bricks 
with  many  open  joints  and  niches 
filled  with  sandy  loam  and,  at  the 
foot  of  the  wall,  a  narrow  bed  to 
tie  wall  and  grouttd  together.  But, 
better  still,  make  rock  steps  between 
different  levels,  to  be  used  when  coni- 
ing  and  going  from  one  part  of  the 
garden  to  the  other,  or  leading  down 
from  a  sheltered,  esunny  veranda — 
real  steps  upon   which  one  may  walk. 

Plant  the  whole  exactly  as  one- 
would  compose  a  picture;  design  with 
large,  bold  specimens,  using  the  larg- 
est  and  tallest  ones  as  background  anil 
backbone.  The  big,  spreading  ones 
should  also  be  introduced  in  the  front, 
here  and  there,  as  an  accent;  and  an 
effective  screen  at  the  very  back  of  a 
\\  ide,  sloping  bed  may  be  composed  of 
blue  or  pink  Echiums,  a  gaudy  Mexi- 
can gift  to  us  in  California,  where 
they  marry  happily  with  big  Agaves 
and  Aloes  and  live  contentedly  side 
In'  side  for  years,  manureless  and 
nearly    waterless.

usually  diverting  and  a  constant  de- 
light to  a  garden  lover,  for  they  bring 
allien  up  and  onto  a  sheltered 
veranda,  and  one  literally  sits  to  read 
and  write,  or  eat,  among  one's  succu- 
lents. 

I  here  are  wonderful  collections  ,,t 
succulents,  but  they  are  per  se  collec- 
tions, and  lack  the  charm  of  intimacy 
and  beauty  in  arrangement.  The  two 
most  notable  ones  that  come  to  my 
mind  are  those  of  the  late  Mr.  Henry 
Huntington,  at  San  Marino,  and  the 
great  Hanbury  one  of  La  Mortola  at 
Vintimillc.  In  contrast  to  these,  the 
collection  on  the  rock  bluff  at  Mon- 
aco is  more  appealing  because  of  the 
nature  of  the  cliffs  to  which  it  clings, 
and  because  of  its  disposition. 

Hereabouts,  too  often — indeed  al- 
most always — Cacti  and  other  succu- 
lents are  just  stuck  in  anyhow,  hap- 
hazard, by  some  gardener,  amateur  or 
professional,  with  bits  of  gray  gravel 
strewn  between  and  an  edging — a 
horror — of  cobblestones  to  top  off  the 
general  effect.  The  marvel  is  that 
these  strange  and  curious  creatures  do 
actually  grow  under  such  conditions, 
but  they  are  at  their  best  only  when 
surrounded  closely  by  their  kind  and 
when  tended  by  the  loving  hands  of 
one   person. 

They  are  individuals  as  much  as 
Japanese  dwarfed  trees  and  as  re- 
sponsive to  training;  their  odd  and 
peculiar  shapes  have  astonishing  in- 
dividuality like  little  people  with 
curious  ways  and  habits  of  reproduc- 
tion. 

Some  of  the  more  precious  ones 
should  be  in  pots,  the  right  color  and 
shape  for  the  plant,  so  they  may  be 
moved  about  when  in  or  out  of 
bloom,  on  the  veranda  or  up  and 
down    the   steps. 

In  this  small-scale  gardening,  jars 
and  pots  are  indispensable  not  only 
for  their  forms  and  colors  but  be- 
cause in  this  way  rare  plants  usually 
grow  best  and  are  more  easily  watched 
and  tended.  Too  much  thought  and 
trouble  cannot  be  put  on  the  subject 
of  pots,  for  if  over-ornate  in  color 
design  or  ungracious  in  form,  they 
detract  from  the  plants  or  flowers  an 
disturb  the  picture.

THREE   ESSENTIALS 

Almost  anyone  may  achieve  success 
in  the  growing  of  Gladioli.  There 
are,  I  should  say,  but  three  essentials: 
sound,  healthy  bulbs,  fairly  well 
drained  soil,  and  thorough  cultiva- 
tion. 

In  my  own  experience,  the  size  of 
the  bulb — measured  in  its  greatest 
diameter  of  width,  which  is  the  basis 
for  grading — is  of  relatively  small 
importance.  A  No.  1  bulb  is  lj4"  or 
more  in  diameter.  I  would  much  pre- 
fer a  young,  round  bulb  high 
"crow  tied,"  as  they  are  called  in  the 
trade,  l"  or  even  Y\"  in  diameter,  to 
an  old,  very  flat  bulb  2  across.  The 
young  bulbs  will  develop  fully  as  fine 
flowers,  and  are  likely  to  form  a 
greater  number  of  bulblets  or  cor- 
mels;  this  is  an  important  item,  if  you 
are  purchasing  a  new  variety  and 
wish  to  increase  the  stock  of  it. 

Examine  carefully  any  bulbs  which 
,"ou  may  purchase  for  signs  of  dis- 
ease. Gladioli,  fortunately,  are  subject 
to  few  of  these,  anil  as  they  may  be 
diiUnguished  on  the  bulbs,  they  are 
not  generally  passed  on  to  the  private 
grower.  But  they  are  difficult  to 
eradicate  and  it  is  just  as  well  to  be 
on  one's  guard  against  them.  If  a 
careful  examination  of  the  bulb  shows 
any  dead  or  mummified  black  spot,  or 
depressions  of  dry,  corky  tissue,  re- 
turn them  at  once.  Any  reputable 
dealer  will  either  send  back  your 
money,  or  semi  you  clean,  sound  bulbs 
m  their  place.  Sometimes  these  disease 
spots  are  under  the  satin-like  skin  or 
covering  of  the  bulb;  it  does  no  harm 
to  peel  this  off  in  examining  the  bulbs. 

Any  soil  which  will  grow  an  ordi- 
nary collection  of  vegetables  or 
flowers  successfully  will  produce 
Glads.  Avoid,  however,  the  use  of 
fresh  manure.  If  the  soil  available  is 
deficient  in  humus,  it  is  well  to  spread 
a  quantity  of  commercial  humus  or 
granulated  peat  in  the  row  before 
planting     the     bulbs.     These     materials 


are  moisture  holders,  and  the  ro 
all  bulbs  revel  in  them. 

For  fertilizing,  I  prefer  a  in 
made  up  of  equal  parts  of  g 
bone,  fine  bone  flour  and  ta 
These  are  animal  base  fertilize 
much  less  likely  to  injure  or 
the  bulbs  than  are  chemical  fertj 
Even  these  fertilizers,  however,!

Ti  1  K  fashion  in  fences  seems  to  be 
a  matter  of  cycles — much  the 
same  as  fashion  in  dress,  furniture,  or 
the  theatre.  For  a  time  one  style  holds 
sway  tn  the  exclusion  of  others,  and 
at  another  time  this  style,  once  so 
popular,  is  entirely  superseded.  There 
have  even  been  times,  particularly  in 
the  Nineties  and  early  Nineteen  Hun- 
dreds, when  fences  as  a  whole  were 
taboo  and  massive  hedges  of  Cali- 
fornia Privet  took  their  place.  Today 
there  is  manifest,  it  seems,  a  distinct 
revival  of  the  use  of  wooden  fences 
and  a  thoughtful  development  of  the 
many  various  sorts. 

The  picket  fence  was  used  in  this 
country  in  the  earliest  days.  Latei, 
when  our  architecture  burgeoned  out 
with  cupolaed  and  turreted  magni- 
ficence, it  suffered  accordingly  by  the 
accretion  to  its  simple  lines  of  massive 
posts,  baroque  moldings,  and  fretful 
jig-saw  panels.  Hence  its  late  dis- 
repute. Freed  from  this  burden,  how- 
ever, it  emerges  to-day  as  an  appro- 
priate accompaniment  to  the  revival 
of  Colonial  architecture.  Remember- 
ing always  that  it  is  made  of  wood 
and  therefore  should  express  the  light- 
ness and  grace  of  its  material  and  not 
attempt  through  the  use  of  heavy, 
massive  posts  to  simulate  stone,  it 
forms  a  most  delightful  background 
for  our  gardens,  "or  enclosure  for  the 
whole  home  plot.  Nor  need  this  es- 
sential simplicity  result  in  monotony. 
Variety  in  width,  shape,  and  spacing 
of  pickets  may  be  easily  introduced, 
and  different  moldings  and  finials 
may  be  used,  all  in  harmony  with  one 
another,  and  with  the  architecture 
of  the  building  they  adjoin. 

The  pickets  themselves  may  be  either 
flat  and  wide,  with  pointed  tops,  or 
they  may  be  square  or  even  round.

Another  sort  of  informal  fence 
which  conies  10  us  from  Europe,  is 
the  wattle  fence  J  his  is  made  up  of 
small  saplings  with  the  hark  either 
left  on  or  removed,  according  to 
fancy,  or  of  thin  pieces  of  split  logs, 
jdaced  close  together  and  held  by 
double  strands  of  strong  wire.  The 
fabric  is  fastened  to  a  simple  back- 
ground of  posts  and  two  horizontal 
rails  or  stringers.  This  fence  is  at- 
tractive, durable,  and  offers  maximum 
privacv,  for  it  is  almost  impossible  to 
look  through. 

For  use  around  the  drying  yard,  or 
to  give  privacy  to  a  small  flower  gar- 
den, or  courtyard,  there  are  definite 
possibilities  in  the  lattice  feme;  large 
or  small  openings,  or  a  combination 
of  both,  intricate  designs,  ornamental 
finials  and  moldings  to  mention  but 
a  few.  The  main  thing  with  lattice 
work,  however,  is  to  have  it  strongly 
ami  durably  built.  How  often  do  we 
see  some  bit  of  lattice  sagging  all 
askew,  losing  whatever  beauty  it  may 
have  through  its  disreputable  appear- 
ance. Another  point  to  remember  is 
not  to  overdo  the  thing.  Many  a 
small  garden  is  swamped  entirely  by 
a  prepondering  weight  of  lattice, — 
lattice  fence,  lattice  gazebos,  lattice 
Rose  a  iches  and  seats,  and  separate 
lattices  for  individual  vines.  Restraint 
b  just  as  desirable  here  as  else-. 
wh  -re. 

Gc.tes  of  course  must  exist  in  all 
somewhere  or  other,  and  here 
is  an  opportunity  for  the  greatest 
amount  of  imagination  in  design.

PRUNING    FRUIT  TREES 


UROM  now  until  ,!  early  part  of  March  is  the  generally 
-  accepted  time  ftfr  trie  pruning,  especially  where  Apples  and 
the  other  fruit-bearing  species  arc  concerned.  Garden  work  of 
other  sorts  is  slack  and  the  trees  themselves  are  in  a  dormant  state 
— a  combination  of  circumstances  which,  coupled  with  an  occa- 
sional mild  day  when  one  can  work  comfortably  outdoor-,  is 
favorable. 

It  used  to  be  thought  that  severe  slashing  with  saw  and  trimmer 
was  beneficial  to  orchard  trees,  but  this  idea  has  been  given  up 
except  for  trees  that  were  poorly  started  or  have  become  badly 
out  of  form  through  neglect.  Unless  one  or  both  of  these  condi- 
tions are  present  one  need  do  no  more  than  remove  an  unfavorably 
located  branch  here  and  there,  others  that  cross  each  other,  and 
those  that  are  dead  or  diseased.  Generally  speaking,  weak-growing 
varieties  need  more  severe  pruning  than  do  the  robust  sorts. 

A   NEW   WAY   OF   PACKING   SHRUBS 

T  OOKING  back  over  the  horticultural  progress  of  the  past 
^—*  decade  it  appears  that  almost  without  exception  the  worth- 
while forward  steps  have  been  along  the  line  of  improved  plants 
as  distinguished  from  improved  methods  of  planting.  Noteworthy 
betterments  in  cultural  practice  could  almost  be  counted  on  the 
fingers  of  one  hand,  whereas  one  would  have  to  be  an  octopus  to 
enumerate   in   this   manner  the   advancements  among   the   flowers 

themselves. 

It  is  especially  gratifying,  therefore,  to  record  that  a  really 
revolutionary  forward  stride  has  been  taken  recently  in  the  method 
of  packing  nursery  stock  for  shipment.  Unless  our  estimate  ot  the

remain  too  waterlogged  it"  the  surplus  is  given  this  opportunity  to 

sink  down  to  a  lower  stratum  of  porous  material. 

When  doing  the  actual  planting,  be  sure  and  firm  the  fiber 
down  around  the  pips  ;  i  bulbs,  as  the  case  may  be.  To  leave  it 
tebse  is  to  admit  too  much  air  and  fail  to  bring  the  fiber  into 
sufficiently  close  contact  with  the  roots. 

SEEDS   THAI"   ARE    SLOW   TO    START 

(^  ARDENERS  who  are  interested  in  the  physiology  of  seeds 
^-*  will  find  several  noteworthy  facts  brought  to  light  in  a  short 
bulletin  recently  issued  by  the  N.  Y.  State  Agricultural  Experi- 
ment Station. 

"Some  seeds,  such  as  Corn  and  Wheat,  will  germinate  as  soon 
or  almost  as  soon  as  they  are  mature,"  says  the  Department.  "In 
fact,  Tomato  seed  will  germinate  although  gathered  in  an  im- 
mature condition.  But  in  the  case  of  seeds  from  the  hardy  fruits, 
like  the  Apple,  Peach,  Pear,  Cherry  and  Plum,  the  seeds  will 
not  germinate  for  years  until  certain  changes  have  taken  place 
within  them  which  are  closely  approximated  by  Nature  by  the 
moist,  cool  conditions  to  be  found  in  the  soil  during  winter. 
Nurserymen  recognize  these  principles  and  either  plant  their  seed 
in  the  fall  of  the  year  or  else  bury  it  out-of-doors  in  sand  in  a 
well-drained,  vermin-proof  place. 

"Because  of  this  practice,  it  has  come  to  be  believed  that  fruit 
seeds  must  be  frozen  before  they  will  germinate.  This  is  not  true. 
Actually  most  seeds  are  not  improved  and  are  often  injured  by 
freezing.  The  after-ripening  processes  are  carried  on  best  at 
temperatures  slightly  above  freezing  and  in  the  presence  of 
moisture.  If  seed  is  kept  frozen  it  will  not  after-ripen.  If  it  is 
kept  dry  it  will  not  after-ripen.  The  best  conditions  are  those 
provided  by  Nature  in  late  fall  or  early  spring  when  the  ground 
is  moist  and  just  above  the  freezing  point."
